GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Ey 
my, 


Fellow-citizens of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives. 


It is a source of gratification to give to you information of the 
state of the government, and to recommend to your considera- - 
tion such measures as are deemed expedient. This pleasure is 
produced by that kind of confidence with which one who earnest- 
ly seeks to render the State service, ever greets and confers with 
those known to be intelligent and patriotic co-laborers for the 
publie good. ` 

So recently elected by the free suffrages of your constituents, 
before whom matters of deep interest had been discussed, you 
are doubtless prepared to reflect their will, and to act with wis- 
dom and promptitude in the discharge of your legislative duties. 
So that you might not be delayed in your action for the want of 
official information, the Executive has caused to be printed, and 
will have laid before -you, the various reports, as well as other 
information connected with matters of public interest, to which 
he will allude. To the reports and the other information so 
adopted, as accompanying documents to this message, you are 
respectfully referred for intelligence. in detail. The reports of 
the Auditor and Treasurer contain much valuable information 
relative to the fiscal affairs of the State, and also recommenda- 
tions worthy of your consideration. : 

By these reports it will be seen that the State debt, for war- 
rants issued by the Treasurer to defray ordinary expenses of the 
State, and which amounted to.$175,751 74, was all paid during 
the last two fiscal years, except $371 76, and that on the first 
day of October, 1854, there remained in the Treasury, subject 
to be used for ordinary expenses, a balance in specie, of $29,- 
514. 29. 

The revenue from the assessment forthe year 1854, and which 
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is now being collected, will not be due from the sheriff’s until 
the first day of May, 1855, and payment may be deferred until 
the fifteenth day of that month. The expenses.of the State from - 
the first of October, 1854, to the fifteenth of May, 1855, will be ` 
much greater than the balance in the Treasury on the first day 
of October, 1854; and after the expenditure of the money in the 
Treasury, treasury warrants will again have to be issued until 
the sheriffs make settlement. 

With prudence and economy in all the departments of our go- 
vernment, the present revenue laws will bring into the Treasury 
means amply sufficient, after the fifteenth day of May, 1855, to 
defray the ordinary expenses of the State in the constitutional 
currency of gold and silver. 

The whole amount of the Internal Improvement Fund distri- 
buted to and drawn by the several counties before the first day 
of October, 1854, was $246,934 82, and on that day a balance 
of this fund remained in the Treasury, in specie, amounting to 
$18,886 24. 

The entire amount of the Seminary Fund distributed to and 
drawn by the several counties before the Ist day of October, 1854, 
was $38,276 08; and on that day, a balance of this fund remain- 
ed inthe Treasury amounting to $7,567 48.. The sum of $1,068- 
97, which arose from the sales of the Saline Lands remained in 
the Treasury on the Ist of October, 1854. 

The Executive has had printed, and will cause to be laid be- 
fore you, the quarterly reports made to him by the late Auditor, 
C. C. Danley, as well as a certified transcript of the proceedings 
in court, to which it was necessary to resort before they could 
be obtained. - It will be discovered that these quarterly reports 
contain no information whatever of the amount of warrants 
drawn by the late Auditor upon the Swamp Land Fund. 

Section 51, of chapter 23, “ Digest of the Statutes of Arkan- 
was,” provides that “It shall be the duty of the Auditor to make 
quarterly reports to the Governor of the amount of moneys in 
the hands of the Treasurer belonging to the State or any 
county.” The Constitution of this State, in section seven of 
article five, provides that the Governor “may require any in- 
formation, in writing, from the officers of the Executive Depart- 
‘ment, on any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices.” l . 

During the great solicitude of many, for the Governor to con- 
vene the General Assembly, in extra session, he was anxious to 
have published, for the information of the people, an official re- 
‘port of the condition of the Treasury, and as the late Auditor 
‘had never made to him any report whatever, the Governor, by 
virtue of the authority vested in him by the Coustitution, made 
upon the late Auditor, at different periods, two written requisi- 
tions for the information, in writing, which, both the law and the 
Constitution required him, as an officer of the Executive Depart- 
‘ment, to furnish; but he paid no attention whatever to either of 
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these written requisitions, and refused wholly to make any re- 
port at all, until compelled, by a peremptory mandamus, granted, 
against him by the court, as will be seen by the proceedings to. 


^ which reference has been made.

. official report of the condition of the Treasury at any time, when, 


in the discharge of his duties, he might need or require such in- 
formation; but after this case, it is deemed proper and neces- 
sary to have additional legislation, imposing heavy penalties 
on any officer of the Executive department, who shall hereafter 
refuse to comply with the provision of the constitution which 
has been quoted. Occasions may arise, when it might be of the 
utmost importance to the interest of the State for the Governor 
to be officially informed of the condition of public affairs, under. 
the control of officers of the Executive Department. The fra- 
mers of the constitution seemed to have acted under such an im- 
pression, and, it is believed, that you will not fail to consider 
mrturely and.properly act upon the subject. 

The late Auditor resigned, and, under the appointment of the 
Governor, William R. Miller was commissioned. and qualified 
on the 16th day of September, 1854, only twenty-four days be- 
fore the time fixed by law for the Auditor to deliver his biennial 
report to the Governor, yet, notwithssanding the shortness of the 
heap he prepared and rendered his report on the day designated 
oy law. | 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, the Executive 
of this State has demanded of the executive authorities of other. 
States, to which they had fled, the surrender of fourteen fugitives 
from justice, who stood charged with committing crimes, such as 
murder, arson and forgery, and had fled beyond the jurisdiction 
of this State, before the present executive came into office. Of 
the fourteen so demanded, twelve were surrendered, brought back, 
and delivered to the proper authorities of this State for trial. 
In every State upon which a demand was made, the Executive 
authority was commendably prompt in complying with the de- 
mand made under the constitution and laws of the United States. 
But in the State of Texas, after the Executive of that State had; 
issued his warrant and caused to be arrested a fugitive who stood; 
indicted in this State for the crime of forgery, the Supreme Court. 
of the State of Texas, by a writ of habeas corpus, took the prisoner 
out of the custody of the officer who had arrested him, and; as 
outrageous as it may seem, turned him loose that he might ce. 
cape, and upon the bare pretext that the warrant of the Gover- 
nor of Texas, by authority of which the fugitive had been .ar- 
rested, was informal. This sourt also refused to hold the fugi- 
tive in custody until the Governor of Texas could issue a new 
warrant,in such a form, as the court had intimated that they 
themselves would consider legal. "This refusal was made, too, 
after the agent of this State had caused to be placed before thé 
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court, his written oath that the prisoner was the identical person 
who stood indicted in this State for forgery, and that he, the said 
agent, had, himself delivered to the Governor of Texas the de- 
mand made by the Executive of this State for the surrender of 
said fugitive, and that a duly authenticated copy of the indict- 
ment accompanied, and was delivered with the demand to the 
Governor of the State of Texas. 

That you may be fully informed of this extraordinary proce- 
dure of the Supreme court of the State of Texas, duly authen- 
ticated copies of all the records and papers connected there- 
with are herewith transmitted. These papers have not been 
printed. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, the Executive 
of this State has had arrested and delivered to the proper agents 
of other States, to be taken back for trial, two fugitives charged 
with committing the crime of murder, and whose surrender had 
been demanded by the executive authorities of the States from 
which they had respectively fled. 

In addition to the fourteen fugitives who stood charged with 
crimes and had fled from the State before the present Executive 
came into office, he also demanded the surrender of five others, 
charged with the crime of murder, but none of these eould be 
found within the jurisdiction of the authoritiés upon which the: 
demands were made. l 

The Executive also offered rewards for the arrest and delivery 
to the proper authorities, of many other persons charged with 
committing erimes in this State, but who had fled to uncertain 
plaees. Some of these have been arrasted and delivered inte 
the custody to the proper officers, whilst others are, for the pre- 
sent, beyond the grasp of our laws. 

It is recommended that a law be passed, requiring every Attor- 
ney for the State, in the several judicial circuits, to repert to the 
Executive, after the expiration of each term of the court for every 
county in his circuit, a statement of the title, nature and condi- 
tion of every cause pending, in which the State may be a party, 
or interested, as well as like information relative to all such: 
causes as may have been tried and determined at the term, and: 
the result of each. Such information collected and cendensed: 
would be important for the authorities of the State, and when: 
required by law to be so obtained, arranged and published with: 
the journals of the General Assembly, so that it could be exa- 
mined and read by the people, it would have a tendency, not. 
only to stimulate all officers concerned, to a vigilant discharge 
of their duties, but it is believed, would deter many frem com- 
mitting crime. | 

It is also recommended for your consideration that provision. 
be made by law to authorize the election, by the qualified veters: 
of each county, of an attorney for such business of the county, 
as would often be liable to suffer for the want of legal attention. 
The county attorney should be required to attend strictly to-eve- 
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ry case of a criminal eharacter when sending before justices of 
the peace for examination, so that he might prevent the wrong- 
ful release of violators of the laws-—cause the criminals to be 
legally held to account, and, in this way, greatly aid in having | 
the laws faithfully executed. The duties now required by law of 
the attorneys for the State should in no wise be abated in con- 

sequence of the arrangement for electing and having county at- 

torneys. 

By “an act to provide for the building of a stone wall around 
the Penitentiary House of this State,” approved 10th January, 
1853, it was required that said wall shall be built three hundred 
feet square, eighteen feet above the surface of the earth, two feet 
below the surfacc, four feet base, diminishing to two feet at the 
top, making a wall of twenty feet in height of rock or stone, laid 
in the best ‘kind of lime mortar, jointed with hydraulic cement; 
with two entrances, secured by iron gates.” 

On the 17th day of February, 1853, Alexander George and 
John Robins became the contractors to build the wall, and also: 
for the safe keeping and the labor, control and management of 
any and all State convicts, for and during two years from the 
date of their contract, for the sum of $26,248 00. 

The Executive appointed John Hutt, Inspector and unen: 
tendent of the work; and it is gratifying to learn by his report 
that the contractors "completed the wall, about the middle of last 
September, and that they had “complied fully and faithfully with 
the terms of the law, and done the State full and ample justice 
and themselves great credit." 

The State made payments to the contractors from time to time 
as the work progressed, and after it had been finished, as stipula- 
ted, paid the residue of the amountto them. In constructing the 
wall a difficulty arose from the fact that the surface of the ground 
upon which it was to be built, was not level. The law made no 
provision for grading and levelling, but required the wall to be 
built three hundred feet square, eighteen feet above the surface 
of the earth and two feet below. The Executive instructed the 
Inspector to have thelaw strictly complied with, although the 
wall when finished, in accordance with the requirements of the 
act, might present an irregular appeárance at the top. 

It is recommended that provision be made for grading and 
levelling the ground enclosed, and also for building up the wall 
so that it may (after levelling the ground), be of uniform height 
on the inside; 

Suitable work-shops, sufficiently capacious for the accommoda- 
tion of machinery for manufacturing purposes, are necessary to 
enable the keepers to employ the convicts at profitable labor. 
A keeper’s house is also requisite. These buildings should be 
fire-proof and constructed of stone, which would be more sub- 
stantial and enduring than brick. The Penitentiary House is 
brick, and some parts of it are now in such a condition thaf.re- 
pairs are absolutely necessary. "With the Penitentiary House in 
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good repair, the work-shops and keeper's-house constructed, the 
institution could be leased so that it would be a source of revenue 
instead of.expense to the State. Without such improvements 
it will remain, as heretofore, a tax upon the treasury. 

The State has ample revenue to pay the ordinary expenses, 
cause these improvements to be made, and also to have the State 
House properly repaired, without imposing any additional tax 
upon the people. Under such circamstances it would seem to 
be good policy and real economy, to make appropriations to 
defray the expense of these works. By the report of the keep- 
ers, it will be seen that there were fifty convicts confined in the 
Penitentiary on the 16th October, 1854; and also three slaves 
detained there for safe keeping until their owners, from whom 
they had escaped, may legally retrieve them. 

The report also refers to certain work and repairs deemed in- 
dispensable, which the keepers had done for the State at their 
own cost and risk, as well as to $170 00 paid by them to clothe 
discharged convicts, and to supply them with some money. The 
risk was only whether the General Assembly would act justly 
towards men who, as contractors and keepers, had honestly and 
faithfully discharged their duties to the State. "That full justice 
will be accorded to the keepers by the Representatives of the 
people the Executive has not a doubt. 

It is recommended that authority be given to the Governor to 
appoint one Inspector of the Penitentiary, who, in addition to 
periódically visiting and examining into the affairs and condi- 
tion of the institution, prescribing rules for the discipline and gov- 
ernment of the convicts, and seeing that they were well and hu- 
manely treated, might also be superintendent and inspector of 
such buildings and repairs as the General Assembly may author- 
ize to be constructed and made for the benefit of the institution. 

. This inspector should have a suitable salary and should be sub- 
ject to be removed by the Governor, so that he may be required 
to perform his duty as long as he draws the salary. The policy 
heretofore adopted, of requiring the Secretary of State, Auditor 
and Treasurer, to act as Inspectors, has not worked well. These 
officers seldom find it convenient to leave their regular official 
duties and act as a Board of Inspectors of the Penitentiary. 

The consequence is that the keepers are left to manage and 
treat the convicts as they please, without any superintending con- 
trol. Under such a policy, it is fortunate for the convicts that 
their present keepers are humane, and have fed, clothed and . 
treated them well. The time for which the present keepers con- 
tracted to take care of and manage the convicts, will expire with 
the 16th day of February next. It is recommended that a simi- 
lar policy to that prescribed by the act of 10th January, 1853, of 
requiring the contractors for building the wall to keep the con- 
victs for a certain time, be adopted in contracting for the con- 
struction of the work-shops and the warden or keeper's house. 
It would be well to have this subject acted upon as early as con- 
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venient, so that the ‘contractor may, during the winter, obtain 
the large supply of provisions which will be required for the use 
of the convicts. l 

The State of Arkansas issued to the Real Estate Bank of the 
State of Arkansas, 1,530 of her bonds, each for $1,000, and bear- 
ing interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum. By the sale 
of these 1,530 bonds, the bank obtained her banking capital, 
amounting to one million five hundred and thirty thousand dol- 
lars. 

By the provisions of the charter, the bank was bound to pay 
the interest and also to redeem the bonds. The stockholders, 
180 in number, mortgaged to the State of Arkansas 141,980 acres 
of land, valued! by commissioners under oath, at $2,603,932 32, _ 
as an indemnity to the State and the holders of these bonds, for 
the payment by the bank, of the interest and the redemption or 
payment of the bonds. It is represented that the bank paid the 
interest on these 1,530 bonds up to the first day of July, 1841, 
and that no interest has been paid by the bank since that day. 

Under the act to establish the western branch of the Real Es- 
tate Bank, the State issued to that institution 500 more of her 
bonds, each for $1,000, bearing interest at the rate of six per 
cent. per annum; and the stockholders—100 in number—under 
this act, mortgaged to the State of Arkansas, 65,121 acres of 
land, valued by commissioners under oath, at $776,840 06, as an 
indemnity to the State and the holders of the bonds, for the pay- 
ment by the bank of the interest, and also for the payment or 
redemption of these bonds when due. By the terms of the char- 
ter, these bonds could not be disposed of at less than par, but 
the bank, without authority and in violation of law, hypothecat- 
ed them to the “North American Trust and Banking Company,” 
of New York, on the 7th day of September, 1840, and only ob- 
tained upon the five hundred bonds, the sum of $122,389 77. . 
These hypothecated bonds have never been returned to the 
State, but by the illegal acts of the bank, have been placed be- 
yond her control. , 

On the 2d day of April, 1842, by a deed of assignment, the 
assets of the bank amounting, as stated, to $2,405,966 15, were 
placed in the hands of trustees. When the deed of assignment 
was made, besides the principal bank at Little Rock, there were 
four branches of the Real Estate Bank; one at Washington, one 
at Columbia; one at Helena, and the other at Van Buren. Be- 
fore the assignment, the State, under the charter of the bank, had 
two directors at the principal bank and two directors at each of 
its branches, to guard and protect her interests. But by the deed 
of assignment, the State was deprived of her representation in 
the bank. Every officer or agent of the State was and has been 
‘excluded. The trustees of the Real Estate Bank and their two 
officers, the attorney and the cashier and secretary, have had 
control and management ever since the 2d of April, 1842, of the 
large fund of assets, stated at two millions four hundred and five 
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thousand nine hundred and sixty-six dollars and fifteen cents, as 
well as the interest, which, from time to time, accumulated on 
the debts during this period of more than twelve years and a 
half. The notes of individuals to the bank drew interest at the 
rate of eight per cent., and under certain circumstances ten per 
cent. per annum. The State bonds sold by the bank bear inter- 
est at the rate of six per cent. per annum. The liabilities of the 
bank on the second day of April, 1842, were stated to be $2,230,- 
986 59, being. $174,979 56 less than the assets on that day stated 
to have been placed in the hands of the trustees under the deed 
of assignment. 

The Executive has no official report or information from the 
bank, showing all its present liabilities and the amount of assets 
now remaining unexhausted. But it is believed, that if the true 
condition of the bank were known, the present liabilities would 
be near a million of dollars greater than they were on the 2d 
day of April, 1842. If this be so now, and if the trustees and 
officers received $174,979 56 more of assets than the bank owed 
-on the 2d day of April, 1842, certainly the people of this State, 
and particularly the stockholders, who mortgaged lands to secure 
the State and bond-holders against loss, are deeply interested in 
having a full explanation and a true statement of the cause of 
this great deficiency. It seems to me that the interests, credit 
and honor of the State are too deeply involved, for any, officer : 
or legislator of the State to do any act which would tend to sup- 
press or delay such action as is necessary to obtain a full and 
complete explanation, let the responsibility and accountability 
fall on whomsoever it may. 

Not one of the 1,530 bonds sold by the bank, has been re- 
deemed and surrendered to the authorities of the State. But by 
a statement of the cashier and secretary, shown in statement - 
marked “O,” in the Auditor’s report, it appears that on the first . 
of October, 1854, the trustees had in their hands 179 of these 
bonds, and that the interest on the bonds and coupons taken up, 
" amounted to $143,160, leaving unpaid by the bank 1,351 bonds, 
upon which the interest unpaid by the bank amounted, on the 
first of October, 1854, to $1,073,190. But by information from 
the Treasury Department of the United States, it appears that 
the sum of $41,947 29, part of the funds which had aecrued to 
this State from the 1st day of January, 1841, to the first day of 
January, 1853, on account of the 5 per cent. of the net proceeds 
of the sales of publie lands within the State, and on account of 
the distributive share of the proceeds of the public lands, under 
the act of Congress of 4th September, 1841, had been retained 
at the United States Treasury, and applied before the 1st of Oc- 
tober, 1854, towards interest due on 500 bonds of this State, 
which had been issued to the Real Estate Bank, and which are 
held by the Secretary of the Treasury in trust for the benefit of 
the Smithsonian Institute. "Therefore the real amount of inte- 
rest due on the 1st of October, 1854, on the 1,351 bonds not ta- 
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ken up by the bank, was $1,031,242 71, making, when added to 
the amount of the bonds, $2,382,242 71. 

It also appears that the bank is indebted for $122,389 77, ob- 
tained on the 7th September, 1840, from the North American 
Trust and Banking Company, on the 500 bonds which the bank 
hypothecated, and for the interest on the money up to the Ist 
October, 1854, in the sum of $225,666 31, which added to the 
$2,382,242 71, makes a debt of $2,607,909 02, 6n account of the 
Rea] Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas on the Ist day of 
October, 1854. "The bonds sold by this bank will not be due un- 
til the 26th day of October, 1861. 

By bad management of the banks the faith and credit of the 
State have received a wound which has retarded her prosperity; 
but by judicious administration of our public affairs time will 
heal the wound again. ` l 

The State of Arkansas will never repudiate her just debts. 
She will honestly pay them all whenever she can command the 
means. When the bonds of the State were issued to the Real 
Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas, it was never intended 
that the people should be taxed to påy the bonds or the interest 
on them, but on the. contrary, as required by law, the stockhol- 
ders, (for security to the State and bondholders for the payment 
of the bonds and the interest on them) mortgaged to the State 
207,101 acres of land, valued by commissioners, under oath, at 
$3,380,772 38. These lands embrace many of the best and most 
valuable plantations in the State. The State has not yet resort- 
ed to these mortgaged lands to raise money to pay the interest. 
due-on the bonds, and it is deemed safe policy to let them remain 
undisturbed until the large amount of assets placed in the hands 
of the trustees, under the deed of assignment, shall have been 
accounted for and every dollar which can be realized from the as- 
sets, sacredly applied towards paying the debts of the bank. Af- 
ter the assets shall have been accounted for and so applied, the 
balance of the debt could be ascertained and proper measures 
adopted to secure the honest payment of every dollar of it with- 
out resorting to taxation for that purpose. 

The only security which the stockholders have to protect their 
mortgaged lands consists in the faithful application of the assets 
to the payment of the interest, and the redemption of the bonds. , 
If the stockholders will unite their efforts with those of the State 
in seeking, by the suit now pending, to have the assets accounted 
for and faithfully applied towards the payment of the debts of 
the bank, as speedily and as far as practicable, the interests of _ 
both stockholders and State will be promoted. - ; | 

If, however, the stockholders should seek to retard or prevent 
the State from having these assets accounted for and faithfully 
. applied to the payment of the debts of the bank, it will devolve 
upon the General Assembly to determine whether the interests, 
credit and honor of the State shall any longer suffer without the 
: enactment of a suitable law to authorize procedure upon the 
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mortgages, without waiting to ascertain how far the assets will 
go towards paying the debts of the bank. : 

It is a matter of such great interest to the State that it is deem- 
ed proper to recommend that no legislation whatever be had 
whereby these mortgaged lands might; by any possibility, be re- 
leased or the security to the State and bondholders in any man- 
ner jeopardized. js 

By the time the assets shall have been accounted for, the debts 
collected and the money arising therefrom paid, as far as it will 
go, towards extinguishing the debts of the bank, it is hoped that 
by the progress of our railroads and the increase of population 
of the State, the mortgaged lands will have become enhanced in - 
value to such an extent, as not only to secure the State from all 
loss on account of the Real Estate Bank, but after paying every 
dollar of the balance of the debt, will yield to every stockholder 
a surplus equal to the present market value of his mortgaged 
land. It is therefore deemed the safest and best policy for all 
concerned that the assets be first accounted for, collected, and 
the money applied, as far as it will avail, towards paying the 
debts of the bank. i 

Should this policy be pursued, it is confidently believed that 
the whole debt may be paid without one dollar of loss to the State 
on account of the Real Estate Bank. Should the stockholders 
unfortunately suffer loss, they cannot blame the State, for by the 
deed of assignment, the whole assets of the bank were placed 
and have remained under the control and management of trus- 
tees and officers of their own choosing, and every officer or agent , 
of the State was and has been excluded. | 

The State is anxious to protect the interests of the stockhol-: 
ders as well as her own. Although deprived of her representa- .- 
tion in the bank, the State suffered the trustees to remain undis-- 
turbed in the execution of the trust until the General Assembly, 
at the last session, passed “an act directing the Attorney Gene- 
ral to.file a bill in chancery to divest the trustees of the Real 
Estate Bank of the assets of that institution," which act was ap- 
proved 12th January, 1853. By section two of that act the Gov- 
ernor was “authorized to employ two efficient and eminent law-- 
yers to aid the prosecution of said cause." . 

Under this authority, on the 20th day of January, 1853, eight 
days after the act was approved, two lawyers, Samuel H. Hemp- 
stead and Absalom Fowler, were appointed. "lheformer resign- 
ed on the 22d, and the latter on 27th April, 1853, without doing 
anything in the cause. To fill the vacancies caused by these 
resignations, the Executive commissioned James M. Curran on 
the 10th, and James Yell on tbe 20th day of August, 1853. 

Advised-that the Attorney General had done nothing in the 
cause, on the 20th day of February, 1854, thé Executive address- 
ed a letter to James M. Curran,.as one of the lawyers employed 
for the State, requesting him ‘to, prepare. such a bill as was re- 
quired to accomplish the objects of the law, in the most certain 
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and expeditious manner, and to cause the samé to be filed as 
early as practicable. On the 1st day of May, 1854, Mr. Curran, 
as one of the attorneys of the State, reported in writing that he 
himself had prepared and filed a bill in chancery to divest the 
trustees of the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas of the 
assets of that institution, as requested by the Executive in his 
letter of the 20th February, 1854. 

In the unbending integrity, legal ability and persevering appli» 
cation of James M. Curran in the prosecution of this suit, the 
Executive had the utmost confidence. After preparing and filing 
the bill in this, the most important suit ever instituted in Arkan- 
sas, and after doing allin his power to be in-readiness to press 
the cause at the next December term of the court, his death, un- 
fortunately for the State, on the 6th of October, 1854, closed his 
career. For his services in preparing the bill alone, (although 
he received a pecuniary consideration,) the people of the State 
owe to him, as a faithful, efficient and honest public servant, a 
debt of gratitude. 


‘The Executive has caused the bill to be printed. Copies will - 


be laid before you so that you may be fully apprised of the ob- 
jects and great importance of having this suit vigorously and 
speedily pressed by the State to a conclusion; and with that view 
may provide and place, at the discretionary disposal of the Ex- 
ecutive, means and. power amply sufficient to enable him to have 
the law executed, by having this suit properly attended to and 
prosecuted.  . (d 

By the bill it will be seen that it is the object of the State not 
only to protect her own interests, but those of all of the benefi- 
ciaries under the deed of assignment. The State in this bill seeks 
to require that the “defendants may set forth and exhibit an ae- 
count of their acts and doings with the assets and property of 
said trust, and account for all moneys received by them, and show 
of whom and when received, and make an exhibit of all debts 
due to said bank at the time of said assignment, and show how 
each debt has been discharged, and if not discharged the reason 
thereof," “and that said residuary trustees and their said officers 


and agents be required to produce in court here, with their an- ` 


swers, all books, papers, records, deeds, bonds, bills, notes or 
other-documents in their possersion or under their control, be- 
longing to, or having relation to, orin any manner connected 
with the said trust or trust property;" “and that said residuary 
trustees and their attorney and officers and agents be removed 
from being such trustees and officers under said deed, and bere- 
quired to surrender all the assets remaining in their hands or in 
the hands of their officers, including all notes, bills, bonds and 
choses in action, land and all property of every description, and 
all papers, books, conveyances, title papers and documents, be- 
longing to, or in any manner connected with said trust, and that 
the same be placed in the hands of a proper trustee or receiver 
to be appointed by this court for that purpose, and that the trust 
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be executed and said fund administered in ‘this court; and that 
all of the debts due to said bank or said trust may be collected, 
and the lands and other property be sold and converted into mo- 
ney, and be brought into court here to be distributed, and that 
said trust may be executed and closed in the speediest manner pos- 
ssible; and that said trustees and their officers, and the said rep- 
resentatives of such of them as are dead, account for, be charged 
with and compelled to refund and pay into court all moneys or 
assets received by said officers and trustees respectively, and the 
amount of all debts lost by or through their neglect or fault; and 
that an account be taken in respect of the matters aforesaid; and 
that all the said real estate, bonds and coupons in the hands of 
said trustees be cancelled and delivered to the State Treasurer. 

* And that a suitable person be appointed trustee or receiver, 
with full power and authority to execute and close the said trust. 

* And that all such orders may be made and writs issued and 
directions given, from time to time, as may be required to obtain 
and enforce the relief hereby sought. 

* And that an injunction may be issued inhibiting said trus- 
tees and their agents and officers from receiving any moneys or 
debts due said trust, orin any manner intermeddling with the 
same." . 

This extract from the bill will afford some information of the 
objects of the suit. | 

If those who have had control of the assets more than twelve 
years and a half, have acted correctly, it is certainly no great 
hardship to require them to render an account. If, however, on 
the contrary, they have violated their trust and caused loss to the 
creditors, the State and the stockholders, is it not right that they 
should be held to account, so that the amount of loss may be 
ascertained as well as by whose fault? It would seem far bet- 
ter to require thisto be done, even should the State, through 
sympathy for sueh as may have rendered themselves liable with- 
out design to do wrong, afterwards relieve them by special en- 
actment. 

The Executive is fully aware, from the history of the past, that 
a public officer can seldom or never faithfully perform his duties 
to the public, against those controlling and having in charge 
millions of assets of a bank, without encountering through them 
and the presses and individuals under their influence and con- 
trol, all manner of opposition and often vindictive hostility and - 
abuse. The Executive is also aware that the opposition, spring- 
ing from such a source, is active and untiring, and that it may 
often be the foundation, whilst other pretexts are given for hos- 
tility to measures, the best and most salutary for the publie good, 
should it be thought that their adoption and establishment would 
yield any credit to the existing administration. Notwithstanding 
all this, if the people of the State do not ultimately obtain full 
and correct information of the condition of the bank by means of 
the suit now pending, it will not be the fault of the Executive. 
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To the Genera] Assembly the Executive appeals for the neces- 
sary discretionary power and means to enable him to have this 
guit faithfully and vigorously prosecuted, so that the laws on the 
subject may be effectively executed. "Then the true condition of 
*the bank will be known, the interests of the State and stockhol- 
ders looked well to, and the mysteries, which for so long have 
hung around the institution, will be unveiled, andit is to be hop- 
ed that the day will never again come when the Executive of 
the State, in his message to the General Assembly, will be com- 
pelled to compare an institution like this, involving the interests, 
credit and honor of the State in millions of dollars, to a “sealed 
book,” so far as its transactions are known to the authorities of 
the State or to the people. | 

George A. Gallagher has been appointed as one of the lawyers 
of the State in this suit, to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of James M. Curran. 

The whole number of bonds of the State sold by the bank of 
the State of Arkansas, was 1,169, each for $1,000. One thou- 
sand of these are six per cent., and 169, five per cent. bonds. 
Ninety-eight of the six per cent. and 132 of the five per cent. 
bonds were redeemed, cancelled and filed with the State Trea- 
surer before the Ist Oct., 1854, leaving on that day unredeemed 
37 five per cent. and 902 six per cent. bonds, upon which the in- 
terest, unpaid by the bank, on the-Ist Oct., 1854, amounted to 
$718,553, as shown by table N of the Auditor’s report. But by 
information from the Treasury Department of the United States, 
it appears that the sum of $4,887 99 of funds which had accrued 
to this State from the first day of January, 1841, to the Ist day 
of January, 1853, as explained in my message of the 27th. No- 
vember, 1852, had been retained and applied at the United States 
Treasury towards interest on such of these bonds as are held by 
the United States. Therefore the whole amount of interest due on 
the unredeemed bonds sold by the bank of the State of Arkansas, 
amounted to $713,665 01 on the lst day of October, 1854, and 
the principal to $939,000, making together a debt of $1,652,665 
01, on account of the Bank of the State of Arkansas. The six 
per cent. bonds will not be due till the Ist day of January, 1868, 
and the five per cent. bonds wili not be due before the Ist day 
of January, 1887. — . 

The office of Financial Receiver of the Bank of the State of 
Arkansas, became vacant on the 31st of August, 1854, by the 
death of John M. Ross. To fill this vacancy, the Executive, on 
the 4th day of September, 1854, appointed Peter T. Crutchfield. 
He has made a report dated October 31st, 1854, and to it and 
the suggestions therein made, your attention is respectfully in- 
vited. It will be seen that he did not obtain official charge of 
the books, papers and assets of the bank until the 17th of last 
month, and that in so short a time he could not make that thor- 
ough examination necessary to a full knowledge of the affairs 
and condition of the institution. After such investigation, he 
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‘states that he will render a supplemental report of the assets of 
the bank. se 

When made, that report will also be laid before you. 

The/Receiver's present report shows that the Bank of the State 
of Arkansas holds 313 six per cent. bonds of this State, which. 
were issued to, and for which, the Real Estate Bank of the State 
of Arkansas is liable, amounting to $313,000, upon which the in- 
terest due on the 31st October, 1854, was 132,935 13; and like- 
wise holds 73 coupons detached from Real Estate Bank bonds, 
amounting to $2,190 and also holds notes of the Real Estate Bank, 
amounting to $385. These several amounts added make the 
sum of four hundred and forty-eight thousand, five hundred and 
ten dollars and thirteen cents, due on the 31st October, 1854, 
from the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas to the Bank 
of the State of Arkansas. 

The policy of exchanging coupons due upon Real Estate Bank 
bonds, held by the State Bank, for bonds of the State is a good 
one for the interests of the State Bank as well as for those of the 
State. When bonds issued to the State Bank are obtained, they 
are cancelled and filed with the State Treasurer; and when bonds 
issued to the Real Estate Bank are received by the State Bank, 
they remain drawing interest from the Real Estate Bank at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum, when upon the coupons, given 
in exchange for such bonds, the Real Estate Bank would allow 
no interest whatever. The policy is one. by which the debt of 
the State is taken up to the extent of the exchange, and by 
which the State Bank in a legitimate way gets compound in- 
terest from the Real Estate Bank, which will add to the means 
to be used in redeeming bonds of the State, issued to the State 
Bank. 

It will be seen by the report of the Receiver of the State Bank, 
that he has succeeded in exchanging 2,317 coupons, each for $30, 
which were due on Real Estate Bank bonds held by the State 
Bank, and also 50 dollars in Real Estate Dank notes, amounting 
together to $69,510, for which he obtained, cancelled and filed 
with the State Treasurer, as required by law, twelve five per 
cent bónds*of this State, issued to the State Bank, amounting, 
with the interest due thereon, when redeemed, to $19,681 56, and 
also forty-nine six per cent. bonds of this State, issued to the Real 
Estate Bank, amounting, with the interest due on them at the 
dates of exchange, to the sum of $49,880 98, making the whole 
amount in State bonds and interest on them obtained in ex- 
change for coupons of Real Estate Bank bonds and the Real 
Estate Bank notes, $69,562 54, being $2 54 more than the $69,- 
560 00-given in exchange. 

The State Bank has also received in payment of debts, two six 
per cent. bonds of this State, issued to the State Bank, not can- 
celled and filed with the State Treasurer before the Ist of Octo- 
ber, 1854, which bonds, with the interest due on them when re- 
deemed, amounted to $3,562 32, which sum added to the amount

of the twelve five per cent. State bonds and the interest on them 
redeemed with coupons of the Real Estate Bank bonds, and can- 
, celled and filed with the State Treasurer since the 1st October, 
1854, makes $23,248 88, and shows thatthe State Bank hag-eon- 
siderably reduced the amount of the debt of the State on ac- 
count of the State Bank, which was estimated to be, on the Ist 
of October, 1854, $1,652,665 01. To subtract from this the $23,- 
^ 943 88 for State Bank bonds redeemed, and $448,510 13 for the 
amount due from the Real Estate Bank to the State Bank, would 
leave $1,180,911, ‘to meet which, the remaining assets of the 
bank, including lands and town lots which have been taken by 
the bank in payment ‘of debts and the conveyances therefor ta- 
ken to the State are liable. It is impossible now to state how far 
the proceeds of the assets and of the lands and town lots will go 
towards extinguishing this debt. But after collecting and ap- 
plying all that can by good management be derived from these 
sources, we can then ascertain the balance of the debt and adopt 
suitable measures for paying every dollar of it without oppress- 
ing the people. It is believed that the assets of the Real Estate 
Bank, if properly accounted for, collected and applied, together 
with the proceeds of the lands mortgaged by stockholders to the 
State, as security against loss, will, if prudently managed, ex- 
` tinguish every dollar of the State's liability on account of the 
Real Estate Bank. "Ther the only debt of the State on account 
of the banks which will remain without adequate means to pay 
it, will be the balance of the debt of the State Bank, which it 
is believed, will be less than one million of dollars. "The State 
..owes no other debts but small ones, which, by the 15th of May, 
1855, can all be paid trom the ordinary revenue in the State 
Treasury, in gold and silver; and after their payment, an abun- 
dant amount of the same kind of funds will remain in the Trea- 
sury to defray all the necessary and ordinary expenses of the 
State. i 

Although, by the bad management of the banks, the faith and 
honor of the State of Arkansas have been tarnished, time, witha 
prudent administration of our government, will in a short period, 
restore them to their original brightness and lustre. Then pat- 
riotic citizens will point to the past history of evils, brought upon 
the State by the banks, and the people will be warned from a 
policy which would again bring upon themselves loss, and upon 
the credit of the State dishonor. 

The Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, in his re- 
port of December 6th, 1853, shows that the entire gold and silver 
coinage at the mint of the United States, from its establishment 
in 1792, including the coinage of the branch mints, frem the com- 
mencement of their operations in 1838, to October 31, 1853, ` 
amounted to three hundred and seventy millions, eight thousand 
one hundred and ninety-two dollars and fifty cents; and he states 
that the table exhibiting the operations of the mint shows, “the 
gold coinage, from the 1st of January to the 31st of October, of 
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the year 1853, to have been $46,998,945 60, and the silver coin- 
age $6,996,225, and proves an active and. growing demand for 
gold and silver; as a currency for actual use; whilst the imports 
of gold and silver, including what is brought to the Atlantic from 
‘California, without estimating for that brought in by emigrants 
.compared with the exports of gold and silver, prove that, within 
four years, the large amount of $135,972,095 73 has been added 
" to the gold and silver coin remaining in the country.” He fur- 
ther very justly states that, “should this increase continue for 
but a short term of years, this country will be able to dispense 
with banks of issue, and their attendant evils, and have the gold 
and silver currency contemplated by the constitution." 

Notwithstanding this great amount of gold and silver added to 
the currency of the country, herein Arkansas where we have, 
hy a constitutional amendment, prohibited the establishment of 
banks, and, by law, forbidden our corporations and citizens, un- 
der heavy penalties, from issuing and placing in circulation, 
change tickets or other of their paper pretexts for a currency, 
for the want of proper laws to prohibit their circulation, the State 
is being flooded with small bills of denominations less than five 
dollars, emitted by corporations beyond its limits, or by counter- 
feiters; but whether by the one or the other, tending to the same 
results of cheating the people, and driving from the State its 
gold and silver currency. To remedy these great evils, it is re- 
commended that a law be enacted that will effectively suppress 
and prevent the circulation, in this State of any bill.of less de- 
. nomination than five dollars; and at some future day, any bill 
of a less denomination than ten dollars. : 

Such a policy would bring into this State gold and silver, and 
greatly benefit our citizens. It would be equivalent to causing 
an exchange from their hands of paper, depreciated and of doubt- 
ful value, for an equal amount in the constitutional currency of 
gold and silver. 

The duty of arranging the senatorial districts, and apportion- 
ing representatives to the several counties, by provision of the 
constiution, devolves on the General Assembly, at the present 
session. Your attention is therefore invited to the abstract of 
the census of this State, showing the population of the several 
counties on the 1st day of January, 1854, as enumerated by the 
sheriffs. From Scott and Polk counties there are no census re- 
turns. The aggregate population of the other fifty-two counties 
is, 248,117 souls; of which 99,926 are free white males; 87,298 
free white females; 59,279 slaves, and 614 free persons of color. 
This abstract also shows that the lands cultivated, for the year 
1853, were 256,6664 acres in cotton, and the production 160,779 
bales of cotton; and 600,5134 acres in grain, and the production 
11,536,969 bushels of corn, 332,535 bushels of wheat, and 1,040,- 
206 bushels of oats. By table H, in the Auditor's report, it will 
be seen that there were no returns of tax books, for the year 
` 1854, from the counties of Arkansas, Fulton, Lawrence, Monroe, 
and Polk; but that in the other forty-nine counties, there are tax- 
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ed, besides other property, 198 saw-mills, 84 tan-yards, 35 dis- 
tilleries, 49,243 horses, 11,894 mules, 554 jacks and jennies, and 
161,902 neat cattle, and also $16,220 of capital investedin man- 
ufactories. l 

The total value of property taxed for the year T854, in these 
forty-nine counties, is shown by the table to be $55,377,384; and 
by table G, in the same report, it will be seen that in the five 
counties from which there are no returns for. 1854, besides other 
property, there were taxed for the year 1853, five saw-mills, . 
eight tan-yards, six distilleries, 4,031 horses, 671 mules, 67 jacks 
and jennies, 13,609 neat cattle, and $580 capital in manufacto- 
ries; and that the whole value of property taxed, for the year 
1853, in these five counties, was $3,259,804. Therefore, without 
allowing anything for the increase of property in these five coun- 
ties, since the year 1853, the total value of taxable property in 
the State, for the year 1854, is $58,636,188. The whole value of 
taxable property in the State, for the year 1852, is stated in table 
J, of the Auditor's report, at $42,900,080, which subtracted from 
the.value of property taxed for the year 1854, shows that, in the 
last two years, there has been an increase of $15,736,108 to the 
taxable property of this State. ; 

From the abstract of the census, the facts stated and other in- 
formation, it is gratifying to know that our State is rapidly in- 
creasing in population and wealth. 

The Executive ascertained that the last return which had been 
made to the Adjutant General of the Army of the United States, 
showing the number of the militia of the State of Arkansas, was 
that for the year 1843, when the militia amounted to 17,137, and 
that upon this number the annual apportionments of arms to thís 
State, under the act of Congress for arming the militia, had, 
since the year 1843, been fnade. "Therefore the Executive caus- 
ed the Adjutant General of the Militia of the. State of Arkansas 
to make to the Adjutant Generalof the Army of the United 
States the necessary report for the year 1854, and it will be seen 
by his report to the Governor, that our militia now amounts to 
36,054. This State will be entitled, under future apportion- 
ments, to more than double the number of arms allowed her upon 
the return of 1843. 

As the State has made no provision, by law, for safely keep- 
ing and preserving in good order, arms furnished by the United 
States, your attention is called to the subject, and also to the 
consideration of the propriety of prescribing, by law, when and 
upon what conditions, the Governor may furnish organized com- . 
panies of malitia with such arms. There is public necessity for 
such laws. 

Under the provisions of the act of Congress, approved Sep- 
tember 28th, 1850, it appears that the Surveyor General has re- . 
commended for confirmation, to this State, 8,464,943.15 acres as 
swamp and overflowed lands; and that in addition to this amount 
577,775.60 acres, reported to him by the commissioners, as 
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swamp and overflowed lands were rejected by him, and addi- 
tional proof required to establish to his satisfaction that the lands 
should be confirmed to the State. As the Surveyor General has 
no account in his office of the lands sold or otherwise disposed 
of by the United States, before the passage of the swamp land 
act, many lands of this character are embraced in the- 8,464,- 
943.15 acres recommended by him for confirmation to the State, 
-and must be deducted, and only the remainder confirmed to the 
State by the Secretary of the Interior. 

Before the 1st of October, 1854, the Secretary of the Interior 
confirmed to the State of Arkansas, and caused to be certified to 
the Governor, 5,567,051.81 acres of swamp and overflowed lands, 
which: had been selected in nine hundred and eighty-six town- 
ships, as will be seen by statement No. 1 of the Auditor's report. 

` From statements numbered 2, 4 and 5 in the Auditor's report, 
it appears that the total number of acres of swamp and over- 
flowed lands, reported to his office as sold by the old and the 
new Boards of Swamp Land Commissioners, and by the land 
agents, amounts to 1,504,225.34 acres. By the report of the 
State Treasurer, it appears that the whole amount of swamp 
land' scrip issued by him, before the 1st of October, 1854, was 
$913,191 10. | 

From the best iuformation the Executive has been able to ob- 
tain, although itis not yet officially authenticated, the whole 
amount of swamp land scrip issued by the old Board of Swamp 
Land Commissioners, was $370,760. | 

This amount, added to that issued by the Treasurer, shows the 
entire amount of swamp land scrip issued before the 1st of Oc- 
tober, 1854, to be $1,283,951 10. 

By the Treasurer’s report, it appears that the whole amount 
ofswamp land scrip paid into the State Treasury, before the 1st 
day of October, 1854, and so redeemed, was $420,350 93. By 
statement No. 2, in the Auditor's report, it will be seen that the 
old Board of Swamp Land Commissioners reported that they had 
received swamp land scrip, for lands sold by them, amounting to 
186,892.40 and also $25 28 in cash; but no part of which scrip 
or cash has been paid into the State Treasury. 

Jt is said that this scrip and money, received by the old Board 
of Swamp Land Commissioners, still remain where the commis- 
sioners left the same, in the swamp land office, at Helena; but 
the Executive has no official information of that fact. A law 
ought to be enacted, as was recommended in my message of 
27th November, 1852, that would cause the payment of this scrip 
and money into the State Treasury. 

. “The amount of swamp land scrip received by the old Board of 
: Commissioners, added to that paid into the State Treasury, 
shows that the entire amount redeemed before the Ist of Octo- 
ber, 1854, was $607,243 33. This amount, subtracted from the 
$1,283,951 10 issued, would leave swamp land scrip unredeemed, 
. On the Ist of October, 1854, amounting to $676,707 77.  - 
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To satisfy this amount of scrip would require 1,853,415.54 
acres of swamp land of the second class, (at the established price 
of fifty cents an acre), which number of acres. added to the 
1,504,225.34 acres sold, would show the aggregate of the solid,’ 
and what may be termed appropriated swamp lands, to be 
2,857,040.88 acres; which deducted from the 5,567,051.81 acres 
confirmed to the State by the Secretary of the Interior, and certi- 
fied to the Governor, before the 1st of October, 1854, will leave 
.2,709,400.93 acres of land more than will be required to satisfy 
all of the unredeemed swamp land scrip issued before the 1st of 
October, 1854. ZO 

The Executive deems it safe to estimate that the State is en- . 
titled to, and will obtain in all, at least eight millions of acres of 
land under this act of Congress. " 

It appears that for 3,940,327.26 cubic yards of levee, received 
by the swamp land commissioners, during the last two years, 
they granted certificates upon the Auditor, for payment, amount- 
ing in all to $783,156 13; and for 123,013.26 cubic yards of 
ditching and draining, received by them, granted certificates in 
payment for the work upon the Auditor, amounting to $29,468 
98; and that to pay for officers’ salaries, locating swamp and 
overflowed lands, services of sub-commissioners and office ex- 
penses, granted certificates for payment upon the Auditor, 
amounting in the aggregate to $32,547 39; and also that for 
allowances made, but not paid, by the old Board of Commission- 
ers, and for balances found to be due to individuals, on examina- 
tion of their accounts, and to enable persons to get scrip in lieu 
of that paid by them in excess on entries of swamp and over- 
flowed lands, or paid on illegal éntriés, including those where 
two entries were found to'conflict, the new Board of Swamp 
Land Commissioners granted certificates upon the Auditor, for 
payment, amounting in the aggregate to $99,390 78. l 

This information of the action of the new Board of Swamp 
Land Commissioners has been gathered from papers, not ofti- 
cially authenticated, but which were no doubt intended to be 
parts of the report of the commissioners. Lambert J. Reardon 
was one of thé swamp land commissioners, and the other two 
seemed to have confided in him to make the report; büt before 
completing it, unfortunately for the State, on the 24th of Octo- 
ber, 1854, he expired. To fill the vacancy that so happened, 
during the recess of the General Assembly, the Governor ap- 
pointed John Hutt Swamp Land Commissioner. The other two 
comimissioneérs not being at the seat of government, the newly 
appointed one will have to await their arrival, to enable them 
to act with him in making the report. 
When made, the Executive will commiuniite it to you. 


It is stated that “the Board of Corimissioners have, caused to. 


bé levied and secured from overflow, almost the entire portion of 
the State fronting on the Mississippi rivér, atid a large portion 
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of the Arkansas river, and considerable portions elsewhere in 
the State." | AN 

There is no doubt but much good has been effected by the 
levees constructed; and whilst it is a public duty to have suita- 
ble laws to prevent the fund from being wasted and squandered, 
yet at the same time the great work of levying our rivers, drain- 
ing our swamps, and reclaiming and rendering the lands fit for 
cultivation and habitation, should in no wise be impeded, but 
should be pressed forward to completion. We should at the . 
same time look to the future, and set apart and invest a portion 
of these lands in such a manner as to yield perpetually a swamp 
land fund, to be used for the purposes, to accomplish which the 
, lands wete granted, and in repairing the levees that have been, 
as well as such as shall be made; and thus preserve what has 
and will cost the State millions of dollars, from ultimate, certain 
and total destruction. 

The first Board of Swamp Land Commissioners not being pro- 
vided with plats, showing the areas of swamp and overflowed 
lands, and not knowing what lands would be confirmed to the 
State, were doubtless led into errors in selling such lands—some 
by improper estimates of the areas, and others by the disposition 
of lands, as swamp and overflowed, which have not been and 
may never be confirmed to the State as such. It is recommend- 
ed that provision be made by law, for all persons holding certi- 
ficates for swamp and overflowed lands, disposed of by the first 
Board of Commissioners, to present them for examination and 
adjustment to the State land agents of the proper distriets, so 
that errors may be corrected, the proper amount paidupon each 
tract, the lands registered in their books by the land agents, and 
patent.certificates given by the land agents, in lieu of the infor- 
mal certificates surrendered, in all cases where the lands have 
been confirmed to the State, and the proper number of acres 
paid for. | 

Provision should also be made for the land agents upon pro- 
per hearing of parties, holding conflicting claims to swamp and 
overflowed lands, disposed of by authority of the swamp land 
commissioners, to adjust and settle such conflicts asfar as possi- 
ble, so that all persons legally and justly entitled to pre-emptions 
to such lands, may be secured in their rights. 

To secure the rights of the State in the south-east quarter of 
section three, in township one north, in range twelve west, em- 
bracing a portion of the south-west part of the city of Little 
Rock, the Executive employed Albert Pike, as attorney for the 
State, to bring a suit against such of the adverse. claimants as 
had not been. adjudged to have valid claims to any part of the 
tract. A pre-emptor obtained a decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, that he was entitled to eighty acres of this 
quarter section. Theattorney employed forthe State is the same 
one who successfully conducted the suit for the pre-emptor, and 
he concurs in opinion with the Executive that the State is enti- 
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tled to and can recover the remaining eighty acres of the quar- 
ter section. The suit of the State has been commenced and 
ought to be vigorously prosecuted, so that the titles to thevalua- 
ble property involved may be settled as early as practicable. 
The attorney employed for the State has agreed with the Execu- 
tive to receive such compensation, for his services in the cause, 
as the General Assembly may allow him, and to resort to no: 
other mode of obtaining what he might think himself entitled to. 

This claim of the State originated under an act of Congress, 
granting 1,000 acres of land to the late Territory of Arkansas, 
to build a jail and court-house at Little Rock. It therefore seem-- 
ed time that the rights of the State, involved in this matter, should ` 
be attended to, and proceedings instituted to secure them, with- 
out further neglect. For such reasons the Executive has had 
the suit commenced; and it is recommended that means, adequate. 
to the effective prosecution of the same, be appropriated; and 
that provision be made for paying, from time to time, suitable 
compensation to the attorney, so that he may be enabled to give 
his strict attention to the suit, during its progress; and, when de- 
termined, receive full payment. The great value of the proper- . 
ty induces the Executive to make these recommendations. For 
the want of proper attention to such matters, the State has al- 
ready often suffered loss. ` It is hoped in thissuit such will not be 
the result. E 

The case of Robinson Lytle and others against the State ‘of 
Arkansas and others, is still pending in court. The property in 
litigation includes the eastern part of the city of Little Rock, 
fronting on the Arkansas river. The Governor of the late Ter- 
ritory as authorized by law, had the tract of land now in dispute 
laid off into lots, and then he sold and conveyed them by deeds to 
the individual purchasers. The property is very valuable, and 
the State is deeply interested in successfully defending the suit. 
By my predecessor in office, Samuel H. Hempstead was retained 
as attorney for the State, in this important suit. He has been 
strictly attending to it for several years, without any compensa- 
tion whatever. He is entitled to compensation from the State, 
and it is recommended that provision, by law, be made for his 
past services, and for allowing to him, from ‘time to time, suita- 
ble remuneration, as the suit progresses ; and when finally deter- 
mined, full payment. | 

It is a source of pleasure to witness the fact, that good schools 
for educating the rising generation have been, and are, being 
established, by individual enterprise, in almost every section .of 
the State. True, many of them have been incorporated; but not 
one of these has derived any pecuniary aid from the State. Not- 
withstanding this, many prosperous seminaries and colleges are- 
sustained, in different sections of the State, by tlie private pat- 
ronage of an enlightened public. The Arkansas College, at 
Fayetteville, is one of these incorporated institutions, and seems 
to have succeeded in establishing a wide-spread reputation as a 
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£ood institution, conducted by a president and professors of. 
ability and learning, which facts have caused it to be well pat- 
ronized by our citizens, and drawn to it mary male students from 
other States. Honorable mention might be made of other insti- 
tutions of learning in the State; and if we'had the means, the 
State should contribute *by allowing rewards and immunities" to 
all of them, so as to “encourage intellectual, scientific, and agri- 
cultural improvement,” and aid in inculcating “the principles of 
humanity, industry and morality,” and also in “the promotion of 
arts, science, commerce, manufactories and natural history." 

These are objects worthy of consideration. “The opportuni- 
ties and (advantages of education” should be diffused “through 
, the various parts of the State,” so that the rising generation may 

be benefited by the inculcation of the “principles of humanity, in- 
dustry and morality,” and by the acquisition of knowledge and 
learning be prepared for the preservation of a free government. 

We have a common school law, intended as a system of es- 
tablishing common schools in all parts of the State; but for the 
want of adequate means, there are very few in operation under 
this law. In view of the great importance of the subject, and to 
enable the people, in counties in which there are no publie : 
schools, to establish such, and have them, as far as the mearis 
will altow, free for the children of all, I recommend for your con- 
sideration the propriety of authorizing, by law, the County Court 
of any county in the State, which may choose to do so, to appro- 
priate, annually, the poll-tax for the benefit of education, in the 
way indicated. This, with the seminary and saline funds, dis- 
tributed to the counties, added to the proceeds of the sales of 
sixteenth sections and other school funds, would insure to every 
county that would adopt the policy suggested, some free schools, 
at which many children might receive sufficient education to 
qualify them for being good and useful citizens. 

On the subject of roads and highways, your attention is re- 
spectfully invited to the policy recommended in my message of 
27th November, 1852. At nearly every session of the General 
Assembly a new law has been passed on this subject. No sys- | 
tem heretofore adopted seems to have worked well, for nearly 
all of our roads and highways are very often, if not all the time, 
in bad condition. It is believed the policy to which reference is 
made, if adopted by law,. would insure the good results sought 
by so many other systems, but never attained. 

Your attention and consideration are invited to the provisions 
of the aet of Congress, approved February 9th, 1853, “granting 
the.right of way and making a grant of land to the States of 
Arkansas and Missouri, to aid in the construction of a railroad 
from a point on the Mississippi, opposite the mouth of the Ohio 
river, via Little Rock, to the Texas boundary, near Fultcn, in 
Arkansas, with branches to Fort Smith and the Mississippi 
river.” M. 

On the 13th day of April, 1853, acompany was formed, made 
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applieation to and was accepted by the Governor, and organized 
under an act to incorporate the “Cairo and Fulton Railroad 
Company,” approved 12th January, 1853.. ` 

It is gratifying to inform you that the policy adopted by the 
General Assembly, at the last session, of granting acts of incor- 
poration and leaving to individual enterprise the surveying of 
routes for railroads, without any expense to the State, has work- 
ed well. Four railroad companies have caused to bé surved by 
skillful engineers, of experience and ability, as many different 


routes for railroads; and for the information of the Executive . 


and the General Assembly, have furnished the very satisfactory 
reports of the chief: engineers and other papers connected with 
the subject, to the Governor; and he invites your consideration 
to these documents, as affording reliable information essential 
to your proper action on the subject of the Cairo and Fulton 
Railroad and branches. 

In Missouri there is a company called the “Cairo and Fulton 
Railroad Company in Missouri,” which is acting in concert and 
harmony with the Cairo and Fulton Railroad Company, of the 
State of Arkansas. The Chief Engineer of the Arkansas com- 
pany is also chief engineer of the Missouri company, and after 
completing the survey of that part of the road in this State, has 
proceeded with his corps of assistants to Missouri, to extend the 
survey of the route for the Cairo and Fulton Railroad, from the 
northern boundary of this State, to the point in Missouri oppo- 
site the mouth of the Ohio river, designated by the act of Con- 
gress. ; 

Your consideration is requested to the facts that the survey of 
that part of the route for the Cairo and Fulton Railroad, in this 
State, was completed on the 25th of September, 1854, and that 
the act of Congress requires that a copy of the survey. of said 
road, “shall be forwarded to the proper local land offices, respect- 
ively, and to the general land office, at Washington City, with 
in ninety days after the completion of the same." 

By the communication of the chief engineer, dated October 
13th, 1854, addressed to the president of the Cairo and Fulton 
Railroad Company, you will see that the necessary copies of the 
survey have been prepared in aceordance with the instructions 
of the Commissioner of the general land office, and are now 
ready to be forwardedto the proper local land offices, respective- 
ly, and to the general land office, as required by law. l 

That this may be done, the granted lands selected, : and the 
publiclands along the line of the road restored to market, so that 
actual settlers may acquire them, itis recommended that the 
survey of the road, as made. and adopted, be confirmed by 
an act or joint resolution of the'General Assembly, in time to 
have a copy ofthe survey filed in the general land office and 


the proper local land offices, respectively, before the 25th day of 


next month. To do this, prompt action is necessary, and there- 
fore recommended. If the survey be adopted at an early day, as 
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recommended, it is possible that all the lands granted to aid in 
building the road, may be selected and the number of acres in- 
cluded in the grant, be ascertained, and reported to the General. 
Assembly, before the adjournment of the present session. 

We ought to look well to securing the lands as speedily as 
possible, before the reservation expires. The Executive earnest- 
ly desires the early constsuction of all our railroads. 

To secure and invest part of the swamp lands, and in such a 
way as to have a perpetual swamp land fund, yielding dividends 
to be used and applied to the objects for which the lands were 
donated, and in repairing and keeping up levees, it is recom- 
mended that suitable provision be made, by law, for investing in 
the way of stock, in the Cairo and Fulton Railroad Company, for 
the benefit of the swamp land fund, one million of acres of 
swamp and overflowed lands. This amount of such land added 
to that granted by Congress to aid in building the Cairo and Ful- 
ton Railroad, would afford a basis for credit, upon which means, 
it is believed, could be obtained to insure the speedy and certain 
construction ofthe road. Forthe purpose of having the branches 
of the Cairo and Fulton Railroad from Little Rock, one to Fort 
Smith, and the other to the Mississippi river, constructed with- 
out failure—at an early day—it is recommended that one mil- 
lion of acres of swamp and overflowed lands be appropriated in 
the way of stock, 500,000 acres in each branch road, for the 
benefit of the swamp land fund. It is also recommended that 
five hundred thousand acres of such lands be appropriated in 
taking stock in the Mississippi, Ouachita ond Red River Railroad : 
Company, for the benefit-of the swamp land fund, so that that 
important railroad may also be completed as early as prac- 
ticable. ` " 

In making arrangementsto carry out these suggestions, should 
they meet your approbation, great care should be taken not to 
render the State, underany contingency, orin any manner liable. 
For the purpose of securing a permanent and perpetual swamp 
land fund, from the dividends of which, levees might, through 
future time, be kept in repair and preserved from destruction, it 
is not too soon to set apart and invest 2,500,000 acres of the 

“swamp and overflowed lands. If we defer so doing till they are 
squandered, we will then have no fund to keep up the levees, 
and what cost the State millions of dollars, will vanish, and 
scarcely an embankment of earth, built at the expense of this 
magnificent grant of lands, will remain to remind those who see 
it, that there ever had been such a grant, and that, by our im- 
providence, for the future, we had suffered all the benefits of it 
to be lost. By this policy we will save part of the swamp lands 
for a future fund, secure the lands granted by Congress to aid in 
building the Cairo and Fulton Railroad and branches, and, it is 
believed, without doubt or a possibility of failure, if properly 
managed, secure the speedy and certain construction of the road 
and both of its branches, and also cause the completion of the 
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Mississippi, Ouachita and Red River Railroad, at an early day. 
These objects can be accomplished without involving the State 
in debt, or imposing any burden upon the people, or violating 
the provisions and conditions of the act of Congress, granting 
the swamp nd overflowed lands to the State. 

The terminus of the branch of the Cairo and Fulton Railroad 
from Little Rock to the Mississippi river, must be fixed by your 
authority, before the lands granted can be selected on that branch 
of the road. In designating that point, I have confidence that 
your action will be wise and patriotic, and that it will prove your 
devotion to the interests, present and future, of our own State 
and its citizens. | 

In providing for the disposition of the lands granted by Con- 
gress to aid in building theroad and its branches, your own pru- 
dence, intelligence and love of justice will doubtless cause you to 
SED and protect the rights of the people, the counties and the 

tate. 

From the Governor of the State of Mississippi, the Executive 
of this State has received and herewith transmits for your con- 
sideration and attention; joint resolutions of thelegislature of the 
State of Mississippi on the subject of railroads, and approved 
by the Governor of that State on the 2d March, 1854. One of 
these resolutions requests the State of Arkansas “to meet the 
Statė of Mississippi at Helena with her central trunk line rail- - 
road running east and west." 

The executive has been notified by the superintendent of 
weights and measures of the United States, that a set of balances, 
intended for the adjustment of standard weights and capacity 
measures due to this State, under an act of Congress, has for 
some time been ready for delivery. It is recommended that a suit- 
able law on the subject of standard weights.and measures be 
enacted, so that they may be placed in charge of some proper 
person and only used under his direction, for the adjustment or 
verification of county or otherstandards. Itis also recommend- 
ed that provision be made for regulating the weights and mea- 
sures throughout the State by these standards. 

The Executive has received from the Secretary of State of the 
United States, a copy of the Consular Convention between the 
United States and France, of the 93d February, 1853, in the 
second and third paragraphs of the seventh article of which, it 
is provided that, “As to the States of the Union, by whose exist- 
ing laws aliens are not permitted to hold real estate, the Presi- 
dent engages to recommend to them the passage of such laws as 
may be necessary for the purpose of conferring this right." 

*[n like manner, but with the reservation of the ulterior right 
of establishing reciprocity in regard to possession and inheritance, 
the government of France accords to the citizens of the United 
States the same rights within its territory in respect to real and 
personal property, and to inheritance, as are enjoyed there by its 
own citizens." 
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In compliance with the stipulation in the treaty the President 
recommends the passage of the necessary law. 2 
Senator Borland having received the appointment of Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the United States for Central America, a va- 
cancy in the representation of this State in the Senate of the 
Congress of the United States was caused; and to fill that va- 
cancy the Executive appointed Robert W. Johnson, on the sixth 
day of July, 1853, until the meeting of the General Assembly. 

The duty of electing a Senator for the unexpired term for 
which Solon Borland was elected, as well as a Senator for the 
next six years thereafter, devolves upon the General Assembly 
at its present session. That the State may have her full repre- 
sentation in the Senate at the commencement of the next session 
of Congress on the first Monday of next month, it is recommend- 
ed that a Senator be elected at an early day. i 

Although the productions of the earth this year have not been 
so abundant in our State as usual, we have grent cause to be 
thankful to Almighty God that He has protected us from all kinds 
of pestilence, and caused unusual good health generally to pre- 
vail, and the earth to yield a sufficiency for our sustenance, sup- 
port and comfort. 

Having the fullest confidence in your wisdom, integrity and 
patriotism, in common with our constituents, I look forward for 
the results of your session to bring honor and prosperity upon 
the State; and I shall be a faithful co-worker in seeking to effect 
these objects. . |

In answer to a resolution of the House of Representatives, re- 
questing the Governor to furnish the House all the information 
in his possession, in relation to what amount and kind of arms 
this State is entitled to, the Executive transmits herewith a 
copy of a letter, dated April the 3d, 1854, from Col. H. R. Craig, 
chief of the ordnance office of the United States, which affords 
the information requested. ‘The Governor has not ordered any 
of the arms which this letter refers to, as due to the State, but 
has left the matter open for the action of the General Assembly, 
not only with regard to designating the kind of arms which the 
General Assembly may choose to have ordered, but also in rela-

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tion to the safe keeping.or disposition of the same, when obtain- 
ed. 'Phat the House of Representatives may act understanding- 
ly on the subject of designating the kind of arms-to be ordered, 
it seems necessary to take into consideration the amount and 
kind of arms which the State has in possession, as well as. of 
such as have heretofore been received. by the State, and furnish- 
ed to the Arkansas Military Institute, under the act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this State, entitled an act to incorporate the 
' Arkansas Military Institute, approved Dec. 18th, 1850. 

The report of the adjutant general of the militia of this State, 
designates the amount and kind of arms which the State now has 
in possession. The copy of the receipt.of the president of the 
board of guardians of the Arkansas Military Institute, which is 
herewith transmitted, shows the amount and kind of arms fur- 
nished to that institution. The late president of the board has 
verbally advised the Executive, that the Arkansas Military Insti- 
tute has been discontinued, and that consequently, the arms, ord- 
nance, etc., furnished to it, are no longer needed. "That per- 
haps some of them have been already lost, others damaged, and 
that those who had been instrumental in obtaining them for a 
laudable purpose, are now anxious to have them, or so much of 
them às have not been lost or destroyed, delivered to some offi- 
cer of the State authorized by law to receive them. 

The patrons and guardians of the institution incurred consid- 
erable expense in having these arms, etc., transported to the in- 
stitution in Dallas county, and since that institution has been - 
dissolved and discontinued, I recommend that such legislation 
be had on the subject as will provide for the reception, transpor- 
tation and safe keeping or disposition of them, at the expense of 
the State. It will be seen that the value of the ordnance, arms, . 
etc., furnished the institution is stated in the receipt at $5,301 45. 
Àn appropriation amply sufficient to cover all the expenses of 
obtaining and transporting this property should be made. It 
was not till after the message of the Governor had been prepar- 
ed and delivered to the General Assembly on the 7th of Nov., 
1854, that he obtained from the late president of the board of 
guardians the information herein alluded to; for that reason the 
attention of the General Assembly was not called to the subject 
in the regular message of the Governor.

The committee on memorials to whom was referred seve- 
ral petitions for the enactment of a law in respect to the sale of 
ardent spirits, have maturely considered the subject, ànd beg .

The petitioners declare in substance, that the use of ar- 
dent spirits as a beverage, is not only unnecessary for any use- 
ful purpose, but that itis injurious alike to the health and morals 
of every community where it is indulged. In a word, tliat it is 
the cause of much, if not most of the misfortune, erime and suf- 
fering which afflict the country. 

To the truth of all this, the committee fully and unhesitatingly 
assent. They agree also, that an evil of such magnitude and 
enormity as this confessedly is, demands that all good men should 
unite in opposition to its continuance in our midst, and resort to 
all legitimate and proper means for its suppression. 

And they would be glad to go further with the petitioners and 
agree with them, if it were practicable as to the particular means 
that may be legitimate, proper and usefully available for the ac- 
complishment of this excellent purpose, which in common they 
have so much at heart. 

But here the committee, while honoring the motives of the peti- 
tioners, are constrained by what they consider sound principles 
of legislation, and the best mode of advancing the cause of tem- 
perance itself, to differ with them in opinion. . 

In this respect indeed, the petitioners are not æntirely agreed 
among themselves. In evidence of this, it seems proper to state, 
that of the four petitions, (and there are no more before the com- 
mittee,) óne with 85 signers asks for the passage of an act pro- 
. hibiting the retail of ardent spirits within the State. Another 

with 35 signatures, asks tto repealall laws inifidtins stipes as ‘4 ‘puinish-

Your committee would further report, that they have carefully 
examined the books, maps and entries of the swamp and over- 
flowed lands in the Auditors and Treasurers office, as far as- 
they have been reported to them, and have come to the conclu- 
sion, reluctantly, that. this great interest of the State has been 
badly and earelessly conducted by the swamp land commission- 
ers; and, your committee feel called upon to bring one transac- 
tion of these commissioners before the Legislature, as it is appa- 
rent to your committee that they acted without authority of law 
in the premises, to wit: said commissioners, as appears from the 
Auditor’s and Treasurers books, paid to Albert Pike, esq., fif- 
teen hundred dollars for legal advice, instead of applying to the 
attorney general, (if advice was indispensable,) whose duty it is, : 
as this committee understands the law to be, to give such advice 
to all State officers, as they may from time to time require. 

Therefore your committee recommend, that suit be instituted 
against said swamp land commissioners and their securities for 
p iesu sum of fifteen hundred dollars, so paid as afore- 
said.

WhnznEas, By the dispensation of an all-wise and overruling 
Providence, our esteemed friend and worthy legislator, the Hon. 
William S. Wade, one of the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the present General Assembly, has been taken from 
our midst, and the spirit of him whose countenance gave us en- 
couragement, and whose wise and philosophical suggestions 
gave weight and solemnity to our councils, has winged its way 
to commune with spirits of just men, in that great general as- 
sembly which shall be convened when our Almighty Father, the 
maker and ruler of the universe, shall summon the nations of the 
earth to the bar of his judgment. 

And whereas, We, by this dispensation of a benificent Provi- 

ence, are forced to sever our association with one of our aged, 
worthy and noblest citizens, whose good counsel, whose able 
judgment, and whose pure heart endeared him to all with whom 
he formed an acquaintance, and whose services at this time were 
so very important to the prosperity of our growing State; there- 
fore we cannot forego the occasion to express our grief as a, me- 
mento to the memory of his departed worth.

Mr. Speaker: 

The undersigned, a minority of the judiciary committee 
to whom was referred House bill No. 290, entitled “an act to 
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‘regulate the jurisdiction -of justices of the péace im -criminal 
cases,” have considered the same, and beg leave to dissent from 
the report of the majority of sdid. committee, and recommend 
said bill baek to the House for their favorable consideration: 

Although there are many objectionable features in the. bill, it 
nevertheless, embodies remediés and’ principles which the whole 
country have long sought and desired, and by striking out all | 
obnoxious pravisions,. and amending others less objectionable, a 
bill might be presented which would -go very far to correct an 
evilin the criminal laws and practice of our State.. So much 
solicitude and feeling have been manifested by the publie, with 
the view of simplifying the remedies in ordinary criminal offen- 
ses of the country, that.it was-deemed important and necessary 
to amend the constitution of our State, so as to. give justices of 
the peace jurisdiction in eriminal offenses, not amounting to a 
felony. 

The constitution was so.amended, and a law passed confer- 
ring such power and jurisdiction, but inasmuch as such law so 
passed, was thought seriously to conflict with the declaration of 
rights, it was regarded as unconstitutional, and hence, pecai 
inoperative. 

Your minority committee.are of opinion that, uotwithatánding 
the law passed 16th December, 1846, was regarded unconstitu- 
tional, because: it was in conflict with” the bill of rights, it does 
not follow, as a necessary consequence, that a law cannot be so 
framed and passed without such violation. 

We understand that the reasons why the law of 16th Decem- 
ber, 1846, could not be enforced, were beeause no provisions had 
been made, whereby persons charged with offenses, could be 
presented or indicted, and without such presentment or indict- 
ment, no jurisdiction could be acquired. Not so with the bill 
under consideration. It provides a remedy, simple and. expedi- 
ent, and not in contravention to. any principle of the constitution 
nor in violation of our sacred declaration of rights, because this 
bill provides that every person violating the laws of the land, 
shall be presented and indicted as heretofore, and as is now pre- 
scribed by law, by the grand jurors of his county, and instead of 
being tried by the circuit court, the indictment shall be certified 
to a justice of the peace of the township where the offense was 
committed, and the cause there tried in a summary manner, be- 
fore the justice, or a jury if desired. 

Your committee are free to.admit, that as this is a-novel. pro- 
ject, it: might, at first, seem. to be a rather circuitous travel to 
attain the ends of justice, but they are satisfied, that:for the sup- 
pression of minor;eriminal offenses of the country, the simplest, 
speediest and: most summary provisions and process should be: 
adopted.: 

The special pleading of the circuit courts, too often pis the 
criminal unwhipped of justice, and hence our county treasuries 
. are made to bleed-at every pore by paying costs. Where guilt 
22 
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is manifestly shown, it would seem, that the stern judgment of 
the humble magistrate, would as readily perceive and condemn 
the wrong, as the jury of the tircuit court, or the judge, aided 
by a score of lawyers, and let the verdict be what it might, the 
costs would fall more lightly. : 

Inasmuch therefore, as the whole country demands that this 
character of offenses should be placed before justices of the 
peace as a matter of policy, expediency and justice; and, inas- 
much as the constitutional barriers are fully met and provided 
against by the bill under consideration, we most earnestly recom- 
mend to your favorable consideration, that it may not be reject- 
ed, but perfected in such a manner as to make it as acceptable to 
this House as its objects are to the country. i

Mr. Speaker arose and delivered the following address: 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

We have completed the important business that brought 
us together. The time has arrived when we must adjourn sine 
die and return to the bosoms of our families, friends and consti- 
tuents.. That you will meet with a hearty greeting upon your 
return to your respective homes, I cannot doubt, for you have 
labored constantly and zealously ‘to deserve of those who sent 
you here the approbation, and I have too mnch confidence in the 
kindness and generosity of the citizens of Arkansas, not to be- 
lieve that they will welcome to their midst public servants, who 
have devoted all their time and all their energies, both of body 
and mind, for eleven weeks, in efforts to promote the prosperity 
ot the State, and the welfare and happiness of their constituen- 
cy, as industriously and faithfully as you have done. 

We assembled here at an important era of our history. The 
hearts and hopes of the people have been turned'to the proceed- 
ings of the General Assembly, and they have not looked in vain. 
We have laid the foundation for the regeneration of the State. 
If all hearts and all hands will now unite in carrying out and 
perfecting the system of internal improvements adopted and 
matured by this Legislature, the destiny of Arkansas will be up- 
ward and onward. 

In a few years she will be able to emerge from her present 
state of darkness, and shake off the gloom that has heretofore 
surrounded her path, and raise her head side .by side with the 
noblest of her sisters. 1f the talent, capital and labor are pro- 
perly directed, in a few years we will be able to reap a rich re- 
ward for all the toil and labor we have bestowed on these great 
subjects, in the general prosperity that will then abound in this 
rich and growing State. 

That some of us and some of our constituents should be dis- 
appointed in our expectations, is what was to have been expect- 
ed; but that a majority of this General Assembly have acted 
from the purest of motives, and done what they believed would 
redound most to the general welfare and prosperity of the State, 
no one can or oüght to doubt. 

Gentlemen, we met here eleven weeks ago, comparatively 
strangers to each other; we have labored together for the com- 
mon weal and general prosperity of our common country; dur-

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estadlished that will last and be remembered until our days are 
numbered. We are now on the eve of separating, and I cannot 
permit the opportunity afforded me to pass without saying to 
you that, if in the discharge of the difficult and arduous duties 
assigned to me, as the presiding officer of this House, I have hurt 
or wounded the feelings of a single individual on this floor, it 
has not been done intentionally. 

I have endeavored honestly and faithfully to discharge the 
- duties of the station without favor, partiality or predjudice; and 
although I may, and no doubt have, often erred, I think you will 
have the charity to attribute those errors to the head and not to 
the heart, for in that there has been no guile. 

The resolutions adopted this morning are a compliment of 
kindness that I shall always remember and properly appreciate. 
I shall remember it on-account of the venerable gentleman who 
has done me the honor to introduce it, and I shall cherish its 
adoption as a rich reward for the untiring effort that I have 
made to discharge my duty in such a manner as to meet your 
approval. 

The kindness and courtesy that I have at all times, in all places, - 
and under .all circumstances, received from the members and 
officers of this House, have inspired my bosom with feelings of 
gratitude that words cannot express.

Sir: In compliance with the requisitions of law, the undersign- 
_ ed, Auditor of Public Accounts, has the honor to submit his bien- 
nial report of the condition ofthe revenue, and the receipts and 
expenditures for- the two ‘fiscal years, ending September 30th, 
1854. l l 

The tables accompanying this report, marked in alphabetical 
order from “A” to “O” inclusive, and statements numbered 1, 2, 
3, 4 and 5, contain, in: a condensed form, valuable information 
in regard to'the operations of the Treasury, the amount of taxa- 
ble property in the State, and all other things necessary fo. a 
full understanding of the:fiseal affairs of the State, required to 
be furnished by the Auditor. 

Tabular statement “A” exhibits the amount of appropriations 
made at the session of the General Assembly, held in 1852 and 
1858, together with the unexpended balances of former appro- 
priations, ‘October Ist, 1852; the amount of warrants drawn 
thereon, during the two years ending September 30th, 1854, and 
the balances of appropriations unexperided' 30th September, 1854. 

Table “B” exhibits the entire receipts into the Treasury, from 
all sources, during the two years ending the 30th September, 
1854; the amount of treasury warrants reported by the State 
Treasurer as issued; and.the amount of expenditures of the State, 
through the State Treasury, during the same period, and the bal- 
ance of each fund remaining in the Treasury 1st October, 1854. 

Statement “O” is an analysis of table “B,” formed into five 
parts: No. 1 shows the balance ‘of specie in the Treasury appli- 
cable to. State expenditures; No. 2 shows the balance of Arkan- 
‘sas bank paper ‘in the Treasury, 1st October, 1854; No. 8, the 
amount of county scrip in the Treasury due the counties Octo- 
ber 1st, 1854; No. 4, the balance of treasury warrants outstand- 
ing lst October; 1854; and No. 5, the amount of State Bank 
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bonds and coupons in the Treasury 1st October, 1854, paid into 
the Treasury by the securities of Samuel Adams, late State 
Treasurer. 

Table “D” shows the amount of funds in the State Bank, at 
Little Rock, October Ist, 1854, to the credit of the State. 

Statement “E” exhibits the amountof county tax paid into the 
Treasury, for lands redeemed and sold, and the kind of funds re- 
maining in the Treasury 1st October, 1854, and due to the coun- 
ties from the State. 

tatement “F” shows the amount of — tax paid into the 
State Treasury, by non-residents, under act of 8th January, 1845, 
and due to the counties therein named Ist October, 1854. 

Tabes “G” and “H” show each'species of property taxed in 
the several counties, for the years 1853 and 1854, the separate 
value of each, the aggregate value of all taxable property in the 

State, and- the amount of revenue charged to sheriffs from the 
returns made to the Auditor’s office by clerks. 

Statement “I” shows each species of property taxed in the 

tate annually, for the years 1888. to 1846, inclusive, and the 
amount of taxes thereon for each year. 

Statement “J” exhibits each species of property taxed in the 
State for the years 1847 to 1854, inclusive, the total amount of 
taxable property, and the amount of taxes thereon for each year. 

Table “K?” shows the balance of the internal improvement 
fund in the Treasury due the counties, October Ist, 1852, the 
amount of the several distributions made during the two years 
-ending September 30th, 1854, the amount of warrants drawn 
thereon during the same period, and the balance due the coun- 
ties October Ist, 1854. 

Table *L" exhibits the balance of the seminary fund re- 
maining inthe Treasury, due the counties, October Ist, 1852, the 
several distributions made during the two years ending 30th Sep- 
tember, 1854, the amount of warrants drawn thereon, during the 
same period, and the balance in the Treasury, October Ist, 1854. 

Statement “M” is an estimate of the receipts of revenue, in- 
cluding the balance in the Treasury, applicable to State expen- 
ditures, and to the, redemption of treasury warrants outstand- 
ing, and of expenditures, including arrearages due State officers 
for their salaries, for the two succeeding fiscal years, ending 30th 
september, 185 54. 

Table “N” exhibits the amount of State bonds issued to, and 
sold by the Bank of the State of Arkansas, remaining unredeem- 
ed, and the unpaid interest thereon, Ist October, 1854; the num- 
ber of bonds unsold, and the number of bonds that have been 
redeemed as reported tothe Auditor. 

tatement “O” is information furnished the Auditor by Gordon 
N. Peay, esq., cashier and secretary of the Real Estate ‘Bank; 
in regard to the indebtedness of that institution, on account of 
bonds and interest. _ 

Statement No. 1, shows the number of townships in each Uni- 
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ted States land. district, in which swamp and overflowed lands 
have been selected and confirmed, and the number of acres con- 
firmed in each district. 

Statement No.. 2,. shows the number of acres of END and 
overflowed. land,. reported to the. Auditor as sold by old board 
of swamp land commissioners, the amount reported as paid in 
levee work, swamp land scrip and cash, 

Statement No. 3, shows the amount of Auditor’ s warrants is- 
sued, .on account of swamp and overflowed lands, commencing 
with. ‘the. 2d quarter of 1853,.and. ending with 3d quarter of 1854. 

Statement No. 4, shows the number of acres sold by the new 
board of swamp: land commissioners; as reported to the Audi- 
tor, and how paid for, and the amount of ue pacwe the State 
Treasury on account thereof.. : 

Statement No. 5, shows the number of acres of swamp and 
overflowed lands sold in each swamp land district; the amount 
of swamp land scrip and cash, reported as received by each 
agent, and the amount paid. by. each agent into the Treasury. 

It will be seen. by reference to table “A” that the appropria- 
tions to pay the salaries of prosecuting attorneys and bank offi- 
cers, have been exhausted, lanng an BHpnrage due these offi- 
cers for their salaries. 

By reference to table “H,” it will be seen that no tax books 
have been received from the counties of Arkansas, Fulton, Law- 
rence, Monroe and Polk, for the year 1854. In some cases this 
failure mày be owing to the short time allowed to clerks to make 
out the tax books and transmit them to the Auditor; and in other 
cases doubtless, it arises from the fact that sheriffs have failed 
to give bond, as colloctors, as required by law. To prevent fail- 
ures for the first cause, the Auditor would respectfully recommend 
that the time.allowed clerks to make. out the tax books, be extend- 
ed, say to forty days, instead: of thirty days, the time now given. 
No i inconvenience or delay would be occasioned by this extension 
of time, as the assessment lists are adjusted by the county courts 
in April, in each year, and Sheriffs have until May in the suc- 
ceeding year,.to collect the revenue and make settlement thereof. 

The ‘failure. of sheriffs to give bond, as required by law, for the 
collection of revenue, was brought to the attention of the legis- 
lature two years ago, by my predecessor, but no action was had 
upon the subject; the Auditor would again bring this matter be- 
fore the legislature, and would recommend the enaeting of some 
more efficient law than any now on the statute book for reach- 
ing such cases. At the last session of the legislature a law was 
passed, requiring certain proceedings to be taken against sheriffs 
failing to file their assessment lists in proper time, to declare 
their offices forfeited. The enactment of a law: withsimilar pro- 
visions, in cases of sheriffs failing to give. bond for the collection’ 
of revenue within the time prescribed by law, would probably be 
sufficient. 

Under an act passed at the last session of the legislature, en- 
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- titled “an act amendatory of existing laws regulating the landed 
interests of this State,” it was made- the duty of the Auditor to 
“procure and keep in his office a well bound set of books’ and 
correct plats" of all lands taken up by the- State under tlie act 
of Congress. donating. 500,000 acres of land to the State; and of 
all the seminary lands granted to the State, and of all lands be- 
longing to the State under the désignation of saline lands, and 

.of all lands granted to the State, under the appellation of “swamp 
and overflowed lands," and the same act required him to make 
out and furnish the land agents in the several districts; town- 
ship maps, in which he should carefully class these lands. In ac- 
cordance with the réquisitions of this act, books and maps have 
been procured, and all the lands belonging to the different classes, ` 
which have been reported to this office, have been carefully 
marked, and the several land agents furnished with the. maps 
required.by said act, and all other things necessary to put their 
offices into operation. ' 

As the landed interests of the State have been placed in the 
Auditor's office, it would be well for the legislature to pass an 
act requiring the late state land agent to deposit all the origi- 
nal books, papers and plats, now in his possession, relating to 
the 500,000 acre donation and other lands; in this office. 

It was the intention of the Auditor to prepàre statements, to 
accompany this report, showing the condition of the 500,000 acre 
donation, the seminary and saline lands; but the late period at 
which.a part of the necessary information was obtained, will pre- 
clude him from .doing so; the Auditor will, however, be able to 
prepare a report in regard to thése lands containing much val- 
uable information, by the meeting of tlie législature, to be laid 
before that body. 

The report herewith submitted in regard to the condition of 
the swamp and overflowed lands is not as. full and accurate as 
the Auditor would wish to make; but is as detailed à statement 

_ as the data in this office, and the limited time he has had to in- 
vestigate the subject, will allow him to present. l 

The undersigned, as Auditor of Public Accounts of the State 
of Arkansas, has made, according to law, a detailed “statement 
of the condition of the revenue, and the amount of the expendi- 
tures for the two preceding fiscal years," and “of the public 
debt,” and “estimates of receipts and expenditures for the two 
succeeding fiscal years,” and “tabular statements showing sepa- 
rately the whole amount of each appropriation, the amount paid 
under the same, and the balance unéxpérided,” and has shown 
fully all the operations of the State Treasury during the two pre- 
ceding fiscal-years. | i i 7 

The undersigned has-made but few suggestions to the legis- 
lature in his report, and the reason-he has not more fully com- 
plied with the requisitions ofthe law in suggesting “plans,” is 
his want of experience in the operations of the financial affairs 
of the State; having been appointed to the office at a very late 
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period, he has not had time to inform himself sufficiently to jus- 
tify him in making recommendations, but would respectfully sub- 
mit the subj ect to the enghtened judgment of the legislature.

To his Excellency, Ex1as N. Conway, 
Governor of the State of Arkansas. 


Sir: In compliance with an act of the last General Assembly, 
J herewith present to your Excellency, aggregate statements ‘of 
all receipts and payments of money by the State treasurer, during 
the two years ending 30th September, 1854, arranged under the 
various heads to which the different funds belong; together with 
a synopsis of the several balances remaining in the treasury at- 
the end of the present fiscal year. 

In framing these statements I have endeavored to combine 

brevity with perspicuity—making all requisite reference to books 
of the office for entry of details, which are there. fully set forth, 
and are sustained by appropriate vouchers. 

Without a recapitulation of the contents of each statement—by 
number or letter, I trust it may suffice for information of those 
less familiar than yourself with the routine of the treasurer's ac- 
counts, to observe that statements of all the accounts from which 
revenue of the State is derived, follow each other in regular order, 
and are condensed in the statement of “general revenue ac- 
count,” while the result of all other funds are separately and dis- 
tinctly stated, and speak for themselves. 

And before proceeding further, allow me to indulge a feeling 
of State pride, in pointing out the fact of a specie balance re- 
maining in the treasury after redeeming all the outstanding 
treasury warrants, a circumstance which has not occurred (to 
my recollection) for several years past, and it is devoutly to be 
hoped that a necessity for the State to issue any more “promises 
to pay" may never again occur, at least to meet the ordinary 
expenses of State government; and that our fellow-citizens will 
clearly perceive and duly estimate the losses to the State in all 
her financial operations and the evil tendencies generally result- 
ing from a reduction of taxes below what is actually required to 
carry on the necessary operations of State governments. 

Besides the usual statement of treasurer’s receipts and dis- 
busements, I have added at your request, the best statement 
which the records of my office enable me to set forth, in regard 
to expenditures, (under act of 12th January, 1853), cn acccunt of 
swamp land; the. vouchers for details of the services rendered, 
being retained in the office at Helena. f 

It may also be necessary to notify your Excellency (in view of 

F | 
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Ed 

a full settlement of the swamp land donation) that my office is pot 
supplied with a statement of the date, number or total amount of 
certificates (each for 160 acres of swamp land), issued by the com- 
missioners, acting under law of 6th January, 1851, or upon what 
account these warrants were issued. So that the present state- 
ment (in regard to issues) is necessarily confined to the swamp 
land warrants or certificates, (in dollars and cents), issued by the 
State treasurer, under act 12th January, 1853. 

These (treasurer's) certificates are fully described and sepa- 
rately entered in a book of “warrants issued" in order to estab- 
lish the source, or account, whereby each one is “redeemed,” and 
so soon as furnished with desired list of certificates issued by the 
commissioners aforesaid, they will be similarly entered and dis- 
posed of ; and in view of this arrangement it is now my practice, 
on receiving proceeds of swamp lands, sold by the agents ap- 
pointed under act of 12th Jonuary, 1853, to designate clearly 
what amount is received from them in certificates issued by the 
State treasurer, and what amount in certificates. issued by the 
old board of swamp land commissioners. 

I take occasion also to remark that the defect of entries (point- 
ed out in my last report); with regard to the notes received for 
sale of the 500,000 acres, and of the seminary fund, still exists 
for want of a reliable list of the payments made thereon, previous 
to my appointment as treasurer, which list can only be obtained 
from the books of the auditor. 

While on this subject, I take the liberty of directing the atten- 
tion of your Excellency to some of the evils resulting from the 
practice of permitting exchange or substitution of notes, drawn 
by other parties, for those issued by the original purchasers, 
whereby much confusion is unavoidably produced in tracing out 
a clear settlement of the original note, while, in many instances, 
a, still more serious evilresults to the State where speculators—fail- 
ing to dispose of their purchase at a profit —substitute “notes of 
straw" for those issued by themselves. 

I deem it unnecessary to extend these remarks, as your Excel- 
lency's knowledge of the facts stated will enable you to point out 
and recommend to the legislature the best means to be adopted 
for correcting the evil. Neither is it my province or inclination 
to make any suggestions relative to the revenue required to meet 
éxepenses of the State for the next two years, this duty having 
been by law, devolved on the auditor, whose office alone con- 
tains the data necessary to form such a statement. 

Having thus submitted to your Excellency such suggestions as 
seem to be. called for on all the subjects within the legitimate 
scope of my official duties, I have the honor to be,

To his Excellency, Eutas N. Conway, E 
k Governor of Arkansas: ~ `` 


Sir: In compliance with an act of the last General Assembly, 
I submit to you the following report of my official proeeedings, 
since the 1st January, 1853; containing also statements of 
amounts of money collected by me prior to that time, which are 
included herein, for the reason that I made no report to the last 
gczisiature, none being at that time required of the land attor- 
ney, bylaw. P 
Since the Ist January, 1853, I have collected money, due the 
State of Arkansas, on account of sales of land belonging to the 
500,000 acres, granted by Congress to this State, for the use of 
internal improvement, as follows, to wit: >. l 
From 1st of January to 31st December, 1853, the sum of $83,- 
137 90, and from 1st January to 30th September, 1854, the sum 
of $48,591 94, amounting in the aggregate to $131,729, 84. 
Add to this: amount $39:246. 49, collected prior to Ist January, 
1858, arid it increases the amount to $170,976 33, collected by 
me for the internal improvement fund, since my appointment to 
this office, in October, 1851. 
I have also collected as follows for the seminary fund, to wit: 
From 1st January to 31st December, 1853, the sum of $4,198 
85 ; and from 1st of January to 30th September, 1854, the sum 
of $2,095 82, making together. the, sum of $6,294 67. Add to 
this $775. 17, collected prior to Ist January, 1853, and it makes 
the whole amount collected. by me for that fund $7,069 84. The 
whole amount I have collected for the two funds is $178,046 17. 
as is shown: fully and in detail by the books in the treasurer’s 
office. | z E 
In‘ pursuance of an act of the General Assembly, entitled * An 
act to adjust the title and provide for the sale of certain lands of 
the grant of 500,000 acres, coutracted for by persons who have 
proved insolvent, or. left the State without making any payment 
for said lands, and for other purposes," approved 10th January, 
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1851, and revived by act of 12th January, 1853, and of an act 
entitled “an act to amend the laws in respect to the lands do- 
nated to the State," approved llth January, 1853, I have, for 
the causes mentioned in said acts, caused to be forfeited to the 
State from 87 to 40,000 acres of land, which had been sold as a 
portion of said 500,000 acres granted to this State by Congress, 
the greater portion of which, as I learn, has been resold by the 
land agents. 

There js yet a large number of acres (say 40,000) of said 
grant which could be forfeited ; the facts necessary to the for- 
feiture of which I have been accumulating as speedily as I could 
obtain them, for 1 have felt a deep interest in, and devoted my- 
self with much diligence to this branch of my official duty, as it 
is à consideration of vital importance to the State that these 
lands should be forfeited and resold to persons able to pay for 
them. Such of these as can be forfeited, under existing laws, I 
shall proceed to forfeit as soon as practicable; but there is a 
considerable portion of them which should, but cannot be for- 
feited without additional legislation. 

In pointing out what legislation is necessary to their forfei- 
ture, and in suggesting some modification of the whole system 
for the forfeiture of State lands, I must necessarily advert to 
some of the provisions of the acts, the titles of which are given 
above. The act approved 10th January, 1851, provides, among 
other things, that lands sold at the price of $2 per acre, shall be 
forféited for the causes therein named, provided nothing has 
been paid upon the notes executed therefor. Now,l hold a 
number of notes executed for lands at that price, upon which 
small payments have been made, on account of which pay- 
ments the lands cannot be forfeited, under the said act of 10th 
January, 1851, although the purchasers have long since become 
insolvent, and most of them non-residents of this State. It is 
obvious that a law should be passed forthe forfeiture of this. 
class of lands. There is still another class of State lands for the 
forfeiture of which there is no law in existence. I allude to 
lands which were sold at rates under $2 and over $1 25 per 
acre—for instance, those lands which were sold for $1 26 per 
acre. The forfeiture of these also should be provided for. 

I beg leave to suggest that the laws now in existence, for the 
forfeiture of State lands, should be so modified and amended as 
~ to give more uniformity of procedure in cases of forfeiture. As 
the law now stands, lands that were sold at $9 and those that 
have been sold at $1 25 per acre, are without reason, forfeited 
and resold by entirely different modes of proceeding. For illus- 
tration, by the act of 10th January, 1851, it is provided that 
the $2 lands shall be advertised for forfeiture, and resold by 
the land agent of the proper district, at public auction to the 
highest bidder over $1 25 per acre; the consequence of which 
is that they frequently sell at prices ranging from $1 25 to $5 
and $10 per acre, while the act of 11th of January, 1851, pro- 
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vides that when lands that were sold at $1 95 are to be for- 
feited, they must be advertised by the land attorney, and after 
forfeiture to be resold by the land agent, at private entry, for 
_ $1 25 per acre; instead of being offered. at public sale, to tlie 
highest bidder over $1 25, as the interest of: the State requires 
they should be. - ‘The laws should, therefore, be so modified as 
to provide that these lands should all be forfeited by the same - 
process and resold upon the same terms. l 

No provision has as yet been made by the legislature for the 

forfeiture of seminary lands in cases where from the insolvency 
òr non-residence of purchasers and their securities, the State will 
not be able to collect the amounts due;-as there are already seve- 
ral cases of this kind, and as others will doubtless occur, I sub- 
mit that it is important that a law providing for forfeiture in such 
cases should. be enacted by the present General Assembly. 
. The almost numberless forfeitures of State lands, which have : 
already occurréd and which, without some change in the laws re- 
gulating their sale, must ‘continue totake place in the future, fol- 
lows as a natural consequence of the unguarded and unrestrict- 
ed terms upon which they have been sold. 

In the sale of these lands no distinction is made by law be- 
tween residents aud non-residents—no standard is established as 
to pecuniary responsibility, nor security or guarantee of any kind, 
required of the purchasers that the purchase money will ever be 
paid, and consequently hundreds of persons allured by these ex- 
ceedingly liberal, but to the State, unfortunate terms, were in- 
duced to purchase a section, half or quarter section of land on 
speculation, as there was nothing to do but to make application 
and execute their individual notes for the purchase money. The 
majority of these persons were mere adventurers in the State, or 
other words they were unsettled persons in pursuit of their for- 
tunes, and have long since left the country, and abandoned their 
purchases—their lands have been forfeited, and some of them are 
subject to forfeiture a second time. The class of persons to 
which I have just been alluding, were for the time being citizens 
of the State, which, in a considerable degree mitigates the wrong 
they did in making those improvident purchases; but there is 
another class of persons who have, within a few years past; been 
speculating most recklessly in these lands, from whom the State 
has received the greatest injury; this class being made up of non- 
residents—citizens of Tennessee, Kentucky, Alabama and other 
States, comprises not only adult men, but minors and married 
women, incompetent to contract. 

These persons have generally been induced to purchase by re- 
presentations made to them by non-resident private land agents, 
who have been going to and fro through our State hunting up 
the best of these lands for these non-resident purchasers, few of 
whom ever expect to emigrate to Arkansas, and fewer still to 
pay one cent of the purchase money, unless perċhance they might 
happen to make a considerable speculation by sale of their inte- 
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rest, making it thereby necessary to get a deed from the State. 
I do not speak at random when I say that.most of those non- 
residents are insolvent.and that they have no idea of emigrating 
to and settling the lands they have bought, for, having by in- 
quiry, learned that many of them resided in Tennessee; and that 
2 few ofthem were repsonsible, I visitedthat State during the last 
winter with a view to make collections on their notes. I found 
some of them, and became informed as to the pecuniary respon- 
sibility of many others, Most of them are irresponsible, a few 
are able to pay, but such of them as I could see, would not pay 
a dollar; so I placed their notes in the hands of a trustworthy and 
responsible lawyer of Memphis, for collection, agreeing: to give 
him for his trouble the compensation allowed me in such casés. 
In making the remarks I have in relation to these non-resident 
purchasers, I do not mean to disparage or impute improper mo- 
tives to them, for if the laws of the State of Arkansas offered the 
boon in the liberal terms upon which these lands were sold to 
them, they could not be blamed for accepting.’ If this swarm of . 
speculating agents and non-resident purchasers have for several 
years past almost monopolized the purchase of these State lands, 
to the exclusion of our own citizens and to the great delay which 
must follow inthe final completion of the sale of these lands and 
colection of the purchase money, we must not cast all the odium 
upon them, for we have, by our own laws, expressly authorized 
and permitted them to pursue this course. I have been led to re- 
mark thus, with a view to demonstrate as clearly as I could the 
great necessity that the laws in reference to the sale of State lands 
should be so amended as to prevent a recurrence of these abuses 
in future. There remains yet to be sold from sixty to a hundred 
thousand acres of the grant of 500,000 acres, including that which 
never has been sold and that which is to be forfeited and resold; 
and in order that this may not have to be sold, forfeited and re- 
sold again and again, as has been the case heretofore, certainly 
the law should be so amended as to require resident security on 
the part of non-residents, and some sufficient guaranty on the 
part of citizens who propose to purchase. Unless some such 
amendment be adopted by the legislature, itis obvious that years 
and years to come will not suffice to settle up and consummate 
the affairs of the internal improvement fund. a 
In the 1847—48, E. Cummins, esq., one of my predecessors, re- 
covered in the Pulaski circuit court, on behalf of the State for the 
use of the seminary fund, seven judgments against Richard Pry- 
or, John W. Paup and James Trigg, citizens of Lafayette and 
Hempstead counties, upon bonds which they, as principal and 
securities of each other, had executed for seminary lands which 
judgments amount in the aggregate to, say $34,000, with 10 per 
cent. interest from date ofjudgments, etc. Prior to the.year 1852, 
those parties filed on the chancery side of the circuit court of Pu- 
asli county, bills to enjoin the collection by tlie State, of the 
amount. due on all of these judgments except one and a portion 
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ofanother. In these suits the interest of the State was ably re- 
presented by Mr. Cummins; but nevertheless, our supreme court 
granted the complainants the relief sought, and perpetually en- 
joined the State from collecting the móney due on said judgments. 
This occurred before the undersigned held this office. In June, 
1852, James Trigg, and in 1853, the administrator-of John W. 
Paup, deceased, filed in the Pulaski circuit court their two separate 
bills in chancery, praying that the State may be enjoined from 
collecting the remaining balance of said judgments, amounting, 
principal and interest, to from' 12 to $15,000. Those suits are 
still pending, and are set for final hearing at the next term of the 
court. BENE ra t 7 
In order that the interest of the State might be the better rep- 
resénited: I liave. employed oné of the most able and distin- 
guished lawyers of Little Rock to assist. me in those cases; the 
fee for whose services, I have already paid out of my own money. 
So that the State: will not be called upon to make an allowance 
for compensation for his services in that behalf. u 
I have thus reported the few facts which pertain to this office 
and the discharge of its duties. I have also attempted some sug- 
gestions as to amendments of such parts of the State land laws 
as are connected more particularly with the duties of the land at- 
torney. Many others might be made as to those laws, but I 
leave them to other officers from whom they would come with 
more propriety. .

REPORT 


FINANCIAL RECEIVER. 
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Financial Receiver's Office, 
i Little Rock, October 31st, 1854 
His Excellency, Ertas N. Conway, eg 
Governor of Arkansas. - 


Siz: On the 17th instant I received official charge of the books, 
papers, assets, etc., of this bank. The short time, therefore, 
that has elapsed, has not enabled me to make that thorough ex- 
amination necessary to a full knowledge of the affairs and con- 
dition of this institution. As soon as I can have the accounts of 
my predecessor posted up, I will make a supplementál report to 
the General Assembly, shortly to be in session—showing the 
amount of debts collected since his lastreport to the legislature; 
and, of those remaining unpaid, the respective amounts that may 
be classed as solvent, doubtful, insolvent, or lost. From the par- 
tial examination, however, which I have been enabled to make, 
I am satisfied, and can so state with accuracy, that there is still 
a large amount of good solvent debts yet due the bank; and out 
of that amount, a large portion has fallen on securities, the most 
óppressive kind of debts. In view of these facts, in view of the 
general and disastrous failure of the crops this year, as well as 
the great stringency in the money market, I would respectfully 
recommend as extension of the liquidation act for two years, 
which expires on the 12th day of January next, in order to ena- 
ble the debtors to this bank, to purchase State bonds with which 
to pay their debts. As it has heretofore been considered a 
wise, good and honest course for the State to take up her bonds, 
sold in good faith, by all fair means within her power, (for a dif- 
ferent sentiment, on this subject, I believe no honest man has 
yet had the hardihood to avow), a re-enactment of the law I have 
recommended, would greatly foster that policy heretofore pur- 
sued, by aiding the State to pay her indebtedness, 

With the view of carrying out this policy to some extent, I did, 
on the 17th, 18th and 19th instant, exchange twenty-three hun- 
dred and seventeen coupons, (bearing interest long since due on 
State bonds of the real estate bank, held by this bank,) together 
with a small amount in real estate bank notes, for forty-nine 
State bonds of the real estate bank, bearing 6 per cent. interest 
` per annum, and also for twelve State bank bonds, bearing 5 per 
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cent. interest per annum, which last mentioned bonds have been 
cancelled and filed with the State treasurer, as required by law. 
For a more detailed account on this subject, reference is here 
made to statement marked “A,” accompanying this report, and 
made a part thereof. Statement marked “B,” also accompany- 
ing this report, and made a part of it will show, that this bank 
has now on hand, three hundred and thirteen real estate bank 
bonds, making the sum&ef three hundred and thirteen thousand dol- 
lars, and that the interest due thereon, at this date, amounts to 
the sum of one hundred and thirty-two thousand, nine hundred and 
thirty-five dollars and thirteen cents, together with seventy-three de- 
tached coupons of real estate bank bonds, amounting to twenty- 
one hundred and ninety dollars, and making together the aggre- 
gate sum of four hundred and forty-eight thousand, one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars and thirteen cents, due at this date, from the real 
estate bank to this bank, for amount of bonds, interest due there- 
on, and detached coupons from real estate bank bonds. In ad- 
dition to which, this bank also holds the notes of the real estate 
bank, amounting to the sum of three hundred and eighty-five dol- 
lars, which increases the said amount due from the real estate 
bank, to the sum of four hundred and forty-eight thousand, five hun- 
dred and ten dollars and thirteen cents. i 

The State. bank having become dispossessed of the banking 
house, during the lifetime of my predecessor, to save the State | 
the expense of rent, I applied to the superintendent of the pub- ` 
lic buildings, and have obtained from him a suitable office for 
- the bank in the west wing of the public buildings, where it is now 
located. E : 

Included in my receipt, are some articles that are now of no 
manner of use whatever to the bank. I would recommend, that 
the receiver be required to have them sold at auction, and ac- 
count for the proceeds as for other moneys. 

I have receipted for $1,289 75, which is composed of worthless 
uncurrent bank bills, of banks long since broken and gone out of 
existence, and of ‘‘shinplasters,” that are not worth the paper on 
which they are deseribed. I recommend that the treasurer and 
receiver be required to register and burn them.

-By virtue of an act of the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, entitled “an act to incorporate the Cairo and Fulton 
railroad company,” approved January 12th, 1853, and in pursu- 
ance of the provisions of said act, a company was organized on 
the 13th day of April, 1853; a printed copy of said charter, with. 
the organization and by-laws of the company, to which is ap- , 
pended the names of the directors composing the first board, as 
well as those of the present directory elected by the stockhold- 
ers, and the officers of the company, are also herewith transmit- 
ted. . 

The company lave caused the route of the road to be care- 
: fully surveyed and the line connected with the public surveys, by 
a ‘compétent corps of engineers under the direction of an engi- 
neer in chief, of experience and ability, under the special instruc- 
tion of the company, a copy of which is also transmitted | 

The chief engineer's report of the survey, maps, profiles, and 
township plats, exhibiting the intersections of the line of the road 
with the sectional lines of the public surveys, with a resolution 
of the board of directors approving the same and designating the 
route of the road, is herewith submitted. 

The surveys having been executed by authority of the General 
Assembly of the State of Arkansas, these documents are submit- 
ted to you for the information of the executive and members of 
the General Assembly. 

The company further state that they earnestly desire the early 
construction of said road, being fully impressed with its import- 
"ance to the general interests and prosperity of the State and her 
citizens, and are prepared, as they ever have been, to co-operate 
with the executive and legislative departments in any measure 
deemed best for accomplishing the most speedy construction cf 
said road.

Gentlemen: I congratulate you upon the successful termination 
of the surveys of the route of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, by 
an enlightened and experienced engineer, with well qualified as- 
sistants. i, EE : 

Herewith, I have the honor to submit the very able and expli- . 
cit report of the company’s chief engineer, with maps, profiles, 
and township plats, upori which are delineated the intersections 
of the line of the road with the sectional lines of the government 
surveys. | 

This report shows the nature and great extent of the work ac- 

complished, and furnishes evidence of the ability of the engineer 
department, presenting a clear and intelligible view of the char- 
acter of the route—cost of constructing the road, and demon- 
strates in an eminent degree the feasibility of the enterprise—a 
' crowning link in a great national highway. 
. his report cannot fail to be read by the stockholders with the 
deepestinterest and instruction, and can scarcely fail to convince 
those acquainted with such works, of the great eligibility of the 
route for railroad construction. 

The line selected and reported as the shortest and cheapest, is 
301.05 miles long;the grades are very light and the curves re- 
markably easy, and when we take into. view the geography of 
the country over which this line passes, itis worthy of remark that 
it exceeds an air line only by 6.35 miles—the northern division 
from Little Rock to the Missouri boundary, by air line is 160.6 
miles, while.by the surveyed line the distance is increased only 
1.1 mile. ; 

The surveyed line on the second division from the head of Vil- 
lage creek to Beed’s bar, is shorter than the line by Jacksonport, 
and less costly by $17,294. On the Sih and 9th divisions, two: 
lines have been-surveyed; one crosses Red river at White Oak 
shoals, and the otherat Fulton, which is shorter, and the cost less 
by $179,396, than the former. It will be for you to determine 
which of these lines shall be adopted. 

The labor and expenses of the engineer department have been 
increased by reason of the minute connection of the public sur- 
veys with the line of the road. This has been done in conform- 
ity with the directions given by the general land office, as a 
guide to facilitate that office inlaying down the route of the road 
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upon the township plats of the government surveys, with the 
view to the designation and reservation of the alternate sections 
granted to the State, besides these surveys have been executed 
with a greater degree of accuracy than usual. 

As matter of information, interest and uscfulness for reference, 
it may not be inappropriate on this occasion to trace in a concise 
manner, the legal origin of the corporation, and its official de- 
velopment. 

By the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, “an act to 
incorporate the Cairo and Fulton railroad company” was passed 
and approved on the 12th day of January, 1853. 

The corporators therein named having failed to accept the pro- 
visions of this act within the time prescribed in section six, or to 
organize a company and otherwise comply with the provisions of 
the charter—a company was subsequently formed and regularly 
organized on the 13th day of April, 1853, and accepted the pro- 
visions of said act, and in conformity with the provisions of the 
twelfth section thereof, it was approved by the Governor of this 
State. / 

In the formation of the company the names of the original 
corporators were retained in every instance of all such as would 
consent to accept and serve as directors in the company so form- 
ed. Ofthat number, six were included, to wit: Messrs. Cross, 
Poindexter, Bevens, Mitchell, Curran and Blackmore. Dy the 
erms of the charter, each member of the company was ex-officio 
a director until an election of directors could be held by the stock- 
holders. Atthe first meeting of the board it established their 
office at Little Rock. "The board also appointed an executive 
committee composed of five of their number. "The president is 
ex-officio a member of all committees, by order of the board. 
Upon this committee devolved the “power to contract in inciden- 
tal matters and act in cases of emergency when the board could - 
not be conveniently convened, and aid the president in a gene- 
ral supervision of the affairs of the company." It will be remem- 
bered that at your last meeting the action of this committee was 
reported and approved by you. 

On the 15th of May last, à board of directors was elected by 
the stockholders, which resulted in. the choice of one director in 
each county through which the road would pass, or contiguous 
thereto, in which resided a stockholder that was eligible. 

'The first object of solicitude after the organization of the com- 
pany, was to arrange a system.of operations; and as a first step 
the securing of the means to warrant a commencement of a sur- 
vey of the route of the road was a leading and favorite measure. . 
"In order to effect this object as speedily as possible, suitable 
agents were immediately appointed by the company along the 
line of the proposed road. Books of subscription to the capital 
stock were at once opened, and every one invited to take stock 
in the company; meanwhile a correspondence was opened with 
various engineers of character and prominence in the profession, 
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as a preparatory step to the employment of an engineer to make 
the surveys. Happily the enterprise met with much-favor from 
the people, and was greatly promoted by many highly intelligent 
„and influential citizeris, who voluntarily took an active part in 
placing thé character of the project before the country in its true 
light. During the last spring and summer, the counties on and 
adjacent to the line of road, were visited and thoroughly can- 
vassed by those gentlemen, and subscriptions taken up—valua- 
ble services were also rendered in several counties by publie 
spirited citizens who devoted muchtime and personal exertion to, 
obtaining stock. 

. Early in August, 1853, the company had progressed sufficient- 
ly to justify the employment of an engineer in chief to whom the 
survey of the route of the road could be safely confided. On the 
13th day of that month Thomas S. O'Sullivan, esq., was appoint- 
ed consulting engineer of the road. Instructions were accord- 
ingly transmitted to himi-&t the city of NewYork, to select a. 
suitable person to act as chief engineer, which resulted in the re- 
commendation of Capt. James S. Williams, who was appointed 
on the 7th of October following, and telegtaphed from Memphis 
of his appointment. On the 10th of that month funds were trans- 
mitted to him, then at Washington city, to purchase instruments 
and other articles of outfit, procure assistants to organize two 
field parties, and proceed with all possible dispatch to this place. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced at the time in obtaining 
instruments, and procuring competent assistants, and caused 
much delay. = ; 

Early in January last, both field parties were fully organized 
and the work commenced under the company’s instructions to 
their chief engineer, “to survey, select and report the most direct, - 
eligible and practicable route for a railroad, all things consider- 
ed,” between the points of termini in this State. 

The aggregate cost of these surveys has been greatly increas- 
ed beyond the first estimates, owing, mainly, to the advanced 
price of outfit, of labor and subsistence of every kind, as well as 
the inclement season of the year when the work was commenced, 
the excessive spring rains retarding efficient operations in the 
field for near two months. 

The chief engineer’s report of the survey will prove the entire 
practicability of the project. When laid before the country and cor- 
rectly understood, it will inspire a degree of confidence that will 
arouse the popular feeling in favor of the enterprise. - The origi- 
nation and development of the scheme will demonstrate the plan 
` of a great north and south trunk line of road, traversing the heart 
of the State immensely rich in agricultural and mineral capabili- 
ties, with valuable auxiliary and tributary connections at both 
ends as well as intermediate, destined to become the main trunk 
of other lines of railroad—natural avenues of traffic and com- 
Inerce. | 

Thus far nothing has occurred to retard or weaken the success- 
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ful prosecution of the company's plans. They now have the con- 
fidence and favor of the people of the country through which the 
| road passes, while it is rapidly gaining popularity and respecta-: 
bility. abroad. 

The company have obtained the right of way (with but few 
, exceptions) the entire distance from the Texas line to the Mis- 
souri State line, over lands owned by individuals, with-the right 
to establish depots, turn-outs, water stations, etc., on the same. 
This has been cheerfully and gratuitously conceded, evidenced 
by appropriate instruments in writing, on file in the company's 
office. In addition to this, they have, under the provisions 
of their charter, the right of way over the State lands through 
which the road may be extended, which will vest in the company, . 
whenever the line of road is determined, and the proper evidence 
thereof recorded. 

The charter, as you will observe, requires, that at the regular 
annual meetir®&s of the:stockholdérs, the president and directors 
in office the preceding year shall exhibit to them a concise state- 
ment of the business of the corporation, together with all the 
books and accounts of the company. These meetings were fixed 
by you, at your last meeting, to be held on the first Monday of 
May in each year. The next annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers will afford a fit occasion for the board to lay before them, in 
addition, such statistical information, embracing also an expose 
of the general characteristies of the road, and topography of the 
. country through which it passes, as will demonstrate not only its 
expediency and advantages; but the mode by which the means 
can be provided to build it. Meantime under judicious manage- 
ment, strengthened by anticipated aid, we may confidently look 
upon large accessions to our stock subscriptions, as a renewed 
zeal and determination of our citizens to facilitate the work as a 
common object of interest to all. 

To provide for the extension of this road through ‘south-east- 
ern Missouri, a substantial company has been legally organized 
in that State under the provisions of their general railroad law, 
known as the “Cairo and Fulton railroad company in Missouri,” 
and are acting in harmony with this company. The chief engi- 
neer of our company has been charged by that company with the 
survey of that division of this road, and by them. instructed to. 
commence te work. | 

At the last meeting of our board, thedirectors fixed the guage 
of the road at 5 feet 6 inches, which corresponds with the width 
of the guage of the roads in Missouri, Texas, and in Louisiana, 
west of the Mississippi river. 

'The board also appointed an executive committee, composed 
of three directors, residing at Little Rock, of whom the president 
was a member; and this committee was empowered and required 
to “do all things required for the interest of the company in the 
interim, between the meetings of the board, subject to the appro- 
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val of the board at its firstmeeting, to which the committee shall 
report in writing." l 

It is gratifying to state that the utmost harmony has prevailed 
‘in the discharge of the duties which devolved upon the executive 
committee. - 

- The surveys which were then being made, have been comple- 
ted, and one great and important object of the company thus ac- 
complished. The report of:the chief engineer is submitted with 
the fullest confidence that it will not only meet the cordial ap- 
probation of the board of directors, but prove a source of gratifi- 
‘cation to them, the stockholders and the public.

CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


EwNaemEER'S Orrice, C. ax F. R. R., 
Liitle Rock, September 25th, 1854. 


To tue Presment AND Drrecrors or toe C. ann F. R. R. Co. 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the survey of the Cairo and Fulton railroad. 

On the 28th November last, I received your letter of instruc- 
tions, “to select and report upon the most direct, eligible, and 
practicable route for a railroad, all things considered." Little 
Rock being fixed by the charter, a point in the route, minute sur- 
veys with accurate soundings and careful examinations of the 
bed of the Arkansas river were made, including 22 miles of its 
course, to determine the proper point for crossing. 

T'wo parties were organized for the survey of the line—óne for 
the portion between Little Rock and the Missouri boundary, the 
cther for the southern part, to the Texas border. 

I will describe the surveys by each of the parties in the order 
in which they were made. The reasons for the selection of 
routes surveyed will thus more clearly appear. 

Of the Survey of the Northern Division. 


- My object being to secure as direct a route as the physical 
character of the country would admit, three points for cross- 
ing White river presented themselves, each having peculiar 
claims to attention. Janksonport, Reid's bar, and Grand Glaze, 
all included within the scope of very moderate deflections from a 
straight line joining Little Rock and Cairo. 

Jacksonport is for several months of each year the head of na- 
vigation. On this account it required attention. 

'The policy of crossing navigable streams at the head of per- 
manent navigation, is too obvious to need illustration, and should 
these points be not so far removed from direct routes as to viti- 
ate the character of a line, their demands arealmost peremptory. 
By parity of reasoning any point within the limits will be worthy 
of consideration, exactly in proportion to the fraction of a year, 
during which it is accessible. Otherwise than in this view Jack- 
sonport has no special claim. 

Reid's bar of White river, at the middle of township 11 north, 
in range 3 west, about 15 miles by the river below Jacksonport, 
offers an excellent point for crossing. The direction of the stream 
is perpendicular to the course of the line. The right bank of the 
river is not subject to overflow except in extreme freshets—the 
water is so shallow as to make a serious impediment to reach- 
ing Jacksonport, and the character of the river bed, a cement of 
mar] and gravel, is very favorable for foundations. 
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At Grand Glaize, in section 18, of township 10 north, range 4 
west, there is a shoal with heavy gravel bottom; a large gravel 
bar bare at low water, gives facilities for bridge building. This: 
point is very nearly, indeed, almost exactly, on the straight line 
to Cairo. The right bank of the river is above extreme high wa- 
ter, and there is ample space of high land well suited for build- 
ings. The course of the river is from north to south, making an 
angle of about 40 deg. with the course of the line. Two great 
deflections would be necessary at this crossing. One from the 
course of the line, to cross the river at right angles to the stream 
—the otber, after crossing, to resume the original direction. 

With these facts in view, the survey was commenced. on the 
left bank of the Arkansas river, opposite Little Rock, to run a 
line to Jacksonport. 'The first obstacle to a direct line, is the 
high rocky spur dividing the waters of Bayou Metaux from the 
Arkansas. This forced the line to the eastward until a favora- 
ble gap was found on the farm of Mr. Galloway, about five miles 
N.E. of thetown from this gap the line was carried straight, 44.5 
miles, passing near the village of Searcy to Little Red river, 
rons this stream about 4 mile above the Searcy steamboat 

anding. 

From Galloway’s gap (referred to above), to the crossing of the 
Bayou Des Ares, this line passes over a greatly undulating coun- 
try, giving a very favorable profile—it skirts the base of the sand 
stone hills, between Cypress Bayou and the Bayou Des Arcs. 
But after crossing the latter stream it encounters a heavy spur of 
sand stone ridge, an obstacle so serious as to induce a revision 
of this part of the line. Four thousand feet further east a better 
line was obtained, crossing Red river at Mr. Rogers’, on what is 
known as the Spanish grant. 

This line after crossing the river runs over an elevated table 
land, without difficulties, but the descent from it being too ab- 
rupt it was abandoned, and a. deflection made from the river 
crossing to the eastward of the high land, through section 34, 
township 9 north, range 4 west, thence running in a very direct 
course towards Grand Glaize. à i 

The result of these examinations proves that no practicable 
line can be obtained west of Mrs. Parsons’, in township 9 north, 
range 5 west, and it proves moreover, that all lines from Little 
Rock to Jacksonport, Reid's bar, or Grand Glaize, must be coin- 
cident, at least as far as the valley of the Bayou Des Parties. 
After crossing the Bayou Des Parties, opposite Grand Glaize, a 
slight deflection to the Ieft gives the direct course to Jacksonport. 
After passing White river and Beaver Dam lake, about 1 mile 
north, the line passes over a very leveldistrict, by a straight line, 
to the head of Village creek, (sec. 23, of township 15 north, range 
1 west); at this point it curves a. little to the eastward, and reaches 
the Missouri boundary by another long straight line, in sec- 
tion 5, of township 21 north, range 7 east, about 23 miles south- 
east of Gillis’ bluff, on Black river. 
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The Reid's bar line diverges from the Jacksonport line at à 
point 2000 feet wést of the river bank, at Grand.Glaize. .Cross- | 
ing White river near thé corner of sections 15, 16, 21, 92, of 
township 11 north, range 3 west, passing one mile east of Eliza- 
beth, and 23 miles east of Jacksonport, it connects with the Jack- 
sonport line at the head of Village creek. From this point to 
the Missouri boundary the lines are the same. 

The Grand Glaize line departs from the Jacksonport line at 
the same point as the Reid's bar line, curving to the eastward to 
cross thé river at right angles. The bend of White river, above 
Grand Glaize, (very inaccurately represented on the State maps,) . 
forces this line to a south-east course. This great deviation 
from the true direction, involving so much of curvature and in- 
crease of distance, was sufficient to condemn the route. More- 
over one of the arguments in favor of this line was, its bet- 
ter direction towards the terminus, by erossing Cache river and 
passing Crowley's ridge, in Green county. 

Cache river is a great obstacle. Though insignificant during 
the dry season, it is for many months a great stream, requiring 
expensive structures. 

A very careful reconnoissance of Crowley's ridge, from Chalk 
bluff to the southern boundary of Green county, satisfied me that 
it was impracticable to cross it without exceeding our character- 
istic grade, or making the line very tortuous, or incurring unrea- 
sonable expense. The Grand Glaize line was, therefore, con- 
demned, and in my comparison of routes, I shall confine myself 
to the discussion of the Jacksonport line and the Reid’s bar line. 

A reconnoissance was also made for a line crossing White riv- 
er at Augusta. 

The claim of this route rests solely upon the supposed better 
country for a line, between Village creek and Cache river. This 
- claim is unfounded; there is nothing to give it a preference. The 
ground on the east side of Village creek is no better than on the 
west side. This line cannot come into competition with the oth- 
ers. The increased distance is against it, and is sufficient to con- 
demn it, without considering that the crossing of the river is not 
favorable—the depth at low water being about 15 feet—that the 
line must pass over a very narrow neck of land between bends 
of the river, where there is a constant change of channel going 
on—that it must cross the Bayou Des Parties and ‘Glaize creek— 
that it must pass over the country between Whité and Little Red 
rivers, which is notoriously subject to heavy overflow, and for. 
months in the year only to be traversed in boats—that the line 
must be broken up by many curves to avoid the bends of the 
rivers—and that the crossing of the Des Parties alone is a work 
more expensive than the bridging of White river. 

Of the Surveys of the ‘Southern Division. 


The Arkansas river divides the route of the road into two dis- 
tricts of very different character: Northward the difficulty is in 
the selection between several available points. Southward the 
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difficulty is to ascertain the best route for reaching certain points. 
This part of the country is compulsory. We run across the di- 
viding ridges; the depressions in these are the points that must 
be reached, or the ridges must be avoided by deflections. The 
ascent from the Arkansas river is abrupt: heavy cutting must be 
made to keep within good grades and cross the spur dividing 
Fourche bayou from the river. After crossing this spur the line 
descends abruptly into the valley of Fourche, crossing it at the 
foot of “The Island,” thence ascending the slopes of hills border- 
ing it on the south, it passes a spur dividing two main branches, 
thence with gentle gradients to.the ridge betwéen Martin’s and 
Otter creeks, branches of Fourche—thenee up the valley of 
Crooked ‘creek near the base of Iron Mountain; then crossing 
". Crooked creek and its west fork, and passing into the valley of 
the east fork, it reaches the summit on the farm of Mr. Crease. 
it is worthy of note, that here, at a distance of only 174 miles 
from the Arkansas river, we pass from its water-shed into the 
valley of Red river. The crossing of this ridge is easy, the as- 
cent to it being less than'40 feet per mile, and the depth of cut- 
ting at the summit only 7 feet. The route now runs down the 
valley of Hurricane creek. Here two lines were surveyed. One 
descending by Crease's branch to the valley of Hurricane, cross- 
ing it, and ascending.by the valley of Carter's branch, to the 
ridge between it and Hughes’ creek, thence down the east fork 
to its junction with the west fork. The other line runs directly 
across Hurricane creek, and reaches very directly the head of the 
west fork of Hughes’ creek, thence down this valley and the main 
fork to its junction with the first line at the mouth of the east fork. 
From this point there is but one line to the crossing of the Saline 
river. The first of these lines is better in point of grades and . 
expense, though inferior in point of alignment and length. The 
located line is a mean between the two. 

After crossing the Saline a few hundred feet below the milita- 
ry road, we ascend to the ridge dividing the Ouachita and Saline, 
by crossing the valley of Francois creek and ascending by one 
of its head branches near Mr. Clardyga We descend from this 
point to the Ouachita, crossing a brach of Mill creek near its 
source, then skirting the western base of the high lands separat- 
ing Saline bayou and L’eau Fraiche creek, we reach the Oua- 
chita river at the “Pearl river shoals,” near the mouth of L'eau 
Fraiche. l 

Very extensive and careful reconnoissances of the valléy of 
the Ouacita were made to decide upon the best point for cross- 
ingit. From the summit near Clardy's, the line could have de- 
scended easily by the valley of MilPcreek, and have crossed the 
river véry favorably at or near Rockport, whére the bed is of rock 
and the stream shoal and narrow; but after crossing we should 
have encountered great difficulties. The highlands abut upon 
the right bank of the river between Rockport and the mouth of 
the Caddo. It would have been necessary either to cross abrupt 
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hills which are rocky and broken up by mountain torrents, or to 
follow. closely the meanderings of the Ouachita, occasionally 
crossing portions of bottom subject to deep overflow, and expos- 
ing the road to great danger from freshets. We should also cross 
the De L'ile—the Des Roches, and the Caddo, and ineur for these 
streams heavy expense in bridges and trestle work. 

Any line diverging westward from the one surveyed, to cross 
the Ouachita at any point above “Pearl river shoals,” must pass 
over extensive bottoms subject to overflow on the east side of the 
river, and encounter impracticable high lands on the west side. 
One line was run crossing just below the “Willow shoals.” It 
did not give as good results as the first line. 

At the crossing of the Ouachita the line reaches its greatest 
departure from the straight line between Little Rock and the 
Texas boundary. The country has been diligently examined 
that this deviation might be lessened. I am satisfied that this is 
not practicable w ithin reasonable expense or without exceeding 


moderate grades. 


After crossing the Ouachita the'course of the line is very di- 
rect towards Fulton and the S. W. terminus, running directly. 
across the valleys of Bayou de Cypress— Terre Noire Creek, Lit- 
tle Missouri river, (at Nachitoches bluff) Terre Rouge and Bois 
d' Arc creeks. 

Iu section 19 of township 11 south, range 23 west, a line di- 
verges from the Fulton line, and descending by the valley of 
Yellow creek, crosses Little river and Red river at the “White 
Oak shoal.” "The two lines will be fully described below. 

These surveys have been made with more care than is usual 
in experimental surveys 

Capt. Joshua Barney’s excellent survey made in 1850-51, un- 
der order of the general government, has served to give such 
knowledge pf the country, that the line now presented to you 
approximates very closely to a location. To avoid the errors 
caused by local attraction in the use of the compass, the line has 
been run entirely by the transit instrument, the needle being used 
only as a check. The AE variation was carefully “deter- 
mined at several po 


Of the Character of the Line. 


For convenience in describing the route and arranging the es- 
timates, I have divided the whole road into 9 sub-divisions, de- 
fined by natural boundaries and varying in their character. 

Ist Division.—From the Missouri pounder to the head of Vil- 
lage creek. 

2d. From the head of, Village creek to Grand Glaize. In this 
division there are two lines across White river. One via Jack- 
sonport; the other via Reid’s bar. 

3d. From Grand Glaize to Prospect bluff on Little Red river. 

4th. From Prospect bluff to the north bank of the Arkansas. 
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5th. From the north bank of the Arkansas to the north bank 
of the Saline. f : 

6th. From the north bank of the Saline to the north bank of 
the Ouachita. . 

7th. From the north bank of the Ouachita to the north bank of 
the Little Missouri. . 

Sth. From the north bank of the Little Missouri to the north- 
ern border cf Red river bottoms, on the Fulton route, or to the 
north border of Little River bottom on the White Oak shoals 
route. 

9th division embraces the crossing of Red and Little rivers, 
and the country thence to the Texas boundary. l 

The 1st division is one straight line, 554 miles long, occupying 
middle ground between Black and Cache rivers, which is gene- 
rally so level that water lies upon its clayey soil for months du- 
ring the rainy season. The ditches and drains of the road will 
serve to draw off this water and reclaim many square miles of 
valuable lands. Very little masonry is required on this division. 
The whole district, except for a few miles south of the Missouri 
line, is covered with timber suitable for our purposes— post oak, 
burr oak, white oak, mulberry and black walnut in great quanti- 
ty. There are no quarries of stone fit for building near the line. 
The masonry structures will be of brick. There is no bridge on 
this division; the only water courses are wet weather drains; 
these are crossed on open drains of brick work. Of these there 
are 21, of openings from T? to 20 feet, and one small culvert. 

In the 2d division—of the two lines surveyed, that via Reid’s 
bar is shorter by 3,590 feet, and less costly in construction by 
$17,294. The crossing at Jacksonportis objectionable. <A great 
curve must be made on each side of the river to cross it on the 

rolongation of a street —the water is 28 feet deep at low water: 
the bed of the river, especially near the southern bank, is a shift- 
ing sand. At Reid’s bar we cross the river at right angles on a 
long straight line—the depth at low water is 5 feet, the bed of 
the river a cement of marl and gravel. The greater length of 
the Jacksonport line is equivalent to a difference of $42,100 in 
perpetual cost of transportation. The total difference between 
the two lines is thus, $59,394 in favor of the Reid's bar crossing. 
The map and profile of this division show@ery favorably. In its 
whole course, 34.7 miles, there are two curves of 11,460 feet ra- 
dius—the steepest grade is less than 35 feet per mile. Besides 
White river bridge there is but one; a king-post bridge of 30 feet 
span over a head branch of Village creek. There are 9 open 
drains of from 10 to 20 feet. The timber is excellent and abun- 
dant; all that will be required for the track and trestle work will 
be obtained close upon the line. Stone for the abutments and 
piers of White river bridge, is to be obtained from quarries near 
the river, and can be transported to the bridge site at little cost. 

Of the 3d division, from Grand Glaize to Prospect Bluff. The 
passage of the Bayou des Parties is expensive from the obliquity 
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of the course of the line, and the necessity of raising. the grade of 
the road for 34 miles to 3 feet above the highest known freshets. 
Ample water way is provided in trestle bridges for its discharge. 

After crossing the Des Parties we come into a district different 
from all hitherto passed. We approach the bases of the rocky 
hills west of the line; the surface becomes more irregular, the soil 
more gravelly, furnishing better material for the embankments. 
We cross Glaize and Overflow creeks, each requiring a water 
way in king post and trestle work of 200 feet. The passage of 
Little Red river is made at a favorable point, where the banks 
are high above overflow on each side, the foundations for abut- . 
ments and piers good, and near to quarries of good stone, which 
indeed, is abundant and of good quality throughout the division. 
Little Red river bridge will be 450 feet long and 45 feet above the 
bed of the river.. Five king post bridges of 30 feet span, 4 open 
drains of 10 feet, and 11 culverts from 3 to 10 feet are also re- 
quired. There are two half degree (11,460 feet radius) curves 
on this division, one at Grand Glaize, the other near Mrs. Pear- 
son’s, 84 miles northeast of Prospect bluff. 

Of the 4th division, from Prospect bluff to the Arkansas river, 
the course is an unbroken straight line 54.5 mileslong, from Mrs. 
Pearson’s to Galloway’s, 5 miles north-east of Little Rock. It 
passes over a very favorable country, encountering but one nota- 
ble obstacle, viz: a spur of the ridge dividing Watensaw from 
Bayou Metax, really dividing White river from Arkansas river. 
The depth of cutting is about 43 feet, which, on a close location 
can be materially reduced, as the ground falls off abruptly on the 
west of the line, at Galloway’s, curving gently to the westward, 
passing through a large cypress brake at the head of Ink bayou, 
the line runs straight until opposite Little Rock, then again curv- 
ing gently to the southward, it reaches the bank of the river. 

In this division, we cross Bayou des Arcs, Cypress bayou, Bay- 
ou Metaux and several of their small tributaries—the larger of 
these require king-post and trestle work bridges—33 open drains, 
and 16 culverts of small size are alsoneeded. Timber andstone 
are good and abundant. 

The 5th division extends from the north bank of the Arkansas 
to the north bank of the Saline. The results of the survey of 
the Arkansas river, mentgned in the first part of this report, are 
entirely satisfactory. The rocky foundation, slate and quartzose 
sandstone of the banks, extends beneath the bed, giving good 
foundations, the water is shallow for several months of the sum- 
mer. Three available lines have been run across the river—they 
diverge at Galloway's, (mentioned above) after passing the river 
and through the town, they unite in the valley of Fourche. There 
is so little difference between these lines that an estimate forone 
will answer for either of the others. The ridge between the Ar- 
kansas and Fourche requires heavy cutting, and the application 
of our maximum grade. The crossing of Bayou Fourche calls . 
for heavy embankment, on account of the back water of Arkan- 
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sas river. This is, at present, shut out by the swamp land dam 
near the upper.mouth of the bayou. It was not deemed prudent 
to depend upon the permanence of this dam—the grades have 
been. accordingly established without reference to it. 

The crossing of Hurricane creek will also be expensive; through 
the rest of this divisions the grading will be of an average cha- 
recter. ; 

The bridge over the Arkansas will be 1,120 feet long, the piers 
57 feet high. There will be 7. other bridges of from 30 to 200 
feet span, and 30 culverts and drains, from 3 to 10 feet span. 
Good timber is abundant. Excellent material for masonry is 
found at “Big rock,” on the Arkansas, and at the “Granite moun- 
tain,” on Fourche. 

Of the whole length of this division, 25.3 miles, 18.9 miles is 
straight line, 2.6 miles of 4 degree curve, 3.8 miles of 1 degree 
curve. 

The 6th division (between the Saline and the Ouachita) dif- 
fers much from the preceding: there is no difficult nor expensive 
work upon it, and excepting in crossing the branches of Francois 
creek, and in passing the main dividing ridge, the maximum 
grade is not needed. The material of these excavations is gra- 
velly, forming good embankments. After passing the ridge and 
coming upon thelow lands at the foot of the ridge dividing L’eau 
Fraiche from Saline bayou, for a distance of about 20 miles, the 
road bed is elevated above the ground, which is above fe over- 
flow of the Ouachita, about 2 or 3 feet, sufficient to drain the 
“Piné flats" by the ditches from which the embankment is made. 

In approaching the Ouachita we pass over about X mile of land 
subject to overflow, the greatest depth being five feet. Little 
expense will be necessary to secure, by a levee, good depot ac- 
commodations for the trade at this place. B 

Building materialis abundant— stone for the Saline bridge can 
be procured near it. The other culverts and drains will be of 
brick, for which excellent clay can be found throughout this line. 

Besides the Saline bridge, 240 feet long and 35 feet high, there © 
will be required one for Fourche creek 150 feet long, and ten 
others with spans from 50 to 20 feet, besides 44 culverts and 
drains, from.3 to 15 feet span. ; 

This division is 40.65 miles long, of which, 38 miles are straight, 
2.35 miles of 1 degree curve and 0.3 mile 1 degree curve. 

7th division—from the Ouachita to the Little Missouri—after 
crossing the Ouachita by a bridge of 300 feet length and 52 feet 
height, passes over the Ouachita bottom, which is overflowed by 
extreme freshets as far as the base of the De Cypres hills, a dis- 
tance of 4 miles 880 feet, to an average depth of 44 feet—4,500 
feet of trestle work are -used to ensure free vent to the overflow 
of the Ouachita and De Cypres. The direction of the line is very 
good—in its length of 21.3 miles there are 19.92 miles of straight 
line, and 1.38 miles of 4 degree curve. The profile-is rough—the 
maximum grade is much used—the excavation and embankment 
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heavy—consisting of black marly soil and gravel; probably some 
rock will be found in the deep cut near thé Missouri, for which 
ample estimate is made. The profile may be much improved by 
a slight deflection to the south-westin ascending from the valley 
of McNeely’s branch. 

The foundations of the Ouachita bridge will be in shoal water 
(5 feet deep) upon a firmly cemented bed of gravel. The mate- 
rial for this masonry (excellent sandstone) must be brought from 
the bank of the river 15 miles above. Brick will be used in the 
masonry of Terre Noire bridge, and of the other bridges and cul- 
verts. 

The 8th division—from the Little Missouri to the northern 
boundary of Red river bottom, near Fulton, or to the edge of Lit- 
tle river bottom. 

The length of this division to the edge of Little River bottom 
is 35.04 miles, its alignment very good, there being but one curve 
only a few hundred feet long, with a radius of 11,460 feet. The 

rofile is, however, quite rough, as the line runs directly across 
the heads: of Terre Rouge and Bois d'Are creeks. The maximum 
grade is frequently used. 

Besides the bridge across the Little Missouri, there will be re- 
quired 12 smaller bridges of from 30 to 150 feet span for the 
smaller streams. Sandstone can be obtained for the Little Mis- 
souri bridge from the bluff of the river just above the bridge site. 
For the Terre Rouge and Bois d'Arc bridges, brick will be used— 
for this, good clay is easily obtained. 

The material of the excavation will be gravel, clay, and the 
dark soil of the marl formation. 

From a point in section 19, of township 11 south, range 23 
west, the line to Fulton diverges, crossing the streams lower 
down, where the ridges dividing them are not so high. The 
grade will be lower and the grading cheaper. . 

The difference between these two lines is entered in the esti- 
mate at $30,000. ` 

The 9th division extends to the Texas ‘boundary. 

The important question of selecting a point for crossing Red 
river has received full attention. The charter describes the 
southern terminus of the road “a point on the Texas boundary 
line, near Fulton, in Arkansas.” This phraseology does not pre- 
scribe Fulton as a point on the line, and latitude is therefore 
given in the selection of a point for crossing the river. 

Fulton is objectionable as a crossing place. The bed of the 
river is sandy. There is a great extent of overflowed land on 
the south side; (11 or 12 miles wide) the depth of overflow from 
3 to 20 feet, and the peculiar bend of the river seems to threaten 
a change of channel. . " 

To avoid these difficulties, the river was carefully examined 
between the mouth of Bois d' Arc creek and the Texas boundary; 
and but two points found offering greater facilities--Buzzard’s 
Bluff, in section 17, of township 14 south, range 26 west, and the 
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White Oak shoal, in sec. 4, township 14 south, range 28 west. At 
Buzzard's Bluff the bed of the river is good, but the depth of wa- 
ter is about 20 feet. There is a bottom, 12 miles-in width, over- 
flowed to a depth of 7 or 8 feet. - In using this point, the line 
must be carried far from its direct course from Little Rock to the 
Texas boundary. . At the White Oak shoals, the bed of the river 
is hard blue marl—the depth at low water about 3 feet. Recent 
changes of channel have occurred here which seem to be still in 
progress, to guard against which, additional length of bridge is 
provided for in the estimate. "The adoption of the *White Oak" 
line involves the necessity of crossing Little river; an obstacle 
demanding serious expense. The rock upon which the bridge 
piers must be founded is 25 feet below the level of low water, 
covered 10 or 12 feet deep with soft alluvial mud, giving to the 
masonry a height of 70 feet. The bridge would necessarily be 
450 feet long, and furnished with a draw, the river being navi- 
gable by large boats. The extent of overflow passed in the 
bottoms of Yellow creek, Little river and Red river, is 56,000 
feet, averaging in depth about 7 feet. Big Bayou needs a tres- 
tle bridge 400 feet long, and Yellow creek one of 800, the foun- 
dations of which must be on piling. By boring the bottom of 
Red river at Fulton, a stratum of hard clay or marl was found . 
4 feet below the bed—this formation will give a height to the 
masonry of about 46 feet. The channel of the river is 600 feet 
wide between the tops of the banks. It has been deemed pru- 
dent to give a length of 750 feet to the bridge; besides this, am- 
ple provision of water way is made by trestle work on this, as 
well as on the White Oak line. The danger of the change of 
channel near Fulton may-be avoided by a revetment of protec- 
tion wall, or by rip-rap work. Notwithstanding the difficulty of 
the crossing at Fulton, and the ample estimate made to guard 
against casualties, the Fulton line, as will appear from the esti- 
mates, will cost $179,396 less than the White Oak line; it is also 
much superior in point of alignment; there will be but two short 
half-degree curves between the point where the routes diverge 
and the Texas boundary; a distance of 38 miles. The White 
Oak line is necessarily sinuous, though its curves being of 1 de- 
gree are not abrupt. The equation of distance in the eompari- 
son of the routes can not fairly be used, as they do not converge; 
the difference in this is; however, only 4,000 feet. The equation 
of the grades of the two lines is slightly in favor of the White 
Oak line. The Fulton line, its terminus being further south, 
gives a shorter connection for roads from the south-west, through 
Texas. : 

It is but little to say of the general character of the whole line, 
that it is favorable. Intelligent engineers and practical men 
will see in it something more than this, when they observe that 
there is no grade exceeding 1 in 100, (52.8 feet per mile,) no 
- curve of less radius than 5,730 feet—that its excess of length 
over absolute straight lines, joining Little Rock with its extreme 
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points is so small, from Missouri to Little Rock being 160:6 
miles by the straight line, and 161.7 miles by the survey, from 
Little Rock to Texas, 134.1 miles by the straight line, and 139.35 
miles by the survey—that with the clear opening through timber 
150 feet wide, with the plan of construction T propose—with the 
long straight lines, and the flat curves almost as good in prac- 
tice, with light grades, transportation will be cheap, and risk of 
accidents to passengers reduced to a minimum, even with the 
very highest rates of speed. 

The Plan of Construction. 

This is for a first class single track road with turn puts 1,000 
feet long, 10 miles apart. The clearing provided for in the esti- 
mates, consists of cutting down all trees, on-either side of the 
road, whose height is not less than their distance from the track, 
and of removing from the ground to be covered by embankments, 
all logs, brushwood and leaves; the grubbing is the removal of 
stumps under all embankments less than 3 feet high. "The cut- 
tings will be 20 feet wide at bottom with slopes of 1 to 1 in com- 
mon earth, and-1 to 4 in rock—tlie enibankments 14 feet wide | 
on top with slopes of 3 to 2. In practice it is ‘found that the cost 
of repairs of road bed in cuts, always greatly exceeds that of the 
embankments, generally from imperfect drainage. The more 
nearly the road bed in a cut, approaches the character of anem- . 
bankment, the less this excess willbe. In a width of 20 feet 
there is room for a good bed of ballasting under the traek, and 
for sufficient ditches, thus virtually making -an embankment of 
nearly 3 feet in the cuts. 

The masonry of bridges will be of heavy “rock work,” the beds 
and joints dressed, the faces left rough, and laid in hydraulic ce- 
ment as high as ordinary high water; above that level, in lime mor- 
tar, and .pointed with cement; the same use of cement will be 
made in the stone arch culverts and in all the brick work cul- — 
verts and drains; the small-stone drains and culverts will -be laid 
dry. The larger bridges will be truss-framed, weatherboarded, 
covered and painted. Small spans, as of 30 feet, will be “king- 
post.” Generally, the smaller streams are crossed upon trestle 
work of the A4 form, with abutments of brick work. The same 
form of trestle work is used in the increased opening allowed for 
the water way of the larger rivers during freshets. The grade line 
on bridges crossing the large rivers, is established at 10 feet above 
the highest known freshets, to allow the free. passage of drift- 
wood. The grade line of embankments on lands subject to over- 
flow, is put 3 feet above extreme high water. -Each bridge over 
a stream navigable above the crossing, is provided with a double 
draw, resting upon a circular pier and revolving around a verti- 
cal-axis, giving two.openings of 65 feet each. 

“Of the Plan of 'Frack. 

A‘ballasting of coarse gravel is first laid upon the road bed 
18 inches thick, 9 feet -wide at the top; ‘upon: this, cross-ties ‘84 
feet'long are laid, 2 feet apart from center to center; these are 
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hewn to faces of 8 inches wide, and a thickness of 6 inches; the 
ballasting, by its porus nature, allows water to percolate freely, 
thus keeping the bed of the cross-tie dry; ‘consequently i increas- 
ing its firmness and diminishing cost of repairs. - At the joints of 
the rails, the weak points in the track, ties of extra width, at least 
10 inches face are used. The T rail weighs 63.37 Ibs. per yard, 

equal to 100 tons per mile. The chair is of wrought iron; a - 
simple plate # inch thick, turning over the edges of the base of 
the rail, and fitting. close to the shank; the rail is fastened to this 
and to each tie. by 4 inch square through spikes 6 inches long; the 
additional cost of punching these spike holes in the base of the 
rail, about $2 50 per ton, is included.in the estimate. 


Of the Depots, other buildings and Stationary Machinery. 


Provision is made for one principal central depot, with its full 
equipment of shops and machinery, extra tracks, turn tables, for 
the repairs of engines and the construction of cars—two termiiial 
depots, with machinery for ordinary repairs—two relay stations, 
with machinery for slight repairs of engines working on the road— 
for three principal passenger stations and freight houses—for 
nineteen way stations for passengers and freight—for twenty- 
eight water stations and turn-outs 10 miles apart, and for twen- 
ty- -eight. sets of houses, for the hands constantly employed in the 
repairs of the road. 

of Locomotives and Cars. 

A locomotive engine should not run more than 100 miles before 
it is allowed to cool, and is carefully examined and thoroughly 
cleaned. A passenger car should. not be run continuously more 
than 200 miles—supposing two passenger trains and one freight ` 
train to run from each end of the road each day, and providin 
spare engines and cars for accidents, the number needed will be 
as stated in the estimate. -The allowance for number of freight 
cars supposes each train to be composed of. ten cars. The gra- 
vel cars and crank cars are for transporting materal and work- 
men for the repairs of the road. 


Of the Estimate. 


I have made this so much in detail, that but little explanation 
is needed for a full understanding of it. I have full authority in 
fixing the pricés from the current rates of labor and cost of ma- 
terials. I have shown, as I believe, not what would. be. the cost 
of doing the work—but the amount the company must pay for 
having the work done—a difference which includes the profits of 
the contractors. 

The estimate for the equipment of the road may be larger than 
the business of the first few years will demand, after which it 
may be necessary to increase it. 

In the estimate of the cost of the track, I make a difference of 
$1,155 per mile, north of White river; this i is because there is 
no material for ballasting to be had on that part of the line, 
without an expense that the slight increase of repair of a track 
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laid on clay would not authorize. I deduct, therefore, for all the 
line north of Grand Glaize, the cost of ballasting. 

Ihave omitted, purposely, any item for right of way. From 
the information I have casually obtained of grants already made, 
and with my.reliance upon the public spirit of the people of Ar- 
kansas, I judge this item will be so insignificant that it may be 
included among small contingencies. _ . 

I present with this report two maps ; one of the State of Ar- 
kansas, on a scale of 12 miles to 1 inch, showing the route of 
the road—the other of the different routes surveyed; with minute 
details of topography, on a scale of 2,000 feet to 1 inch; a profile 
of the line on a scale 800 feet to 1 inch horizontal and 95 feet 
to 1 inch vertical; also plats of all the townships through which 
the line passes, showing its intersection with the boundaries of 
the sections. |

ble and practicable route for a railroad, all things considered. 

The point onthe boundary line between the States of Missouri

point on the Mississippi river, in the State of Missouri, opposite 
the mouth of the Ohio river—is to be determined upon consulta- 
tion with the chief. engineer of the St. Louis and Iron mountain 
railroad company. .

Sm— The swamp.land commissioners, for the State of Arkan- 
sas, have the honor to submit -herewith their. report, embracing 
the. operations.of the board during the.two last years. 

On.the 2d day of April, 1853, the present board convened at 
Helena, and organized, as required by the-act of 12th January, 
1853, amendatory to the.then existing laws, regulating the swamp 
and overflowed lands. ` 

They elected their secretary, appointed the requisite locating 
agents to examine and report all the remaining swamp lands in 
the State—made their divisions of the State, by way of charging 
each swamp land commissioner with the personal supervision 
thereof, and appointed the necessary sub-commissioners and en- 
gineers, with assistants, such as the extent of the work and the 
interests of the State seemed to require. 

The immediate. charge of supervision in. the location of the 
levees, drains and other improvements necessary and proper to 
the reclamation of the swamp and overflowed lands, was assign- 
ed to John McDaniel, in the following counties, to wit: Izard, 
Randolph, Lawrence, Green, Jackson, "Poinsett, Mississippi, St. 
Francis, Crittenden, Phillips, Monroe, Drew, Arkansas, Ashley, 
Chicot and Desha. l 

In the following counties; to.Jos. D.. Dickson, to wit: Newton, 
Fulton, Marion, Carroll, Benton, Madison, Washington, Craw- 
ford,- Franklin, Scott, Montgomery, Pike,.Polk,. Clark, Sevier, 
Hempstead and Lafayette: . 

In the following counties, to L. J. Reardon, to wit: Independ-:

files, illustrative of the same. 


Í do not consider it properly the duty of an engineer to enter ` 
into any speculative calculations as to the amount ot business - 
that may be done on the line of a railroad, or as to what extent - 
the value'of property may be enhanced by its introduction, etc. - 


His province extends only to the judicious location, and economi- 


. cal construction, and that duty properly attended to, is quite suffi- . 
cient to occupy every moment of his time. It is necessary, how- . 


ever, for the engineer to have an idea of the nature of the busi- 


ness that will be required to be done on the road, in order that © 


the gradients may be adapted to it; and the superstructure, rails, 


etc., etc., should be made sufficiently firm and strong to sustain : 
without injury the weights of such engines and trains as are — 


- generally used on roads of a similar character. 


I have not been required to make a minute and definite loca- - 


tion of the road in all its laborious details, and I do not conceive |. 
it at all necessary that such a course should have been taken or :

required under existing circumstances. 

The location of the route is, it is'presumed, all that can be re- 
quired, for the purpose of availing of the munificent grant of 
land which has been made by the general government. 


This has been effected by the survey which has been executed a 


under the instructions I have received from your honorable body. . 


The line of final location for a great portion of the distance, 
will be coincident with the route designated, and will not vary 


from it at any point sufficient to effect the validity of the attach-

cover the first cost of a road, constructed in such a manner as 
merely to suit a temporary purpose of this nature;: leads to se- 
rious evila, and it is too generally the case, that the cost of main- 
tenance, repairs, éte., for the first few years, of a road thus iñ- 
judicrously constructed, far exceeds the gross income. 

Provisions are made in the estimate for graduation, masoriry,.

It is highly important that the road should be well ballasted; 
a great part of which is frequently done after the road has becn 
put into operation, and is often improperly omitted in estimating 
the expense of construction. The object of ballasting is to make 
the superstructure more firm, and to prevent the action of frost 
o e eross ties and rails, which latter, in northern latitudes 
' makes it necessary to ballast to the depth of several feet. 

The ballasting consists in the formation of a bed of gravel or 
broken stone to the required" depth under the sleepers or cross 
ties, and filling the interstices between them., -The effect of frost 
being quite superficial in this latitude, ballasting but one foot in 
depth is provided for on the whole extent of the line, though in 
many parts the nature of the material in the excavations and. 
embankments, may make the extra expense of ballasting unne- 
cessary. mE 

In determining the gradients upon a railroad, it is important 
that a due regard should be paid to the cost of construction, and 
it is a nice point to decide how imuch one should yield to the 
other. Where there is à continuous ascent, extending far be- 
yond a point at which the momentum acquired by a train of 
cars, on approachingit wouldecease to act, unaided by any other 
propelling power, where the quantity of propelling force acquired 
by the velocity of the train, could ‘at all times be known,—and 
where an engine would generally be taxed to the full amcunt of 
its power, a very correct estimate might be made of the prejudi- 
cial effects of such ascent, and it) would be an easy matter to de- 
termine what sacrifice of expense should be made in the con- 
struction to avoid or reduce it. : l 

It is a well established fact that all ascents require additional 
power, but it is problematical, whether the additional power, 
which would, or might be brought into action on an undulating 
road of short grades, within certain limits, would be attended 

ith such additional cost, as would warrant an extravagant 
expenditure in the construction for the purpose of reducing the 
gradients. | 

The steep gradients on this road are.all of them short, which 
fact, taken into consideration in |connection with the recent im- 
provements made in the construction of locomotive engines for 
ascending steep grades, T me to adopt the short steep 


grades, rather than’ reduce them by expensive excavations and 
embankments. No gradient on ithe line of road exceeds 77 feet 
per mile, and by an inspection ofthe summary table of gradients 
it will be perceived that the -high gradiednts are of inconsidera- 
ble extent. | ; 

Another very important feature in a railroad is the curvature. 

1t has been found by a series of experiments on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, that on a curvature of 400 feet radius, it re-- 
quires fifty per cent, more power to move a given load, than it 
|

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does to move the same load on a straight line, both being hori- 
zontal; and that generally the resistance is inversely as the ra- 


- dius; consequently if a load required a force of 10 Ibs. to move it 
onas straight line, it would require 15 lbs. on a radius of 490 feet, 
13.3 lbs. on a radius of 622 feet, and 11.4 lbs. on a radius of 
1,433 feet. This shows the importance of having a road as near- 


ly straight as possible, but when the radius of curvature is very 
great, the resistance becomes inconsiderable, and I am inclined 
to believe that the wear and tear of an engine and.cars passing 
over a curve of 12,000 or 15,009 feet radius, would not be greater 
than it would be in passing over the same extent of road on à 
straight line. The oscillatory action of the cars would cease, on 
account of the action of the centrifugal force, and the motion be 
much Rd agreeable to passengers. 

Other objections, however, exist to curvatures, and when they 
are made on short radii, they become very dangerous, particu- 
larly on steep gradients; or where hills intervene to obstruct the 
view between the two extremes of the curves. 

The necessity will not exist on the entire line of this road, (pro- 
vided the southern route is adopted): to use radii less than 1,433 - 
feet, and there are but few instances where it will be necessary 
to use |a radius of less than half a mile. 

i The estimates for crossing the bottom lands of the most im-

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consequences, it is proper that the track should be protected from ~ 
the intrusion of horses, cattle, etc. The road should therefore be — - 
. enclosed with good and substantial fences from one extreme to’ 
the other, and cattle guards constructed, wherever the crossing 
of a road or other circumstances will make it necessary. The 
estimate for construction will consequently provide for a post . 
and rail fence of three rails on the whole line, with the requisite . 
numberof cattle guards, or walled ditches, at road crossings, 

The estithate for the number of engines, cars, workshops, ma- 
chinery, etc.; must be governed by an hypothesis of the amount 
and nature of the work to be done on the road. It is important 
that the estimate should not be an extravagant one, that an un- 
necessary expenditure of capital may be avoided in the first out- 
fit. Asthe amount of business increases, the necessity for in- 
creasing the rolling stock will be pro rata, and so will conse- 
quently be the profits. It matters not, therefore, in forming the 
original estimate, how much more may be subsequently required, 
provided the first estimate will furnish what is necessary for 
present purposes. 

My estimate under this head, consequently provides for what 
I consider will be necessary in the first outfit. 

In making the surveys for a route for your road, I have been 
governed by the principles which have long been established in 
the construction of railroads. The route which I have adopted, 
therefore, in my opinion, approaches in its combination of fae- 
tures, nearer to a direct and level line, than any other which 
could be selected. 4, 

Extensive surveys have been made, and numerous lines have 
been run, for the purpose of establishing an approximate loca- 
tion of á route for your road, and that section of country which 
must be traversed by a route contemplated to pass in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Clarksville and Dover, has been examined with 
the utmost care and attention; wherever there existed a possi- 
bility that a route on this section would be found practicable, an 
accurate and minute survey has been made, but great obstacles 
were encountered on each, and difficulties of a more serious na-. 
ture presented than have elsewhere been found to exist on the ` 
entire line of the road. The results, therefore, of the most care- 
ful surveys, have established the facts, that by adopting this 
route the road would.be increased in length three miles and 660 
feet—gradients of 100 to 130 feet per mile, would in several pla- 
ces be indipensable,—curvatures of radii, of less than 600 feet 
at several points, be absolutely necessary,—and the aggregate 
ascent and descent of the gradients on this route would exceed 
that of the other by 420 feet. The two tables of distances and 
gradients on tlie 2d division exemplify the comparative merits of 
the two routes. ` mE E l 

Considering all other things equal, in a comparison with the 
southern line, either of these unavoidable objections would con- - 
demn the Dover route, and when the whole are taken into con-... |

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sideration there is nothiug.conceivable which could makeit either 
necessary or expedient to adopt it. 1 have nevertheless made 
an estimate of the cost of construction, which. together with:the. 
gradients and curvatures are submitted in the annexed tables. 
The primary object of the survey was to establish the lócation 
from Fort Smith direct to Little Rock, and with this purpose in 
view the survey was extended to the Illinois bayou near its con- 
fluence with the Arkansas. But on receiving instructions to 
make a detour, with a view of passing in the vicinity of -Clarks- 
ville And. Dover, thé survey on the first route was discontinued 
for the time, and surveys were made to conform to my.instruc- ` 
tions. In the mean time the survey for a location of a road from 
Fort Smith to Little Rock, extending on the south, sitle of the 
Arkansas to Dardanelle, and there croping to. a point on the 
north:side, about 6 miles below the mouth of Illinois bayou, had 
been made under the immediate direction of R. L. Hunter, esq., 
an experienced and skillful engineer, and his party was opera- 
ting in advance of mine. dM 
It was presumed on my part, until my line had been extended 
to the Cadron, that our lines of survey would necessarily form a 
connection before they terminated at Little Rock; and that a con- 
tinuation of the operations of either one or the other party, would 
become superfluous for the remaining portion of the route, as a 
concert of action would unquestionably have taken place. I was 
disappointed however in my expectations, as the deflection in niy 
route towards Dover, made it necessary for me to cross the. Cad- 
ron about two miles north of the point at which Mr. Hunter 
crossed, and, as it was considered important to ascertain the 
practicability of forming a connection with the Cairo and Fulton 
line, at a point which would enable the company to avoid some 
25 or 30 miles extra railroad transportation, in the conveyance 
‘of passengers and freight, between Fort Smith and the Mississip- 
pi and Ohio rivers, (should it be deemed advisable to do so), 1 
continued the survey so as to intersect the Cairo and Fulton sur- 
vey; in the valley of Cypress creek. 7 
I have had opportunities which I availed of, to examine criti- 
cally a great part of the line surveyed by Mr. Hunter, which em- 
braced the most difficult portions of his route from the crossing 
of the Arkansas to Little Rock, and from my knowledge of the 
bs of the country, I can form a very correct idea of the re- 
maining portion. His route has been judiciously selected, and 
I could not see where it could be improved. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it would I presume, have been an act of superero- 
gation to resurvey the same line, and all which appeared neces- 
sary to establish the route from Fort Smith, via Van Buren to 
Little Rock,.was to survey the line from Illinois bayou, to con- 
nect with Mr. Hunter's line on the north side of the Arkansas.. 
. ded has been accomplished, and Mr. Hunter has kindly fur- 
nished me with the trace of his location, thence to its terminus, 
which will be found on the accompanying map. His estimate of 
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cost of construction will, of course; have full as much weight as 
any I could have furnished, had the survey been made under my 
personal supervision. 


The extent of available means which can be applied to the | 


eonstruction of a railroad must be 
riy will have, great weight in establishing, the character of the 
road. . It must be conceded that a very imperfect railroad, can 
be very effective, and useful in a high degree, in.the transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers; and such a road might pay an 
annual profit to the stockholders far beyond the usual rate of in- 
terest, yet it might have been made more perfect and profitable, 
had it not been found impracticable at its origin to have raised 
the means to accomplish it. 

These considerations, 1 think are applicable in the present in- 


uly considered, and necessa- -

stance; and have had much weight with me in establishing the © 


gradients on your road. Those adopted can all be effected with- 


out excavation or embankment to an excessive extent, and the : 
road consequently can be made very efficient at a moderate ex- | 


pense. 

Although the gradients on many of the most important rail- 
roads in the United States exceed those adopted on this, I yet 
consider the high grades its most objectionable feature, and 
would reduce them if the means should be available. 

In establishing the grades on all lands subject to overflow of 


the Arkansas, special care has been taken to place the surface - 


of the road bey ond the reach ‘of high water, and the elevation the 
water attained in the freshet cf 1838, has been considered the 
maximum. 
The lines which have been surv È ed for your — are estab- 
lished on the ground by blazes on the trees, —stakes placed at 


intervals of 200 feet—and permanent bench marks on trees at | 


intervals of 10,000 feet, to which references have been made on - 


the field note books, of the level and compass.

From Fort Smith to the Arkansas river, no obstacle occurs 


E s 
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which makes it necessary, or would induce me to deviate from a 
perfectly straight line; and the excavations necessary for grading 
the road will be of the-most simple nature. Probably some small 
portions of slate rock may be encountered. 

Hs bridge for erossing the river, will be far the most import- 
ant and expensive structure on the line of the road. The prin- 
cipal structure, or that part which will extend from bank to bank, 
will be 1500 feet in length; this will be divided into 10 spans of 
136 feet each, and a double swing or balance draw, which will 
occupy a space of'140 feet. It is contemplated to place but one 
span of 136 feet between the draw and the abutment on the left 
bane The centre ofthe pier on which the draw will be balanced, 
andi make its revolutions, will then be 206 feet from the abut- 
ment; and the openings or passage ways on each side of this pier, 
will/be where the channel of the river is deepest, and in all pro- 
bability will remain so. The bridge will be 18 feet wide from 
out toout. The top of the pier for the draw willbe circular, and 
of à diameter corresponding with the width of the bridge. On 
this| pier the draw will revolve by means of a turning table, and 
when open, will afford two passage ways for boats, etc., of sixty 
feet| each. i . 

It is contemplated to build the piers and abutments of the best 
range masonry, and maierial for that purpose of excellent quati- 
ty, is to be found in inexhaustible quantities in the immediate 
vicinity. : | 
The bridge will be elevated sufficiently to secure it against 
accidents, which might be occasioned by high water and drift— 
and ample provision is made in the estimare for sinking the ba- 
ses of the abutments and piers, to a sufficient depth, to insure 
their stability and permanency. we ous 

ae guard against injurious effects which might be occasioned: 
by & recurrence of such freshets, as those of 1833 and 1844; it 
would be proper to give more vent to the water, by constructing 
about 690 or 800 feet of the road on trestle work on the lowest 
ground, near the second bank, and about one fourth of: a. mite 
from the S. W. end of the proposed bridge. 
iy the N. E. end of the bridge, it will be necessary to make a

very short curve on a radius of 410 feet. This curve will'be but 
49) feet in length, and it is the only instance in which a curve of 
a radius less than a fourth of a mile, must necessarily oceur on 
the entire route. At this place, situated as it is, so near the end 
of a bridge with a draw, and within the town of Van Buren, no 
Eus under any circumstances, would be permitted to move 
with immo.erate speed. The curvature therefore will cause no 
seri»us inconvenience. — : l 

The whole extent of conntry traversed by the route from Van 
Buren to the left bank of the Arkansas, opposite Little Rock; in 
its general aspect, is very undulating, and a great portion of it 
is hilly and mountainous. The many streams of important mag- 
nitude which flow into the Arkansas, and the numerous tributa- -

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ries of these streams, with their intermediate dividing: ridges, 
which must unavoidably be crossed by the line of the road; give 
to the profile the appéarance of : a continued series of ascents and 


-descents. 


High rocky bluffs and cunt hou: ridges, appear in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the river fora great portion of the distance. 
In numerous instances the bluffs extend.to the brink of the stream, 
and occasionally cliffs of rock jut into the river. 

Ridges and bluffs of this nature occur in the vicinity of Ozark, 
where the river first flowing north, makes a semicircular bend 


` fo a south course. Although the river atthis point is more than 


4. 


15 miles north of a direct line from Van Buren to Little Rock, it, 
was thought expedient to make examinations and surveys, still 
further north, for the purpose of ascertaining the practicability of 
passing round this bend without being compelled to follow the 
sinuosities of the river, which would necessarily increase the 
length of the road. 

Numerous lines were, consequently, surveyed, and this ot 
of the country thoroughly examined; but no practicable route 
could be fond. The ridges dividing between Mulberry and 
White Oak, and between White Oak and Horse Head creeks, 
were found at the points of greatest depression to be respective- 
ly 174 feet, and 397 feet more elevated than the point of start- 
ing at Fort Smith; and would require gradients which would be 
inadmissible to overcome them. ‘The routes too, necessary to at- 
tain these depressions, were found to be quite as tortuous, as 
that, following the bend of the river at Ozark. — | 
The high ridge which lies contiguous to the river between the. 
mouth of "White Oak creek and Mulberry river, and the over-.. 


. flowed bottom lands on the west of Mulberry, make it necessary:

to cross Big Mulberry, about one third of a mile south of Gen. 
Miller’s, where there isa very good site for a bridge. 

In designating the route, I shall make use of ‘locations and 
section corners, as points of reference generally; so that the 
courses, distances, etc., will be -— understood on referring. i 
the map. 

From the eastern boundary line of Van Buren, the route sur- 
veyed, takes a course N. 69 E., to section 31, tow nship 10, range 
29, -crossing Big Frog bayou, near the middle of the eastern l 
boundary of section 12, township 9. range 31. 

The line of location would take a course of N. 71 E. and would 
pass about a.quarter of a mile south of the point at which the : 
survey crossed Big Frog bayou; and in section 8, township 10, 
range 30, it would, by a gentle curvature, take a course thence ` 
to the N. E. quarter of section 34, township 10, range 29, where ` 
it will eross Little Mulberry, thence by a curve of a radius of 
11460 feet, it will cross Big Mulberry in the N. E. quarter of sec-

| ro I will take it up in subdivisions, and endeavor to give a 
perspicuous description of each. i 
The first subdivision, will extend to the valley of Little Mul- - 
ane creek, 22 miles from the point of commencement at Fort 
mith. ` ` ` i , 
The section of country traversed by the route between the town 
of Van Buren and Little Mulberry, is very undulating; Flat Rock 
creek, Big and Little Frog bayous, and numerous small tributa- 
ries to these streams, must necessarily be crossed, and although 
none of the hills have an elevation of more than 78 feet above 
the starting point at Fort Smith, the depressions in the valleys 
'of the streams intervening, make it necessary, in a few instan- 
ces to use gradients of 68 feet to 77 feet per mile, for short dis- 
tances. These gradients occur in crossing the dividing ridges 
between Flat Rock creek and Frog bayou, and between Little 
Frog bayou and Little Mulberry, where comparatively heavy ex- 
cavations and embankments will be required. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that the gradients here have been established 
on los line actually surveyed, and the caleuiations for excava- 
tions and embankments, are also predicated on the same data. 
Whilst at the same time, feel perfectly confident that the gra- 
'dients can be reduced, and the amounts of excavation and em- 
badiment diminished on the line of location, this method of cal- 
culation for gradients and cost of construction has been invaria- 
bly adopted by me, where there could exist a doubt, and is done 
to guard against the possibility of presenting estimates that 
might fall short of the actual cost. 
Wherever the line of location increases or shortens the length 
of the road, it will be taken into consideration in the estimate, as 
the differences can be arrived at with accuracy. 
"The most feasible route for passing through the town of Van 
Buren, or that on which the most facilities are.afforded by na- 
ture, is the one on which the line of survey was first run, and 
shi is traced on the map. This, after making the curve at 
the N.E. end of the contemplated bridge, would pass round to 
the point of the hill on which the house of Col. Drennen stands, 
andi skirt the improved part of the town, occupying the ground 
near the base of the slopes of the hills, cross main street near the ` 
orina] town boundary, and thence in a course about N. 70.44 
. extend to the town boundary on the east, passing a little 
south of the barn and stables of John Bostick, esq. 
The location of a railroad route through a town near the ter- 
minus of aroad, or intermediate between the termini, is influenc- 
ed by so many circumstancgs, and there are so many-conflicting 
interests generally brought to bear upon the matter, that it is 
impossible to say where it should be established, until the pro- 
ject is fully matured, and the subject in all its bearing, satisfac- 
torily discussed., l ;

that the road can be located through the town, so as to interfere

necessary, Big Mulberry will be crossed at a point where an 
island occurs, which will facilitate in a great degree the construc- 
tion of a bridge. 


The depression in the ridge, dividing between Mulberry and- 


White Oak, atthe most favorable place for crossing it, is 104 feet 
higher than the grade line at Mulberry: this would be reduced by 
cutting 14 feet, and the ascent and descent overcome by gradi- 
ents of 72 feet per mile. The line in the vicinity of the summit 
passes near the house of Joseph Snodgrass in the N. E. quarter 
of section 5. township 9, range 98. 

The greatest depression in the ridge dividing between the wa- 
ters of Muiberry and White Oak, cn thé various lines run, with 
a view (as before mentioned), of avoiding the curvature of the 
river route; was found to be 126 feet higher than' the point at 
which the line of location crosses; besides which, there would be 
an additional summit betwen the two branches of White Oak, 
which would require gradients of 100 feet per mile to overcome. 

The course of White Oak creek, flowing as it does, for twelve 
or fourteen miles before it reaches the Arkansas, in a direction 
almost precisely opposite to that of the river, is indicative of the 
formation of the -country, which intervenes between the two 
streams,—the aspect of which is bold, mountainous and very bro- 
ken, affording no practicable passage way for a road over it at 
any point intermediate between the survey first made, and the 
line of location. The route must, therefore, necessarily take the 
course ol the river; and after crossing White Oak creek, occupy 
the ground at or near the foot of the slopes of the bluffs, at a 


sufficient elevation to be out of reach of the highest freshets, and 


the location has been made to ccnform thereto, by a succession 
of straight lines, and curves of unexceptionable radii. 

In the valleys of Little and Big Mulberry, embankments will 
be necessary.on account of the backwater from the freshets of 
the leant which, in 1823, covered the bottoms to the depth 
of two or three feet. The excavations on the ridge between the 
two branches, will consist principally of compact gravel andclay, 
and possibly some lcose rock: 

No heavy excavation or embankment will occur between Mul- 
berry, and White Oak. but a considerable portion of rock will be 
encountered in the cuts on the dividing ridge. The remaining 
Sole of the excavaticns will be loose gravel, compact gravel 
and clay. + 2 

From White Oak creek to the end cf the subdivision, there will 
- be, in general, a »uecessicn of embankments and side cuttings, 
but at several points, through cuts will be necessary, and in some 
places sustaining walls will be required. The embankments

In the side cuttings generally, and in all the through cuts, 
along the base of the bluffs, ròck will be encountered, but with 
the exceptioń of three or four points, it will be in loose and de- 
tached fragments, most of which may be removed without blast- 
ing. l | : 
The most prominent feature in this subdivision is a large mass 
of solid rock, which juts out into the stream a short distance 
above Ozark. It is immediately in the line of location, and ċan- 
not be avoided. Its highest peak is sixty feet above grade, and 
presents at first view what might be supposed a very formidable 
obstacle to the construction or grading of the road. It is how- 
ever in a most convenient position to be removed with the aid of 
gun powder judiciously applied, and at an inconsiderable ex- 
pense. i 
From Ozark the location will be established on a bench of land. . 
intervening between the base of the slopes of the hills, and the 
immediate bank of the river, until itreaches section 18, township 
9, range 26, where it diverges from the river, and passes over the 
point of a low rocky spur; to the valley of Pond creek, in section 
17, where the second subdivision terminates. | 

The principal streams crossed in this subdivision are Big Mul- 
berry, White Oak, Gar and Hicks’ creek, and a slough or branch 
of Big Mulberry. T 
. Big Mulberry would require a bridge with three spans of a 150 
feet each, the slough, one of 75 feet, and White Oak, one of 120 
feet span. Gar and Hicks’ creek, might be united a short dis- 
tance above their intersection with the line of the road, as rio- 

. thing but à narrow bank of alluvial earth separates them. One 
bridge of 150 feet span would then answer for the passage of the 
water from both streams. Several bridges of smaller dimensions 
and numerous culverts will be required. . 

Sandstone of a very hi which indurates by ex- 
posure to the atmosphere, can be found in rectangular prismatic 
masses, contiguous to the route on every portion of this section. 
The abutments and walls for bridges, culverts, sustaining walls, 

. etc., can therefore be constructed of the best order of masonry at 

„a moderate expense. 

The timber on this subdivision consists of post and black oak, 
cotton wood, gum, hackberry, and other varieties of large growth. 

Subdivision 3d extends 154 miles, and terminates in section

To avoid crossing the hills, which, though receding from the 
river, continue in a southerly direction, presenting obstaeles too 

‘formidable for a railroad, it was found necessary to ascend gra- 
dually on their-slopes in a direction S. 19 E. for about a mile and 
a half to the southern portion of section 20, where the line curves 
to a due east course, passing un an undulating surface of prai- 
rie and timber land, and crossing numerous smal! branches to

north of east, to strike a favorite point for descending to the val- 
ley of Ho orse Head creek, which stream is -crossed in the N. E. 
corner of section 24, township 9, range 25, from whence the line 
takes a cour se. to the S. E. quarter of section 15, township 9, 
range 24 ; where the division terminates. 

The line in this division varies very little from a straight course 
for nearly 12 miles, and the curves are of a large radi. In the 
first 9 miles very little rock will be encountered in the excava-. 
tions, and the grading in general will not be heavy. In. the next-- 
2 miles the descent from the table land. to the valley of Horse. 
Head creek will be effected, in the grading of which a conside- 
rable portion of rock will be encountered though much of it will 
occur in thè side cuttings. Horse Head creek will be crossed by — 
a bsidge of 130 feet in length. The valley of the creek is inun- - - 
dated by the great freshets of the Arkansas, and an embankment : 
of a mile in length, of 4 to 10 feet elevation will be necessaryto . 
guard against their effects. About one mile east of Horse Head 
ereek, a spur of a hill protrudes itself, which it is necessary to 
cross to avoid curvatures, where the excavation will be conside- 
rable, but on the remaining portion the work will be very light. 

After crossing Horse Head creek the deffection north of east 
becomes necessary to avoid the more extensive overfiows in the 
bottom, and also to shun the hills which occur on the south of 
the line ih sections 22, 23 and 24 of township 9, range 24. 

In addition to the bridge of 130 feet for crossing Horse Head, 
one bridge of 75 and one of 35 feet will be necessary, besides 
numerous open and covered culverts for crossing the minor 
streams. 

The-timber and stone on this subdivision is similar to that on 
subdivision 2d. - 

As the different gradients, radii of curvature, quantities of ex- 
cavation and embankment, and the extent of clearing and grub- 
bing on ẹach section of the line, are specifically represented in 
the e tables, which have been with much care prepared 
for the purpose, I do not consider it necessary to mention them 
in detailin the description of the line. 

Subdivision 4th extends 132 miles, and terminates on the right 
bank of Piney creek, near its mouth, in the S.W. quarter of gec- 
tion 15, township 8, range 22. - 

The general course of the.river on 1 this division, with the ex- 
ception of the great bend between the town of Pittsburg and the . 
mouth of Piney creek, approximates nearly to the: proper and 
most direct route for the road, and the features of the country. ad- 
jacent to the river, would prevent any deflection: from it except . 
at the crossing, of the bend above mentioned. 

From the end of the 3d division the route curves to the south, 
leaving the town of Spadra between it and the river, and erosses . 
Spadra creek near its mouth, where the banks of MR creek are | - 
very high and above ine usual ried of m river. 5 
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of about one-fourth of a mile in ẹxtent, and elevated in places 
about 25 feet above the hizhest freshets. From the termination. 
of this bluff there is a broad expanse of bottom land, extending- 
along the river for upwards of 4 miles, where itis abruptly ter- 
minated by the high, bold and rocky cliffs above Pittsburg. 

As this bottom land has been inundated by the very high- 
freshets of the Arkansas, it was deemed expedient to run an ex- 
perimental line near the base of the hills to avoid the overflow, 
but it was found that' this would T the length of the road

nearly one mile, and that the cost of grading would not be much 
reduced. The line of location willitherefore extend directly across : 
the bottom, upon which a very liberal estimate for filling has been ` 
predicated on data from the hizhiwater marks left on the trees. 
At the eastern extremity of this,embankment, the line crosses . 
Cabin creek, and after crossing janother small branch, passes. 
over a rocky cliff, similar in nature, though not as extensive as 
the cliff at Ozark. It then follows the margin of the river to 
gection 1, township 8, range 23, on the farm cf J. Morland, where . 
it curves to the east, and passes over a depression in the neck of 
land which extends into the bend of the river above menticned.. 
It continues thence in a S.E: course along the valley of Prairie 
creek to the termination of the subdivision near the confluence 
of Prairie creek with Piney. i ; 
The depression through which s line passes in crossing the. 


bend below Pittsburg 15, at the summit, but sixty-six feet above 
the level of the freshets of 1833, and is passed by short grades . 
of 67 feet per mile on the west, and 59 feet per mile on the east. - 

Spadra creek will require a bridge of 159 feet span, and Cabin | 
creek one of 49 feet. The numerous smaller streams will be ` 
crossed by open and covered culverts. , 

The materials. for construction in masonry and wood work are - 
abundant and of fine quality. 

. On the bottom land between Spadracreek and Pittsburg there - 
is a very extensive growth of rS aud superior red cedar, which . 
. would afford a supply of cross-ties of the best quality for a great: 
portion of the division. | ' 

Subdivision 5th extends 132 miles to the junction with the line 
surveyed for the Arkansas Pacific railroad, by R. L. Hunter, 
esq., and terminates in section 29, township 7, range 20. i 

The course of the Arkansas in this division is also in a-diree- - 
tion most favorable for the road, and the line follows its imme- 
diate bank for a great portion of the distance. 

From the mouth of Piney, for a distance of about two miles, 
the bank of the river is bluff, bold and rocky. The hills recede 
gradually for a portion of the distánce, whilst on other portions, 
they come beldly up to the brink of the stream, and terminatein . 
perpendicular cliffs of rock. f | 2 

The line ascends by an easy grade for half a mile from the ` 
mouth SM ey to the top of the cliffs, and continues along the . 
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# X 
very edge of the precipice until it descends gently along the slopes 
of the hills to the bottom land near Scotia. ‘The elevation of 
the summit is forty feet above high water of 1833. 


of the cliffs, the faze of the cliff is nearly straight, so that it will 


be only necessa^y in gra ling, to throw of the top rocks to the. 


properjlevel. The rock lies in tabular masses and of reetangu- 
lar shape neer the tops, and along the faces of the clids, and 
most cf it can be removed without blasting. ; 

Three chasms or breaks in the cliffs occur, which it will be ne- 
cessary to cross by b-idges and trestle work. 

From the Scotia tothe Illinois bayou, there is an extensive b^t- 
tom with a second bank, elevated for nearly the whole distance 
above the level of the highest f:eshets of the river, and cn this 
second bank the line has been located for a distance of four miles, 
the grade line and the surface of the ground being almost coinci- 
dent for a great portion of the distance. The route then cros-es 
May's spring branch, and|for a short distance follows the fuot of 
the bluffs, whence it again extends across the bottom land to H- 
linois Dion ho stream it crosses near its mouth, in secticn 
2, township 7, range 21, and from thence continues over the bet- 


tom land, and at the foot óf the slopes of the hilla to the end of 


the subdivision, leaving Norristown between the line of the rad 
and the river. ` i i 

Between Piney and Illinois bayou; there is a thick growth of 
pine of a fine quality on all the upland. The varieties of «ak 
and other timber are also abundant. — ' 

Piney creek will require a bridge of 250 feet span, and Illinois 
bayou one cf 240 feet; both of these streams are crossed diazo- 
nally, The chasms in the cliffs below Piney creek will be ¢:o<s- 
ed by| bridges of 109 feet span each, over the top stiingsci which 
the road will pass. The remaining portions of the chasms will 


aan 


be crossed on trestle work, all of which, together with the bridges, 


culverts, etc., for the minor streams are included in the table of 
estimates. ; . 

On the entire length of the line from Fort Smith to Norristown, 
the materials which will be found in all the exeavations, are of 
the best-quality for the constructien of a railroad of the most per- 
manent character, and although provision will be made in ihe 
estimate for ballasting the entire length of thercad, itis bclieved 
that the expense of procuring and hauling ballast for that por- 
tion of it where cutting occurs, will be found unnecessary. 

Inimany places where.the excavations will be deep, the read 
bed will be formed on argillaceous slate rock, which occurs in 
most of the minor ridges crossed by the road, at depths of 6 to 
20 feet from the surface; and frequently where the slate rock oc- 
curs! beneath the surface of the ground, is covered with frag- 
ments of sand stone. 

There is no portion of the road on which the work would be of 
a character to protract the codstructicn to an unusual time. In 


the di the line necessa:;ily becomes coincident with the edge 
j 
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the course of construction, all parts ii it might progress-simulta- 

neously, and by availing of the pro! 

abutments and piers of the bridges, the masonry of the same 

might be completed at prices considerably within the estimated 
cost. 

The sandstone which appears on Ei surface at intervals along 
and adjacent to the line on every section of the road, is of a very 
supe lor quality, and requires little d essing or trimming to make 
it suitable for masonry of the best c haracter. In many places it 
is to be found in tabular masses of all sizes, perfectly smooth on 
` each face, with rectangular ends and sides, forming perfect rec- 
tangular prisms, the edges of which, hough having been exposed 
to the action of the atmosphere for ages, remain sharp and unin- 
jured. 

The total length of this line, from Fort Smith to de junction 
with the line surveyed for the Arkansas Pacific railroad, is 83 
miles 4,165 feet ; and from thence to Little Rock, agreeably to 
the survey of R. L. Hunter, 71 miles 1,667 feet. Total distance 
to Little Rock, 155 miles 552 feet. 

The route via Russelville to the Cairo and Fulton line, deflects 
from the line of location at the end of the bluffs below Piney 
creek, and near Scotia post office, in the S. W. quarter of section 
24, township 8, range 22. 

The first division of this line embraces subdivisions 1st, 2d and 
3d of the line of location, and has been described under those 
heads. The second division embraces subdivision 4th, and two 


er season for building the - 


miles of subdivision 5th, of the line of location, and extends to . 


the left bank of Point Remove DEC SE length ofthe division 
being 472 miles. 

The ranges of hills, which in many place on this division as- 
sume a mountainous aspect, run nearly east and west, and the 
ridges, which are broken at intervals by the valleys of the large 
streams, appear in some instances like isolated mountains. The 
valleys of the tributaries, which must be availed of for the: pas- 
sage of theroad, have generally an east and west direction, and 
in some places are wide and extensive. 

From the point of deflection from the line of location the route 
takes nearly a due east course, passing over a very undulating 
surface, crossing the head waters òf May’s spring branch, until 
it reaches the summit at the head of Lick branch, in the south 
half of section 21, township 8, rahge 21, where it curves to the 
south-east, and follows the valley of Lick branch to Illinois ba- 
you, which stream it crosses just below a remarkable bend in the 
south west quarter of section 25. 

There will be an alternation of deep excavations and embank- 
. ments in the first two miles of the ascent to the summit of the 
head of Lick branch, which the line crosses, at an elevation of 
70 feet above the high freshets of the Arkansas, from whence the 
work will be light until it reaches Illinois eyon, which will be 
crossed by a bridge of 200 feet in length. B 
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From Illinois Bayou the line curves again to the east, to avoid 
the hills which bound the valley on the south, and lie between it 
and the Arkansas. It then curves gently to the south-east, and 
passes through the north-east quarter of section 36, township 8, 
range 81. It continues thence over the spurs of elevated ground 
near the base of the hills, to avoid the overflowed. bottom of the 
bayou, to tlie north-east quarter of section 6, township 7, range 
20, from whence it takes à course towards Russelville. Leaving 
the town about 300 yards to the south, it crosses the prairie in a 
course S. 71 deg. 30 min. E. to the south-east quarter of section 
12, township 7, range 19, where it crosses the summit between 
the waters of Illinois bayou, Whig creek and Galla creak, at an 
elevation of.130 feet above the grade at Illinois bayou. At this 
point there will be an extensive cut, but it is not apprehended 
that any rock, other than slate, will be encountered. "The re- 
maining portion of the work, from Illinois bayou to this place, 
will not be expensive. : ; 

After passing this summit the route curves a little more to the 
south, to avoid the hills on the north, and passes through the 
south-east corner of section 12. It follows thence the valley of 
2 tributary of Galla creek, until it crosses the creek near Kirk- 
bride Potts’ house, in the south-east quarter of section 17, town- 
ship 7, range 19, whence it continues in the same course to the 
nori went quarter of section 22, township 7, range 19, where it- 
curves to a due east course, and is continued in that direction to - 
the north-west quarter of section 23, township 7, range 18. 

After crossing Galla creek the line enters an extensive valley, 
ee on the north by Carrion Crow mountain, and on the 
south by a range of hills which run due east and west, for a dis- 
tance of six miles, where they terminate on the table land bor- 
deringithe bottom land of the Arkansas, on the west side of sec- 
tion 22, township 7, range 18. 

The summit dividing between the waters of Galla creek and 
Point Remove creek is crossed, on the north-west quarter of sec- 
tion 24,' township 7, range 19, at an elevation of 76 feet above 
the valley of Galla creek. White Oak creek, a tributary of Gum 
Log creek, has its source on this summit, and flows in a due east 
course for nearly four miles, where, in section 22, it takes a 
north-east course to Gum Log. ® ; 

The line pursues the valley of White Oak to section 22, where, 
continuing east, it takes a low ridge, dividing between the waters 
of White Oak and those that flow into-the Arkansas in the, 
south.) ' i l 

In section 23 the line curves to the south-east, and passing 
through the south-east corner of section 24, takes a course-to the 
north-east quarter of section 11, township 9, range 77, where it 
Sie Point Remove creek. E 

This deflection to the south-east is necessary to avoid the ex- 
tensive bottom land of Gum Log and Point Remove creeks, on 
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| 
the north of the line, which are overilowed to a great depth by 
-the back water of thé Arkansas. 

After leaving the valley of White Oak creek; the line passes 
over gently undulating ground, on which the work will-be very 
light to the end of the division. , 

The portion of the route between Scotia and Point Remove 
creek has very few curves on it, and those are all of large radii, 
and the route on the entire division is remarkably direct. | 

Sandstone, of that peculiar character mentioned above, can be 
found contiguous to the route, wherever it will be found necessa- 
ry to make use of it; and timber of the best quality, for all the 
purposes of construction, is abundant. 

Galla creek will be crossed byi a bridge of fifty feet span, and 
Point Remove creek by one of;150; which, together with the 
numerous other structures of less magnitude, are included in the 
table of estimates. . | 

Division 3d extends to the intersection with the Cairo and 
Fulton line, in the valley of Cypress creek, the length by the line 
of survey being 501 miles. 

On this division the hills all range nearly east and west. 
There are none of them of great elevation, but all are rugged 
and rocky. They lie parallel to each other, with valleys of vari- 
oug extents intervening in succession from the Arkansas river 
io a parallel many miles north of the proposed route for your 
road. These ridges are like those on division 2d, broken by the 
streams which flow into the Arkansas, and some of their large 
tributaries, and it is through these gaps alone that any deviation 
can be made from a general east and west course, except where ` 
slight deflections are made by crossing from one side to the 
other of the valleys. 3 a 

In some places the hills are cleft to their base, where narrow 
passes occur for the passage of the streams which generally flow 
through at right angles, and after passing the gap take their 
courses parallel to the ranges of the hills, till another gap of a 
like nature occurs. 

Immediately after crossing Point Remove creek, the hill bor- 
dering the valley of the stream is encountered. This hill ranges 
nearly east and west, and the elevation being too great to ad- 
mit of suitable grades for crossing it at this place, it was neces- 
sary to continue along its face at the north side; up the valley of 
the creek to the middle of the south boundary of section 6, town- 
ship 6, range 16, where Caney creek makes a passage through 
the ridge, cutting it to its base. d 

At the bend made after crossing Point Remove creek, the line 
is but 1,600 feet distant from the line of location of the Arkan- 
sas Pacific railroad, which crosses Point Remove about one mile 
lower down the stream, and ascended gradually the face of thé 
hill to a favorable place for crossing it, which occurs near the 

lace where the.two lines approach nearest to each other. 

The hills in this section ranging.a little north of east it was 
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consequently necessary for the line to take a course a few de- 
grees north of east, until it reached the gap made by Caney 
creek, through which it passes; first éurving to the south, and 
after passing the ridge curving again to a course about north 82 
east, corresponding. to the range of the hills and the general 
course of the valley of Caney creek, which is-quite spacious and 
gently undulating. 

Its source is in the south half of section 3, township 6, range 
16, where Caney creek of Cadron also heads, and flows exactly 
in a contrary direction, to the dividing line between section 5 and 
6, township 6, range 15, where it takes a course a little south of 
east, to its confluence with Cadron creek—thus forming a con- 
tinuous valley, ranging little from a due east and west course, for 
upwards of twelve miles. “The summit level at the head of the 
two Caney creeks is 104 feet above the grade at Point Remove, 
and DT above that at Cadron creek. i 

The line from Point Remove to the valley of Cadron is very 

direct, and the grading will be very light for the whole distance. 
' On approaching Cadron creek the line runs along the. northern 
face of the hill on the south side of Caney creek, to the middle of 
the dorihar half of section 7, township 6, range 14, where the 
surveyed line curves to the south, passing through a, gap in the 
ridge, which continues for half a mile beyond this point, and ter- 
minates abruptly. After passing through this gap, it crosses a 
valley and curves again to the east, along the face of anotlier 
endi of hills, and in the south-east quarter of section 8, town- 
ship 6, range 14, türns again to a course. a little west of south, 
passing over an elevated part of the bottom land of Cadron val- 
ley, called the Burnt Pond, to the middle of section 17, where it 
makes a curve to the east. and crosses Cadron creek in the south- . 
east corner of section 19. i 
The east fork of Cadron unites with the main creek in the 
south-west quarter of section 9, township.6, range 14, where the 
bottom lands of the two streams are very extensive, and during 
the freshets of the Arkansas are inundated to a great depth. To 
avoid these very deep overflows, which extend up the valley of 
the east fork for a number of miles, it was thought advisable to 
make the above mentioned detour to the south, over the more . 
elevated land on the right bank, and cross the main stream at a 
point from which great facilities would be afforded for the pas- 
sage of the road in an easterly direction. It has been found, 
however, that the difference in distance between the surveyed 
line and the route which the road in all probability would take, 
if continued by- way of the valley of the east fork, would be 
about 1 2-5 miles. I am therefore of opinion that it would be 
better to pursue the more direct course by the valley of .the east 
fork, as it is hardly probable that the expense of. extra embank- 
ment could exceed that which is occasioned by the increased 
length of the road on the other route. 
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n proposed route, via the east fork, will be found on map 
o. 2. l . i 

On the route surveyed, the embankment will be very exten- 
sive, ranging in depth from 5 to 10 feet for a distance. of two 
mileś ànd a half, in order to place the road beyond the reach of. 
such freshets as, those of 1833 and 1844. 

By the surveyed line, Cadron will be crossed where the banks 
on each side are more elevated than they are gener ally in this 
section. 

On the east of Cadron creek the principal ridges lie nearly 
east and west, whilst the spurs incline a little north of east. 
After crossing: ihe stream, the course of the road is due east for 
nearly two miles, ascending a ravine between one of the main 
ridges and a spur to the south-east quarter of section 22, town- 
ship 6, range 14, near the house. of J. K. Stone, esq., where a 
gentle curve is made to the south of east, and the line is con- 
tinued to the north-east quarter of section 25, of said township, 
. whence it takes a due east course, following the valley of Bea- 

ver Ford to Pickens’ Gap. 

The line crosses the dividing ridge between Cadron on the 
west and the waters of Beaver Fork on the east, in the south- 
east corner of section 23, at an elevation of 32 feet above the 
grade at Cadron. The backwaters of the Arkansas extend up 
the Beaver Fork to section 24 and 25, and in the very high 
freshets the depth of the-water in the bottoms exceed in most 
places ten feet. To avoid these overflows the route passes along 
the slopes of the hills in the south of the valley: : 

At Pickens’ Gap, on the dividing line between sections 28 and ` 
29, of township 6, range 13, Beaver Fork finds a passage through 
the ridge of hills, which is availed of for the passage of the road 
also. The route consequently curves to the south, and after 
passing the ridge, curves again to a course a little south of east, 
and passes through another gap at the south-west corner of sec- 
tion 26, of the same township, by a very gentle curvature. It 
continues thence in a difection south of east, along the valley 
of Beaver Fork, to the summit dividing between the waters of 
Cadron and Palarm creeks, in the north half of section 35. After 
crossing the summit, it continues along the northern face of a 
spur of Cadron hill, or mountain, to the middle of section 36, 
where it curves to the south ; and descending, passes through 
Five-mile Gap of Cadron mountain, in the same section, from 
whence it takes a south-east course to Palarm bayou, which it 
crosses in the south-west quarter of section 5, township 5, range 
12, passing over a gently undulating surface, with a gradual 
inclination from the base of the hill to the stream. 

The summit between the waters of Cadron creek and Palarm 
bayou is crossed at an elevation of 126 feet above the grade line 
at Cadron. 

No difficulties other than those of an ordinary nature are met 
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with between Cadron creek and Palarm bayou, and the route in 
its general coyrse is very dirict. | 

From Palarm bayou, the line crosses diagonally a spacious 
valley, in a south-east direction, to the point of an isolated hill, 
in i south-west quarter of section 10, township 5, range 12, 
which it leaves to the right. It then curves a little more to the 
south to avoid another hill, the southern terminus of which lies 
in the south-east quarter of section 14 of the same township, 
where the line crosses the summit dividing between the waters 
of Palarm bayou and Cypress creek. After passing the point of 
this hill the route curves more to the east; and in the northern ' 
half of section 19, township 5, range 11, it crosses a depression 
of a ridge of inconsiderable altitude, which divides between two 
of the head branches of Cypress bayou. In section 20 it curves 
to a due east course, and following the valley of Cypress bayou, 
passes through the center of the range of sections from section 
20, township 4, range 11, to section 20, township 5, range 9, a 
distance of 111 miles. l i i 

From thence it curves to the south-east, and intersects the line 
of experimental survey for the Cairo and Fulton railroad, in sec- 
tion 27, township 5, range 9, about one-third of a mile to the east 
of the roàd from Little Rock to Searcy. 

The section between Palarm.bayou and the terminus of the 
survey, presents no obstacle whatever to the construction of a 
rdi with gentle gradients and curvature of unobjectionable 


radii, and the point of greatest elevation on the line is but 58 
feet above grade at Palarm. 

Far the greater portion of the grading will consist of embank- 
ment, merely sufficient to elevate the road bed above the general 
surface of the ground, for the purpose of keeping it dry during 
the wet seasons of the year. | i 

No very heavy work will occur at any one part of this whole 
division, and the grading, masonry and bridging will fall very 
far short of the average. , 

The principle bridges will be for Cadron creek, one of 175 feet — 
span; for Palarm bayou, one of 100 feet span, and for Four 
Mile creek, one of 100 feet. There will be no other bridge re- 
quired of more than 30 feet span on the entire division. 

Suitable timber for cross ties and other purposes, is abundant 

on.all parts of this division, and sandstone, similar to that des- 
cribed before, is to be found convenient wherever it will be re- 
quired for construction... 
The nature of the ground on all parts of the route is peculiarly 
adapted to the construction of a railroad, and in many places, 
along the face of the ridges, fragments of the sandstone which 
predominates, and which will require but very little preparation, 
can be collected in abundant quantities for ballasting large sec- 
tions of the road. . 

The quality of the rock for masonry cannot be excelled, and it 
` appears that nature has done almost all that could be required 
to present it with the most suitable shapes. 
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The maps ànd profiles, illustrative of the surveys and location, 
and herewith furnished, are as follows : 


l Map. No. 1 


Embraces that portion of the country which extends from the 
western boundary of the State to' White river, including twelve 
ranges of townships north of the base line. 

This map exhibits the line of location from Fort Smith to Lit-. 
tle Rock, as heretofore described, and also the line of approxi-. 
mate location to the intersection with the Cairo and Fulton road, 
in the valley of Cypress creek. The former is traced in a full 
red line. The latter in a broken or dotted line. : 

. The gradients in each line respectively are exhibited on the 
. profiles-at the bottom of the sheet. f 

The horizontal scale of the map and profiles is 20,000 feet to 
the inch, and the vertical scale of the profiles is 100 feet to the 
inch. 

The delineation on those sections through which the lines of 
location pass, and many of those contiguous, have been traced 
from copies of the township surveys, procured from the land 
offices of the general government, at Clarksville and Little Rock, 
and have been made to conform as nearly as practicable to the 
notes of reference to section lines and corners, which were taken’ 
whilst the surveys were in progress. The remaining portion of 
the map has been copied from Langtree’s published map. | 

Map N: . 2 

Exhibits that portion of the country over which the lines of lo: . 
catign and the different experimental lines have extended. The 
delineation on the sections traversed by the various lines, and 
also on most of those contiguous, have been likewise traced ‘from 
copies of the township surveys. - 

On this map the routes of approximate location are traced in 
full dark red lines. The several experimental lines are more 
faintly delineated. "EP 

The distances of subdivisions of miles and feet are made to 
correspond exactly to the distances. actually measured on the 
survey, without reference or regard to the difference made by 
alterations and curvatures on the lines of location, as hereinbe- - 
fore mentioned and which shortens the line 1 mile 1,900 feet. 

The scale of the map is 3,000 feet to the ineh, and the sheet 
of paper on which it is traced is 224 feet in length by 5 feet in 
width. ) 

The profiles exhibiting the undulations ofthe ground, the gra- 
dients, heights and depths of embankments, excavations, etc., 
are, for convenience, divided in three parts. AO 

The first division is 56 miles 4,500 feet in length, and. extends 
to the point where thé deflection was made from the main line 
to survey the line via Clarksville and Dover. 

The second division embraces the remaining portion of the 
route to the connection with the line of location—established 
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thence to Little Rock by R. L. Hunter, esq., 83 miles 4,224 feet, 
and is extended to the right bank of Point. Remove creek, on the ` 
experimental line towards the Cairo and Fulton line at Cypress 
creek 

Total length, 48 miles and. 1,850 feet. 

The profile of the route, via Clarksville and Dover, is also ex- 
hibited on the division, by which the excess of this distance of 3 
miles'660 feet, before adverted to, is clearly shown, and the dif- 
ference of gradients on the two lines contrasted. 

The third division exterids from the right bank of Point Re- 
move; creek to the connection with the Cairo and Fulton line in 
the valley of Cypress creek, 50 miles 3,139 feet. 

The horizontal scale of the profiles is-400 feet to the inch, and 
the vertical scale 60 feet to the inch. The datum or base line of 
the profiles is 234 feet below the level of the grade line at the 
starting point at Fort Smith. 

It must. be borne in mind that the profiles of the routes to the 
Cairo and Fulton line at Cypress creek have béen compiled from 
the level notes on the surveyed line, which exhibit the elevation 
at each station, besides the intervening inequalities of the ground 
along the line ; and no deductions have been made for distances 
saved or cut off by alterations and curvatures on_the location. 
The profile on the line of location is made to conform to dis- 
tances saved by alterations and curvutures. 

The grade lines are drawn in blue ink, and the dotted lines 
represent the contour of the ground on the located route, where 
slight deviations have been made from the surveyed. line, and 
where the differences could be surveyed with sufficient accuracy.

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In the execution of -the surveys, my attention has been exclu- , 
sively directed to a critical examination of the country, and an 
investigation of its topographical features and resourses only so 
far as they might influence a judicious selection of a. route, gr 
might be applied with most economy in the construction: of ‘a 
railroad. ; 

It is presumed that the necessity for making the road, the. 
probable amount of revenue to be: derived from the transporta- 
tion of passengers, goods, merchandise, the agricultural and. 
mineral productions ofthe country, etc., etc., are subjects which 
have been already discussed, and are well understood. They 
are matters therefore which I have not adverted to. I am aware 
that the practice has become general throughout the United 
States for engineers to enter into such calculations, but I con- 
sider it a pernicious one, for it cannot be presumed that the en- 
gineer, who is generally a stranger, can be so well acquainted 
with all the statistics or so capable of forming correct estimates 
on these subjects as those who project the road. Besides which 
it is the interest of the engineer to make the probable revenue 
appear as large.as possible; and it too often happens that his . 
judgment is warped, and his imagination leads him to conclu-- 
sions which are not sustained by facts.

Mississippi, Ouachita and Red River Railroad, 
Camden, vov. 5th, 1854. 


To the President and Directors of M. O. & R. R. R.R. Co: 


GentLemen—The period has again rbturned, when it is custom- 
, ary for, the several officers of your company to make, for your 
/ benefit, as well as that of the stockholders in general, a full, but 
concise exhibit of the operations of the several departments over 
which they have presided since the last annual meeting. 

Under all circumstances, and in all sections of the country, is 
it right and proper that this duty should be discharged with great 
care and ; faithfulness ; but particularly;iis it incumbent upon offi- 
cers, engaged in the construction of 'hat may be denominated 
pioneer Toads, to make such clear and minute exhibits of the 
details of their several departments, as, challenging the closest 
scrutiny, will not only tend to disarm prejudice and fault-finding, 
but impress public opinion, at home and abroad, with the know- 
‘ledge of the fact that the interests of all concerned are cared for, 
and that, if, in the course of their administration, errors of judg- 
ment should exhibit themselves, they may be free from any 
charge of concealment, and pave the way for the corrections ne- 
cessary to avoid neglect, or malpractice in the future, by ena- 
bling the board of stackholders to take proper action on ths sub- 
ject during their session. 

Experience proves, not only at lione but abroad, that nothing 
gives greater confidence in a road than a systematic and detailed 
-~ exhibition of expenditures, especially when economy distinguishes 
the management; and, knowing às I do, from my short experi-

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ence with your people, that much is expected from my own 
department on this score, I have endeavored to render such a 
system of accounts as will, I hope, be satisfactory to all inter- 
ested.

The location of this portion of the road, may be considered as ; 
fixed upon the original experimental line from “ Ferguson’s ' 
Point;” until it reaches the vicinity of Monticello Ridge, : where, 
as was suggested in my report on the preliminary surveys, a suc- 
cessful effort was made to straighten the line to the Saline, by 
crossing the divide between Bartholomew and Saline, nearer to 
Monticello. This was affected through the gap in the ridge, near 
Mrs. Crooks, only two miles south of Monticello. The line is 
shortened slightly, and although a slight increase in cost is caus- 
ed, on one miie west of the ridge, it is made up for by the supe- 
riority of the approach to the Saline riv er, and the saving of cost 
at that point. 

From the Saline, westward, ilis line adheres closely to the ex- 
perimental survey to the-Moro, at which point we were forced to 
stop on account of the excessive heat-in August, and the neces- 
sity of preparing the first twenty miles from the Mississippi for 
contract, without employing: any extra force in the engineer de- 
partment. 

I am truly happy to be able to say, that the results, as given 

in my report, on the preliminary surveys, have, in each and every 
respect, been verified. All speculations, by interested parties, as 
to the character of the line from Bayou Mason, east, to “ Fergu- 
son’s Point,” were effectually silenced, by the re-survey. The 
approach to Mississippi river, is| by a tangent, one mile in length, 
on acane ridge, requiring a bank about two and a half feet high, 
uninterrupted by a single bridge or culvert d 
. <A beautiful situation for a town, is found at the river, which, 
now that it has been partially cleared of undergrowth and tim- 
ber, presents a most attractive appearance, and has enticed va- 
rious applicants from Memphis, Columbia, and the surrounding 
country, for lots upon which to locate. : 

The approximate estimates of cost for the local work, on the 
eastern division, will be found ample for absolute construction ; 
and I have no hesitation in saying again, that the road can be 
built for my estimate. 

So soon as it may be necessery, the location, ffom Moro to 
Camden, can be completed ; and the location may now be stated 
as conforming closely to he experimental line.

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line may be considered as varying, but in a small degree, from 
the experimental survey'from * Matlock’s Ferry.” Crossing the 
ridge north of the grave-yard, at the same point, it continues 
with the designated line of the preliminary survey, to near Cy- 
press creek, west of Woodlawn. At this point, it leaves the 
original survey to the north, and passes by Lusby’s, Jenkins’ 
Mill, to Bells Summit, two miles south of Leak’s store, thence 
by Kelso’s, crossing the main dividing ridge between Ouachita 
and Red River, one and three quarter miles south of Godbolt's, 
uniting with the experimental survey again at a point. one anda 
half miles east of Lamartine. From thence, to a point five miles 
east of Lewisville, it conforms to the route of the experimental 
line, where it again diverges, passing near Steele's, two miles 
south of Lewisville, at which point I caused the surveys to be 
suspended, on account of the great indisposition of nearly all of 
Mr. Mosby's party. | l 

The result of these changes is a savihg of two miles three hun- 


dred and forty feet on the preliminary line, at an expense of' 


only $15,000 on the first twenty miles west of Camden; but, on 
the whole route, a saving, on the preliminary estimate—con- 
firming me in the belief that the estimate, for the cost of the 
local work on the western division, as given in my first report, 
will be sufficient for construction, and enables me to say with 
confidence, that the cost of your local work, on the entire road, 
will not exceed the amount stated, viz: $436,692 '74. And that 
all future arrangements, can be safely based upon this estimate. 

There remains only about seven miles of the location to make 
on the western end. This will require but a few days to com- 
plete, so soon as I have fixed the precise point of crossing Red 
River. E 

The characteristics of the linc located, are the same as those 
stated in my preliminary report, the whole presenting a road 
that can be easily and economically worked; and when refer- 
ence is had £o the cost of the local work, classes it.as one of 
the cheapest and best roads, of its length, in the United States. 


Construction. 


Immediately after completing the surveys, an immediate rc- 
duction in the expenses of the engineer department was made, 
. by a discharge of all persons not absolutely necessary on the 
construction of the two divisions. Mr. Fuller, assisted by Mr. 
W. H. Davison, as assistant engineer, and Mr. West, as rod- 
man, together with one axeman, were assigned to the eastern 
division ; whilst Mr. Mosby, assisted by Mr. Carter, as assistant 
engineer, and Edward Mosby, as rodman, with one axeman, 
` took charge of the western division. 

As stated in my report of the 22d February last, contracts 
were made for all the local work on the two divisions, at the 
engineer's estimate. with highly responsible parties.

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The whole twenty miles on.the eastern end, were let to Mr. J. 
W. Martin of. Warren,: with" the understanding, that Messrs.

This ar- 
rangement was carried into effect; and, to Mr. Ferguson was 
assigned from the Mississippi river to Clay bayou; whilst Mr.

z The terms of these contracts are highly favorable to the com- 
pany, payments. being. made quarterly, sixty cents cash with 
forty cents stock on the dollar. The original contractor was. 
bound, in -the sum. of twenty per.cent retained, and the further 
sum of ten thousand dollars, with. two good endorsers, to com- 
plete the work on or. before the first day of September, 1855. 

At was not until August that;I was enabled to: close a suitable 
.contract for the trestle work and: bridges on the: eastern end. 
. After an examination,of the various proposals made, and weigh- 
ing fully every thing connected with this work, I awarded the _ 
contract for the same to B. A. Osgood, esq., whose proposal to 
build at my estimate for the whole, and take twenty per cent. 
_in- stock, appeared to me to be the most advantageous for the 
compsnp: Ms. . Osgood i$ well known to me, and is in .every 
respect worthy of .our confidence. . Mr. Osgood secured, at once, 
the assistance of a large and experienced force, under the man- - 
agement of Mr. J. H. Williamson, as master workman, who had 
gained a high reputation in Illinois, for skill and promptness. 

So soon as it was possible for men to work in the bottoms on 
the Mississippi river, all of the contractors started their work 
with great energy, and the work is now progressing rapidly. 
With any thing like a favorable season, the contractors will have 
finished their work within the time specified. In order to avoid 
as much as possible any hindrance from high water in the bot- 
toms, I have ordered the grading and bridge forces to be confin- 
ed to that portion of the road east of Bayou Mason; though the 
grubbing and clearing, together with some grading, have been 
carried as far as a point three miles west of the Masen. This 
order did not apply to Mr. MeDermot's work, who has complet- 
ed the clearing: of his whole contract, and is ready to commence 
grading.

To ihe Directors of the Little Rock and Napoleon R. R. Co.: 


Gentiemen: The act incorporating the Little Rock and Napo- - 
leon Railroad Company, was passed 12th January, 1853. No- 
tice having been given in the Pine Bluff Republican, requesting 
the citizens of Pulaski, Jefferson, Arkansas and Desha counties, 
to hold meetings and appoint delegates to meet in conyention, 
at Village Church, in Arkansas county, on the 27th April last, 
for the purpose of taking initiatory steps for the organization of 
the company, under the charter for the Little Rock and Napo- 
leon Railroad, said notice was responded to by all the counties 
named, except Pulaski. Commissioners were appointed, and the 
convention adjourned to meet again on.the 17th.of May, at 
which time a resolution was-passed requesting Gen. James Yell 
and myself to secure the services of an engineer, and it was 
ordered that books, for subscription to the capital stock, be 
opened. .. n. | E ES 

"Tt is worthy of remark, that with less effort.than was ever 
made upon any line of road, the sum of two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars of stock. was subscribed; and we have the as- 
surance that, as soon as the books are again opened, the sub- 
scription will be largely increased. We have also assurance of 
substantial -aid from the merchants of New Orleans, who are 
deeply interested in the success of this road... + Le 

Due notice having been given, the stockholders.met at Pine 
Bluff, on the-4th of: July, and elected a board of directors ;: and 
on the second Monday of August, the board elected B. W. Lee 
President, R. V. McCrackin, Secretary, and Drew White, Treas- 
urer.: The presiding officer being absent from the. State, Gov, 
John S. Roane was elected president pro tem., and. a resolution 
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was passed instructing him to procure the services of an engi- 
neef, to make the survey of the route, etc. It is due to General 
Yell and Gov. Roane to say that they, acting under these reso- ` 
lutions, immediately opened a correspondence with several en- 
gineers, and but for the delay arising from unforseen causes, the 
survey and report would long since have been made. 

I was absent on a visit to the State of Virginia when the let- 
ter of your secretary, announcing my election to the presidency, 
arrived, and I did nor receive it until my return to Kentucky, in 
September last. I at once addressed a letter; and, for the pur- 
pose of certainty, l telegraphed to Capt. Lloyd Tilghman, at 
Paducah, Ky., and received from him a favorable answer, ac- 
cepting the appointment of chief engineer of the road. At the 
same time, he also informed me it would be necessary to deposit 
funds at Louisville, for the purchase of instruments and for the 
outfit of the party. 

I immediately. proceeded to that city, made the deposit of 
funds as requested, and so informed Capt. Tilghman, by tele- 

graph. Itis gratifying to observe that,in less than a month 
from the date of Capt. Tilghman’s appointment, as chief engi- 
neer of the Little Rock and . Napoleon Railroad, that energetic 
gentleman had his surveying corps fully completed and organ- 
ized, to facilitate which it was necessary to procure the camp ` 
equippage from the Camden and Ouachita Railroad Company, 
for which we are indebted. 

Under charge of first assistant engineer, Wm. M. Johnson, - 
esq., the party commenced the survey at Pine Bluff, in the di- . 
rection of Napoleon, on the 19th October, and continued their 
labors with all possible dispatch. It is due to Capt. Tilghman, 

. to state that his high professional reputation abroad, as well as in 
Arkansas, has been fully sustained on this line, and I refer you, 
with great satisfaction, to his report. i 

As thisis but an experimental line, 1 respectfully suggest: that 
this efficient corps of engineers be directed to continue, and that 
their services be retainéd until the road is permanently located. 
The profile and maps of the survey will show more fully and. 
satisfactorily the peculiarities of the country along the proposed 
line of road ; and their attentive examination guarantees the be- 
lief that this road can be built at less cost, with greater facility, | 
and will have a greater maximum speed, than any road of the 
same length in the State. | 

In connecting the Little Rock and Napoleon Railroad with the `. 
Fort Smith and Little Rock Railroad, they should be considered 
as on line, and should be entitled the “‘ Arkansas Valley Rail- - 
road.’ The extent of the Arkansas valley, lying between the 
dividing ridges of the White river and the Ouachita, and the fer- _ 
tility of the soil, the variety of its productions, the mineral treas- 

—ures it is known to contain, ete., will give to this valley railroad 
greater advantages than is possessed by the same extent of 
country any where upon the continent of America. i 
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It is so peculiarly situated that it will never be interfered with, 

so as to lessen its profits by a parallel road, which has been the 
case in other States, where a road has been found to be very 
profitable ; therefore, we are assured of a constant increase of 
travel and freight on this road, without the possibility of any 
other line drawing it from us. | 

The main question in the construction of roads, is this: What 
is theigreatest importance to the State? To this question there 
can be but one answer, viz: That which is calculated to add to 
the SUE the greatest amount of population and wealth. 
Then,if we,are governed in this respect, let us take a view of 
the valley through which this road is to pass. Commencing at 
the Mississippi river, it will pass through what is now admitted 
to be the finest cotton lands in the South, as regards both pro- 
duction and staple. "The country above Little Rock, when we 
comeito the hilly or mountainous part of it, is stored with those 
minerals which constitute the wealth of other States—ocoal, iron 
and léad, in great abundance... The water courses falling into 
the Arkansas river, on either side, affording an abundance of 
water-power.for manufacturing purposes, together with a cli- 
mate unsurpassed for health by any portion of the State ; and, 
upon;the completion of the Arkansas Valley road, will open a 
finer field for the capital and manufacturers of other States, than 
any other that can be found in the Union at the present day. 
That numbers of such persons will avail themselves of this 

great opening for enterprise and industry, no one can entertain 
a doubt, when we look at the progress and rapid extent of man- 
ufactories in other portions of the country not possessing half 
the advantages. Independent of throwing open to them the 
great market of the South, which all are competing for, and so 
many amassing fortunes, when it is a well known fact that 
heavy articles of manufacture cannot be transported a long dis- 
tance, by railroad, at a cost to justify the manufacturer in send- 
ing to market in that way. Heavy articles, therefore, of agri- 
cultural produce, and manufactures of the Arkansas valley, 
would have a monopoly of the market, during the winter and 
.the low stage of water in the Ohio river; and to direct them 

. otherwise would be, to use a common phrase, “ like tarrying coal 
to Newcastle.” . 

so par of these advantages, those counties in the north- 


western part of the State, south-western Missouri, and the south- 
ern portion of Kansas, with the Indian country beyond, must 
always follow this route, as the natural outlet to the market; 
and we would see what is called the frontier road, running on 
the western boundary of the State, constructed in a few years, 
if not as soon as the road from Fort Smith to Napoleon. Then, 
if we cast our eyes across the Mississippi and examine the map, 
we find that a connection can be formed with the great Missis- 
sippi Central railroad, passing through the richest portion of the 
- State of Mississippi; and as some persons appear to have the 


~ 
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one idea of making at the terminus, a great commercial city, 
we cannot see why the terminus at Napoleon, being the depot © 
of the valley of the Arkansas, could not, in a few years, come 
up to their expectations, both in point of commercial wealth and 
population. | 

Is there anything impracticable in this, when we see it de- 
veloping at Cairo, the terminus of the Central Railroad of Illi- 
nois, a point of land full fifteen feet below high water mark, — 
which, if the predictions of the knowing ones are reliable, is des- 
tined to become the great city of the West; and, when we look | 
at that site as the depot for one of the most important railroads 
in the West, and compare the, country through which the road 
passes, few can admit, its resources being purely agricultural, 
that they are equal to’ the varied resources, both agricultural 
= and mineral, of the country through which the Arkansas Valley ` 
road. passes. - 

It should be observed, too, that above Napoleon there are ob- 
` structions, by sand-bars, in the. Mississippi river, while the very 
largest class steamboats can, at all seasons of the year, run from 
that point to New Orleans, without the slightest obstruction. 
'Then let our western brethren look well to their interests, and 
identify themselves with those who ¢an and who wish to advance 
their prosperity. 

As the lower Arkansas region is, and must for all time to come 
be, a cotton growing country, ours may justly be called a consu- 
ming, while theirs is a producing country. We want and have 
a constant demand for all their products, viz: Bacon, lard, flour, 
butter, cheese, potatoes, apples, corn, etc., and last, though not 
least, their iron. Besides, they not only have a beautiful, but a. - 
high and healthy country, abounding with mineral springs, the 
sanitary properties of which are unequalled, and a railroad from’ 
Napoleon to that section of our State, would attract thousands 
of visitors from Mississippi, Louisiana, and the southern counties 
of Arkansas, who now annually go north in quest of health and 
pleasure. And what is to prevent; in this healthy and abundant 
country, the establishment of academies and colleges for the ed- 
ucation of our children? Many thousands of dollars are now 
annually expended out of the State, for these two items alone, 
which can be kept at home by the building a railroad from Na- 
poleon to Fort Smith. Our planters will, doubtless, as soon as 
. the Little Rock railroad is completed, or before, subscribe for 
stock in the road to Fort Smith, and hasten that connection, so 
important to both ends of the Arkansas Valley railroad. 

And what shall we say to the citizens of Little Rock? While 
we would gladly see her the proudest city of them all, unless she 
will wake up, and take advantage of the great benefits which ^ 
nature has so abundantly placed around her, I fear other towns 
will spring up and take those advantages from her, and leave 
our central city a mere cross-road or watering place. Within a 
few miles of coal and iron, with lead at her doors, and cotton ¢

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all around her, with the Fort Smith branch and the Napoleon 
road, uni is to prevent her from becoming a large manufactur- 
ing city ? 

Take heed, or Pine Bluff, with her abundance of wood, will 
start à cotton factory in advance of you. If all who are inter- 
ested will come up to their duty, this line of road can soon be 
completed. The uncertainty, nay, the almost entire absence of 
navigation, in the Arkansas river, make the Little Rock and Na- 
poleon railroad a fixed fact; because it is the inevitable result 
of the great law of necessity, and consequently about which it 
is entirely. useless to argue. It may be procrastinated, but càn- 
not bé prevented. — 

If, in the wisdom of the Legislature, Napoleon is made the, 
terminus of the eastern branch of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, ! 
the grant of land, and the increased subseription which will bé 
gained by the confidence it will bestow, will insure the certain 
and speedy building of the Little Rock and Napoleon railroad ; 
and l verily beliéve it can be completed in two years or less. -~

CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT.

To the President and Directors of the L. R. & N. R. R. Co.: 


GENTLEMEN : I beg leave to submit for your consideration -the 
following report on the preliminary surveys of the Little Rock 
and Napoleon railroad : 

On the day of October, I received from your President, 
Dr. B. W. Lee, nótice that the charge of this work had been 
confided to my care, with a request that I should commence the 
field work as speedily as practicable, in order, if possible, to lay 
before the legislature of this State, about to assemble, the result 


of my investigations, and enable the company to act advisedly , 


in any matter they might wish to bring before that body. 
Without losing any time, à party was organized, at the head 


of which was placed Mr. W. M. Johnson. Instruments and the . 


usual outfit of camp equipage having been procured, the survey 
was commenced at Pine Bluff, with the intention of completing 
first of all the examinations between that point and Napoleon, 
before wet weather should set in. 


This route being necessarily confined to the bottom lands of - 


the Arkansas river, it was not to be expected that any other 


difficulty would be encountered in determining the best route, . 


than the avoidance of several lakes; and after reference was | 


made to several maps of the country, particularly that compiled 
by Mr. Langtree, I at once conceived the idea of connecting Pine 
Bluff with Napoleon by a straight line. The initial point in the 
town of Pine Bluff was fixed at the intersection of Main and 
Lindsey street, and the course of the line to connect it with Na- 


poleon being about S. 68 deg. E. The survey was made to con- : 


'form to that line, and was actually eontinued às far as the plan- 


tation of Thomas Douglas, a distance of about 951 miles. On | 


reaching that point, it was believed best to incline the line a 
little to the northward, so as to secure a suitable crossing of 


Cypress creek and Oaky Wood bayou, and avoid the low swamps | 


supposed to be contiguous to those streams ; not giving up, how- 
ever, the idea originally entertained of perfecting a straight line, 
a line was run bearing more to the north, until gaining a depar- 
ture of about two miles from the original direction. a more south- 
ern course was assumed and continued until it reached the point 
that the original straight line from Pine Bluff would have ocen-

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pied, just south of Gen. Mitchell’s plantation. From thence to 
the Mississippi river, at Napoleon, the route assumes, with very 
slight variation,‘the original contemplated air line, passing just 
south of Calvin Strand’s, north of Secrese’s and south of Birt’s. 

It may be, however, that after leaving Gen. Mitchell's, the 
route might be inclined to the northward slightly, so as to pass 
near G. B. Watson's, on to the township line, 13 miles east of his 
house, when it should assume the direction of a straight line to 
Napoléon. This route would secnre higher ground, and avoid 
an ugly point in Cypress creek ; but as to any change in the air 
. line route, from Napoleon to Pine Bluff, nothing should be de- 
termined on until further examinations are made. : The difficulty 
at Cypress creek, spoken of, is of no consequence, and unless the 
fact that a somewhat more secure road-bed, and an aecommo- 
dation of a strong planting interest, on the route by Watson's, 
should be deemed sufficient, the route may be considered as fixed 
as an air line, and the distance to be about 59 miles 940.feet, 
depending on the point at which the terminus at Napoleon is 
fixed. É . 

. The total fall, from the initial point at Pine Bluff, to the bank 
of the Mississippi river, at Napoleon, is just 70 feet ; and the fall 
from low water at the Bluf, to low water at Napoleon, is also 
70 feet, being an average of —— per. mile, for the computed 
distance by water. 

The fall in Arkansas bottom isnot uniform, and therefore in- . 
duces ‘a grade of very short length of three feet to the mile, in 
the direction of the heavy trade. This is done to secure a road- 
bed in embankment entirely ; but so short are these grades, that 
for the,practical working of the road, we may assume the char- 
acteristics of the line between N apoleon and the Bluff, to he a 
straight line, with level grades—the fall, in direction of, Napole- 
on, being at the rate of 1.16 feet per mile, and in favor of the 
heavy trade as before stated. 

Comment, upon so superior a line as this, is superfluous. No 
line in the State can, for the same distance, be worked so cheap- 
ly. Its directness and grade enable you to use a light rail, and ` 
what is of still greater consequence, a light engine. The im- 
mense wear upon the rail by heavy engines; on curved lines, will

be avoided, and the immense outlay, annually, for repairs of 
road-bed, materially reduced. Cypress creek is passed by tres- 
tle-work of the most permanent character. The timber used for 
this purpose wil he the best white-oak, of which there is an 
abundance along the whole route. his work is to be framed 
with great accuracy, and securely bolted and tied with iron bolts. 
The opening at Cypress is made ample in the extreme, to guard 
Wc ea. contingencies in the future. Choctaw, Oaky Woods, 
and several smaller bayous, are crossed by small beam truss 
bridges of spans of 30 feet. So inconsilerable is this item of 
bridzing, and so little does it affect tho work of the roal, that I 
can give no better idea of the real character of the line, from the’

Bluffs to Napoleon, than by saying that a passenger train could: 
easily, and with entire safety, make the trip in one hour. Q0 

Great care has been taken to determine the cost of this work. 
Hence the ‘absolute number of cubic yards of material to be - 
moved, has been, ascertained for every one hundred feet, with a 
' contingent quantity of 10 per cent. thereon ; the items of trestle- 
work, culverts, etc., accurately calculated, and the prices as- 
sumed are higher than those given for work on the other routes 
that have been reported in the State.

Immediately after completing the survey to Napoleon, the. 
party returned to Pine Bluff and took up the route for Little 
Rock, starting from station O of the first line. 

It was found necessary, in order to avoid various obstables on 
the direct route, to run west from this point a distance of four 
miles, to a point about one mile west of the forks of the Prince- 
ton and Little Rock roads ; this westing carried the line out of. 
the broken and low grounds bordering the river, and enabled us 
to assume an air line for Little Rock, bearing N. 28 deg. W.; 
which was continued a distance of 184 miles, passing near Mc-. 
Allister's. On reaching this point, 224 miles from the Bluff, it 
. was found necessary to bear more to the left, for a short dis:. 
tance, until avoiding the old river sufficiently, a course bearing 
N. 7 deg. W. was taken, passing just east of Judge Campbell. 
From thence the line passes by way of Pennington’s Mill, Lee's: 
Ferry, Widow Rose’s, McCreight’s and Clarke’s, passing the 
Granite mountain, about one mile east of the main road, cross- . 
ing bayou Fourche, about a mile east of the new bridge, and 
thence to the city of Little Rock, the survey terminating in front 
of General Hempstead's house. 

From Pine Bluff, a distance of twelve miles, the route passes 
over very easy ground, the road-bed being raised very slightly 
above the material surface, with a slight undulating grade, not 
exceeding ten feet to the mile, ascending westward. Thirty 
feet to the mile eastward was found necessary, and adopted as 
the ruling grade in the two directions. 

On reaching a point twelve miles from Pine Blnff, the ground 
becomes more broken, and a new line was traced from Judge 
Campbell's back towards the Bluff, passing south of the old 
route, and crossing Tar Camp road.six miles from Judge Camp- 
bells, and one quarter of a mile east of Tar Camp; from thence 
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the line; gradually regains the old survey, by keeping on the 
slopes of the hills, until it joins at station 690 of that line. ` The 
charaeter of the line was materially improved, and will admit of 
still greater changes. on the ultimate location. 

From Judge Campbell’s the route is very easy to Little Rock, 
the crossing of Granite mountain being effected by the maximum 


- grades, 


with a cut of 24 feet. 


No bridging will be required of a greater span than 30 feet, 


and thi 


s in only two or three instances. About one ‘thousand 


feet of trestle-work will accommodate the overflow near Caip- 


bell’s, 


whilst small brick and atch culverts, under the heavier 


banks, will effect the drainage on other parts of the line. 

The distance from Pine Bluff to Little Rock is 40 miles 400 
feet. The maximum grade will be as stated, 30 feet to the mile, 
and the smallest curvature that of’ 1,910 feet radius. About 
four-fifths of this line will be straight, the maximum -curvature 
used but once or twice for short distances, and all other curva-

not less than one mile radius. 


The total distance from Little Rock to Napoleon may then be 
stated at 99 miles 1,340 feet, and the route described as one 
commending itself as highly as any in the State for the ease with 
which it can be maintained and worked. i

The prices assumed by Messrs. Hunter, Williams and Barney, 
are too high. I am opposed as much as any one to under esti- 
mating, but it is useless to place the iron above what it can be 


bought 


for now. The best informed agents in-the north have no 


idea that the price can ever reach the high figures paid some 


time back.

Childe, of the Mobile and Ohio road bought iron just 


twelve months since, that cost him about $62 50 delivered at Pa-.

Irom has sustained a gradual fall ever since, until Col. 


Ferguson, who is connected with the Memphis and Grenada

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road, has only to-day informed me that he had just-closed a con- 
tract for fifty miles of best English iron, costing him $42 at New 
Orleans. Now add 30 per cent. for duty, 50 cents for commis- 
sions, and $4 freight to Memphis, and he gives me the price at 
Memphis to be $59 10. | 
Col. Ferguson declined purchasing for more than about fifty | 
miles, from the fact that it was believed the price would still | 
decline. Offers were made for his whole road of 95 miles 
at these rates, taking Memphis, Tennessee, and Company bonds, | 
at fair prices, no absolute cash required. To save all unneces- : 
sary comment, I shall place iron at Napoleon at $65, and we have | 
the following estimate for a mile of superstructure. The track | 
will be laid with heavy white oak cross ties, eight feet long and | 
six by ten—on a sub-grade—and filled in with clear sand, as no 
gravel or stone presents itself along the line in a convenient 
position :

Having disposed thus briefly of this branch of our subject, I 
will as far as time will permit, look into the merits of this question 
of building a railroad from Napoleon to Little Rock, there to 
connect itself with the great artificial artery to be construc- 
ted up the valley of the great Arkansas, for the purpose 
of developing that vast region of country, so full of interest not 
only to your own people, but to those south of you, who depend 
pear other climes than those of a cotton and sugar producing 
one, for their subsistence-- 

I feel, gentlemen, the importance of the task that has fallen 
to my lot. There are, I know, vast and important results de-. 
pending upon the solution of this “digest of a system of internal 
improvements in the State of Arkansas.” Your State has 
, reached a point in its history, when it becomes necessary to do 
something for the benefit of the population that her rich and 
virgin soil seems attracting to her borders. Nature has denied 
her the benefits of good navigable streams, upon which to trans- 
port her heavy and bulky products. The immense loss annually 
sustained by your people by excessive charges for transportation 
by horse power, steamboat and flat-boat, weighs like an incubus 
upon their energies. The history of the world goes to show that 
without the facilities of commerce, commensurate with the wants 
of the people and equal in character to those of your sister States, 
no State can expect to compete suscessfully in the race, for either 
social, commercial or political greatness, much less for suprema- 
cy. Your people are aware of the fact that railroads alone can 
bring relief. They have before them the experience of well nigh 
20 000 miles of road now in operation, costing an aggregate of 
over $600,000,000 to prove that the ingenuity of man has never 
brought to light so great a desideratum, to the solution of the 
problem of human progress, as the invention of railroads; and it 
would, I feel, be a useless waste of time to argue a point vindi- 
cated so fully by such experience as we have before us. 

But if the practical solution of the question in:the abstract, 
has been made, and we adopt the experience of the past as a 
test on this point, let us not omit to look well into that experi- 
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ence, and using it as a beacon light, avoid the quick-sands upon 
which, for the want of that experience which their's has furn- 
ished us, they have either well nigh been wrecked; or obliged so 
to change their chart as to suit those great axioms, alike true 
in commerce as in mathematics, and that the strong sympa- | 
thetic tie between producer and consumer, based upon and 
growing out of their necessities, controls, viz: that commerce 
aei and will naturally flow upon the shortest line connecting 
them. ` 7 

The hasty and inexperienced action of many States in the in- 
fancy of railroads, in overlooking these great principles, and 
electing certain routes at variance with what should have been : 
regarded as fixed laws, had a tendency not only to retard the 
progress of railroad improvement, but to make it for a time a . 
very doubtful problem as to utility. Roads were built under the 
most sanguine expectations ; many succeeded, those alone how- | 
ever that were built in obedience to those fixed laws ; all others : 
dragged their slow length along; and only gained a healthy and . 
profitable existence when such changes were made in the sys- 
tem, as to bring them alike under its influence. ij 

Arkansas stands now where many of the older States once: 
did. She is about to form the first great trunk line of her rail- ~ 
road system. A misconception of where these lines should start. 
from and lead to, as well as a mistaken view of the elements 
that are to form the support of p^ roads, may compel her to . 
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struggle year after year in their construction. They may legis- . 
late as they may—foreign aid must be procured. But unless the - 
intelligent. capitalist of the north, who, from a long and often | 
dear-bought experience, has purchased the correct understand- `. 
ing of the commercial merits of all projects submitted to his con- | 
sideration, so soon as a map of the region through which it | 
passes is placed before him. | I say, unless he can see your peo- © 
ple so framing their system, and guiding it according to the , 
principles all admit to be sound, he will turn a deaf ear to ap- 
peals for aid, and the door will remain closed against you until | 
your plans are changed. l s | 
The vast system of railrdads in the United States, starting 
from the shores of the Atlantic, lingered for many years on the 
eastern slopes of the Alleghany mountains. Strengthening in 
their progress, the spirit at internal improvement crossed thé . 
mountains and reached the banks of the Mississippi. Every 
successful effort based upon, the principles I have laid down; 
every unsuccessful one, those that strove against it. Missouri 
took up the spirit, and her first effort was to reach her arm forth P 
westward and up the valley of her great river. So with those - 
north of her. Texas, on the south, proceeded in obedience to | 
the law. Arkansas in the projection of her Mississippi, Ouachi- - 
ta and Red river railroad, aimed to find the shortest line from | 
her vast Red river regions to the Mississippi river ; and has now | 
before her the plan for continuing the system. 


| 
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With such responsibilities resting on me, believe me, gentle- 
men, 1 shall strive to do my duty. True it is, I am identified as 
an officer with several of the routes now proposed for the patron- 
age of your State; but I humbly conceive that it is my good 
fortune to be thus situated, for beyond doubt, the Mississippi, 
Ouachita and Red river road—administering as it does to the 
whole belt of counties along your southern borders, and afford- 
ing an outlet to the rich valley of the upper Red river—has a 
position that challenges all criticism. . It merits all appreciation 
at home and abroad. Nevertheless, I do not: undervalue its 
merits, when I say that the Little Rock and Napoleon road, 
viewed as a part of the great line asking for aid to extend it up 
the valley of the Arkansas, piercing the vast grain, mineral and 
stock growing region in your north-west, is more comprehensive 
in its system, and bestows or will bestow a greater amount of 
good upon your own and other States, than any other road now 
under consideration by your legislature. I shall therefore not 
attempt to impose upon the credulity of the community. I shall 
contend for and demonstrate a fact.in relation to the Napoleon 
road, that will challenge the closestiscrutiny. With such plain 
facts before me, I need not draw on my imagination to prove it, 
when. I say, that so far as the outlet for the rich products of the 
north-west, as well as for the immense import trade into the re- 
gions depending upon the road leading to Fort Smith, no other 
route can compete. with it, and that an attempt to reach the 
Mississippi at any other point, will impose a tax upon the ex- 
port and import trade of the country, that has but to be pointed 
out to be fully appreciated. I desire not to be considered a par- 
tizan; and, in drawing a contrast between this and other rival 
routes, I shall only state those practical facts about which there 
can be no speculation, and endeavor to give such information to 
your people and to your honorable Legislature, as they expect 
and desire, to enable them to come justly to a-conclusion in 
which is involved so much of interest. B og 
Before proceeding further in this matter, it will be well for us 
to consider, and fix upon‘those elements out of which are to be 
gathered the business of your road; and to do this we may settle 
down without discussion upon the fact that freights and passen- 
gers compose these elements. 

Your people, all must admit, are not a trayeling people; a 
very few travel for pleasure, many do not travel any, and by far 
the largest part who do move, are -those of the business com- 
munity. We have but to determine then in what direction the 
resources of the country tend, to discover at once, where the 
" travel goes. E 

To get at the relative merits of any of these rival routes, to 
the Mississippi river, I know of no plan to reach it better than 
to institute a comparison at once between some two of them, and 
to do this I shall select the Memphis and Napoleon lines, and 
I have only to hope that those who argue contrary to the view 
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I present, will look at all the facts of the case, as I present 
them, and if 1 assume premises not tenable, refute them by an 
exhibit of the error into which I have fallen. 

Let us now assume that with the two roads built, each of them 
will do the business, along their respective routes, from Little 
Rock to Memphis, and from Little Rock to Napoleon, without 
competition ; an assumption that will not follow when the result 
is tested, if there is any truth in the fact that your people under-

stand domestic economy. "The question then naturally arises 


as to which of these two routes will best accommodate the in- 


terests of the heavy grain, mineral and stock producers of the : 


north-west. I ask, is Memphis a consumer of all these articles? 
Does she afford a market for them? And if she was, would not 
your produets come into direct collision with those of Missouri, 
lowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Ohio and Kentucky? Carried there 
by a cheaper communication, than railroad, they could undersell 
you in a limited market. 

The friends of this route do not fora moment assume so ab- 
surd a position as this, they know that the ground is untenable. 


The southern coast and New Orleans form the market for © 


these articles. This we all know; and I ask the plain question, 
supposing all other matters equal, is not Napoleon two hundred 


miles nearer New Orleans, and favored with better navigation ? . 


At any rate, à bushel of corn would be worth as much to the 
producer at the one as the other, and Napoleon still have the 


advantage by reason of greater proximity and better navigation 


to market. | 

But, let me ask, are all other matters equal between the two 
roads? Let us look firstto the item of distance from Litlle Rock 
to Memphis and Napoleon respectively, and see how that affects 
the pockets of your hard working planters in the north-west. 
We begin now to get hold of the affections of the people, and 
nothing removes the scales from off their eyes sooner than these 
plain practical facts, about which there is no dodging. 

The distance from Little Rock to Memphis is stated at 128 
miles, that to Napoleon 100 miles. Now let us assume that a 
rate of transportation equal to two dallars and fifty cents per 
ton is fixed as a fair rate per 100 miles between the two places, 
and the same price per passenger, per 100 miles. These are 
average rates in the United States. 

If I may adopt the liberal estimate of A. C. Morton, esq., one 
of our most distinguished and enlightened engineers, that within 
a belt of country claimed as tributary to a road, a number of 
passengers equal to the whole population, (I only assume the 
white population,) will pass over it at least once a year, and we 
know that his estimate from absolute returns in New England 
made it to be over five times the population, and that one ton of 
freight for every inhabitant willbe transported, (though he proves 
that 1$ tons was the proportion), let us see how the account 
stands between. the people of: this State.and these two compa- 
nies. 
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From Memphis to Fort Smith, and from Napoleon to thesame 
point, according to the last returns, the population dependent 
upon this road is computed at 39 169 —say for convenience, 40,- 
000. ,The tonnage by this estimate will be 40,000 tons. 

I assume these numbers to be not too lar ge, when we take in- 
to consideration the immense emigration goingon. Should they 
be deemed large, it does not affect the question so far as me re- 
‘lative value of the two roads is concerned. 

We have then by the Memphis route as follows, assuming half 
the passengers as through passengers, and halfthe freight as pass- 
ing'over the whole road:

his $28,000 00 is a perpetual annual loss, and charge against 
the State. This is equal to the interest on say-half a million of 
dollars; or in other words, the Memphis route would require a 
fund of half a million of dollars, atinterest forever;the dividend 
upon which to be paid over to the people of Arkansas, before 
their produce would stand them the same, by: way of Memphis as 
by Napoleon, other things being equal. 

It cannot be. supposed i in the first place that the Memphis road 
would lower its rates of charges so as to compete with the:Na- 
poleon road, for the item of charge being in ratio to distance 
traveled, a diminution in price on one could be met by a corres- 

ponding reduction on the other. 

‘It must be remembered that the amount here assumed for 
freight and passengers is only about what the country would now 
give. The greatest increase would be in the item of freight, 

which,- taking into consideration the export and import made, 
would equal an hundred thousand tons in less than three years 
after the building of the road. All must admit that the great ' 
support to Arkansas roads, as to all other roads in the great west, 

must be the heavy bulky freights, which in all cases pay a greater 
profit to roads than any other kind, when compared to their in- 
trinsic value. 

Few persons not acquainted with the effect of railroads in the 
United States as well as in Europe, can appreciate the increase 
in every sort.of movement, that invariably follows the building 
-of a road; the vast increase in productions and travel would 
seem at first to be fabulous, but so it is, especially in reference 
to roads in our western States. 
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Like causes produce like effects, andsome idea may be had: on 


this subject by reference to the able report of Mr. Morton on the " 


Atlantic and St. Lawrence railroad in 1849; speaking of the re- 
sults anticipated, and those realized, Mr. Morton says: 

` “The estimated number of passengers for the Boston and Wor- 
cester road before it was completed, was 23,500, and before the 
opening of the Norwich and Worcester, and western roads which 
connect with it, they amounted to 78,000, and in 1847, to 548,- 
000. The number of passengers estimated to pass over the 
eastern road, was 121,700; in 1847 the actual number transport- 
ed was 893,000. The estimated number-for the Fitchburgh road 
was 71 /790—there were.transported the first half year, with only 
half that road in operation, nearly 10,000 more passengers than 
were estimated for the whole road for the whole year, and in 
1847, the number was 484,000. The receipts on the Boston and 
Lowell road were estimated to be $36,000, in 1847 they amount- 
ed to $195,000." 

Experience goes to prove that on our western roads, the in- 
crease in freights show a much greater ratio than that of pas- 
sengers. 

If such then is the relative value of the Memphis with the Na- 
poleon roads, so far as our own people are concerned say in 1856, 
when ltake only 20,000 tons of freight as passing over them, 
. what will it be in ten years, with 100,000 tons? "The tax would 
then be $70,000, equal to .a dead capital of one million 
one hundred and sixty-six thousand dollars, and claiming 
only 20,000 passengers at that time, the tax on freight and pas- 
sengers would be equal to $84,000, or six per cent. on near one 
million five hundred thousand dollars. 

To present this question in another light, and divesting it of 
any speculation, as some may think proper to call it, [ will attack 
it in another way, and call to my aid the experience of the whole 
railroad interest in the United States. It is an admitted fact by 
all railroad economists that, other things being equal, I mean 
grades, curvature, etc., that the element of distance by any two 
routes from one point to anoter, decides the relative value of the 
lines, and that the longer line was chargeable against it through 
all time, the legitimate item of “equivalent capital” for every 
mile of excess over the shorter one. This equivalent capital is 
variously estimated by practical men, but in placing it at $52,000 
per mile, I only give. the more generally received value of it. 
Capt. Williams of the Cairo and Fulton road, one well worthy 
of confidence, places the estimate of equivalent capital on the 
excess of distance by the Jacksonport route, of 3,500 feet to be 
$42,100, showing a higher charge per mile than I here assume. 
This equivalent eapiral is, as Capt. Williams says, “a perpetual 
cost on transportation.” 

Assuming New Orleans as the market, or ultimate destination 
of the products referred to above, and the two routes leading 
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there to be.via Memphis and via Napoleon, let us see how they 
compare as regards this perpetual charge:

We then have for bquivalent for distance, at $50, 000 00 per 
mile, for 28 miles, the sum of one million four hundred thousand 
dollars. 

But does the matter end there? Does Capt. Williams in the 
Jacksonport question merely charge for excess of distance? Had 
he done 80, he would have fallen short of his duty, he adds the | 
difference in cost by the two routes, stated at $17,294, and makes 
the whole charge against the Jacksonport route to be $59,394. 
Now let us add to this charge for extra distance, the cost of the 
Memphis road over that of the Napoleon road, and see. how these 
routes compare in public estimation in their competition for the 
trade under consideration: 

By reference to the report of the Memphis and Little Rock | 
.railroad company, it will be seen that the contract price for 
; building the road, on the supposition | that the earth work will 
not exceed 15, 000 cubit yards per mile, is stated to be $25,000 
per mile, we have then 128 miles at 25 000 per 


mile, $ 3,200,000 00 
Add to this the equivalent capital for excess in 
distance, 1,400,000 00 


And we have the amount representing the Mem- 
phis route to be, $4,600,000 00 
The cost of the Napoleon road, as given above, is $1, 257,- 
402 94. This sum is made up of the various items, as stated 
under their appropriate heads, and is believed to be ample. I 
assume a weight of iron equal to that used by Mr. Hunter in his 
estimate of the Arkansas Pacific road, as I consider Capt. Bar- 
ney’s weight of iron greater than we require at present; the price 
he assumes is higher than allowable by the present known rates 
for iron in Europe. Capt. Williams estimates his iron at $75 
per ton, Mr. Barney and Mr. Hunter at $80—this iron can be 
landed at Napoleon atthis time for $60. The prices for all other 
items of cost are as liberal as those stated by these gentlemen 
for other roads in the State, and there can be no caviling on the 
score of cost, if there is, I should be happy to have the opinion 
of any of the competent engineers at your disposal in this re- 
gion., 
From the above results is to be seen, so far as we have pro- 
gressed in this argument, that before the Memphis route, as to 
the! transportation of freight and passengers, but more particu- 
larly: as regards freights, can compete successfully with the Na- 
. poleon reute, they must reduce their road to an equality, as to 


_ ditional for equivalent capital on account of distance, or an ag-

600,000, for the purpose of getting the products ‘of your State to 
market, when an expenditure of $1,200,000 will accomplish the | 
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capacity to, do business as cheaply, (they never can do it so | 
promptly), with the N apoleon route; this can only be done in one | 
way—and I thus explain it: 

Let us suppose that a given amount of business presents ‘itself 
to these roads. The one, Memphis, measures her capacity of ; 
accommodation, by what? T he necessity of paying a profit on | 
not the mere cost of her road or $3,200,000 00, but upon the ad- 


gregate of $4,600,000 00. The other, Napoleon, by the neces- 
sity of paying an equal per centum on the actual cost of the road, . 
or upon $1,257,000 00. Hence the Memphis route has a dead 
capital, so far as the wants of the people are concerned, of $3,- 
400,000 00 to he sustained. The question naturally arises by : 
whom? They did not build the road to support it themselves, 
and hence they would tax the people of Arkansas with a divi- 
dend on $3,400,000 00—the amount of unnecessarily expended 
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; capital for their wants, because the Napoleon road can serve . 


them at just that much less. 

Tò reduce this question still more, let us suppose that the ne- 
cessity exists in both of these companies making six per cent. on -~ 
the sums representing them respectively—and that a given 
amount of freight yielding a six per cent. to the Napoleon com- . 
pany, if that company did the business, presented itself at Little 
Rock for transportation. 

'T'he rate of charge assumed by the Napoleon company, I place 
at 24 cents pe: - ton per mile, or $2 50 from Little Rock to Na- 
poleon. Then to pay this company 6 percent. ón itscapital in- 
vested, viz: $1,209, 000, or $72,000, by charging $2 50 per ton, 
would require the Memphis company to be satisfied with the 
same sum $72,009 as a dividend on its outlay, of cost, of $3,- 
209,009, which would only be about 24 per cent., and compel that 
company to provide its equivalent capital of $1, 400,000, at its 
own expense, involving at 6 per cent. an annual, perpetual loss ' 
of $84,000, or as a last resort, be satisfied with a dividend . 
amounting to 879,000, equal to only 12 per cent. Orto make 1 
this case still more striking, on a given amount of freight pre- | 
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senting itself, the N apoleon road can carry for about one-fourth, 
the price charged by the Memphis company, and still declare as 
large a dividend as the latter upon her capital stock. ` 

The question then arises, is there any necessity in giving State 
and government aid to the expenditure of so large a sum as $4,- 
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same end? 

Another feature in favor of Napoleon certainly is, its greater 
proximity by 200 miles to New Orleans, and its better and safer : 
navigation. | 


-~ 


Unquestionably Memphis has the advantage in a small de- 
gree, so far as the travel eastward is concerned, and also for the 
transportation of a few fancy goods needed by merchants. The 
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heavy freights from the north destined for your State, cannot be 
expected to take the long line of railroad. from Boston or New 
York, via Memphis, to this part of your State, but by the cheap- 
er route by steamship to New Orleans. Of this there can be no 
doubt. I presume no one can be so tied down to his own inte- 
rest as to contend against it. 

 lhave no doubt but that the Memphis road will be of great 
convenience to the traveling community, and to a portion of the 
commercial world also, and thus far I am not disposed to under- 
value its merits. But looking to the great interests of the State, 
especially the north-west, every one must see that there can be 
_ no question as to the. relative merits of the two roads, as recip- 

ients of the State's aid. _ 

Most of the arguments used by Napoleon against Memphis, 
may be applied by Helena, with as much force—Napoleon only 
having the advantage of being nearer to New Orleans, having a 
better navigation, and its road a freedom from the expensive and 
precarious structures to be used in crossing the large streams on 
the Memphis and Helena routes. 

‘In relation to remark made in the ‘first part of this argument. 
that the admission might be made, that each of these roads would 
do the business of the whole country along their line, I beg leave 
to state, that experience will disprove this; for if the Memphis 
route is 28 miles the longest, produce shipped to market 14 miles 
from Little Rock on the Memphis road, can just as well afford to: 
come back to Little Rock, and-then go to Napoleon, its distance 
by railroad being the same, viz: 114 miles, and at Napoleon be 
200 miles nearer New Orleans, and this item will control its dE - 
rection. 

According to the report of the Memphis company, nearly the 
entire cost of this road must be made out of the public lands an- 
ticipated from the State. These lands pass into the hands of 
persons entirely foreign to your State, they alone holding these 
lands, derive all the benefit from their increased value by i reason 
‘of building the road. Whereas, by giving these lands to the Na- 
poleon road, you not only save the useless expenditure of the 
vast b utlay to build, but you preserve the advantages of the in- 
creased value of the lands given to your own people. 

The advantages claimed by Memphis as furnishing an outlet- 
for travel northward, will be lessened materially by the building 
of the ‘Cairo and Fulton road. 

. Look then well to the facts here stated. Sift them as you will, 
they will still prove facts. And I feel satisfied that they will ad- 
dress themselves to the intelligence of all, and be especially ap- 
preciated by: those of your legislature who are so deeply interest- 
ed in finding the shortest, cheapest and best outlet for their grain, 
cattle, etc., etc. 

Those interested in finding a market for their supplies, have 
but to know the fact, that Memphis never can be that market, 
but hot New Orleans and the soutdern coast is, to make up their 
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minds that to suffer such a tax as I have shown above will be le- 
vied on them forever, is more than could be expected from them. 

I deem it unnecessary to say more on this subject. I feet that 
I have had a sacred task devolving on me, but I am satisfied my 
position is defended against all charges of sophistry, or being in- 
_ fluenced by what has been termed “prosy considerations.” If I. 
have overwrought the picture or advanced one single extravagant 
idea, my position is then open-'to comment, all that I ask is, an 
attentive perusal of this report, in this I am satisfied I shall be | 
secure. I have looked on the progress of things here, and I am. 
not mistaken when I say, that though no more particular stress ' 
will be laid upon what I say than that of another, stilt I see| 
plainly that those to whom are entrusted the determination of 
this question, are all anxious, and determined to gain all- the| 
light they can before deciding, and I will not shrink from the re-' 
sponsibilities my position imposes upon me. 

(Let me remark here, that as the cost of the Memphis road is’ 
stated to be $3,200,000 00, by contract, and some persons may | 
imagine that I have strained à point in reducing the cost of the, 
Napoleon road so low as $1,257,000, I most cheerfully challenge 
any investigation they may desire to have made, and if 1 am not 
sustained in my estimate, I will bear all the expense in making 
the examination.) 

Much might be said in relation to the further extension of the 
proposed system of railroads for Arkansas. . The Cairo and Ful- 
ton road, a road leading from ‘the direction of Little Rock by 
Camden, El Dorado—towards Alexandria, in Louisiana, to sup- 
ply the sugar and cotton regions that are such large consumers 
of breadstuffs, stock, etc., etc. But the legitimate object and 
length of this report will not allow me to go further into the 
subject. | | 

I deem it unnecessary to go into any argument as to the ad- . 
vontages to arise to the community interested in this road. They 
are too manifest to need any comment. All are familiar with 
the immense losses sustained in not getting produce of all kinds 
to market at a proper time, and frequently not at all. AH are . 
aware of the ruinous rates of freight, insuranee and commissions 
on shipments into and out of the country. There can.be no 
doubt but that countless benefits will flow from its construction, 
and when we look at the character of the road, its easy grades 
and light curvatures, its capability of being worked with light en- 
gines, thus saving the immenseloss by wear of track and machin- 
ery, that it must yield even from the amount of business now 
afforded by the country, a handsome revenue. | 

Did time permit, from reference to the amount of cotton, grain, 
stock, etc., together with the tonnage by steamboat annuall 
brought into the country, a very accurate and satisfactory esti 
mate might be made of the business of the road at its opening, 
but I conceive it unnecessary. Few aré so skeptical on the sub. 
' ject as to suppose that the road will not pay a fair dividend on 
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its cost—and aside from a desire to receive a dividend, all ap- 
preciate the incidental advantages as of greater consequence 
than any thing else. 

I have thought it proper to recommend to your consideration 
the purchase of 200 able-bodied negro men, for preparing at any 
rate the local work in the bottom between the Bluff and Napo- 
leon. | That country is better adapted for this kind of labor than 
any other, especially during the spring and summer. The means 
of the company will admit of the arrangement being easily made, 
and with this force, I can prepare the local work on that divis- 
ion by the lst October next—computing twelve yards to the 
hand per day. 2 

I beg leave to call your attention to the fact that the system of. 
drainage from the Bluff to Napoleon, by long and continuous 
ditches on both sides of the road, cutting the small ridges and 
condueting the water from out of the basins to outlets, will re- 
claim a vast amount of land, withoutit entirely useless, and with 
it of immense value, and to suggest that some inquiry be made 
in timé as to the right of the company to receive pay under the 
levee law, and if not, that application be made to the legislature 
to secure this aid. 7 -+ 

The necessary maps and profiles are being çompiled, and will 
be ready for inspection in a few days. 

My thanks are due to your president and treasurer for their 
prompt and efficient aid in carrying forward the surveys. 

To Mr. W. M. Johnson, my principal assistant, and the sub- 
assistants, Messrs. John Johnson, Dallum, and. Enders, I beg 
leave to return my thanks for their able and efficient services, 
and eommend them to your favorable consideration. 

A statement of expenses of survey will be in readiness to sub- 
mit to you so soon as your board shall meet.

ete., for your service, I left this on the 23d of last October for 
New York; and having before starting made arrangements for 
the outfit necessary, found on my return, tents, horses, wagons, `. 
etc., etc., ready for the campaign. The organization of the field 
arty having been at the same time completed, we took the fiel 
on the 2d of last December; and having carried out upwards of 
290 miles of careful instrumentation—including main-lines, side- 
lines, bridge-lines, depot-lines—arrived at this town with the re- 
turn-surveys on the 10th instant. ! 
At the commencement of the surveys I proceeded, under the 
instruetions of your board, to examine the country between this 
and Little Rock; and having been unrestricted as to the route 
between the termini, determined, in consideration of the appar- 
ent superiority of that route, to confine my field-work to the line 
by way of Clarendon. In order however to satisfy my mind by 
a better test then that of reconnoissance, I caused surveys to he 
made of the flood-line on both sides of White river bottom froin 
Clarendon as far south as Aberdeen; and finding in the facts pre- 
sented by those surveys, strong testimony in support of the im- 
pressions resulting from the reconnoissance, I felt called on, not- 
withstanding the anxiety of the people of the southern part of 
Monroe county on the subject, to.decline the resonsibility of in- 
curring the expenditures of this survey as of-a route offering no 
probability of a favorable comparison in an engineering som ET 
view with the route by way of Clarendon. On a representation 
‘of these facts to your board, you ordered me to take up the 
i 


| 
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line of survey by Aberdeen with the view of removing even ap- 
parent grounds of dissatisfaction from any portion of the stock- 
holders or other citizens concerned in the location of your road. 
Two routes were accordingly run—one by Aberdeen and another 
by Clarendon—between Helena and Little Rock. While called 
on as your engineer—an officer whose duty is confined to the 
physical considereations of such cases—to*decline the responsi- 
bility. of the survey by Aberdeen, I feel at liberty as your agent 
to remark that the liberality and conciliation of your board has 
been in this, as in all oter cases since its organization, such as 
cannot fail to remove the otherwise excusable dissatisfaction of 
some portions of the stockholders along the line. I may also 
take leave, as your agent, to observe that the economy of dis- 
tance accomplished by your road in connecting the centre of the 
State with the great natural highway to the market of the State, 
guaranteeing to your road the carrying trade of the White river 
valley and upper Arkansas valley, your board is perféctly right 
in concluding that every dollar of additional cost and every yard 
of additional length increasing by a certain sum of money the 
transportation-tax leviable on the products of a vast number of 
your fellow-citizens—it is especially incumbent on your board, 
as an applicant for lands belonging to your fellow-citizens’ gene- 
rally, to save no reasonable expense in ascertaining, as you have 
ascertained beyond all donbt, the cheapest, shortest and best lo- 
cation for their future line of travel and trade from the centre of 
the State to this, its most economical outlet to the Mississippi river. 
Before entering on the comparison of the two main routes— 
that by Aberdeen on the one hand and that by Clarendon on the 
other—I pray leave to take up the consideration of a side-line 
at the Helena end of those routes; this side-line, unlike any other 
we have run, being, though of inconsiderable deviation from the 
rival line, entitled to special notice as involving a question of 
some anxiety to a large number of the stockholders in this town 
and county. . l 
Helena rests asyou are aware on the terminal slopes of Crow- ° 
ley's ridge: the approach to the town on a direct line from the 
west is disturbed by the extension pf this ridge for some two 
miles south of this direct line: the prval side-lines resulting from 
this topographical fact are: Firstly, that afound the ridge, follow- 
ing closely the route of the present road to Little Rock; Second- 
ly, that through the ridge, follow\ng the general course of Jef- 
frey's trace through the valleys int’ which the ridge is rent. The 
latter of these lines leaves Helena by way of Rightor’s Hollow; 
and jat 7,000 feet from the river, striking a gap in the main ridge, 
drops down by an eastern fork of Calvert’s branch to the main 
stream of that name: leaving this main stream by a western York 
of the same, this line enters through a narrow part of a second- 
ary ridge the valley of Caney fork. From the mouth of the val- 
ley of Caney fork it runs near to and almost parallel with the 
more circuitous route around the ridge to a point equi-distant

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from the junction of both routes near Clarendon. "The following 
table furnishes a condensed exhibit ot the facts in each of these ` 
two cases respectively:

The route through the hills involves curvature so rapid as three 
degrees; (1910 feet radius,) that around the hills involving cur- 
vature at à minimum of only two degrees, (2865 feet radius): . 
the latter route presents grades, at the heaviest, only twenty feet 
per mile; whereas, the route through the hills presents grades so 
high as even 30 feet per mile. The ronte through the hills saves 
on the whole line, as compared with the route around the hills, 
a distance of 8312 feet; but with heavier grades, quicker curva- : 
ture, and an extra cost of $80,000 compares very unfavorably 
with the route around the hills. In order to point out more dis- - 
tinctly the value of the mechanical objections laid here to the - 
route through the hills, I take leave to submit for your conside- . 
ration, the following extract on the subject, from my report to 
the president and directors of the central railroad of Mississippi, 
(New York, 1853.) | | 

In order to reduce the mechanical facts of each route to a sim- | 
ple term, I shall take leave to offer here a few remarks as to the 
relative disadvantages of the several rates of grade and degrees 
of curvature. In hauling a load up an inclined plane of one 
mile in length, and, say thirty-five feet in elevation, two things 
are accomplished; first, the removal of a load a distance of one 
mile, and next, the lifting of it vertically to a height of thirty-five 
feet. This last, is therefore seen to be the additional effect call- 
ed for on a grade of thirty-five feet per mile over and above the 
effect necessary on a horizontal track of the same length. 

Motion has a natural tendency tto follow a straight line, and 
the degree of this tendency—the centrifugal foree—may be held 
to establish the relative degree of disadvantage in railway curves. 
A curve of half a degree at high velocities is found to be equal 
in disadvantage to a grade of five feet per mile, a curve of one- 
degree to a grade of nine and a half feet per mile, a curve of 
two degrees to a grade of 19 feet per mile. Assuming the re- 
sistance on railroads (exclusive of atmospheric resistance) at. 
eleven pounds to the ton, the following table will show the loss of ` 
mechanical effect on the grades aud curves occurring on this :

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Waiving the serious difference in the cost of the two lines un- 


der consideration, the mechanical difficulties presented on the 
route through the hills will be seen under the light of this extract 
to exclude that route altogether from a road which, like yours, 
will, in virtue of its shortness, cheapness and locomotive advan- 
tages, attract infallibly the whole: product shipments of more 
than one-half this State. My first reconnoissance had satisfied 
me of this; but in order still further to meet the wishes of the 
stockholders in the case, I made a second reconnoissance in com- 
pany with Dr. Jeffrys: my convictions in both instances | 
would have led me to decline the survey of the line altogether, 
had I not been advised £o make it by your executive commit- 
tee—Messrs. Horner, Palmer, Coolidge and Biscoe. Now, how- 
ever, that the facts are placed on higher grounds than those of 
the most careful reconnoissance, | trust that the unqualified ap- 
probation of all intelligent friends of your road, for whatever ac- 
tion may be had in the premises by your board, will result from 
the outlays made upon the survey of the route through “Right- 
or’s hollow.” EE 

For four miles the Aberdeen and Clarendon routes run'out of 
Helena in common: at the west line of Major Davidson’s plan- 
tation they separate; but, iafter crossing White river at the re- 
spective points from which they take their names, they come to- 
gether again at a point near Capt. Jesse Hill’s, some nine miles 
from Little Rock. From the point of deviation near the Helena 
terminus, they extend towards White river, in each, an unbro- 
ken tangent; this tangent being on the Aberdeen route 34 miles, 
and on the Clarenden route 37 miles. ' After ascending to the 
level of the prairie, the Aberdeen route, passing within an hun- 
dred yards of the residence of Mr. Jones Welbourne, extends in 
an unbroken tangent to the point of junction, a distance of 40 
miles: the Clarendon line, after gaining the level of the prairie 
near Mr. Peebles’, reaches the point of junction in an unbroken 
tangent of 39 miles. With the exception of a few small bridges, 
the only piece of work especially, worthy of mention here, on 
either line, is that:involved in the water-way and bottom of 
White river—this difficulty, if, indeed it can be called such, 
amounting in the case of the Aberdeen line, to twelve hundred 
feet of bridging—at East lake and White river—9,800 feet of 
trestle-work and 8,400 féet of embankment, averaging 13 feet 
high: on the Clarenden route this work involves 600 feet of 

| | 
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bridging—at Rock Roe bayou and White river—6,700 feet of 
trestle-work and 14,500 feet of embankment averaging 11 feet 
high. On the east side of White river bottom, the country form-. 
ing from almost the very bank of the Mississippi river a perfect 
flat of alluvium above all overflow, and on the west side of White 
river bottom presenting, whether) in wood or not, a perfectly 
level prairie surface, the whole line from Little Rock to this town’ 
requires, with the exception of a short distance, near the wes- 
tern terminus, and the four miles consumed in the crossing of 
White river bottom, no heavier earth-work than, generally, that 
necessary to place the road-bed a. proper height above the occa- 
sional ‘“‘plashes” presented during rainy weather in a level coun- 
try. The most noteworthy exception to this general character 
istic of the grading necessary for your road occurs between Lit. 
tle Rock and tbe eastern edge of the bottom of Bayou Metre. | 

The difficulty presented in the overflow of this water course 
leads to the present circuitous location of the Military road, be- 
tween Brownsville and Little Rock, but a similar location, in the 
case of a road so important to the State as yours undoubtedly 
' will prove itself to be, incurring an additional distance of at least 
a mile and a half, I have great pleasure in apprising you that 
the considerable sums expended by you, in your anxiety to avoid. 
this, on the surveys between Little Rock and Bayou Metre, have 
resulted in the discover y of a route of a character eminently fa- 
vorable. "This route deviates very little from the air-line. The 
present route of the Military road out of Little Rock, runs, you 
are aware, along the Arkansas river for some distance: all this 
way it follows the dividing ridge between the waters falling di- 
rectly into the Arkansas, and those falling indirectly into itthrough 
Bayou Metre. The Military road, however, turns northwardly 
at some two miles from Little Rock, and passing some of the tri- 
butaries of Bayou Metre, follows thenceforward the northern edge 
of the Metre overflow or the more remote breaks of the Metr 
slopes. The line adopted by my projected route leaves the ge- 
neral course of the Military road at this northern deflection; and 
passing by Captain Jesse Hills residence, hugging the northern 
bank of Willow pond, and crossing two prongs of the Horse Shoe 
lake, known as “Beasley’s Cypress,” follows with these occa- 
sional exceptions, a ridge above all overflow between the Arkan- 
sas river and Bayou Metre. Dropping from this ridge the pró- 
jected line crosses the Metre bottom at a narrow point; and 
thence forward assumesits general character of a location through 
an Illinois prairie. In this instance alone, your board has done 
good service, to not only your stockholders, but to the State ge- 
nerally. The result of the outlays made on the very elaborate 
and extensive surveys between Bayou Metre and Little Rock, 
have, in leading to an economy of even one mile of distance, 
saved your fellow- -citizens, who shall ship by way of Little Rock, 
Fort Smith or Van Buren, an annual tax equivalent to the cost 
of shipping their whole products over one mile of railroad. 
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In order to assist your board in making the most’ judicious 
election between the two main routes claiming your.considera- 
tion; I take leave to submit the following summary of the facts 
of each: .

The choice, therefore, between the Aberdeen route and the 
Clarendon route lies between an economy of half a mile of run- 
ning distance on the one hand, and on the other hand, the outlay 
of fifty thousand dollars of present expenditure, with the addition- 
al objection of construction on a soil more friable and weak. For 
more detailed facts as to these main routes, and indeed to all 
the routes presented for your consideration, I take leave to refer 
ipa to my plans, profiles and estimate books. The plans show 
all the lines run, the water courses crossed, the undulations of 
the country for 800 feet wide on each side of the lines of survey, 
thé form of hilla where such have presented themselves; and, as 
based on all these, the projected linejor approximate route for 
ocation, in each case under consideration. These plans are 

ade to a scale of 1,000 feet to the inch. The profiles show the. 
eights at each hundred feet of the ground along the severallines

heights of filling necessary at each point on the surveys, 100 feet: 
apart. The estimate books show the quantity. of cut or fill for 


intervals of 100 feet along each line estimated, the culverts,. 


trestles, bridges, etc., etc., occurring on the whole of the estima- 
ted lines.

The average "shrinkage" I have rated at 10 per cent. The 
superstructure has been rated as for a rail of 54 lb. weight: this

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weight has.been adopted in consideration of the physical facts of ` 


your road as indicated in its grades. The rationalé of the light 
and heavy rail is this: the power of the locomotive is directly as 
its weight, and inversely as the gradient on which it works: con- 


sequently, as the gradient becomes steep the locomotive must, to ' 


produce like effect, become heavy. As the locomotive becomes 
heavy, so also, in order to obtain proper stiffness, must the rail 


become heavy; and therefore the relation between the grade and ` 


the locomotive on the one hand, and that between the locomo- 
tive and the rail on the other hand, establishes a direct relation 
between the gradient and the rail. To transact the same amount 
of business on a horizontal road, as that on a road of gradient 
so high as 25 feet to the mile, it would be a mere waste in run- 
ning expenses, to employ as powerful a locomotive, (and there- 
fore as heavy a rail), for it will be seen by reference to the table 
of mechanical effect on page 6, that the gradient of 25 feet per 
mile requires-double the power necessary to produce like effect 
on a horizontal gradient. Besides, the power of the locomotive 
ought not to be regulated altogether by the maximum load: if it 
be so regulated, the road is worked at a loss in running expen- 
ses when transporting only its average loads. A steady average 
of the shipments of a road cannot, it is true, be maintained in a 
southern State, or indeed, in any State; but it is always better, 
using machines built with some reference to that average, to call 
-in on occasions of glut, additional machines of the same power, 
than to keep running in the regular business of the road, ma- 
chines of surplus power, at the loss of capital in: heavier rails or 
of dividends in the deterioration of a rail adapted to the average 
business ofthe road. Lately these considerations have acted as 
a check on the progress of the weight of locomotives: no maxim 
is now more generally recognized by men conversant practically 
with the transportation facts of a railroad, than that, within 
. certain limits, the economy of all the items of running expenses 
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requires frequent trains and light locomotives. On your road, 
however, such is the ease of its gradients and symmetry of its 
alignment, that a 16 ton locomotive will exert the same power as 
a 25 ton on some of the leading roads in the Union. With such 
a fact guiding our choice, we are quite safe in fixing the weight 
of our rail at 54 Ibs.—6 lbs. heavier than that of the Evansville 
and Wabash railroad in Indiana. E 
Assuming $209,000* for motive-power and depots—and this 
will be.sufficientfor the starting business of any road in this com- 
paratively undeveloped State—the gross cost of your road may 
be set down in round numbers at $1,350,000. That this will 
build the road itself substantially, and furnish sufficient depot ac- 
commodations and rolling-stock for the first year of its operation 


is beyond question; but as in all such cases it will doubtless re- - 


quire a portion of the earnings of the first year or two to increase 
the machinery and fixtures to suit the growing prosperity of the 
company and State. With this gross cost as. stated here, I shall 
now take leave to enquire into the probable prefit of the road 
as an investment to the stockholders. ' 
Your road, being 36 miles shorter on the air-line than that 
contemplated between Little Rock and Memphis, will evidently 
absorb all the trade of White river valley, the valley of the Up- 
per ‘Arkansas, and the whole area of the northwest contained be- 
tween those water courses: to suppose any thing else were_to 
suppose that the producers who ship (as all the producers of the 
State do directly or indirectly), his products to New Orleans, will 
consent voluntarily to be mulcted annually in a sum equal to 
the cost of transporting these products over 36 miles of railroad. 
This question being self-evident, the next enquiry presents itself 
as to what the business of the whole area so tributary to your 
a is. Here I regret to say that all my applications for pre- 
cis > reliable information on this head have failed to supply me 
with such a statement of facts as I might present with confidence; 
butjas the best substitute for such shall use approximations that 
promise to meet the requirements of the question generally. 

he population that will be compelled to use your road as the 
outlet of their products to market (including the people of the 
White river valley, the Upper Arkansas valley, and the country 
contained between these as far north as Missouri, and as far east 
as the Indian Nation), does not fall short at this moment of 175, 
000, According to the statistics of 4,000 miles of road in New York 
andithe six New England States the average tonnage of these rail- 
roads show two-thirds of a ton per head of population, and the 
average receipts of these roads $1 23 per head of population. 


*In the sum assumed for the fixtures and rolling stock necessary for the opening busi- 
ness of your road I have had in view the necessity of-confining these expenditures to the 
lowest possible figure, in a State so young and struggling as yours. The machinery con- 
templated is based, om the tonnage estimates.made above; and while perhaps not sufficient 
to carry off that tonnage as fast as it shall come in during the freight glut of winter and 
spring, will carry it off in a much shorter period than is consumed in its carringe now. 
On the road-bed and track I have estimated liberally for a substantial and permanent 
structure: the depots and machinery can be, if necessary, increased at any moment.

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While it is well known that the tonnage and the receipts a are much ` 
higher per capita in the western! States, this average shows for your | 
roada tonnage of about 120, 000 tons and a receipt of about $218,- | 
000. But as a check upon this I shall present a special estimate ` 
disregarding, for want of reliable information on that item of 
earnings, the local trade. | 

The business of White river, from Desember 1852, to De- | 
cember, 1853, employed 13 regular boats, and.twelve additional | 
boats, to the extent of 19 trips. The 13 regular boats averaged 
in the year 20 “trips” each—20 journeys inwards and 20 jour- 
neys outwards—each journey averaging about 150 tons of freight 
and about 20 passengers. This approximation, which is based 
on the best information I can obtain in the case, shows a present 
movement on White river of about 81,000 tons 'and 10,000 pas- 
sengers per annum. At the Arkansas er ossing of your road 
another large accession of business i is obtained; but it is impossi- 
ble'to arrive at a good approximation as to the amount of that 
business. Through the kindness of my friend, the Hon. Joseph 
Stillwell, I am enabled to state the steamboat business passing 
Little Rock: it consisted this year, for the few months of naviga- 
tion on the Arkansas, of 40 boats, averaging 400 tons of freight 
each, and 119 boats averaging 100 tons of freight each—in all 
2 800 tons. Each of these smaller boats averaged 20 passengers, ' 
showing for the passenger arrivals by the river 2,380; and the ar- 
rivals by other conveyances during low water being rather more 
than those by steamboat, the gross passenger business concentrat- | 
ing at Little Rock, may be set down in round numbers at 4,'700. 
The number of bales of cotton shipped from and above Little” 
Rock reaches 17,000. The following will therefore present from| . 
these data an estimate of the receipts of your road on those two; 
items of its business—the shipments of White river and ot the 
Arkansas river.

These detail approximations show a shipment of about 110,000. 
tons as compared with the. general approximation on the ship- 
ments in New England of 120,000 tons; and a receipt of 228,000 
dollars, as compared with the general approximation from. 
the results in New England of 218,000 dollars. Adopting the 
detail estimate, we find that, allowing so high a running ex- 


. equ 
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pense for the first year, (in doneidieón of the newness of the 
road), as 60 per cent. on the gross receipts, your road will pay on 
the present business of White river and.the Arkansas, a net pro- 
fit on the stock to the amount of nearly 7 per cent. But with the 
rapid progress in all'the area to be accommodated by your road, 
the àmout of even these two sources of its business will be vastly 
increased. So large a dividend in so undeveloped a country, is 
extraordinary, but can be accounted for by reference to the large 
trade.tapped by your road at Clarendon and Little Rock; and by 
considering the same in connection with the remarkable cheap- 
ness of your road. 

In conclusion, I have to make full acknowledgments of the zeal 
and ability with which the details of this department of your ser- 
vice have been thus far conducted by my assistants; and while 
not by any means insensible to the merits of the others, must 
make special mention of my principal assistant, Mr. William 
Hewson and his transitman, Mr. J. B. Jamison.

To the President and Directors of the " l 
Memphis and Little Rock Railroad Company: 
GzwrLEMEN— Having finished the preliminary surveys of your 
road, I beg leave to submit the following statements, being the 
leading results of my examinations. Ishall notattempt a detail- 
ed estimate at this time, but shall confine myself mainly to a to- 
pographical description of the lines surveyed. The surveys were 
commenced on the 1st September last, and concluded about ten 
days.ago. Since that time maps and profiles have been prepared, 
and approximate estimates of the kinds and quantities of work 
upon the whole line of the surveys. I shall express by an aver- 
age height of single track embankment, the amounts of earth- 
work upon the line, employing the expression as an equivalent, 
for the total amounts of both excavation and embankment. 

. Your road is divided by the St. Francis and White rivers, into 
three natural divisions, of nearly equal length. The Ist division 
extends from Hopefield to the St. Francis. The 2d division, from 
the St. Francis to White river; and the 3d division, from White 
river to the Arkansas river,.opposite Little Rock. I willdescribe 
them in this order. 


FIRST DIVISION. 
From Hopefield to Old Madison, on the St. Francis river. 
LzwerH or Divisio, 87 33-100 wings. 


This portion of the road lies wholly within the Mississippi bot- 
tom, extending entirely across it, to the base of Crowley's Ridge. 
This point was chosen for the crossing of the St. Francis, as afford- 
ing the best passage by natural gaps, through Crowley's Ridge,

and because it lies nearly in the straight line, drawn from Hope- 
field to. Little Rock. - 


Mr. Gregg ran the air-line last year, which I shall call route No. 
1. Route No. 2 was surveyed under my directions. Commenc- 
ing at Hopefield, it bends to the north, to 4 point two miles south 
of the military road; thence parallel with the road to Black-fish 
lake; thence to the mouth of Beven’s bayou, in section 32, T. 6 
R. 5 east; thence in a direct line to Old Madison. Route No. 3, 
is compounded of portions of the other twolines, joined by a new 
connecting line, thus: I adopted the first twenty miles of the 
Gregg line, and then run a due west line between towns 5 and 
6 until it intersected with route No. 2, on Black-fish. : 
On equating routes 1 and 3, I find but little difference between 
them. Route No. 1 isthe shortest line, being an air-line, but oc- 
cupies the worst ground. Route No.2 is entirely impracticable, 
on account of its length. I-found high-water mark of the St. 
Francis, to be thirteen feet below the Mississippi flood-mark at 
Hopefield. Fifteen miles of the graduation of route N 0. 1, com- 
mencing at the eastern end, was sub-let in October, to responsible 
men, to be finished by the 25th January next, and a large torce 
of laborers are steadily employed upon the work. I hope to have 
the whole line to the St. Francis, in readiness for letting, by the 
1st January next. The overflow throughout the bottom, on the 
line of the surveys, has been reduced three feet (relatively to the 
Mississippi) by the partial building of the levees; and the closing 
of a gap in the levee, only two miles in Jength and eight feet in 
height, will shut out the Mississippi water from the line of the 
road |for the first twenty miles. The St. Francis requires a bridge 
of 600 feet span. Average height of bank over the bottom 5 50-

e line commences to climb Crowley’s Ridge, 1,500 feet from 
west bank of St. Francis river, and gains the summit by the val- 
ley of Little Crow creek, in a distance of three miles. The de- 
scent on the west side is more abrupt, the line being two miles 
in length. The gradient employed in gaining the summit is thir- 
ty feet per, mile, and in making the descent west the gradient 
employed for the first mile is forty feet, and for the second mile 
thirty feet. The work required to effect the crossing is very con-

The overflow of bayou Devue and Cache is in extent, 

about ten miles, and in depth an average of five feet. The over- 

flow extends from bayou Devue to Surrounded Hill. The crossing ' 
of Cache river is very good, requiring a bridge of only 150 feet | 
span. From Surrounded Hill to White river, the ground is good 

and,above overflow, with the exception of one-third of a mile on 

the east bank, which will require an average embankment of five 

feet. White river is crossed intownship 2, north of range 4 west, 

on section 17, at Devall’s Bluff. A reconnoissance of the country | 
for several miles above and below was made, and this found to be 

the best and most economical point for crossing White river. Itis 

also nearly in a direct line from Old Madison to Little Rock.

'The western bank of White river is a high bluff, 30 feet above 
high water mark. The line climks the bluff with a gradient of 
30 feet per mile.

Trestle-work on 
this division 1 84-100 miles. The earth-work is principally in the 
crossing of Crowley's Ridge, and the overflow of bayou Devue. 
and Cache river. Embankment equivalent to the whole earth-.

THIRD DIVISION. 
From White River to Little Rock. 


Distance 45 45-100 MILES. K 


The work on this division is of a light and uniform character, 
and the gradients are very low. About twenty miles of the line . 
is prairie. The principal work occurs at the crossing of bayou 
Two Prairie and. Bayou Metoe. Average embankment only 2 
6-100 feet. Bridging for the streams 500 feet. Timber of ex- 
cellent quality is abundant upon this division. The whole length 
of the road from Hopefield to Little Rock, by the survey, is 128 
16-100 miles, being 1 91-100 miles longer than an air-line. The 
alignment of the road is remarkably favorable: nearly the whole 
distance is made up of three unbroken straight lines, viz: From 
Hopefield to the St.. Francis river; from the. western base of 
Crowley’s Ridge to White river; and from White river to Willow 
Pond, seven miles from Little Rock. The amount of curvature 
is only two hundred and eighty degrees. The minimum radius 
is 57 30 feet. E 

No rock occurs throughout the whole line of the road, nor any 
serious obstacle to hinder its construction. . 

One of the conditions upon which the city of Memphis makes 


P 
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- her subscription of three hundred and fifty thousand dollars, for 
the oonstruction of your road, reads as follows: “That the bonds, 
or their proceeds, subscribed by the city of Memphis, to the Mem- 
phis and Little Rock railroad, be expended in building said rail- 
road, commencing at a point opposite Memphis, and continuing 
wes ward, in the most direct and practicable line towards Little 
Rock.” ‘Such, too, were your instructions to me, at the time of 
commencing this survey, and the line has been run strictly in 
conformity thereto. The route could not deviate materially, 
without increasing the distance, and greatly. enhancing the cost. 
It is hardly necessary for me to allude to the cost of construc- 


road including iron and equipments, depots, water-tanks, engi- 
neering and other incidental expenses, upon a basis of 15,000 
cubie yards of earth-work per mile. lregard this contract as 
extremely favorable to the railroad company. The Lafayette 
and Indianopolis railroad was built wholly under my superinten- 
dance, when wages were twenty-five per cent. lower than at pre- 
sent; iron fifteen per cent. cheaper, -and the grading, masonry, 
and bridging less in quantity, mile for mile, than on your road. 
That road when fully equipped, cost upwards of twenty-three 
thousand dollars per mile. 

Of the other projected roads in Arkansas, it does not become 
me to speak. No man pretending to be an engineer, who, by con- 
sent of the profession, has been allowed to be, would degrade 
himself so far as to depart from his legitimate duties to intermed- 
dle with the affairs of another company. It would be idle to at- 
tempt to build a railroad anywhere at the present time, unless it 
connected with other important roads, and fromits locality would, 
when in operation, become a great highway of travel. Such is 
the stringency of the money market, that not a dollar could be 
realized from a sale of the bonds of a mere local road. It is 
equally certain that a railroad cannot be built in any of the 
States east of the Mississippi river, by individual subscription, 
and I presume it could not be done in Arkansas.. There are a 
few roads which derive their breatest income from freight. The 
Philadelphia and Reading railroad, 95 mlles long, cost upwards 
- of $17,000,000 or nearly: 200, 000 per miles, and, “during the last . 

fiscal year, paid a dividend of 7 per cent. on its capital stock. 
This road connects the coal fields of Pennsylvania with tide wa- 
ter at Philadelphia. Supply and demand are unfailing, hence 
üpon this enormous outlay of capital, a moderate income is real- 
ized by the stockholders. The railroad from New Castle to Lon- 
don is another case in point. It connects the collories of the 
north of England, with the chief market of the world. Although. 
three hundred miles long and costing double that of any rai lroad 
in this country, of equal length, such is the magnitude of its busi- 
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ness in the transportion of freight, that coal is carried over its 
whole length for seventy-five cents per ton, and at a profit. 

Your road penetrates a country where the products are carried 
to market by river navigation. The spring'and summer are re- 
quired to grow them, the autumn to harvest them, and during the 
winter they are shipped to a market. The staple supplies of the 
country, such as sugar, coffee, molasses, ete., are brought back 
during the winter and spring. "These customs are founded in na- 
ture and no railroad can change them. It can add to the popu- 
lation and wealth of a country, multiply its products, but it can 
never change the laws which govern production and consump- 
tion. i ; 

Suppose a railroad to be constructed through a cotton plant- 
ing district for the purpose of carrying that staple to a market. 
{¢ would be used like the cotton gins until the crop was sent off, 
and rest idly the remainder of the year. Hence it is that where 
there cannot be a constant supply of freight, a railroad to be 
profitable, must make up the deficiency by the transportation of 
passengers. All the railroads east of the Mississippi river, ter- 
minating at Memphis are benefitted by the construction of your 
road and yours by the construction of them. So mutual is the 
dependence of one road upon another, that interest draws them 
to the support of each other. The Memphis and Charleston rail- 
road company have pledged themselves to endorse the bonds of 
your company to the extent of $100,000, and the Memphis and 
Ohio railroad company for a similar amount. y 

Memphis is favorably situated to become the emporium of the 
south-west. Itis north of the region of the epidemics, has an 
equable climate, where labor can be sustained throughout the 
year, and in point of health will compare favorably with any 
other city in the Mississippi valley. It is the point, too, where 
by general consent of all the southern States, the Pacific railroad 
will cross the Mississippi river. The road from Memphis to Lit- 
tle Rock will thus become a linkin the great thoroughfare of the 
nation, and a source of perpetual wealth to all who shall be 
owners of its stock. i

Lirrte Kock, Arkansas, 
October 9d, 1854. 
.'Fo his Excellency, Eras N. Conway: . 


Sin—Under the provisions of “an act to provide for the build- 
ing of a stone wall around the penitentiary house of this State," 
approved January 10th, 1853, Messrs. George & Robins, became 
the contractors for the sum of $26,248. 

You having done me the honor to appoint me the architect 
and superintendent of the building of said wall, I immediately 
commenced the work of selecting. and marking out the site. 
Upon consultation with the individual in charge of the peniten- 
tiary, it appeared that the lines of the survey, on which the pen- 
itentiary building was situated, were not accurately known and 
defined, and that it was highly probable that the then standing 
inclosure included a portion of ground not belonging to the State. 

I therefore employed Mr. David F. Shall, an excellent practi- 
cal surveyor, to run out the south and east boundaries of the . 
tract, and, upon his doing so, it was found, as suggested, that - 
there was private property included in the old enclosure. I was 
therefore limited in my selection of a site for the wall. | 

The contractors immediately commenced the work. In con- 
sequence of the ground being very uneaven, to enable me to com- 
ply with the provisions of the law, and at the same time secure 
a permanent foundation for the wall, I was compelled to adopt ' 
the system of off-setts. “The wall, therefore, presents an irregu- 
lar appearance at the top. A very small appropriation, however, 
would level it all around, and give it a better appearance, though 
I do not know that it would add any thing to its security. 

In the execution of their contract, Messrs. George & Robins. 
have complied fully and faithfully with the terms of the law. 
They have done the State full and ample justice, and themselves 
great credit. a poe 

They were paid from time to time as the work progressed, and 
the last payment was made upon the completion of the work, 
as you will see by reference to my last certificate of 'date the 
19th ultimo. | 

It is my duty also to state, that during the progress of this 
work, a very valuable well of water was abeut to be destroyed 
by eaving in, in consequence of the want of a wall. 

The contractors, generously volunteered to wall up the same 
and rely upon the liberality of the legislature for their compen- 
sation. (The work was entirely outside of their-contract.) 

The work was well done. |

REPORT 


OF THE 


KEEPERS OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


PrxrrENTIARY House, Arkanias, | 
October 21st, 1854. 


To his Excellency, Exias N. Conway; 
Governor of the State of Arkansas: 


Sin—In compliance with what seems heretofore to have been 
the eustom,of those having the charge and wardenship of the 
penitentiary, we respectfully submit the following as our report 
of the condition and management of the Arkansas penitentiary, 
from the 17th day of February, 1853, to the date hereof inclusive. 

By authority of law, the undersigned, on the 17th day of Feb- 
-ruary, 1853, entered into contract with D. B. Greer, C. C. Dan- 
ley and John H. Crease, as the board of inspection to construct 
around the penitentiary house, a stone wall of solid masonry, 
(combining other proper requisites) three hundred feet square, 
eighteen feet high from the surface, four feet thick at the base, 
and two feet in thickness at the top, for the sum of twenty-six 
thousand two hundred and forty-eight dollars. 

Dy the utmost diligence and industry, said wall was completed 
on the 15th day of September last, and inspected and received 
by Gen. John Hutt, appointed by his Excellency, as inspector of 
said work, the day following, since which period as by the terms 
of said contract entered into with the board aforesaid, the under- 
signed have had and must continue in charge of the penitentiary 
grounds and convicts, until the legislature may see proper to 
make some further disposition of the same, or until the expira- 
tion of the two years in whieh the wall was to be completed. 

As a means of preventing the escape of the convicts, the un- 
dersigned are confident in the opinion that the wall around the 
penitentiary will demonstrate most fully, the wisdom of its pro- 
jection. By this ample means of retention those predisposed to 
be infractors of the laws, will, it is believed, in a great measure 
be deterred in future: from that monstrous perpetration of vil- 
lainy, to which our country has heretofore been so frequently 
subjected. l a 

The penitentiary being now enclosed by a wall of durability, 
and of undoubted safety, for the first moment of its existence, is 
now in a condition to be made, at a small additional expense, 
an establishment worthy the emulation of its founders, and a 
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source of revenue, instead of an expense to the State. Wé would 
recommend the building of two workshops, one 35 by 50 feet, 
one story high; the other 40 by -150 feet, two stories high, which 
might be suitable for the employment of machinery propelled by 
steam power, or other purposes. A warden or keeper's house is 
also very necessary to the comfort and even safety of the place, 
the immediate presence of that offieer being imperatively de- 
manded. l - © 

In consequence of the unévenness of the surface upon which 
is built the wall enclosing: the penitentiary house, the wall con- 
tains five thousand ninety-eight and a half feet more than the 
law actually required. This was done in order to complete the 
wall to comply with the law as near as possible, and leave it in 
a condition that it might at some future time all be carried up 
to a level on the top and all come up to the same thickness; the 
lower level of off-setts are, of necessity, thicker than the upper 
level in consequence of being obliged to carry up the wall at the 
lowest point of the surface, to a level ivith the highest point be- 
fore commencing to make the latter or diminish. | 

We would also submit, that we.have paid out the sum of $500 
as rewards for the capture of escaped convicts. We have also 
made several unavoidable expenditures in thé way of outfit and 
.money to discharged prisoners, amounting to $170. We also 
furnished three guard houses, which, with the removing and re- 
pairing of the keeper's house cost the sum of $9275. The well, 
in the yard, having caved in near the bottom, and being within 
a short distance of the main wall, thereby endangering it, we 
were compelled to wallit up, which cost us thé sum of $100. 

Please find’ an accompanying paper marked A., where you~ 
will find a catalogue of convicts now confined in the Arkansas 
penitentiary. Annexed tabular statement marked B., embodies 
miscellaneous information, touching the number of prisoners re- 
ceived of the State, and since February 26th, 1854 ;. also prison- 
ers discharged by expiration of sentence, as pardoned; also the 
names of those escaped, and of the recaptured, deaths, etc., ete. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE, 
Little Rock, 18th November, 1854. 
To his Excellency, Eras N. Conway: 


By an act of the last General Assembly “revising the common 
school system in the State of" Arkansas," the Secretary of State 
is made ex-officio “State commissioner of common schools,” 
whose duty it is made to report to the Governor the condition of . 
common schools in the several counties of the State; the number 
of schools in each county; the number taught by males, and the 
number taught by females; the whole number at school, and the 
number of free white children under the age of eighteen and 
over five years; the amount of State, county and township funds; 
the amount annually expended for common schools; the amount 
collected by taxation, if any; the number of teachers employed, 
and what price per month, quarter or session of five months; the 


number of school houses, together with such other information '' 


and suggestions as he may deem important in relation to the. 
school laws and the best means of promoting and disseminating 
education throughout the State.” 

The law contemplating that the report of the State commis- 
sioner would be based upon the data furnished to him by the re- 
ports of the common school commissioners, of the several coun- ` 
ties, I have delayed making this communication beyond the time 
required of me, in the hope to have it full and complete, from as 
many counties as possible. The accompanying statement em- 
bodies all the information in regard to the condition of common 
schools in the State, I have been able to collect from the reports 
made to me by the county commissioners. 

It will be seen that, from a large number of counties, no re- 
port has been receiv ed. I have reason to believe that in many - 
counties there has been no organization under the present com- 
mon school system, not even to the extent of electing a county 
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commissioner of common schools; many of them still acting 


under the old law. 

The reports of the county commissioners show that their ef- 
forts to organize common school districts have been embarrassed 
by a manifest inadvertence in the passage of the law. | 

The 33d section enacts, “That whenever a majority of the 
‘householders of any congressionaltownship petition the commis- 
sioner for that purpose, he shall order an election to be held in 
such township for the election of three trustees, who shall hold : 
their offices for the term of two years, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified, which election shall, in all respects, 
be conducted as other elections, and the returns thereof shall be 
made to the common school commissioner of said county, Provi- 
ded, The first election shall be held on the first Monday in August next, 
and every two years thereafter.’ It is obvious that the proviso in 
this section has rendered the law. wholly inoperative and imprac- 
ticable, so far as it regards the election of township trustees; the 
county commissioner being elected for the first time on the same 
day as that specified for the election of township trustees; and 
therefore, the latter could not be elected by the “order” of the 
former upon the petitión of the householders of a township. 

This error should be remedied by empowering the common 

. school commissioner of the county to order an election for town- 
ship trustees, at any time upon the petition of the inhabitants of 
the township. ^ > - g ; 

The county commissioners in their reports to me have suggest- 

ed this amendment; and, also, urgently request that the General 
Assembly will permit the present common school law to stand 
unchanged. They complain of the frequent changes made in cur 
commoh school laws since the first legislation towards the estab- 
lishment of a system for the State; alledging that as soon as the `. 
people begin to understand one law, it is superseded by a repeal- 
ing one. . All will admit that the statute book of the State fur- 
nishes much ground for this complaint. 
"The condition of common schools in the State presents a 
gloomy picture; but the friends of education should not be dis-: 
couraged. The same difficulties experienced by Arkansas in 
their establishment have been more or less felt in all the new 
and sparsely settled States. | 

It is estimated that there are about 1,500 school sections of 
land in the State. This, at- the present minimum price would 
amount to a large sum; to be added to which are the proceeds of 
the sales of the Seminary and Saline lands, beside the school re- 
venue, arising from fines, forfeitures and other sources. The 

- -great obstacle in the organization of common schools is not so 
much a deficiency in the means to sustain them, but itis attribu- 
table to the indifference that pervades the publie mind on the 
subject of education. I am warranted in this-belief from facts © 
derived from the reports of many of the county commissioners. 

These reports show that in many townships there are ample 


| 
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means for the maintenance of a common school, yet there has 
been no effort made to establish one. This fact shows that in 
many instances school sections have been sold, not with a view 
to the education of the children of the township. 

The-law requires me to make such suggestions as I may deem 
important in relation to common schools, and the best means of 
disseminating education throughout the State. In compliance 
therewith, I give it as my opinion! that the State ought to ap-: 
point a superintendent of common schools. A man of ability: 
and education should be selected, whose duty it would be to go 
amongst the people, and by his intercourse with them, by pub- 
lic lectures and otherwise, hé could facilitate the organization 
of school districts. An enlightened and zealous superintendent 
would be able, not only to arouse the public lethargy on the sub- 
ject of education, but he could create a public sentiment in its 
behalf. The best attainable talents should be employed, and a 
liberal salary allowed; for it cannot be expected that competent 
men will devote themselves to the public service from motives of 
pure patriotism alone. «The policy of appointing a superinten- 
dent of public instruction has been adopted, I believe, in all the 
States that have made any progress towards establishing a sys- 
tem of popular education. 

The county school commissioners are allowed a poor compen- 
sation under the present law, for the duties they are required to 
perform. They now receive two percent. on all moneys coming 
to their hands. This can be slightly increased without detri- 
ment to the school fund, by giving them the one per cent. now 
paid to the township treasurers. The office of township trea- 
surer can be abolished with advantage to the system, and the 
duties conveniently performed by the county commissioner. 

In concluding this imperfect report, I beg leave to suggest, that 
whatever changes and modifications the General Assembly may 
deem expedient to be made in the present law, one paramount 
consideration ought to govern all legislative action on this im- 
portant subject—the sacred preservation of the school fund. for 
the object to which it has been devoted. And, though the pre- 
sent time be unfavorable to the organization of a school system, 
yet, under no pretext ought; any portion of the fund be diverted 
to other purposes, but cautiously guarded until the arrival of a 
period more propitious for its successful application to the great 
cause of popular education. ' ——

To the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
of the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas: 


In my message, to the General Assembly, communicated. on 
the 7th day of .November, 1854, I used the following language, 
- to wit: “Your consideration is requested to the facts that the 
survey of that part of the route for the Cairo and Fulton railroad, 
in this State, was completed on the 95th of September, 1854, 
and that the act of Congress requires that a copy of the survey 
of said road, “shall be forwarded to the proper local land offices; re- 
spectively, and to the general land office at Washington city, within 
ninety days after the completion of the same.” 

«By the communication of the chief engineer, dated October 
13th, 1854, addressed to the president of the Cairo and Fulton 
railroad company, you willsee that the necessary copies of the sur- 
vey have been prepared in accordance with the instructions of 
the commissioner of the general land office, and are now ready 
to be forwarded to the proper local land offices, respectively,iand 
to the general land office as required by law.” “That this may 
be be done, the granted lands selected, and the public lands. 
along the line of the road restored to market, so that actual set- 
tlers may acquire them, itis recommended that the survey of the 
road, as made and adopted, be confirmed by an act or joint reso- 
- lution of the General Assembly, in time to have a copy of the 
survey filed in the general land office and the proper local land 
offices, respectively, before the 25th day of next month.” “To 
e this, prompt action is necessary, and therefore recommend- 


Finding that the General Assembly, with these facts and sug- 
gestions before them, were not likely to come to any definite ac- 
tion on the subject in time to have the copies of the survey of the 
Cairo and Fulton railroad “forwarded to the proper local land 
offices, respectively and to the general land office, at Wash- 
ington city, within ninety days after the completion of the same,” 
as required by the act of Congress, and deeming it a mat- 
ter of too great importance to the interests of the State of Arkan- 
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sas to risk the loss of more than one year's work in making the 
survey and preparing for the construction of the road, and de- 
siring that the General Assembly should have no obstacles in 
their way for one moment to impede their action, and knowing 
that the officers of the Cairo and, Fulton railroad company had 
in every instance, in my official intercourse with them, mani- 
fested a strong desire for the certain and early construction 
of the road, whether by the-existing company or any other, 
who could and would perform the great work without a failure, 
and expeditiously; and knowing that the officers of the company 
would readily do anything in their power consistent with the 
rights of the stockholders, to relieve the General Assembly from 
any embarrassments on account of the vested rights of the com- 
pany, at my instance and suggestion the executive committee.of 
the Cairo and Fulton railroad company-adopted and filed with 
me proceedings and resolutions of which the following are copies, 
to wit:

]t is the' opinion, on one side, that the survey made under the 
act of the 19th January, 1853, was done by the direction of the 
General Assembly of this State, within the meaning.of the sub- 
sequent act of Congress of 9th February, 1853; and that there- 
fore, the 25th day of September, 1854, is the date of the comple- 
tion of the legal survey of the road, under the direction of the 
. General Assembly. On the other sideit is held that the comple- 
tion of the survey will only date from the date of the approval of 
the survey by an act or joint resolution of the General Assem- 
bly. x u 
I deem it a matter of too much importance to the interests of 
the State to risk the loss ofthe survey of this road, and the grant- 
ed lands, upon the construction of the laws, when different indi- 
viduals seem confident in positions diametrically opposite on the 
subject. ; 

V'checofore forward tothe generalland office a copy of the survey 
of the road,so thatit may be received and preserved there until the

The copies of the survey of the Cairo and Fulton railroad hav- 
ing been forwarded to the general land office, and tothe local land 
offices, respectively, within ninety days after the completion of the 
survey, there is now no danger of losing the work done under 
any construction which may be. placed upon the laws on the sub- 
ject. The company having by the action of its executive com- 
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mittee bound itself voluntarily to surrender all its franchises to | 
the State, together with all the documents, reports and papers, 
evidences of the survey of the road, upon being requested by an 
act or joint resolution of the General Assembly to do so, and at | 
the same time making an appropriation of not exceeding $35,- 
000, at the present session to indemnify the company for all the . 
expenses of making the survey, obtaining the right of way from: 
individuals for the road as far as the same has been obtained,, 
there seems now to be no obstacle whatever in the way to retard’ 
for one moment any action which the General Assembly may 
choose to have to insure a full settlement of the question, in 
which the people of the State feel so deep an interest, and upon 
which they are anticipating such. action as will cause the early 
commencement and certain construction of the road.

Having now complete information, showing that there are 
about seven hundred of our citizens and several counties in the 
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State stockholders in the Cairo and Fulton railroad company, 
have at their own expense had the route of the road surveyed 
by an experienced and scientific corps of engineers, have adopt- 
ed the route, complied with the act of Congress, and after doing 
this have to insure the speedy and harmonious action of the 
General Assembly, voluntarily agreed to surrender their franchises 
and all of their work tothe State upon being reimbursed, at this 
session of the General Assembly, what they have expended, it is 
hoped that the General Assembly may now come to some just 
and definite action that will cause the road to be certainly and 
speedily constructed. | 
. With regard to the terminus of the eastern branch of the Cairo 
and Fulton railroad, should it be determined by the General As- 
sembly not to fix the terminus at Napoleon or at Helena, but to 
designate Hopefield, opposite Memphis, as the terminus, it seems 
to me that the interests of this State, and of its citizens, would 
be greatly promoted by providing by the act fixing the terminus 
that the line of the route as surveyed and adopted by the Mid- 
land railroad company, from the Little Rock to the eastern.bank 
of White river, at Clarendon, be adopted as the line of the branch 
of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, and that the same shall be a 
common track for the use of the two branches, one from Helena 
and the other from Hopefield. We will then have two roads

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REPORT 


Of a portion of the Select Committee of the Senate of the Arkansas 
Legislature, upon petitions asking the Legislature to pass. the Maine 
Liquor Law, or a Prohibitery Law. 2 


—— 


Respectfully report that they have taken the subject matter of 
said petitions into their serious consideration and given it that 
attentive examination to which its great importance eminently 
entitles it. Knowing that a great contrariety of opinions are 
entertained, and that numerous conflicting prejudices exist in 
the minds of many honest, zealous and religious sectarians on 
the subject treated of in said petitions, your committee have ex- 
amined the subject refefred to them with all that candor which 
they deem consistent with their duties to their constituents, the 
due exercise of their own right of conscience, and their disposi- 
tion to treat the opinions of their fellow-men, with all that de- 
ference and respect to which by the law of equal rights and the 
provisions of the constitution of the civil government of the State, 
they are entitled. 

Your committee is of the opinion that the virtue oftemperance 
in eating and drinking, exercise and repose, as well as in every- 
thing else to which we are accustomed, none will question or dis- 
pute. ‘Excess in anythingis to a greater or less extent injurious 
and the enemy of the true enjoyment of any pleasure, luxury or 
blessing, whatever enjoyment may be produced by moderate use 
or tindulgence in any drink, diet or practice, intemperance and 
excess will convert into crime and misery. This is neither more 
nor less true in relation to spiritous or other beverages, than as 
to anything else; the same drink or diet which when moderatel 
indulged in will be pleasant to the taste and beneficial to-health, 


will, if immoderately taken, clog and become loathsome, and like. 


the beautiful appels of Sodom, turn to ashes upon the lips, while 
at the same time instead of promoting health it will generate 
disease and pain, the same amount of either, however,' which 
. would be more moderate and healthful for one person, would be 

excessive, and hurtful to another of different constitution and 
temperament. Indeed, that which is palatable and nourishing 
to one person, may be absolutely insipid and injurious tó another; 
drugs and medicines, for instance, the ministration of which 


would speedily restore a patient suffering under the severest — 


malady, to sound health, if taken by another laboring under a

different though less dangerous disease, would soon consign him | 


to an untimely grave. | 

From these reflections it is evident that every one who has 
reached the years of maturity, must choose for himself such diet 
and drink as he may desire or. deem best adapted to his welfare 
and happiness; fom this purpose |he is endowed by his Creator 
with reason to guide and certain instincts to direct him, the free 
exercise of which is among his natural inalienable rights with 
which his fellow-man or government has no right to meddle, and 


with which none but tyrants or conceited and misguided fanaties .

would desire to interfere. 

It may be urged in reply, that the natural tastes or instincts of 
men are not infallible, and that many do not heed the light of 
reason implanted within them, and that frequently they are in- 


jured by excess or by the use of that which is altogether unfitted. 


for them. This’ is true in regard to’ spirituous liquors; but if is 
no less true in regard to diet, exercise, bathing, business pursuits}. 
industry, idleness and every thing else to which we are ac- 
customed or. with which we are acquainted, yet who think of 
or advocate laws to be enforced by fine and imprisonment, for 
regulating what and how much one shall eat, the extent to which 
he shall eat, and of what kind it shall be, how frequently he shall 
bathe, and whether in warm, cold, fresh, or salt water, what busi- 
ness pursuits he shall engage in, how many hours per day, and 
how hard he shall labor, and what portion of his time he shall 
abstain from labor and be idle, and that he shall or shall not at 


any time be idle. There would be as much sense in laws regu- | 


lating all these affairs as in regulating the kinds of drink a man 
shall take, and in what state of bodily health or disease he shall 
use it. 

The law recently enacted in Maine, and essentially adopted 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island, provides an officer for each 
town to deal out spirituous liquors, the incumbents of which are 
appointed State officers, to determine who only shall drink 
spirituous liquors, and when and of what kind. Why not with 
equal propriety appoint commissionors in every town to regulate 


the kind and.quantity of food each person shall eat: gymnasia

masters to regulate the daily exercise to be taken by each citi- 
zen; hydropathian professors to prescribe the kind and frequency 
of bathing or- washing; overseers and task-masters to select a 
business employment for each individual and apportion to him 
the amount of labor he shall perform and how he. shall dispose 
of the remainder of his time. | | | 
Should the wise legislatures of other States profit by our sug- 


gestions and extend the principle which they have adopted as a ` 


basis of legislation to the matters to which we have alluded, they 
will be but a very small way upon the new sphere of legal ope- 


rations upon which they have entered. They will next have to | 
make war upon tea and tobacco, and who can picture the terri- | 


ble onslaught upon the tea-pots, snuff-boxes, pipes, etc. When 
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. all these shall have been overcome and'consigned to the tomb of 
forgetfulness—it will next be proper to investigate the costumes 
and apparel of the community, as thousands of fair ladies have 
been hurried from the world by the use of thin shoes—a fright- 
ful picture-of the reform rushes upon the mind's eye, of delicate 
ankles. encased in coarse brogans, by force of law, clattering 
along our sidewalks and shuffling over the floors where once were 
seen the trippings of the light fantastic toe. 
. Delightful picture to dwell upon, but let none for a moment 
think it inappropriate or overdrawn; careful examination and re- 
flection will convince all that improper diet, too much or too lit- 
tle—exercise of sleep, business of ‘an unhealthy nature, illy ven- 
tilated rooms, thin shoes, tight lacing, filth, etc., as well as the 
use of tobacco, tea and coffee, have each impaired the health 
and destroyed the lives of many; and that the legislature of our 
State has just as much right to interfere and. appoint officers for 
their regulation as to appoint officers to limit and prescribe the 
use of alcoholic drinks. Indeed, if the latter be right and proper 
for them to do, all the former follow as matters equally appro- 
priate for legislation upon the principle of State superintendence 
of and provision for the bodily health and welfare of its citizens. 
If, however, the right of legislative action in the matter be 
claimed on the ground of morality, the principle sought to be es- 
tablished is, if possible, still more absurd. Morality is not the 
work of legislation or physical force, it must spring from the in- 
ternal impulse of the heart, or be inculeated by kindness and 
persuasion. If one is so foolish as to injure himself by the use 
of spirituous liquors, opium or tobacco, he is punished by the un- 
failing laws of nature, for hefeels the paiuful effects of his abuse 
throughout his entire system; although we may lament his weak- 
ness and folly, we have no right to interfere with him unless he 
does something to infringe or endanger the rights of others; so 
with regard to lying, the folly and immorality of which all will 
admit; but no government has ever been silly enough to attempt 
its suppression by force, except in such casés as the rights of 
Others are infringed, as for instance, where fraud is practiced 
whereby others have been wronged, or when a person-has been 
called as a witness to testify in a court of justice, relative to mat- 
ters effecting the rights of others; so with profane swearing, row- 
dyish conduct, and immorality of every species whereby none are 
effected but the perpetrator, the State has no right to interfere; 
but if the same things be enacted at a time and place in which 
others are annoyed or injured in their rights they become culpa- 
ble offences, justly subjecting the offender to punishment; if, 
however, our legislators are to overstep the boundary line of their 
appropriate field of action and attempt to punish immorality, 
even where the rights of others are not infringed or prejudiced, 
why should they stop half way, if man may be made virtuous 
and moral by the force of law, why not make them holy and le- 
gislate them to heaven at once? 
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Your committee have thus shown that the principle sought to 
be ingrafted with statute law, and already adopted by the legis- 
latures of Maine and other States of the Union, which leads to 
. so great a confusion that nothing short of tyranny, which no com- 
_munity would long submit to, even if temporarily enforced, the 
immediate consequences would be, the most unpleasant feelings 
among neighbors, expensive litigation without limit; attended by 
private revenge and publie rebellion, fines, imprisonment and 
bloodshed. | = 

The utter_impossibility of prohibiting the production, use or 
sale of a commodity with elements essential to produce which 
the earth teems in abundance, is fully attested no less by expe- 
rience than sound reason. | 

In evidence of this it is only necessary to refer to the attempt 
made in Great Britain to suppress the use of spirituous liquors 
by prohibitory duties during and' since the reign of George First, 
the history of which is given in McCullock’s dictionary, In the 
year 1736, the ministers in great Britain determined to make a 
vigorous effort to put a stop to the further use of spirituous li- 
quors, except as a cordial or medicine; for this purpose an act 
was passed levying a heavy license or duty on spirituous liquors, 
to wit, five dollars a gallon—and a fine of four hundred dollars 
was ordered to be exacted from those who were even thought to 
vend the smallest quantity of spirituous liquor, who had not paid 
the full duty thereon.  Here'was an act which might, one would 
think, have satisfied the bitterest enemy of gin—but instead of 
the anticipated effect, it produced those directly opposite. With- 
in two years of the passing of the act it had become odious and 
contemptible, and poliey as well as humanity forced the com- 
missioners to mitigate its penalties. During the two years in 
question, 12,000 persons were convicted of offenees connected 
with the sale of spirits, and more than seven millions of gallons 
were consumed each year in London, which caused the govern- 
ment in 1742 to. repeal the high prohibitory duties which it had 
imposed on spirituous liquors. T 

Man, however, seems strangely to learn little or nothing from 
the lessons of experience, and accordingly we find the same at- 
tempt frequently repeated since, by the British government in 
every form and upon every plan, but with the same or even worse 
results, the detailed history of each of which instances the limits 
of our report will not allow us to give, nor indeed does it seem 
necessary as the nature of man is in all ages the same—and the 
same or similar results may be not only expected, but absolutely 
known to attend the same or similar causes. | 

It is proper to remark, however, that the British government 
seems at length to have learned wisdom from experience, as her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, recently vetoed a law passed by the 
legislature of her colony of New Brunswick, similar to the pro- 
hibitory law of the State of Maine, alleging that its provisions 
were inconsistent with the liberties of British subjects. Are the 
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freeborn citizens of our republic willing to submit to a law ad- 
mitted by a crowned head to be too despotic and tyrannical for 
her collonial subjects. : 

After the signal failure of all attempts in the more despotic go- 
vernment of Great Britain, having less territory and guarded by 
a ten-fold more numerous police than our own country, ready to 
obey the arbitrary orders of government and independent of the 
people in the exercise of their office, it would hardly be supposed 
that the people of the United States, emancipated from arbitrary 
despotism and established under a republican form of govern- 
ment, would ever think of repeating the futile and worse than 
foolish attempt to abolish the use of a beverage which has been 
indulged in by all nations of the earth from their earliest history: 
down to us. 

It was more than half a century after the attainment of our 
independence that any attempt of the kind known or any idea of . 
its possibility: conceived. Our government was founded on the 
.equal rights and privileges of man, and while the great truths 
enaeted in the declaration of-independence, were fresh in the 
minds of all, none for a moment entertained a thought of one 
portion of our citizens judging their neighbors and equals in their 
meats and drinks or in the exercise of their clear natural rights; 
such a thought would-have been deemed treason to the princi- , 
ples upon which the republic was based. It was based on the 
broad principles of certain inalienable rights, among which were 
life, liberty aud the pursuit of happiness by such means as might 
seem best to each citizen. This was the great and essential par- 
ticular in which it differed from the monarchialyand¢ priestly go- 
vernments of the old world, where the aristocracy and ruling dy- 
nasties assumed to determine for the people, what was for their 
temporal good and to rule them accordingly, while popery and 
eeclesiastical establishments assumed to prescribe for the eternal 
happiness of citizens, and under this pretence to tyrannize over 
and persecute all who resisted their professedly humane and 
pious efforts. The blood of millions of victims to their monar- 
chial and priestly principles cries aloud with fearful warning 
against the idea of permitting one class of men to judge another, 
and to prescribe rules for their personal government, under pre- 
tense of precautions for their welfare, whether spiritual or tem- 

oral. 
i Among the earliest attempts made to suppress the sale and 
use of spirituous liquor in the United States, was the fifteen gal- 
lon law in Massachusetts; this law prohibited the retail of spirit- 
uous liquors in less quantities than fifteen gallons, except upon 
prescription by a physician, under penalty of fine and imprison- 
. nent. Under this law it seems that the people became very 
much dissatisfied, and that drunkenness and crime increased to 
such an extent, that at the next general election they elected a 
governor and £ large majority of .the legislature, who were op- 


zs 
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posed to the law, and at the next session of their legislature it 
was repealed. 

The next scheme to which we shall refer of legislation, is that 
of the State of New York in 1845, which was also adopted: with 
slight variations by several other States, about the same time, 
with similar sad results, ultimating in speedy repeal. This 
scheme of legislation seems to have been to leave it to a major- 
ity of the voters of each town to say whether they should or 
should not have-license to retail spirituous liquor; this is similar 
to some of the petitions which your committee have under con- 
sideration. Itis urged by those who are in favor of the passage 
of such law, that it is a republican principle, that the majority 
should rule. Although this assertion is correct when applied to 
proper matters of government policy, it is utterly absurd when 
applied to cases of this kind, involving the individual rights of 
citizens. Majorities or mobs may be as tyrannical as monarchs, 
and if despotism is to be the order of the day, who would not 
rather be ruled by one tyrant than by a thousand. Suppose a ma- 
jority of the citizens of a State sheuld vote in favor of an equal 
division of property, would it therefore be right and republican 
to take the property earned by one man or his ancestors and give 
it to his indolent and profligate neighbor. 

e Our great objection to this scheme of legislation is that a cask 
of liquor might.be placed across the line of two townships or 
counties, one of which had voted license and the other no license, 
and while it is no offence for it to be sold from a tap on the side 
under the ordinary license, to sell the same liquor from a tap on 
the other side ofgthe same barrel would be criminal, and subject ` 
the seller to. fines and imprisonment from which his township or 
county is not vested with power to protect him. 

This illy conceived scheme would be more disastrous in its 
operation, if possible, than the odious fifteen gallon law of Mas- 
sachusetts. The more reasonable and intelligent advocates of a 
prohibitory law, generally admit, that it is not the province of go- 
vernment to interfere with the personal conduct of men in mat- 
ters effecting themselves only, and not infringing on the rights 
of others; but, say they, the trafficin intoxicating liquors doesin- 
terfere with the rights of others, inasmuch as it produces drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct, and imposes pauperism upon the 
families of the intemperate, and taxes upon the community at 
large for their maintenance, and for the trial, conviction and con- 
finement of criminals made so by the use of intoxicating drinks; 
tberefore they claim the right of government to interfere for the 
suppression of the traffic. This argument is the strongest and 
bears the greatest appearance of plausibility about it of any ever 
urged by the advocates of prohibitory laws for the entire sup- 
pression of alcoholic beverages, and as many well meaning men 
are deceived by the plausibility of the sophism, the committee 
will now proceed to show that it is not the right bf governments 
to inflict punishment until an offence has been committed. They 
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have no right to tie the hands of citizens. or fasten drag chains to 
their legs or to deprive them of any element or drink they may 
choose to indulge in, from fear that they may do some wrong. 

Ifa State assumes the right to suppress the sale and temperate 
use of spirituous liquors, lest they should lead to intemperance 
and pauperism, it has an equal right to suppress extravagance ^ 
in house furniture, equipage, dress, etc., and every other species 
of speculation by which men may be impoverisled, and as pride 
is.a far greater cause of poverty than intemperance, it will be 
necessary to eradicate it from the human heart to complete the 
reform. "The advocates of a prohibitory law urge that most all 
the crimes which have been committed, have been under the in- 
fluence of spirituous liquors. 

But your committee is of the opinion that crimes of a very se- 
rious nature are seldom committed by men while intoxicated. 
Indeed à drunken man is almost utterly unable to commit the 
worst and most frequent of crimes, such as murder, highway-rob- 
bery, burglary, arson, larceny, rape, swindling, etc. 

‘The offences committed by drunken men are but seldom of a 
" more serious nature than petty breaches of the peace, occasion- 
ally, though seldom resulting in serious injury, orn death. Nine ~ 
tenths of all the murders, robberies, and other high crimes, are 
committed by cold calculating knaves, in their sober senses, and 
nearly all the most notorious felons, in crimes are made up by 
tetotal fanaticism, tracing so great a portion to intemperance; 
all are included under that head who have ever tasted liquor, and 
of course this includes nearly the whole community; but this 
method of fixing crime as a consequence of temperate drinking, 
by showing that most of criminals have, at some time, drank a 
little wine or brandy, is like the argument of the quack, who said 
no one had ever died who had taken his medicines. But upon 
investigation it was found no one had ever taken them. 

Your committee find, from investigation, that the use of wine 
. and other alcoholic liquors, dates from the first detailed history — 

we have of the human race, even from the time of Noah—who, 
with his sons, were saved from the general destruction, as the 
most righteous and beloved of God. He had evidently possessed 
antedeluvian acquaintance with the process of manufacturing 
wine from the grape, for immediately after the receding of the 
water, we are informed that he planted a vineyard, and he drank 
of the wine and was drunken. . 

Lot also, the only righteous man saved from the destruction 
of Sodom and Gomorrah, was so accustomed to the use of wine, 
that on two occasions, at least, he was imprudent enough to be- 
come intoxicated. 

We are not to infer from the fact that these righteous men be- 
came drunk—that it is proper and right to do so, for in both in- 
stances we are informed of the most deplorable consequences re- 
sulting from their drunkenness—and the account seems to have, 
been given as a warning against excess in the use of intoxicat- 
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ing liquors; it is also worthy of notice that while many precepts 
and examples are given in the Bible, in proof of the evil results 
of intemperance—the temperate and free moderate use of wines 
and strong drinks, is authorized, sanctioned, and even commend- 
ed throughout the Old and New Testaments—it may not be im- 
proper here to cite a few of the hundreds of passages to which 
we might refer: 

And Melchisedeck, king of Salem, brought forth bread and 
wine, and he was the priest of the most high God. 

In the blessing pronounced by Isaac, upon his son Jacob, he 
drank wine, and said, “God give thee of the dew of Heaven and 
the fatness of the earth and plenty of corn and wine.” 

' Again, in the blessing given by Jacob to his son Judah, he 
said, “His eyes shall be red with wine, arid his teeth with milk.” 

In the blessing promised the chosen people, if they harkened 
to and kept his judgments, God said he would bless the fruit of 
their land, their corn, wine and their oil. 

The children of Israel are commanded to use W ine, and wine 
is. provided for the priests. 

Moses says: “The fountain of Jacob shall be upon a land of 
‘corn and wine.’ 

The prophet Nehemiah reproved the Jews for depriving their 
brethren of the vineyards, and their wine. 

' The sacred Psalmist says: “In praising God, thou hast put 
gladness in my heart more than in the time their corn and their 
wine increased.” - 

In reproving Israel for their ingratitude, God reminded them 
that he had given them corn and wine and oil. 

In promising blessings to the chosen people, God says: «Be- 
hold I will send you corn and wine and oil, and ye shall be satis- 
fied therewith; and the floors shall be full ‘of wheat, and the vats 
shall-overflow with wine and oil.” 

“The sons of the stranger, shall not drink thy wine for which 
thou hast labored, they that have brought it together shall drink 
it in the courts of my holiness.” 

“I will bring again the captivity of my people Israel, and they 
shall build again the cities and inhabit them, and they s shall plant 
vineyards and drink the wine thereof." 

The man after God’s own heart in his loftiest strains of adora- 

tion of divine wisdom and benevolence, says: “He causeth the 
~ grass to grow for the cattle, and herbs for the service of man, 
- that he may bring forth food out of the earth, and wine that ma- 
keth glad the heart of man.” . . 

“There is bread and wine for me,” 

“Shall I leave my wine, which cheereth God and man." 

In denouncing retribution upon the Jews for their disobedience, 
they are told, *the floor and the wine press shall not feed them." 

“Eor she did not know that I gave her corn and wine and oil, 
, therefore will I return and take away my corn in the time there- 
of—and.my wine in the season thereof.”

_ Wine was offered as an offering, in acknowledgment of the 
goodness of Jehovah, to the Jewish nation: *And the fourth part 
of an hin of wine for a drink offering, shalt thou prepare with the 
burnt offering.” . a 

“And for a drink offering shalt thou offer the third part of an 
hin of wine, for a sweet savor unto the Lord." 

David received a present of wine, among other provisions, from 
Abigal, and he dealt out among all the people, even the whole 
multitude of Israel, as well to the women as to the men, to every 
one a cake of bread and a good piece of flesh and a flagon of 
wine. 

The prophet Daniel was so accustomed to use wine that he 
states it as a remarkable feature of his part “that he took no 
wine till three full weeks were fulfilled." 

* And in this mountain shall the Lord of Hosts make unto all 
people a feast of fat things, a feast of wine on the bees of fat 
things full of marrow; of wines on the bees well refined." 

«Ho; every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters, and he 
that hath no money, come ye buy wine—and without price." 

“I have drunk my wine with my milk—eat, O, friends, drink, 
yea, drink abundantly, O, beloved.” Songs of Solomon. 

The prophet Nehemiah informs us that the daily provisions of 
his table, while engaged in rebuilding Jerusalem, was one ox and 
six choice sheep; also, “fowls were prepared for me, and once in | 
ten days stores of all sorts of wine." 

Esther prepared two banquets of wine. 

. Job, who feared God and eschewed evil, allowed wine as a 
beverage, in his family. i 

Elihu was not much of a tetotaler. 

Solomon sought in his heart to give himself unto wine. 

The Old Testament thus presents an illustrious list of patri- 
archs and prophets, of whose use of wine we are informed in the ` 
scriptures of divine inspiration, without a word of reproof or the 
slightest intimation of divine disapprobation—while, on the other 
hand, we find wine promised and given to the chosen people as 
.& blessing. Are not the modern clergy of the present day who 
are opposed, to the use of wine, wise above what is written when 
they set themselves up as better standards of morality than the 
Bible or its inspired writers. Having thus selected a few from 
the many passages with which the Old Testament abounds, au- 
thorizing and sanctioning the use of wine, we shall now refer to 
a few similar ones in the New Testament: 

John the Baptist, it is said, came neither eating bread nor 
drinking wine—but Christ, whom John was not worthy to un- 
loose the latchets of his shoes, came, both eating and drinking, 
and the pharisical bigots of that day, did say, as well as those 
at the present time, would have said—‘Behold a gluttinous man, 
and a wine bibber, a friend of publicans and sinners." 

Further evidence is also given that Christ and his apostles 
were accustomed to drink wine, from the account given us of 
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his last supper, which his disciples have ever since celebrated in 
obedience to its institution. l 

. At the marriage in Cana of Galilee, when informed that the 
wine provided for the occasion was exhausted, the men having 
well drunk; what was Christ’s reply? ` Had his doctrine been that 
of modern tetotalers, or of many of our clergy, who profess to 
teach his doctrine, he would have answered that they would be 
better off without any wine, and taken the occasion to deliver a 
total abstinence lecture, but instead of that, we read that “Jesus 
saith unto them, fill the water-pots with water;" and they filled 
them up to the brim, and he saith unto them, *draw out now, 
and bear unto the governor of the feast;” and they bare it, when 
the ruler of the feast had tasted the water that was wine—and 
" knew not whence it was, (but the servants which drew the wa- 
ter knew,) the governor of the feast called the bridegroom, and 
saith unto him, “every man at the beginning doth set forth good 
wine, and when men have well drunk, then that which is worse 
— but thou hast kept the good wine until now.” ^ 

Thus the ancient and beautiful custom of having wine to cheer 
the company attending weddings, observed, even to the present. 
day—was sanctioned by Christ, who provided it liberally, and of 
such a quality that the governor of the feast pronounced it bet- 
ter than that they had already drank. 

As to the quality of the wines used at weddings i in that coun- 
try, they must have attained a considerable Siren th. and the gover-. 
nor of the feast not knowing whence it came, pronounced that 
produced by the miracle as of a superior quality. To question 
the fact that the wine produced by Christ contained all the es- 
sential properties of wine—as some blind bigots have done—is 
to charge Christ with jugglery and imposition, and to deny the 
performance of the miracle he professed to accomplish. 

Paul says, “Let no man judge you in meats, or in drinks, or in 
respect to an holy day.” And again, to Timothy, “Drink no 
longer water, but take a little wine.” 

“No man having drunk old wine, straightway desireth new— 
for he saith the old is better. ». Luke. 

From the references we have made to the New Testament, it 
will be seen that Christ and the inspired apostles wére also ac- 
customed to the use of wine. So that the denunciations heaped 
upon the opponents of a prohibitory law also include Christ and 
his apostles, as well as all the propheta and inspired. writers of. 
the old testament. 

We have known some prohibitory fanaties to attempt to avoid 
the overwhelming array of Dible examples for the use of wines, 
by saying that the wines commended were not possessed of intoxi- 

cating properties; unfortunately for this subterfuge, all wine posses- 

` ges the property of intoxicating, if taken to excess, as willbe seen 

by reference to any large English dictionary. Alcohol is invariably 

‘generated by the fermentation of juices of grapes and other fruits, 
. and is an essential ingredient to form wine. Grape juice, ek 
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fermentation, was never called wine by any man in his senses, 
any more than cider is called whisky before distillation, or grain 
called flour before grinding, or flour called bread before mixing 
afid baking. 2n 

The prohibitory principle is not, however, an invention of mo- 
dern times. The Pharisees probably leaned towards it, for they 
denounced the Savior as a wine bibber, although he never made 
intemperate use of it. The great imposter Mahomet also made 
it à prominent feature of his doctrine, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing.quotations from the Koran: 

“They will ask thee concerning wine, and Lot's answer to both 
there is great sin, and also some things of some use unto men, : 
but their sinfulness is greater than use." 

“QO, true believers, surely wine and lots and images, and divin- 
ing arrows, are an abomination, and of the work of satan; there- 
fore avoid them that ye may prosper. Satan seeketh to show 
dissension and hatred among you by means of wine and lots, and 
to divert you from remembering God, and from prayer. Will ye 
not therefore abstain from them. Moreover, whatever inebriates 
shall be esteemed wine, and all wine is prohibited. God has 
cursed wine, and the person drinking it, tasting and presenting 
it to others, buying it, selling it, treading grapes and expressing 
it, and also the persons receiving it, or eating anything bought: 
with the money for which it was sold.”  . 

“Shun wine, for it is the key to all evils.” 

Here is clear Mahomedan authority for those who are in favor 
of a prohibitory law—and we respectfully suggest that those of 
our clergy who are so noisy upon the subject, strip themselves 
of their disguise and avow themselves Mahomedans at once. 
Let them prate no more about their christianity, until they have 
- abandoned their fanaticims, or found passages in the Bible sanc- 
tioning their sentiments. in such clear and decided language as 
we have helped them to from the Koran. 

Notwithstanding all this, there is not one passage to be found 
in the Bible condemning or disproving the temperate.use of wine 
and strong drink—yet some of the puffed up priests or aspiring 
clergy of our day, imagine themselves more wise and benevolent 
than Jehovah or his prophets, or Christ or his disciples, in preach- 
ing abstinence instead of temperance, in the use of wi: and 
they do not even hesitate to cast the most violent imputations 
upon their opponents for following the scriptures as a guide in 
morality. 

In conclusion, we will only say that we think we have clearly 
shown that States have no right to regulate the drinks of their 
citizens—that they cannot, if they attempt it—that alcoholic 
liquors have been used by man in all ages, and with the sanc- 
. tion of the scriptures—that christians profess to reverence the in- 
ference that we must draw; therefore, it is, that although thou- 
sands of well meaning men have deceived and inadvertently 
led to sanction the prohibitory system, which your committee are 
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of opinion, is fermented only by ignorant and designing dema- 
gogues—colleagued with a corrupt and worldly-minded clergy, 
who are seeking to make prohibition on spirituous liquors a pre- 
text for dabbling in legislation, and a hobby upon which to ride 
into political power, and bring about a union of church and State, 
which seems to be the millenium—for which they most devoutly 
pray. | - 
When the popular clergy of a country throw down their Bibles 
to grasp the sword and scepter of State power, the bloodiest 
pages of the world's history warn us in language not to be mis- 
taken, that it is time for the people to arouse from their lethargy 
and review the true principles of our government, as handed 
down to us by our forefathers with this injunction, that we should, 
enjoy its blessings and hand it down to those who may come aí- 
ter us unimpaired. "Therefore, your committee is of the opinion; 
that the prayers of the petitioners should not be sranted—for 
most of sensible men agreeing that whatever is to be done must 
be by moral suasion and voluntary action. Patrick Henry said 
that he knew of no light by which his feet were to be guided, but, 
the lamp of experience.

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PROTEST. 


Mr. Present: The undersigned feel it incumbent on them- 
selves, as members of this honorable body, respectfully, but sol- 
emnly to place some of their reasons, by which they were influ- 
enced, in opposing the passage of House bill No. 129, entitled 
“an act to repeal the 14th section of an act entitled an act to 
provide for the reclaiming of the swamp and overflowed lands, 
donated to this State by the United States, approved January 
, 6th, 1851, and for other purposes,” upon the journal of the Senate 
with the view and hope that the motives which actuated them 
may at least be known by their fellow-citizens, even should the 
policy of their course be condemned at the bar of public opinion. 
And, in thus presenting themselves before the Senate, they de- 
sire to be distinetly understood, as disclaiming all purpose, ón 
their part, to arraign the maj ority of this body, who, in the pro- 
gress of this bill before this branch of the General Assembly,saw 
fit to act counter to the views of the undersigned; for whilst they 
are disposed to claim for themselves honesty of purpose, integ- 
rity of motive, and purity of design, in all of their legislative 
conduct, they are equally willing to ascribe to their brother Sena- 
tors, the same high motives, in all their conduct, and are forced 
, to the conclusion, that whatever of difference may have unfortu- 
nately existed between them and the undersigned, upon the im- 
portant questions of policy and constitutional law and right involved 
in this bill, may be traced to natural causes, resulting from the 
moral differences between men, and the peculiar organization of 
the human intellect—that mysterious and comprehensible pro- 
perty, in man, which we are taught, is as varient in his species, 
as is the conformation of his body, or the character, marks and 
lineaments of his features. 

It is not our purpose or intention to discuss the policy of the 
measures proposed to be accomplished by the bill in question, 
for on this point there is no issue between the undersigned and 
the majority; for we are willing to concede, as we now do, that 
could we conscientiously have waived or overcome the constitu- 
tional question, which so forcibly and irresistibly presented itself to 
our minds at every stage of the bill, causing us to resist and oppose 
its passage, we should not and could not have hesitated to have 
contributed our feeble influence to promote its passage; for we 
are free to admit that should the constitutionality of the act be 
sustained by the judicial department of the State, revenue willbe 
added to the treasury, which would not have found its way 
thither; that, by the act, if constitutional, and in the power of the 
legislature, to pass it, the necessity for the present onerous rates 
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of taxation upon the people, will be removed, and the policy of 
their reduction by the present General Assembly, be made mani- 
fest; provided the present minimum valuation upon lands be re- 
tained in the revenue act now in force; for in this way, some 
eight millions of dollars in land, will be added to the taxable 
property of this State, making the amount of revenue to be det 
rived from this source alone, (at the present rates of taxation) 
\about $20,000 of State, and near the same amount for county 
purposes. This, we say, is a view of the subject which is calcu- 
lated to intluence the mind unconsciously, when contemplating 
the measure, as it is a melancholy fact, known to every one, that 
whether we view man in his public, private or social relations, we 
find him more or less influenced by that ever-prevailing procli- 
vity of nature, denominated in ordinary language—se/fishness, 
and by it his acts and conduct are irresistibly influenced. Whe- 
ther the friends of this measure were or were not controlled by 
this principle in our nature, to which we have just adverted, is à 
question we will not presume to discuss, leaving its solution to 
ihem and their consciences when they shall have returned, (iron 
the scenes of their present labors) to the bosom of their families 
and friends, and the quiet of home, where the mind will natural- 
ly recur to the past for approval or disapproval, as their hearts 
shall direct. 

With this preface we propose to consider the bill, whose title 
we have stated above, and point out, in as brief and concise a 
manner as may be, our objections toit, promising to occupy no- 
more space on the journal than the scope of the subject abso- 
lutely demands. 

In order to the better understanding of the questions at issue 
between the majority of the Senate, and the undersigned, re- 
sulting from the bill at hand, we take occasion to copy the 14th 
section of the act of 6th Januar y. 1851, designed to be repealed 
by this bill, which is in these words: 

Sec. l4. Bè it further enacted, That to encourage by all just 
means the progress. and completion of the reclamation, by offer- 
ing inducements to purchasers or contractors to take up said 
lands; that the swamp and overflowed lands shall be exempt 
from taxation for the term of ten years, or until said lands are 
reclaimed. | 

Which being repealed, will make it incumbent on the collec- 
tors of the revenue throughout the State, when furnished with 
abstracts and lists of entries made under the several swamp land 
acts, to assess all such lands at once for taxation, as other lands 
in this State are assessed and taxed under existing laws. The 
question then arises, can the legislature constitutionally repeal. 
the act of the 6th January, 1851, above quoted, so as to subject 
the lands entered under it, to taxation at an earlier period than 
len years, or until the same shall have been reclaimed? And the so- 
lution of this question properly brings up all the arguments and 
authorities relied upon by the friends and opposers of the mea- 
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sure at issue. We will not pretend to sustain’ the policy of the 
act of the 6th January, 1851. That is not a question within our 
province, or the scope of our present purpose, as it is a conside- 
ration which should have addressed itself to the minds of those . 
composing the General Assembly of 1850 and '51; under the 
view we shall take of that act in the course of this paper. We 
shall not controvert the'abstract proposition which was stated by 
an honorable senator in the course of his argument, upon this 
bill, that is to say, “that this legislature can constitutionally re- 
peal any law passed or enacted by a former legislature,” for this 
proposition we regard as self-evident in the abstract. But we 
do assert and maintain, that though the legislature may repeal 
an act which confers rights upon a citizen, which have become 
vested, the repealing act will not affect or disturb the citizen in 
the enjoyment of those rights so vested, and we flatter ourselves 
we are sustained in this view by both principle and authority. 
Ste 6 Greenleaf’s Rep. 112; 2 Fairfield's Rep. 118; 18 Maine Rep. 
109; 7 Pick. Rep. 108; 8 Smead & Marshall’s Rep. 9; 4 Gilmer’s 
Rep. 221; 16 Ohio Rep. 599. 

This leads us naturally to inquire into the fact, whether the 
act of the 6th January, 1851, conferred on any one any special 
favor or right. It cannot be controverted, but that the right of 
exemption from taxation. for ten years (if there were no other 
right conferred by the act,) is a valuable and important right, 
and one, too, which we insist, was not gratuitously conferred by 
the legislature, but entered into and’ formed a part of the consid- 
eration, inducing those who have taken levee contracts, to com- 
plete and construct their work. The 14th section, proposed to 
be repealed by this bill, is a virtual proposition on the part of 
the State to the people at large, to this effect: “If you will pro- 
ceed in carrying out the objects to which Congress had in view 
in making the grant to this State, by the act of the 30th Septem- 
ber, 1850, you shall have pay for your work and labor, as fol- 
lows, that is to say: Lands at 50 or 75 cents per acre, which, 
when taken by you, shall remain exempt from taxation for ten 
years, or, until they shall be reclaimed, under this act. We assert, 
therefore, that so soon as any person took contracts from the 
agents of the State, under the act of 6th January, 1851, to build 
and construct levees and drains, as contemplated’ thereby, that 
the act became and was a part of such contract, to all intents. . 
and purposes, as if recited there, and that a right at once vested 
in such person, to have all its provisions executed, and carried 
out on the part of the State, so as to secure to him all the ad- 
_ vantages and privileges contemplated thereby. As well.might 
this legisture claim the power and right, after a contract to levee 
and drain, had been taken and performed, payable in swamp 
land at 50 and 75 cents per acre, to say that the honest contrac- ' 
tor who had thus performed his labor, should only have land at 
$1 and $2 per acre, as to say that he should have it at 50 and 
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75 cents, but that it should be taxed and assessed at once. The 
principle is the same in both cases. 

The amount of right or interest involved, does not, and cannot, 
in our judgment, change the principle, that is fixed and perma- 
nent, and when once admitted, is as inflexible and stable as the 
decrees of Heaven. After the work is done, therefore, under the 
act of the 6th January, 1851, all the rights secured by it become 
at once vested in the person peforming the service, and we say 
again, that notwithstanding the law may be repealed, as to new 
parties, and prospectively, it cannot be altered or repealed to 
the prejudice of a party thus interested; and we say we are sus- 
tained in this view by a series of adjudications made by the 
highest courts of judicature in our country, and by men, too, 
whose names, as jurists, are as imperishable in the world’s his- 
tory as the mountains of the earth. We will not claim the space 
to quote what these courts have said, but will content ourselves 
with a reference to the decisions, by referring to the cases in 
which they were made, and the books in which they may be 
found. See, Fletcher vs. Peck, 6 Cranch, 188. The State of Mew 

. Jersey vs. Wilson, 7 Cranch 164. Terrett vs. Taylor, 9 Cranch 
43. Dartmouth College vs. Woodward, 4 Wheaton 518; and others 
which we do not conceive it necessary to cite orrefer to. These 
authorities were respectfully submitted by a portion of the un- 
dersigned in their argument in opposition to the bill, in its pas- 
sage through the Senate, and it was earnestly hoped they would . 
have had the effect to avert the result of the measure; butin this 
they were disappointed; it being asserted by a portion of the ma- 
jority, that they are not applicable to, or did not bear upon the 
question at issue, and this position was seriously and earnestly 
insisted upon in reference to the case cited from 7 Cranch 164; 
for the reason, as it was contended, that the;constitution: of New 
Jersey, when the cause primarily arose, contained no such pro- 
vision as is found in section 2, article 7, (under the head of reve- 
nue) in our own. By reference to this case, it is confidently 
stated, it will be seen that this provision of our constitution could 
not have changed its result in the supreme court of the United 
States, where it was determined; for it was made to go-off upon 
a, provision. contained in the constitution of the United States, 
similar in its effect to the one contained in the 18th section of 
our bill of rights, before herein referred to. This case alone, in 

. our humble judgment, should have warranted the majority in re- 
jecting this bill; but it was insisted that the act of the 6th Janu- 

_ary, 1851, so far as the 14th section is concerned, is of itself un- 

constitutional and void, as being repugnant to section 2, article 
7, (under the head of revenue), as interpreted by our supreme 
court in the case of Pike vs. The State, 5 Ark. R. 204; but we 
apprehend they are not sustained in this view by the authority 
relied upon, for the facts are totally different. In the casein 5th 
Ark. Rep. the exemption of improvements in the county from 
taxation, was a gratuity on the part of the legislature, was not 
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founded on a valuable consideration, was passed after the own- 
ership in such improvements had attached to individuals, did 
not incorporate itself into the improvements themselves, as a 
chattel interest, flowing out of and pertaining to them, such as 
might be sold and transferred from man to man. Such an act 
as this could of right be repealed by the legislature, ad Zibi- 
tum, without violating any vested right. The exemption was 
but a boon to the citizen residing in the country, conferred upon 
them by the sufferance of the State: It was in its effect, like a 
lease at will, of real estate, made by an individual, and posses- 
sion given, which authorizes the lessor to take possession again 
at pleasure, by giving reasonable notice. But such are not the 
facts in réference to the exemption of swamp lands, under the 
14th section of the act of 6th January, 1851, proposed to be re- 
pealed by this bill. In this case the exemption was not a gra- 
tuity on the part of the State—it was purchased from her at a 
fair price. In this case the exemption did not attach to the in- 
dividual who might have become the owner of the swamp lands, 
but was made by the terms of the act, a chattel interest following 
the land itself, in whose hands it might chance to fall, and the 
exemption, too, was made and proposed by the State, whilst the 
title was in her, and when conferred and granted: by her, was 
conferred and granted,- with this right of exemption, following 
and belonging to it, as an incident to the title, and as a privilege 
or hereditament thereto belonging. . | 

If the majority had ceased with the repeal of the 14th section 
of the act of 6th January, 1851, by the bill in question, the ne- 
cessity of this protest on our part would not be so necessary or 
manifest; for in that event, no wrong would have been inflicted 
upon the vested rights of a large and respectable portion of the 
people of this State, whose rights it is our duty, asit is our plea- 
sure, to endeavor to protect, in common with the rest of our fel- 
low-citizens. But this bill further provides, that all lands here- 
. tofore entered under the provisions of said act of 6th January, 
1851, shall and may be forthwith assessed for taxation; whether 
reclaimed or not. It is in this that we humbly conceive the act 
of the majority of the Senate is in utter violation of the 18th sec- 
tion of our bill of rights, and imposes upon us the necessity of pre- 
senting our humble protest against their act, in the hope that our 
positions may not be mis understoood, or our motives improperly 
impugned. It is possible that. our views, hereinbefore expressed, 
may be erroneous, but for this we cannot be held responsible, if 
we have acted in good faith, in reference to them. 

Wherefore, in the name of ourselves, and all those who may 
have rights, vested under the provisions of the act of 6th Janua- 
ry, 1851, we do most solemnly protest against the action of the 
Senate, in passing, on the 5th inst., the bill to which we have re- 
ferred, having for its object the repeal of the 14th section of said 
act of 6th January, 1851, entitled, as hereinbefore noticed, and 
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imposing upon,lands, entered under the provisions of said act, 
taxes and amercements, as by said bill is provided.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. .

Fort Smith, September Ist, 1854. 


To the Directors of the Arkansas Pacific Railroad Co. : 


GzwrLEMEN: The object in forming this company was to make 


survey of a route for a railroad from Little Rock to Fort Smith, 


as the branch of the Cairo and Fulton Railroad, with the view of 


obtaining the grant of lands made by Congress to the State, 
passed February. 9th, 1853, to aid in its construction. The char- 
ter of the company was framed under an act of the legislature, 
entitled “ an act granting corporate powers for certain purposes,” 
approved January 8th, 1851, and a copy filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State on the 31st of August, 1843, in accordance 
with the provisions of the act. 

The first board of directors was composed of the corporators 
of the company, and the project of making the survey from Fort 
Smith to Little Rock, was determined upon by that body, and 
the President authorized to engage the services of a competent 
engineer to make the survey. Accordingly, a correspondence 
was held with the officers of two or three railroad companies, the 
result of which was that Mr. R. L. Hunter was highly recom- 
mended to us as an excellent practical engineer. Mr..H. being 
at the time engaged on a survey for the United States, in the In- 
dian country, a correspondence was immediately opened with 
him by the President, and his services secured, some time in No- 
vember last. He engaged to commence operations in February 
or March following, or as soon as he could procure his assistants, 
. and suitable instruments, necessary for the prosecution of the 
work. In February last, he arrived here, and in a few days 
thereafter, his assistants, Messrs. Going and Calhoun. 

The corps being fully organized, the work (as you will see 
from the engineer's report) was commenced from this place on

the 10th day of March, and was prosecuted with energy and : 
ability until the latter part of May, when the labors of the field , 
ceased, and the corps returned to this city, to finish their labors . 
in the office—the result of which was laid before you by the |

The-report of Mt. Hunter is very éneouráging:to'the company; 
| as it shows that the route surveyed is very direct, and runs through 
a country where the road can bé constructed at a‘very moderate 
cost.. The route from Fort Smith to Cadron Gap; crossing the 
Arkansas river at: Dardanelle, is: ws on an air line; but from 
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the Cadron Gap to Little Rock, the route is more circuitous. A‘ 
route- connecting with the Cairo and|Fulton road, in the direction 
of Helena and Memphis, could be built on an air line ;. but as it 
was the object of the company to follow the letter’ of the grant 
made by Congress; as‘ well as to connect the western part of our 
State with the capital—a. matter of the utmost importance—the- 
survey was prosecuted directly to Little Rock; without reference’ 
to any other point. l 
All the information necessary in regard to the survey, cost of . 
construction, etc., is fully laid down in the report of the engineer, 
and it appears unnecessary for me to follow-on and recapitulate 
to the directors what they have already before them in detail. 
It would seem more judicious for D report of the President to 
take other matters in view, connected with the future prospects ` 
of the company, and the advantages which will accrue to the 
State, in the event of the building of the western branch of the 
Cairo and Fulton road. It cannot be denied'that without this 
company obtains the lands donated|by Congress to the State, to 
aid-in the construction of this branch, the road cannot be built; 
and to assume any other position would be false, and unworthy 
the character of the men who compose the officers of the com- 
pany, for honesty and fair dealing y and it would be utterly at 
variance with the known condition of our State, the inability of 
her citizens, in à pecuniary point of view, and the want of mo- 
ney—the only lever that builds railroads, drives commerce, and 
pushes forward every work, in this age of American progress. 
The.lands will form a basis upon which the road can be built; 
as with them, in the hands of the company, means can be raised 
‘to prosecute the:work to completion ; and I need only to point 
you to what has-been accomplished in Illinois, in the construc- 
tion of the Illinois Central Railroad, Ly the same means—a do- 
nation .of public lands. Under the present state: of affairs, 
much—in fact, every thing—will dépend upon the action of the 
next legislature; and I might here'remark, it is with that body 
to say whether Arkarisas shall remain in her present deplorable : 
and unimproved state, or enter into the spirit of improvement.of . 
the present day. Indeed, this spirit prevails to so great an ex- — 
tent, in all of the States of the Union except our own,-that unless 
she enters upon it fully and heartily, it is to be feared that her 
citizens—those who may be able—will, with their children, seek 
homes in other States, where improvement is going forward, and' 
where the laborer is rewarded for his industry. In fact, the 
matter resolves itself into what we have so often heard repeat- 
ed—that railroads must be built, or the citizens -of Arkansas 
must emigrate. It is to be hoped that the members of the legis- 
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lature may fully feel the importance of the subjeet, and see the 
necessity for prompt action, so as to enable the railroad com- 
panies in the State to go forward in their projected enterprises. 
It will be seen, by reference to the statement of the Register 
of the land office at Clarksville, that the amount of vacant lands 
lying within the limits of the grant, along the line of the Arkan- 
sas Pacific railroad, is very extensive, and of excellent quality. 
I mean that portion of the line between Fort Smith and Darda- 
nelle. The State also owns large tracts of swamp lands, which 
it would seem good policy for her to donate (a portion of them, 
at least) towards the building of the road, as the residue would 
be of more value to her than the whole of them, situated as they 
now are. The lands included in the grant made by Congress, 
and designated by the Register as vacant, are of excellent quali- 
ty, and will produce cotton, corn, wheat, pye, oats, and other ar- 


ticles of produce, which add wealth to a country and comfort to . 


its inhabitants. Many of our most wealthy and industrious far- 
mers are situated in the vicinity of this survey, and it is safe to 
predict that when the road is built, or rather when itis put under 
contract, these lands will come into demand and will enhance 
in value. This has always been the case where railroads’ have 
been built, and is it not reasonable to conclude that like results 
will follow the building of railroads in Arkansas? There is no 
route, I presume, that will present more favorable consideration 
to the minds of the legislators, in respect to vacant lands—in 
quantity or quality—than that of the Arkansas Pacific railroad. 
These lands are situated in the counties of Sebastian, Scott, 


Franklin; Yell and Johnson ; and, with their present sparse pop- - 


ulation, raise a large amount of cotton and produce of other 
kinds, fcr matket, besides beef cattle, mules, horses and ‘sheep. 
The lands in these counties, now vacant, could support a popu- 
Jation ten times as great as now reside on them, without the 
least inconvenience ; and then the resources: of the country would 
not be fairly tested, or its capacity for producing in any degree 
attained. All that is necessary to bring this rich country into 
notice, and to induce emigration to it, is to open, by railroads, 
intereourse with the other States of the Union. "This appears 
to be the only means to redeem Arkansas—intercourse, ample 
in every respect for travel, and for the transportation of the pro- 
duce of the farm to market, where it can be sold for the money, 
or exchanged for those articles which are, necessary for comfort 
and convenience. At present there appears but little encour 
agement for our farmers to labor for more than a mere subsis- 
tence, as the means of transportation are so uncertain. The 


farmer generally gathers his crop.in the autumn, and he seldom , 


finds an opportunity before the spring to send it to market, so 
uncertain and unreliable is the navigation of the Arkansas river. 
This inconvenience in navigation retards immigration to the 
State, and paralyses trade of every kind. 


— 
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The object of the Arkansas Pacific Railroad Company is to 
-open communication, by railroad, directly to some point most 
convenient to the Mississippi river, through Little Rock, in con- 
nection with other railroads on the east of that city, that will 
afford all the facilities of transportation, so much needed and so 
loudly called for in western Arkansas. This road will be the 
means of'indueing emigration to our State, and of developing 
the resources of this portion of the State, and will bring to light 
much of rich minerals that lie buried in the bowels of the earth, 
hidden from our view and utterly useless to us, and will remain 
so unless we afford the neighboring population of ður sister 
States the means.of getting inside of our borders. 

It is well known, that the route surveyed for the Arkansas | 
Pacific railroad, passes through an inexhaustiblé field of coal of 
the best quality ; indeed, the route runs immediately over vast 
beds of this mineral, which extend for several miles along the 
line. Another fact, in connection with this subject, is the exis- - 
tence, in the neighborhood of this coal field, of large quantities 
of iron ore, which is said to be rich and inexhaustible. In Scott 
county, not far from the line of this survey, and almost immedi- 
ately on the route proposed for the border railroad, there is a 
mountain of this ore, said to be so abundant that it is denomi- 
nated the Iron Mountain. The coal field ranning through Ar- 
kansas extends far to the west of the State, and is said by geolo- 
gists to be the largest coal field in the known world. Hence, we 
see that we possess the very elements ‘of wealth—the elements 
which have made Pennsylvania one of the most populous and 
wealthy States in the Union. We are not a whit behind her in 
the two articles of coal and iron, in quantity.and quality. To 
the State, in her present condition, these minerals are of no use, 
as we have not the means of taking them to market, or of using 
them in manufactures at home. In the selection of the route 
for locating the western branch of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, : 
from Little Rock to Fort Smith, the fact'of the survey of the 
Arkansas Pacific railroad running through this rich mineral re- 
gion, must have great influence and weight with the legislature, 
and affords an argument that will be hard to overcome. These 
minerals, being inexhaustible, will keep the road, when built, in 
active operation, in transporting them to regions where they will 
be in demand, for many years to come. There is coal sufficient 
to supply the entire wants of the south, and this ‘article is be- 
coming in greater demand every year, and on the Mississippi 
river, steamboats are using it in preference to wood, when it can 
be procured. "There is sufficient coal of itself, in this region, if 
we had a railroad, to bring wealth to every man’s door in the 
vicinity of the mines. 

There is one thing more, which I consider of great importance 
.to this State. and in fact to the people of the United States, 
which I wish to impress upon the minds of the directors of this 
company, that is the eligibility of this route for the great Pacifie 
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railroad. Itis true, a company has been formed in New York, 


_ for the purpose of building a railroad to the Pacific, and.it is also 


true that this company has complied with the requirements made 
by the legislature of Texas, in the law.making an appropriation 
of a large scope of country.to any company that would build a 
railroad through that State, from. Red river, near ‘Fulton, in this 
State, to-El.Paso,: New Mexico,.and thence to San Diégo, en the 
Pacific, and-have commenced, the work as required by said act 
of Texas, and have made a deposit in the State treasury of 


$300,000, as a guarantee that the work.shall be done, and the - 


contract complied with. But this should not discourage the 
friends of the Fort Smith route, by.the way of Albuquerque, as 
it possesses advantages over any other route, in being more cen- 
tral, and through a better country and more direet. This route

will connect the Atlantic and Pacific oceans in a more direct : 


line than any yet discovered or surveyed—having all the advan- 
tages of timber, coal, stone, and iron ore—all of which are inex- 
haustible, affording ample materials for building the road through 
its whole extent. It. will be seen, by consulting maps upon whieh 


lines have been drawn, by several different engineers, that -a ` 
railroad from .Charleston, on the Atlantic, by the way of Fort | 


Smith and Albuquerque, crossing the Sierre Nevada at Canon . 


de Uvas, or Grape Pass, to San Francisco, will connect the two 


oceans in a direct line, and will possess advantages over the | 


southern route, from the fact that San Francisco is more central, 
and commands the whole trade of California, and possesses a 
larger and more commodious harbor, for large merchant: ship& 
that will be engaged in the trade of that ocean, than that of San 


Diego, or any other point. In fact, San Francisco, as a harbor | 


and the terminus for the Pacific railroad, will afford .more and 


| 


better accommodations, for all of our possessions on the Pacific, | 


than any other point now known. 

This route possesses so many advantages, that the citizens of 
St. Louis have come to the conclusion to build the Pacific road, 
from that city, by way of Springfield, Mo., to the south-west cor- 


..ner of that State, thence along the route to Albuquerque, to San 


Francisco. This.will cut off most: of the trade, on the north, 
from Arkansas, while the road through Texas will be tapped by 
Vicksburg, at one point, and by New Orleans at another, which 
will divert the trade from our State, through Mississippi and 
Louisiana. This, I-conceive, will be the result of a policy pursued 
by some of the leading men of our State—giving “ aid and com- 
fort” to the project of building railroads through other States, 


: without using all the means and influence in their power, to. ex- 


tend the road immediately through our own State, on a direet 
line with San Francisco. I have looked upen this state of things 
for along time, with a fear of the result alluded to above, and 
though I may finally be mistaken, yet I think time will prove m 
fears to have been too well grounded.‘ a 
However, I hope that this matter may be taken into considera- 
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tion by the Legislature, and that a different policy will be pur- 
sued by the leading men of the State—one that will secure to 
ther the building of the great Pacific Railroad directly through 
the center of her territory. . l 

‘I forgot to`mention in the proper place, that the amount of 
stock stibscribed to this company, is about $115,000. A larger 
‘amount could have been secured by a little exertion, and what 
‘has been obtained, was put down in a very short time. In the 
event of the land falling to the company, which was granted to 
the State by Congress, I ain certain a very large amount of stock 
-will be subscribed. on

CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


ENciNEER's Orrice, A. P. R. R. 
. * . Forli Smith, Aug. 10, 1854. 
To the President ‘and Directors of the 
Arkansas Pacific Railroad Company: | 
"GeNTLEMEN— Having been employed by you to survey the route 
of the A. P. R. R., a branch of the Cairo and Fulton Railroad, 
from Fort Smith to Little Rock, by way of Dardanelle, I have 
tlie honor to inform you that I have completed the work confided 
to me, and herein communicate the results which have been ar- 
Tived ‘at. n 
À party having been organized, and a suitable camp equipage 
provided, the survey was commenced on the 10th of March, and 
the field work completed in the latter part of May. A brief'de- 
'Séription of the route fixed upon, will be of service to those who 
‘read this report without having the map before them. 
‘Beginning in the eastern part of the town of Fort Smith; the 
‘line runs in a south-easterly direction through the lower part of 
Mazzard prairie, touches the edge of the Arkansas river bottom, 
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in the bend below Knox’s s erosses Vaché Grassé creek 
near the old military road, and continuing nearthe same, passes 
through Grand Prairie, leaving Judge Aldridge's about half a 
mile to the south. In continuation, after, leaving both of the 
Short Mountains to the north, it crosses Shoal creek just below 
Sadler's mills, and is carried down Delaware creek, and across 
Dardanelle mountain, in the gap through which the military road 
passes, and thence to ihe town of Dardanelle. Crossing the Ar- ` 
kansas river at that place, the line is carried a little north of 
Wilson Barnett's, and crosing Point Remove creek a mile above 
Emsy Wilson's it passes a mile or more north of Lewisburg. 
Thence it is continued, near the military road, to within two or 
three miles of the Cadron. Here, the most direct course towards 
Little Rock would still take us along the military road, and across 
the Cadron near its mouth; but the Cadron mountain presents 
so formidable an obstacle in that direction, that I was obliged, 
very reluctantly, after a thorough examination of the country, 
to adopt a more circuitous route. The line was therefore car- 
ried across the Cadron, about two miles above the military road, ` 
and, after continuing for four miles along the northern base of 
the Cadron mountain, it passes through'a gap in the latter, and 
turns southwardly towards Little Rock. | E 

From Fort Smith to the Cadron gap, a distance of one hundred 
and fifteen miles, the route is at no place more than thrce miles 
from an air line, between the two points. But from the Cadron 
gap to Little Rock, independently of the great bend the line 
makes at the former point, it is rendered much more tortuous in 
consequence of mountains interposing on the direct route. 

But to resume the description of the route: From the Cadron 
gap, avoiding a hilly country, on the right, and the overfiowed 
land of the Palarmé bayou on the left, fhe line is continued nearly 
south to within 1¥ miles of the mouth of the Palarmé, when it 
crosses that stream, and passes the Padarmé mountain in a gap, 
three miles from where that mountain abuts upon the Arkansas 
river. Here the line strikes the military road again, and con- 
tinues along and near it to the north bank of the Arkansas river, 
opposite Little Rock, where it is proposed to connect with the 
Cairo and Fulton Railroad. — 

The accompanying profile of the line will show the depth of 
cutting and filling required to grade the road ; from which it will 
be seen that in crossing the Palarmé mountain the work will be 
very heavy. It was with much solicitude that I made a thorough ` 

‘exploration of that mountain, to see if it could not be crossed on 
more favorable terms. A line which wasrun, crossing the moun- 
tain at Jones! gap, four miles east of the adopted route, proved 
to be no less expensive and much more circuitous ; while to pass 
around the end of the mountain, where it abuts upon tlie river, 
would increase the distance some two miles and a half, which, 
estimating the value of a mile of distance saved at $30,000 (and 
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that is less than many engineers put it at), would at once deter- 
mine the location of the line inits present position. - 

It may be a startling proposition to some persons that the sav- 
ing of a mile in the length of a railroad is worth $25,000, although 
the longer might cost just the same amount of,money as the 
shorter. To illustrate the subjéct; I will quote’ from a report. 
made by Col. C. F. M. Garnett, the experienced chief engineer, 
. formerly of the Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad, and at pre- 
sent of the Lynchburg and East Tennessee Railroad. He says: 
« The value of the distance saved varies with the amount of bu- 
siness on a road. Under the supposition that the road will open 
with a trade requiring one mail and passenger train and two 
freight trains, in each direction, daily, it has been estimated that 
on each mile of road, the interest on capital, the cost of repairs, 
and the whole cost of transportation, will be $1,200 per annum, 
which is the interest on $20,000. This is, therefore, taken as the 
value of one mile of distance saved That is Col. Garnett's es- 
timate, on a road doing a domparatively small business; but 
when the road, by the stimulus to enterprise and industry which 
it affords, shall have increased its business three or four fold, the 
value of the mile saved becomes greatly enhanced. Hence the 
great importance of locating railroads as nearly as possible on 
air lines, between their termini. . l 

It has been said before, that the route is very direct to the Cad- 
ron gap. From that point to Little Rock, it is not more eircuit- 
ous than might have been expected in a broken country, so far 
in the interior. In this connection, I will here remark that Capt. 
Barney, who made the survey on the north side of the river, 
kindiy furnished me.with a trace of his line, from near Norristown, 
toits termination on the Cairo and Fulton Railroad. I have 
placed on my map that portion of it between the Cadron and the 
C. & F. R. R. It will be seen that at the Cadron gap the two 
lines are-within a mile-and a half of each other. I am assured 
by Capt. Barney, that from thàt point to the end of his route, the 
country is most favorable to the construction of a railroad, and a 
glance at the accompanying map will show that that portion of ` 
his line, taken in connection with mine, from Fort Smith to the ` 
. Cadron gap, would form a railroad route which, for its near ap- 
proach to an air line, has probably no parallel in the country. 

The propriety of giving that direction to your road, instead of 
carrying it to Little Rock, is a point which does not require dis- 
cussion in this report, as the grant of land, which will go so far 
towards building it, is bestowed by the manificence of Congress 
upon a ** Branch of the Cairo and Fulton Railroad, from Litile 
Rock to Fort Smith.” . 

But the above will show the advantages of your route, as com- 
pared with any other, in the-event that it should be deemed ad- 
visable, at some future day, to connect your road with some other 
one in that direction. 

I have estimated the cost of grading for a road-way, eighteen 
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feet wide in exeavations, and -twelve-feet on embankments. 
These are the dimensions used ón the Memphis and Charleston 
road—one of the best in the country—besides ‘many other rail- 
roads in the south, where the mild winters cause less damaze to 
the embankments and euts, by alternate freezing and thawing, 


- than the northern roads suffer in their rigorous climate. 


In order to secure the cheap working of a railroad in opera- 
tion, much will depend upon its gradients ; that is is to say, the. 
inclination of ascent and descent of its graded surface. The 
more gentle the gradients, the less power will it require to draw 
the trains of cars over the road, and consequently the lighter will 
be the locomotive engines necessary to do the work. "The light 
engine not only causesless wear and tear, and displacement of tlie 
track, than the heavy one (and conrequently lessens the experise 
of keeping it in repair), but consumes less fuel, and makes it pos- 
sible to use a lighter and less expensive rail and superstructure. 
In view of these facts, I am happy to say that your road stands 
on a much more favorable footing than many of the important 
roads of the country. | UMS 

By the subjoined table of gradients, it will be seen that fifty - 
feet to the mile is the maximum grade; and I will take occasion 
to say, thet it is only for a short distance that such a grade ‘is 
found necessary:

The curvature of the road is exhibited in the subjoined table. 
It was necessary, for a distance of 1890 feet, to use a five degree 
curve—the radius being 1146 feet; and for a distance of 1600 
feet, to use a curve of four degrees—radius, 14324 feet. With 
these exceptions, the whole line is reduced to the gentle curva- 


ture of 3 degrees, or less. More than 81 per cent. of the route 


is straight line; a fact which exhibits the alinement of the road. 
in a most flattering aspect. ,

The estimate of $7,500 per mile for the superstructure, is bas- 
ed upon the use of a rail weighing 50 lbs. to the yard (about 784 
tons to the mile), at a cost of $80 per ton, delivered at some 
point on the road. ‘With the comparatively easy grades on your 
road, and in view of the fact that it cannot, for years to come, 

have so heavy a business to do as the great thoroughfares of the 
older States—it is believed that a rail of that weight will be heavy 
enough, until the increased business of the road shall make a 
heavier one necessary, and at the same time enable its owners; 
by its increased receipts, to furnish the same. 

I will remark that 1 have strenuously endeavored to avoid the 

too common error of under-estimating the cost of the work to be 
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done; an error by which many companies have been induced to 
embark i in enterprises, with insufficient means to complete them ; 
resulting always in great embarrassment, and sometimes in in- 
solvency.. 

It wiil be seen by the foregoing, that the cost per mile is esti- 
mated at $16,437 79, which, when compared with the cost of 
some of the leading roads in the United States, presents your 
road in an aspect that should be most encourging to its pr ojec- 
tors and stockholders.

Having seen what will be the probable cost of the road, let us 
examine into the means of the company to build it. 

The act of Congress grants alternate secticns of land, for six 
miles on each side of the railroad; that is to say, six sections, or 
3,849 acres, which amounts to 564 ,480 acres, for the whole dis- 
tance of 147 miles. In the event that the alternate sections, 
: within that distance, fall upon land that is already.taken up, or 
which, being overflow ed, belongs.to tbe State of Arkansas, the 
company have the right of floating, as it is termed, fifteen miles, 
for the purpose of finding land that is vacant. That being the 
case, the company could hardly lose ten per cent. of the granted 
lands, for the lack of unentered lands, but considering that some, 
although a very small portion, will fall upon mountains that bor- 
der upon the line, it is probable that ten per cent. loss, on the 
whole grant, is not far wrong. This would leavé 508,032 acres, 
available for the construction of the road. "The publie lands, 
when far from the facilities of transpo:tation afforded by’ rail- 
roads, are held at a dollar and a quarter per acre. and the most 
of them, in the settled portions of the Union, have been taken up 
at that price. By this process has this great nation extended 
itself, from a narrow line of settlements along the Atlantic coast, 
until the inhabitants of our western borders. begin to consider 
their brethren on the Pacific almost as much their neighbors as 
those on the Atlanic. But the process will riotstop here. The 
territory of Kansas on the north-west, and the State of Texas on 
the south-west. are rapidly ‘settling up, leaving Arkansas, still 
with a sparse Popa on, in the rear. But why does not the

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_emigrant come to Arkansas? Because the Arkansas river is-only 
navigable for a few months in the year, and at the wrong season 
for emigration; because, when he comes,* he sees the evils of a 
lack of facilities for transportation ta be so great, he is unwilling 
to encounter them; and furthermore, because, considering Arkan- 
sas comparatively an old State, he thinks all the desirable lands 
have, of course, been taken up, and therefore, that it is not worth 
the very considerable amount of time and trouble which would 
be necessary to enable him to visit it. ` But give those who are 
aeeking a home in a new country the prospect of convenient 
means of intercourse with “the rest of mankind," and the fine 
lands which border on the. line of the projected railroad from 
here to Little Rock, will be s.ught after and settled with avidity, 
the prices of entered lands will be greatly enhanced, and the un- 
entered lands which will attach to the adopted route, if in the 
hands of a well-managed company, would almost pay for the 
building of the road: Already, between this place and Darda- 
nelle, the country is, in some sections, being rapidly settled by 
emigrants. . 

Knowing as I do, how greatly the building of railroads enhances 
the value of lands adjacent to them, I have no hesitation in 
valuing the 508,032 acres that are available for the. construction 
of the road, at $3 per acre, which will make an aggregate of 
$1,524,096. This amount, deducted from the estimated cost of 
the road, $2,422,964, leaves a balance of $898,869, to be raised 
by subscription. It is needless for me to discuss the modus op- 
erandi by which the money based upon the granted lands is to 
be raised, to assist in building the road.. That is more particu- 
larly the business of the financier, and will, doubtlessly, be pro- 
perly attended to, and be found perfeetly practicable, when the 
proper time arrives. a 

It is apparent, if the foregoing estimate be correct, that this 
company have the. ability, by raising the sum of $898,869—or 
say, $1,009,000—to build a road which will cost $2,422,935, and 
which, when compared with some of the leading railroads in the 
United States, is very cheaply built at that. Is it possible if they 
get the grant of lands, that they will hesitate or falter in so in- 
viting an enterprise? Self-interest, patriotism, every motive 
which can be brought to béar upon the subject, would seem to 
urge them forward. : 

Memphis and Helena are each stretching forth tie hands of 
friendly and profitable intercourse to you, and inviting you to 
meet their advances; while Napoleon and Pine Bluff, though 
somewhat tardy in their movements, secm disinclined to give up 
their chance of a connection by railroad, with this fine region of 
country. 

It is needless for me to make an ‘estimate of the amount of 
business that will be done by the road. In the report which will i

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be made by the president of the company, that question will doubt- 
lessly be discussed with more ability and knowledge of the facts. 
than I can pretend to. I will remark, however, that. notwith- 
standing the proprietors of the road will have to look to the fu- 
ture for a heavy business (arising from an increase of popula- ` 
tion), yet the stimulus to industry and enterprise resulting from 
the operation of a railroad, would cause an increase of produc- 
tion, even in this sparsely populated country, that would astonish 
any one who had not seen the same cause produce like effects. 
It would be a valuable auxiliary to. the missionary and school- 
master, in civilizing thesemi-barbarous Indians who inhabit your. 
borders, and make them producers, instead of conspmers only, as. 
they have heretofore béen; and the rapid influx of population; 
would, undoubtedly soon make a business for the road, which 
would place it on equal footing with similar works in the older. 
States. : 

I have said nothing of the coal, which is found of good quality: 
in many places not distant from the line of the road, between 


‘here and Dardanelle; nor of the lead mines which lie near it, 


some fifteen miles north of Little Rock. These elements of 
wealth, and of profit to the road, it will take time to develop, 
though we may reasonable expect that at no.very distant day, 
coal, and secondarily lead, will be articles of prime importance 
in its business. 

Nothing has been said in this report, either of the Great Pa- 
cific Railroad, which, it is believed, should not at all be brought 
into the question of a railroad from here to Little Rock. If the 
former should be built to this place, the latter, or some other rail- 
road to the eastward, must necessarily go forward, whether with 
or without the aid of those who are engaged in the present en- 
terprise. Therefore, as the “Pacific Railroad” is a. good thing 
of doubtful attainment, a depedenee on which would paralyze 
the energies of your citizens, and thus, probably deprive them 
for an indefinite period of the benefits of a railroad, it would seem 
to be the part of wisdom to.leave it out of the question alto- 
gether, and, with proper self-reliance, bend all your energies.to 
the accomplishment of your purposes, with the means you have 
at your command. p 

Before closing this report, { wish to tender my grateful ac- 
knowledgments to those gentlemen along the line of the road, 
who have rendered me assistance in getting a correct knowledge 
of the country. Iam indebted to Capt. Barney, the accomplish- 
ed engineer of the Fort Smith Branch of the Cairo and Fulton 
Railroad, for his kindness in furnishing me with several facilities 
for.prosecuting my office work. I take pleasure, also, in ac- 
knowledging my indebtedness to Messrs. Going and Calhoun, my 
assistants, and to the other young gentlemen: who formed my 
corps, for their zealous and efficient assistance in. the labors of 
the survey.

Str:—Under “an act directing the Attorney General to file a 
bill in chancery to divest the trustees of the. Real Estate Bank of, 
the assets of that institution,” approved 12th January, 1853, the 
Governor was authorized to.employ two efficient and eminent 
lawyers to aid in the prosecution of said cause. 

| e the 10th August, 1853, under the authority and for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, I appointed you as one of the lawyers, and on the 
20th August, 1853, I appointed Gen. James Yell, as the other. 

The great anxiety which I feel on the subject of having the 
law executed, induces me to address this letter to you, asking 
. what has been done by you undér your appointment, and why 
the bill was not filed in time for proper service on all the parties 
before the term of the circuit court in Pulaski county, which com- 
menced on the Ist Monday of December, 1853., ' 

The next term of the circuit court in Pulaski county will com- 
mence on the ist Monday of June, 1854. Ifthe bill be not pre- 
pared and filed soon, so as to have ample time to obtain service 
on all the parties, the cause will be delayed, and little or noth- 
` ing done in it before the next session of the General Assembly. 
I hope therefore, (as this matter has already been too long de- 
layed,) that you, yourself will prepare such a bill as is required 
to accomplish the objects of the law, in the most certain and ex- 
peditious manner; and cause the same to be filed as early as 
practicable, so that abundant time may be had.to obtain legal 
service on all the parties before the next term of the circuit court 
in Pulaski county. f 

You will be pleased to state in reply to this letter, whether 
you will attend to preparing the bill in the manner and within 
such time as I have hereinbefore indicated, ‘so that I may have 
some official information that this important case will be attend- 
ed to without failure, and without delay.

State, passed and approved, on the 26th day of October, 1836, 
it was (amongst other things.) enacted and provided that there. | 
should be established in this State a bank under the name and style 
of “The Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas,” with an origi-' 
nal cash capital of two millions of dollars, to beraised on loans or 
negotiations, on the security of real property at its cash value, 
with the guarantee of the public credit as therein provided; —that 
hooks of subscription to the sum of $2,250,000, divided into shares 
of $100 each, and intended to secure the said loan of $2,000,000, 
should be opened on the first Monday next after the passage of 
said act;—that in order to facilitate the Real Estate Bank in 
the negation ofsaid two millions of dollars, the faith and credit 
of the State was thereby pledged for. the security of the capital 
and interest; and that two thousand bonds of one thousand dol- 
lars each, payable i in twenty-five years, and bearing interest at 
the rate of five per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, should: 
be subscribed by the Governor to the,order of the said Real Es- 
tate Bank, countersigned by the treasurer, and under the seal of

And that 
the amounts thereafter to fall and become due from stockholders, 
on tlieir notes or bonds given for their stock credits as aforesaid, 
whether installments or interest, should be paid at the time and 
in the manner prescribed in the charter and fixed. by the terms 
of such notes or bonds, each. being entitled, however, to the same 
' privilege, whatever may be the.form.of his bonds or note so giv- 
en, and whether it be in the form of a stock note, or à note or 
bond payable at a day certain with personal security ; and that 
the legal representative of any stockholder deceased, or who 
might thereafter depart this life, by giving their-own note or 
bond with personal security, might have the same privilege of 
paying by installments that their testator or intestate would 
have had. 2 ' IEEE 
In payment of-all which debts said parties of the second part 
were empowered and required to receive the notes of said bank, 
or its branches, if offered, at par: Provided however, That said 
trustees should proceed to collect and recover all moneys due on 
judgments in favor of said bank; and all debts then. in suit and 
prosecuted by said bank, where the defendant or defendants 
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were, or had been endeavoring to defend against and altogether 
avoid, the payment of the same in specie, and as soon as by law 
they might be enabled so to do; but provided further, 'That if in 
any such case the trustees should ascertain that the attempt to 
coerce the immediate payment of any such debt will result in 
the loss of the same, or of a considerable portion thereof, and it 
could be saved by an extension of indulgence, they might, by an 
unanimous vote of the executive board thereinafter created, but - 
not otherwise, nor for any other cause. or reason whatever, extend 
ihe time of payment to sucli time, and on such terms as they 
might deem expedient, so that the same should be collected in the 
space of eight years from the 1st of January, next after the date 
of said. deed at furtherest; and, provided further, That where any 
debt was secured by deed of trust on property, the executive 
board should either proceed to enforce such deed by suit or sale, 
or should extend the time of payment as in other cases, as the 
nature of the case might require; but that Col. Richard M. John- 
son should be permitted, at any time within one year from the 
date of said deed, to furnish and deliver to said trustees thirty: 
bonds of the State, of any of the bonds issued to said bank, ex- 
cept those hypothecated as aforesaid, upon furnishing which and 
‘paying all the interest on his debt to said bank which should then 
be due, his deed of trust theretofore executed to said bank should 
be cancelled. 

.. And provided further, That any debtor of said bank who should, 
thereafter be the holder of any of said 1,550 bonds, should: be . 
credited upon any of his indebtedness to said bank, for and with 
the amount of interest and exchange falling due on the bonds:so 
held by him from time to time, and at every time when said in- 
terest and exchange should fall and become due. 

. And it was in'and by said deed further agreed by the parties 
thereto, that said trustees might, at discretion, compound any. 
debt or debts due or owing to or by said party of the first part, en-. 
ter into, sign and execute, seal and deliver any bargain, or deed 
of composition, compromise or assignment, of or with any person 
indebted to said party of the first part, who should become or be 
insolvent, or unable to make punctual payment, ahd might re- 
ceive or dispose of property, real or personal, in payment of debts 
due to or owing by said party of the first part, and also might 
make any such agreement or arrangement as should be deemed 
reasonable, with any person possessing any security given by said: 
party of the first part upon any estate or other property of, or 
holden by it, or by any of its creditors, by way of judgment, levy, 
bailment or otherwise, in order to procure such estate to be ex- 
onerated from the lien or charge—and also might sell any of the 
said trust property for money, to be paid on a future day, or on. 
credit, for any security, by. way of bill of exchange, or other- 
wise, a3 said trustees should think expedient; and might compro- 
mise all matters which might be in dispute, or submit the same 
to arbitration ; and might sell and convert into money, all contin 
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gent interests and securities which.could not be immediately en- 
forced with a prospect of advantage, and all debts which should 
be deeníed bad or doubtful, or which cannot be collected in the 
manner thereinbefore specially provided. 

And it was thereby further agreed that the naming of any debt 
or debts in any schedule thereto annexed should not prevent the 
parties of the first or second part from calling in question or con- 
troverting the amount of the same or taking any course at law or 
in equity to have the same disallowed,or adjusted, and that, if the 
demand of any creditor should be stated as being greater or 
smaller than it really was, such creditor should be entitled to the 
benefit of said deed, upon and for, and only upon and for, the 
amount which might be found to be justly due him. 

: And the said party of the first part, in and by said deed named, 
constituted and appointed said parties of the second.part, and 
their successors and survivors, to be its attorneys irrevocable, in 
their names, or in the name of the said party of the first part, or 
otherwise howsoever as the case might require, but to and for 
the trusts therein ‘described, to demand, sue for, recover, and 
receive the outstanding debts, interests, trusts, property and 
effects aforesaid, and to institute, prosecute and defend. all such 
suits and processes at law or in equity; and to execute, perform, 
and transact all such deeds, and writings, acquittances, acts, 
matters and things, as should be necessary or expedient, to carry 
into effect the trusts, uses, intents or purposes therein declared 
or contrived, and to make settlement with any and all present 
or former officers or agents of said bank, as fully and effectually 
as said party. of the first part could in any wise do, if said deed 
had not been made. 

And it was further declared and agreed by and between the 
parties of said deed, that each.ofsaid trustees, and their succes- 
sors, should give bond with security, approved in writing by any 
three stockholders in said bank, owning not less than 50 shares 
of stock, each to the attorney of the bank, for the time being, by 
name and his successors, for the benefit of all persons concerned 
or interested, in the sum of twenty thousand dollars, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of all duties imposed upon 
them under and by virtue of said deed, and for the faithful exe- 
cution of the trusts thereby created ; and that for and during the 
^ space of two years from the date of said deed, there should be 
five committees of said trustees, each to consist of three mem- 
bers, and each to act as asssignees of said trustees ; one commit- 
tee at each place where the principal bank and branches of said 
bank were then situate, and that the following named trustees 
should constitute said committees, to wit: The committee at 
Little Rock should consist of James S. Conway, Carey A. Harris, 
and Sam. C. Roane; at Columbia, of Sandford C. Faulkner, 
Anthony H. Davies and Silas Craig; at Helena, of Henry L. 
Biscoe, William F. Moore, and John Preston, jr.; at Washington, 
of Daniel T. Witter; George Hill, and Enoch J. Smith; and at 
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EE em of John Drennen, Robert S. Gibson, and Lorenzo N. 
arke 

And it was thereby further declared and ‘agreed that the duties 
and powers of each of said committees should be to take charge 
of the books and papers of the respective offices of said bank, 
to attend to the arrangement and collection of the debts due to 
said bank, and the taking and renewal of notes, to determine 
upon the sufficiency of security offered ; to make settlement with 
the officers and agents of said bank, respectively ; ; to pay out all 
deposits then on hand, and all balances due to officers ; and 
generally to do, perform and exercise allsuch acts, duties and 
powers, as said trustees may lawfully, and in their discretion, 
delegate to them, as committees and agencies ; that the members 
of said committees should act without compensation, except when actu- 
ally engaged in the performance of the trusts aforesaid, when each 
should receive as his compensation the sum of three ‘dollars, for 
every day during which he should be engaged; Provided, how- 
ever, that no member of said committeee at Little Rock should 
be entitled to charge for more than 180 days in any one year; 
and that no member of any other committee should be entitled 
to charge for more than 75 days in any one year. 

And it was thereby further declared and agreed, that there 
should be an executive board of said trustees, to consist of one 
member from each committee, who should meet at Little Rock; 
at least twice in each year, on the first Monday of June and De- 
cember, and at any other time when two members thereof shall 
call a meeting and notify the residue thereof ;—that the members 
of said executive board should receive in full pay for their ser- 
vices, the same compensation as was then allowed to the mem- 
bers of the central board of said bank, and such other traveling 
expenses as might be necessarily incurred in the discharge of 
their duties ;—that the duties of said executive board should be 
to make setilements, pay off liabilities, and to do all other acts 
and things, and exercise all powers, which by that deed said 
trustees were authorized to do and execute, in the name of said 
trustees or otherwise, howsoever, and which were not, by said 
deed, required to be done by or conferred upon said committees; 
or which might not be by said trustees delegated to said com- 
mittees: that each committee should, whenever any funds were 
received, forward the same to said executive board, and that each 
committee should report to said executive board at each regular 
meeting of said board, or as often as they might be required by 
the said board to do so, a full statement of the proceedings and 
of the condition and situation of the'affairs entfüsted to them,— 
that until the first day of July next, after the date of said deed, 
or until their successors were elected as thereinafter provided; 

gaid executive board should consist of said Harris, Discoe, Faulk- 
ner, Witter and Clarke, who should immediately enter on the 
discharge of their duties, and that previous to the said first day 
of July (then) next, each committee should elect one of its num- 
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ber a member of said board, and that, from time to time, said ex- 
ecutive board should remain unchanged, except a vacancy should . 
be caused by removal, resignation, death or otherwise, until the | 
expiration of two years from the date of said deed, and that ; 

- each committee should be authorized to fill any vacancy in its : 
own number, and in its representation in the executive board, 
the concurrence of two members: being in every case necessary 
to a choice. . | 

__ And it was in and by said deed further declared and agreed, - 
that at the expiration of two years from the date thereof, the | 
said trustees, or a majority of them, should meet at Little Rock, | 
on a day to be fixed by said executive board, and there elect | 
five of their number, who shall thereafter be sole trustees, and - 
receive thereafter the same compensation thereby provided for said ex- ` 
ecutive board, three of whom should thereafter remain at Little Rock; | 
and that said residuary trustees should thereafter fill any vacan- 
cies oécurring in their own number by election, the concurrence : 
of three members being in every case necessary to a choice; and | 
that each of said committees should immediately, on the expira- | 
tion of said term of two years from the date of said deed, forward 
to said residuary trustees at Little Rock, all the books, papers, : 
records, funds, and assets, effects, and property of said bank in | 
their hands, and the duties of said committee should then ceasé 
and determine. "That each of said committees, except the one at 
Little Rock, might employ à competent clerk, who should enter | 
into bond, with security approved by such committee, to said' 
trustees, their successors and survivors, in the sum of $20,000,. - 
conditioned for the faithful performance of all duties devolving : 
on him as such clerk, and that he would duly account for all 
moneys and assets coming to his hands ; and who should receive 
a compensation not exceeding $1,000 per annum in full for all. 
his services. 

And it was thereby further declared and agreed that Thomas | 
W. Newton should be the cashier and secretary of said execu- | 
tive board, and of said residuary trustees, as well as of said com- : 
mittee at Little Rock, and should have charge of all funds com- ` 
ing to the hands of said committee, board or residuary trustees, 
and keep full, and regular, and complete accounts and books of 
all the acts and doings, receipts and disbursements of said com- . 
mittee, board and residuary trustees; which books should be 
open to the inspection of any stockholder at any time. That if 
said Newton should resign his said office, or the same should at 
any time otherwise become vacant, it should be filled by an 
election of said executive board or residuary trustees, and that : 

‘each cashier and secretary should give bond with security to be 
‘approved by said board or residuary trustees to said trustees or; - 
their successors or survivors for the benefit of all persons inte- : 
rested or concerned, in the sum of $50,000, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of all the duties devolving on him, and that 
he would truly account for all moneys and assets coming to his 
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hands; and that said committees should have the same control 
over their clerks, and said executive board and residuary trus: 
tees over their cashier and secretary, as the directors of said 
bank had over their cashiers, by. the charter and ordinances, 
rules and regulations of said bank, : 

And it was in and by said deed, further declared and agreed, 
that Albert Pike should be the attorney for said trustees, and in 
that capacity shall be their legal adviser, and shall prosecüte and 
defend all suits brought by or against said trustees or said bank, 
or wherein said trustees or.said bank should be interested, and' 
perform all other duties imposed on: him, as such’ attorney, by 
said trustees; that the compensation of said cashier and secre- 
tary should be $1,200 per annum, and of said’ attorney $2,250 
per annur, in full of all their services. That said cashier and 
secretary, and the attorney should be removable from office by 
Baid executive board, or residuary trustees for any misfeasance, 
malfeasance, or nonfeasance in office, whenever the same shall 
be ascertained by said board or residuary trustees. "That said 
trustees should have full power and authority to appoint, employ 
and remove any other necessary agents, attorneys, assistants 
and clerks, and fix, determine and pay them a reasonable com: 
pensation for their services; and that if any vacancy in the office 
of trustee, thereby required to be filled, should not be filled 
within three months, the same might be filled by any chancellor 
in this State, having jurisdiction, upon the application of any 
person interested. 

And it was thereby further declared and agreed, that said ex- 
ecutive board might call a meeting of said trustees, at the city of 
Little Rock, whenever they might deem it necessary and expedi- 
ent; and that each trustee attending such meeting should recieve 
the same pay for his traveling expenses as was then allowed to 
the central board of said bank, in addition to his per diem pay 
thereinbefore provided for. "That & majority of each committee 
and of the execütive board and residuary trustees, should govern 
in all cases of a difference of opinion, except where it was other- 
wise specially provided ; nor should it be necessary for the whole 
number of either, or of said trustees to unite in doing any act 
whatever, except where it was therein specially provided; and 
that wenever it should become necessary tor said trustees to exe- 
cute any deed for lands, tenements or hereditaments, they may 
jointly or severally, by letter of attorney, authorize one of their 
number.to éxecute and acknowledge such conveyance, and that 
any one of said trustees, or their successors, might beremoved from 
office for any misfeasance, malfeasance, or nonfeasance, whenever 
the same should be ascertained and determined by any court of 
chancery in this State having jurisdiction; and that in case of 
the oceurrence of any misconduct of any one of said trustees, 
said executive board or residuary trustees, might, by an unani- 
mous vote, on charges distinctly preferred, suspend the offending 
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cae until the determination of the proper court could be ob- 
tained. 4 
And ‘it was in and by. said deed further declared and agreed, 
that said trustees should have power to compel all stockholders, 
who had not perfected their titles or mortgages to. the lands 
mortgaged to them by said bank, to proceed to do so with all 
réasonable speed, and.to secure said bank, the State, and the 
bondholders, in conformity to the true intent and meaning of said 
charter. | 
And it was thereby further declared and agreed, that immedi- 
ately upon and after the execution of said deed, each of the 
hoards of directors of said bank shall deliver over to said respec- 
tive committees all the effects, books, papers, notes, and other 
evidences of debt, and all the moneys, bills, notes payable, and 
other assets in their possession, including all the circulation and 
notes of said bank on hand ; and that all such circulation and 
notes should be forthwith registered, cancelled and transmitted 
to said executive board, and by the said board burned; and that 
any circulation thereafter received by said committees, should 
" be disposed of in like manner, whenever the sum of $25,000 
should be received by said board and on hand. . 
And it was thereby further declared and agreed, that if the 
holders of the bonds of the State, the payment whereof was 
therein provided, would take and receive all the assets of said 
bank, assume all its liabilities, and release and discharge all the 
stockholders of said bank from the obligations created by their 
&tock bonds and by their mortgages, so far as the payment of 
said. stock bonds and-interest is secured thereby, the said trus- 
tees, their successors and survivors, may enterinto and complete 
such arrangement, and all powers necessary to enable them to 
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carry the same into full effect, was thereby conferred upon them. . 


And it was thereby further declared and agreed, that it was 
not the intention of the said parties of the first part, by the said 
deed, to surrender or forfeit the charter of said bank, if the same 
could by law be retained, and the trusts in the said deed declared, 
at the same time carried into effect ; but that the several boards of 
directors and presidents and central board should still exist and 
be regularly elected, to the end that said bank might, after the 
completion of the trusts therein created, still continue, if it be 
deemed expedient by the stockholders,to exercise the powers and 
privileges conferred by. said charter; but that no acts, duties, 
matters or things should be done by said directors, central board, 
er presidents, inconsistent with the! trusts therein created, 
until said trusts were completed; and that no salary should thence- 


forth be paid or allowed to any officer of said bank as such; and. 


that if the Legislature of said Státe should thereafter pass any 


law in regard to or affecting said bank, or the trust therein cre- ' 


ated, which the said trustees might, in their discretion, deem 
advantageous to said bank, and to the parties interested in this 
assignment, they might regard the same and conform their action 
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; thereto; but if not they should disregard such law if they could 
legally do so. 

And further, that in case the judgment of the Pulaski cuit 
court in favor of Rawdon, Wright & Hatch, against said bank, 
should be affirmed by the Supreme Gourt of the State of Arkan- 
sas, the said trustees should forthwith pay the same, in prefer- 
ence to all other claims, and release the funds held in pledge, by 
securities of said bank, in the supersedeas bond.in said case. 

And further, that no trustee should in any case become secu- 
rity for another trustee, or for any clerk, or for the cashier and 
secretary in the bond required by that deed to be given by each. 

And finally, that all the grants thereby made to, and all the 
powers thereby vested in, and privileges conferred upon said 
trustees, should, at the expiration of two years from the date of 
said deed, enure and pass to, and vest absolutely, fully and com- 
pletely in ‘said residuary trustees alone. 

And further, that all and singular, the grants made to, and the 
poweis and privileges vested in, and conferred upon said trus- 
tees, by that deed were declared to be made to and vested in 
them and their successors and coe to be exercised as there- 
inbefore defined. 

And the said parties of the second! part did, in and by the said 
deed, covenant with the said party of the first part, and its credi- , 
tors, ‘that said parties of the second part should and would exe- 
cute and perform the trusts in them thereby reposed, to the best 
of their judgment and discretion; Provided, always, And it was 
thereby agreed that each trustee, for the time being, his execu- 
tors or administrators should not be liable or accountable for 
more money or effects than he should receive, nor for any loss oP 
damage which might happen thereto, except the same should 
arise by or through his own wilful default, and that each should 
' be answerable for himself, and not for the others. 

And it was in and by said deed declared to be understeod, that 
any additions, corrections, or alterations, might be made in the 
schedule thereto annexed, for the more full and accurate speci- 
fication of the matters: and things therein contained, or intended 
to be contained. That the cashier and secretary should be al- 
lowed to occupy the banking house in Little Rock, so long as it 
remained undisposed of; and that it should be the duty ‘of the 
executive board, as the ‘business of the board drew to a close, 
. and the duties of the cashier and secretary were rendered less 
arduous, to reduce in a proper ratio, at their discretion, the sal- 
ary fixed by said deed for said cashier and secretary, and that 
the attorney for the bank should be allowed to occupy a room in 
the banking house as his office, while the same remained undis- 
posed of. 

Which said deed was signed by the President, and sealed with 
' the corporate seal of said | bank; and was also executed by thir- 
teen of the said trustees, to wit: by said Roane, Clarke, Witter, 
Hill, Drennen, Preston, Faulkner, Davies, Moore, Craig, Biscoe, 
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Harris and Smith; and after having- been acknowledged by a. 
portion of the parties thereto, was duly recorded in the Record-, 
er’s office of said county of Pulaski; all of which matter and| 
things, by à true copy of said deed and the general schedule: 
thereto attached, (the original not being in the power or under 
the control of your Oratrix), herewith filed marked A, No. 1, and - 
prayed to be made part of this bill of complaint, will more fully 
and at large appear. . 

: And your Oratrix would further represent, that immediately: 
after the execution of said deed, said Roane, Clarke, Gibson,| 
Hill, Drennen, Preston, Faulkner, Davies, Moore, Craig, Biscoe, 
and Smith, qualified and accepted the said trust, and received 
and took possession of the assets, property and effects in said 
deed mentioned; and said Harris, about that time, departed this: 
life, and said Conway and Witter having refused to accept said. 
trust or qualify, the said James H. Walker, Lambert Reardon 
and Ebenezer Walters were appointed in the place and stead of 
said Harris, Conway and Witter, on the 3d day of January, 1843, 
‘and thereupon said Walker, Reardon and. Walters accepted the | 
said trust, and executed proper bonds, and they and the residue: 
of said original trustees continued tobe the trustees of said bank, 
and as such to- have the control of said assets, up to and until 
the 2d day of April, A. D. 1844, when under the provisions of 
said deed, a majority of said trustees met at their office at Little:

Your Oratrix further represents that said Albert Pike and Tho- 
mas W. Newton, immediately after the execution of said deed, 
accepted the respective appointments conferred upon them; said 
Pike has from thence continued to be and still is the attorney 
and legal adviser of.said trustees, under said deed; and said New- - 
ton continued to act as and to be the cashier and secretary of 
said trustees until on or about the day of August, A. D. 
1853, when he departed this life; and afterwards onthe 17th day

of November, 1853, said Gordon N. Peay was appointed in the

Your Oratrix further charges that, although said deed pur- 
ports on its face to have been made for the purpose of securing 
the creditors of said bank, and to indemnify the State against the: 
payment of said bonds, she avers that the principal and real ob- 
ject was to place the assets beyond the reach or control of the 
State, and in such pesition that the authorities of the State could 
` have no voice in the management or administration thereof. 
That all of the said fifteen original trustees, under said assign- 
ment, were presidents or directors of said bank and branches, 


and all members of the said central board that passed the ordi- : 


nance directing the said assignment, and said deed, was made by 
them, acting in the name of said bank—they at the same time . 
being the directors, corporators, and the members of the central 
board—took said assignment to themselves, and were in fact the 
only acting parties on both sides; and your Oratrix avers that 
all of the persons who concocted and planned, and made, and 
executed said deed—acting in the name of the bank—and who 
appointed themselves trustees under and to execute the said 
deed, were each of them at the time largely indebted to said 
bank; and all of those who have since acted as trustees, were 
largely indebted to said bank; and that said deed was fraudulent- 
ly made by them, and the trusts therein declared have been 
since managed as hereinafter stated, in order that said trustees 
might retain in their own hands the control of the said debts so 
due by them—without molestation on the part of the State—and 
thereby prevent their collection; and your Oratrix avers that the 
debts so due by them still remain unpaid, and in fact the debts 
of many of the trustees are much larger now than they were at 
the date of said- deed; and although it is provided and strictly 
enjoined upon said trustees, that all of the debts due said bank, 


except stock debts, should be collected and applied to the ob- |

. Your Oratrix further represents, that after said bank had, by. 
the execution of said deed, put it out of its power to perform the ` 
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duties imposed upon it by the charter, and had attempted there-' 
by, notwithstanding the immense interest in and the undoubted 
right under the charter, to a voice in the management and con- 
trol of the affairs of said institution, to prevent the State from 
exercising the rights reserved to her in said charter, as might be 
expected, much dissatisfaction was manifested by the authorities, 
citizens, and tax-payers of said State, and others interested in! 
the faithfül application of.said assets; and the interest of the 
State and stockholders requiring that the assets of said bank 
should be preserved, guarded, protected, and properly adminis- 
tered, and applied to the payment of its debts, to avoid involving 
. Said assets in difficulties, disputes and litigation, an act was 

passed by the General Assembly of the said State, entitled: *An 
act to settle and liquidate the affairs of the Real Estate Bank of 
the State of Arkansas," approved January 31, 1848, in and by 
which said act the assets were directed to be placed'in the hands 
of fifteen trustees, to be administered and applied upon substan- 
tially the same terms 'and manner as provided for in said deed— 
the chief difference between said aet and said deed being that, 
by the said act, five.of the trustees were to be selected by the 
legislature, and the other ten by the.stockholders; and although 
it was but just and right that the State and stockholders should 
have had the management and control of said assets, and the 
State should at léast have had a voice in relation thereto; and 
although said trustees were repeatedly requested and urged so 
to do—true to their original purpose! and design iw making said 
deed to themselves, to have the control and management of their 
own debts, and those of their friends and favorites, in their own 
hands—the said trustees absolutely refused to accept or notice 
said act of the legislature, and openly disregarded and set the 
same at defiance. 

Your Oratrix further represents that afterwards, to wit: on the” 
20th day of July, 1844, upon writ of quo warranto, issued out of 
the Supreme Court of said State, at the suit and on the applica- 
tion of the State, the said charter of the said bank was, by the 
judicial sentence and judgment of the said Supreme Court of the 
State of Arkansas, declared.to be forfeited because of the execu- 
tion 6f said deed of assignment; and thereupon in virtue of the 
said sentence of the said Supreme Court, all the'rights, franchi- 
ses and liberties theretofore granted to said bank, were seized 
into the hands of the State and reclaimed, by means whereof said 
bank on that day ceased to exist. : 

. Your Oratrix further states, that notwithstanding said trustee 
disregarded said act of the legislature, and even denied the visi- 
torial power' or right of the State to inquire into the affairs of 
said Dank, so entrusted to them, as it was supposed that said 
trustees would in good faith execute the said trust, and that it 
would be detrimental to the interest of the beneficiaries, no pro- 
ceedings were instituted against said trustees, ard as a choice of 
- evils, the State acquiesced in the said deed; but by an investi- 


-~ 
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gation and report, made by a committee for that purpose, at the 
last session of the General Assembly—although said examina 
tion was necessarily partial, and doubtless incomplete, such facts 
were disclosed as imperatively demanded that some steps should 
be taken to protect the interests of the State, and to prevent the 
remainder of the assets from being misapplied and wasted; and 
thereupon, by an act of said General Assembly, entitled “an act 
directing the Attorney General to file a bill in chancery, to divest 
the trustees of the Real Estate Bank of the assets of that insti- 
tution,” approved Jannary 12, 1853, this suit was required to be 
instituted, and this bill is exhibited in pursuance of said act and 
of the act supplemental thereto, approved on the same day, and 
independent of said act, is instituted by authority and direction 
of the Executiue of the State, as a means of having executed the 
laws guarding the interest of the State and others, in the assets 
of said bank, and to require defendants to render such account 
as is herein sought. .' 

Your Oratrix further represents that, from the fact that said 
trustees and their agents and officers have always refused to 
recognize the right of the State to inquire into their proceedings; 
under said deed ; and when information has been furnished to 
. the officers of said State, it has not been given as a right, but as 
a matter of grace and favor. Your Oratrix is unable to give 
any complete and specific statement and description of the as- 
sets which came to the hands of said trustees, or of the present 
condition of the affairs of said trust. It is true that the cashier 
and secretary of said trustees, for form's sake, has at times made 
or pretended to make reports to the Governor and legislature ; 
but as such reports merely contained general statements of bal- 
ances and aggregates, withoüt going into details or giving any 
such specifications as would enable any one to know or form any 
conclusion as to the manner in which said trust was being exe- 
cuted, and carefully avoiding any expose of, or giving any clue 
.to, the many breeches of trust on the part of said trustees; and 
your Oratrix charges that such reports were so framed, by direc- 
tion of said trustees, for, the purpose of making a show of fair 
dealing towards the State, and at the same time suppressing all 
such information as would lead to the detection of their wrongful 
acts and proceedings. | 

Your Oratrix further states, that the commissioner appointed 
under the act-of the 31st day of January, A. D. 1843, more than 
a year after said assets had been placed in the hands of said 
trustees, under said deed, made a partial and incomplete exam- 
ination of the affairs of said trust; and in May, 1843, made out 
and filed in the office of the Secretary of State, schedules of the 
property and assets ascertaided by him to be in the hands of said 
trustees, at their several offices ; true copies of which said sched- 
ules are herewith exhibited and prayed to be taken as part here- 
of—the one at Little Rock being marked W 1; the one at Wash- 
ington, W 2; the one at Columbia, W 3; the one at Helena, 
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W 4; and the one at Van Buren, W 5. It is believed that said 
schedules contain a correct list and description (so far as the 
same extends) of assets then in the hands of said trustees; but 
as said schedules were based entirely upon such information as 
said trustees and their agents thought proper to furnish said 
- commissioners, (the said schedules having in several, if not in 
every instance, been made out by and in the handwriting of the 
officers of said trustees, without any personal examination of the 
books and papers by the commissioner), your Oratrix charges. 
that said schedules are incomplete and that said trustees had 
received, and then had on hand, or had converted and disposed 
of divers moneys, bonds, bills, notes, choses in action, evidences 
of debt and property, not mentioned or set forth in said schedule, 
as by the books and papers of said bank and its branches, when 
produced, will appear. Your Oratrix, however, charges that the 
descriptions of the several choses in action therein mentioned 
are correct; and that at least four-fifths of the debts therein 
specified were upon solvent persons, and might and could, by 
the use of dué diligence on the part of said trustees and their 
agents, have been long since collected and applied. to the ex- 
tinguishment of the liabilities provided for in said deed, and she 
submits and insists that said trustees should be charged with all 
the assets in said schedules specified, and be held responsible 
and liable therefor, unless they can discharge themselves in pro- 
per form, and according to the requirements of a court of equity. 

And your Oratrix expressly charges and avers that all the assets 
and property specified in said several schedules, came to the 
hands of said trustees under said deed of trust. 

Your Oratrix fürther showeth that the authorities of said 
State, after having permitted said trustees, under said deed, to 
have the execution of said trust for over ten years—finding that | 
said trustees had not only not paid any part of the interest due 
upon said bonds issued by the State in favor of said bank, for 


the purpose of raising the capital stock thereof; but that, even a - ` 


large amount of the circulation of said bank was still outstand- | 
ing and unredeemed. At the last session of the General Assem- 
bly an investigation of the affairs of the said trust was impera- 
tively demanded and required, at the hands of the Legislature. 
Accordingly, at that session, an investigation in relation thereto 
was instituted; and the committee,.after obtaining such informa- 
tion, as under the circumstances and the peculiar organization 
of legislative bodies and committees, could be obtained, made a 
report ; which, although it must in the nature of things fall far 
short of being complete, discloses such flagrant breaches of trust 
as entitles your Oratrix, and those beneficially interested, to 
have the assets taken out of the hands of said trustees, and call 
them to an account before a court of chancery. 

The tabular statements, marked A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I and 
J, annexed to said report, are herewith exhibited, and prayed to 
be taken and deemed part of this bill of complaint. 


Vv - 
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Your Oratrix represents that said.tabular statements are gen- 
; eral, and.in. many respects incomplete and imperfect; but they. 
` + serve to show, to some extent, the acts and proceedings -of said 
trustees, and the affairs of the trust fund confided to them; nor 
does your Oratrix aver that all. of the statements therein. con- 
tained are correct, but they are introducéd for the purpose of 
requiring said defendants to show wherein and in what particu- 


lars the same are incorrect, erroneous and untrue. 


Your Oratrix further states that, on the 2d day of April, 1842, the date of the said 
deed, the assets amounted to, and said trustees received, under said deed, the sum of

Showing that, the assets received by said Trustees exceeded 
the liabilities of said bank at least $170,000. 

And your Oratrix avers that most of the debts due to said bank. 
were then past due, and all of'them were drawing at least eight 

_ per cent. interest per annum. 

And your Oratrix further charges that a large amount has been 
lost to said trust by the failure and refusal of said trustees to pay 
the notes and circulation of said bank as they are commanded. 
to do in said deed ; and in fact, the holders of said paper have, 
after great delay, been compelled to sue said.trustees; and: by: 
the neglect and improper conduct of said trustees the said trust. 
fund has become liable to pay interest on the outstanding circu- 
lation, and all that is now unredeemed is now and for years past 
has been drawing interest at the rate of sixteen per cent. per an- 
num. That whilst said trustees have refused to pay, and resisted 
the recovery of the amounts of said notes, they have, under an 
extraordinary system. of favoritism, taken from various favored 
persons, (who were perfectly solvent and able to pay), wild and 
-other lands in payment of a vast amount of debts due to said 
trustees; which lands, or a large portion of them, were already: 
mortgaged for stock, and incumbered for twice their actual value. 
That. said debtors, from whom said lands were. accepted, were 
not and had not become ‘insolvent or unable to make prompt 
payment,.but.were solvent and amply able to pay; and said 
lands, so received, were either wild and utterly worthless, or 


a 
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already encumbered. to-far’ beyond. their actual value, and are 
and ever^will be unavailing: to said trust. í 

- But-whilst said trustees are, by said deed of trust, required to 
diligently endeavor: to collect. and realize. the said debts due to 
said bank, they-have habitually- neglected to perform that duty— 


their only object seeming to have been to realize sufficient good - 


money to pay their own salaries and the salaries of their officers 
and. agents. 

And:that, although they are commanded, by said deed, to col- 
lect: said debts; so due them, in specie, and out. of such funds, SO 
collected, to. pay the:liabilities-of said bank, in the order pointed 
out in-said deed, yet they have, in almost every instance, taken 
specie or bills of exchange in:payment of said debts, at twenty- 


five- and thirty: cents. on the dollar, and. generally at the- market . 


value of Arkansas bank paper and bonds, thereby voluntarily 
losing'to said trust-seventy-five cents on the dollar. of said debts. 

And although the: payment-of said bonds is put in. the sixth 
class; and said trustees are, by-said- deed, required to pay all the 


prior ‘classes fir st, in full; yet they have, i in violation of the said 
requirment, before the- second and third classes were paid, taken ` 


the bonds of. said: bank- 4nd. of the State Bank, to a very large 
amount, in payment of said-debts. 
And although upon: receipt of the. bonds aforesaid they were

bound to hold and cancel the same, yet your Oratrix is advised . 
and charges the truth to be that not only such bonds, but even - 


the notes of the said bank; after being. redeemed and received in 


payment of debts, have been put into market by said trustees or : 


their agents and sold again, at-.a: great sacrifice, in violation of 
: said deed of trust, and of their duties as trustees. j 


That three of said residuary trustees have not remained. a£. 


Little Rock; as required by said deed ;.and it has been butsel- `` 


dom that more than one of them has remained as required, and — 


it has frequently been the case, for months at a time, that neither 
trustee, attorhey or cashier were. at Little Rock; but were all 
- absent, without leaving: any one:to. attend to the business of said 
trust. 

That said trustees, so-far-from-having two meetings a year, to 
have reported to them the situation and condition of the affairs 
of said trust, it has frequently happened that said residuary 
trustees have not had one meeting in a year, and have paid but 
little or no attention to. the concerns of said trust; and that in 
no instance have they individually, or-together as a committee, 
attendéd ‘to the renewal of notes.and the taking:of security ; but 
have left this-duty entirely to agents; nor have they had annual 
or semi-annual: reports: of. the ‘condition: of the affairs of said 
trust. 

That although, by said deed of trust, the compensation to said 
residuary trustees is limited to four dollars per day, and traveling 
expenses;: during. the time they were actually engaged in the 
business of said bank; in.committee ; and were to act without 
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compensation, except when engaged in committee and acting to- 
gether, and were limited to not more than one hundred and 
eighty days in any one year; yet although they have entirely 
failed for years to pay any attention to the affairs of said trust, 
or perform any of the duties imposed on them by said deed, your 
Oratrix is advised and charges that, in violation of the express 
provisions of said deed, they have voted to themselves, and each 
“of them have been and are actually receiving, in good funds— 
that is, specie or its equivalent, seven hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum; and to raise that sum they have either sold the 
notes and bonds, received by them in payment of debts, at a 
heavy discount, or have received, on debts due from the debtors 
of said bank, specie at twenty-five to thirty cents on the dollar. 
Your Oratrix further charges that said trustees have not kept 
full, complete and regular accounts and books of all their acts 
and doings, receipts and disbursements, as required by said deed . 
—have not had more than eight meetings within the last eight 
years—and have not had reports and statements of the condi- 
tion of the trust made to them for years at a time; and all and 
each of them from neglect, and uniform inattention, are utterly 
ignorant of the true condition of the affairs of said trust, having. 
left the duties imposed upon them by said deed either to be per- 
formed by others not authorized so to do by said deed or to be 
entirely neglected. 
~ Your Oratrix further charges that said residuary trustees have 
been in the habit of drawing the sum of $750 each per annum, 
by way of compensation as abovestated, when they were largely 
indebted to said trust and the interest on their debts in arrear 
for years past. i | 
Your Oratrix cannot from any source obtain accurate infor- 
. mation as to the present condition of the affairs of the said trust; 
but she charges that there is a large deficit; vast sums received 
and not account for; large amounts lost by indulgence, lapse 
of time, and the statute of limitations, and that many of the notes 
due to said trust are rendered valueless by the fact that no steps 
have been taken, or taken in proper time, by said trustees, or 
‘their agents to secure the same or to obtain renewals thereof, or 
by taking insufficient security therefor. 
Your Oratrix further charges that said residuary trustees and 
their agents have not paid any attention to the commands of 
-said deed, directing them as speedily as possible to make collec- 
tions and to discharge the liabilities of said bank in the order 
pointed out; but have only made collections to pay themselves— 
mot the compensation allowed by the deed for the time they have 
been actually engaged in committees and otherwisein discharge 
of the duties of said trust; but the $750 received by each of them 
—not for attending to the duties of the trust; but uniformly 
neglecting the same. 
Your Oratrix further charges that notwithstanding more than 
twelve years have elapsed since the execution of said deed— 
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startling as it may seem—the liabilities are larger now by over 
$800,000 00 than they were on the day said deed was executed; 
of the circulation and notes of said bank there are still outstand- 
ing and unredeemed, $51,980 00—the most, if not all of which, 
is, and has been for years past, drawing interest at the.rate of 
sixteen per cent. per annum, and will have to be paid in specie; 
said trustees have on hand but 163 of the bonds issued by the 
State in favor of said bank, taken by them in payment of debts, 
all the other of the said 1,530 bonds with interest from the Ist of 
July, 1841, are still outstanding and unpaid, the said trustees not 
having paid a cent towards the interest accrued thereon. 

Your Oratrix further represents that 500 of the bonds issued 
by the State in favor of said Real Estate Bank, and 38 of those 
in favor of the State Bank, are held by the treasury department 


of the United States, and that all of the “five per cent. fund? - 
which has accrued to the State since the Ist of January, 1841, 


has, under a joint resolution of Congress, approved 3d March, 
1845, been retained, and applied to the payment of the interest 
. on said bonds—and the sum of $41,947 29.100, part of said fund 
accrued up to the 1st January, 1853, has been so retained and 
applied to the payment of the interest of said 500 Real Estate 
Bank bonds—being the only interest that has been paid on 
any of said bonds since the 1st day of July, 1841 ; and your Ora- 
trix further states that said trustees hold six bonds of the State 
bearing five per cent. interest, from the 1st of January, 1843, for 
$1,000 each, issued by Gov. Yell for a loan to the State by the 
bank; and that said bank was indebted to the State in arrear 
$8,826 37, on account of the annual bonus provided for in the 


charter, up to the time when the charter was, at the suit of the 


State, declared to be forfeited—which bonuses are by said deed 


placed and required to be paid in the fifth class; and your Ora- : 


trix insists that an account should be taken of the interest so 
paid by her on the bonds of said bank, and also of the amount 
due her on account of said bonuses, and that so much thereof as 
is necessary for that purpose may be set off against said six 
bonds, and said bonds cancelled and surrendered; and that the 
residue of the amount may be paid to her out of said trust fund 
in accordance with the provisions of said deed; your Oratrix 
being entitled in equity to be subrogated to the rights of bond- 
holders, and to have that portion of the five per cent. fund re- 
tained and applied upon the interest of said 500 bonds refunded 
and paid out of the assets of said trust in the fourth class. 

Your Oratrix further represents that the Governor recently 
caused application to be made on the cashier and secretary of 
said trustees for a list of all bonds issued in favor of said Real 
Estate Bank for capital stock—now in the hands of said residu- 
ary trustees; but said secretary, by direction of said residuary 
trustees, declined to furnish such information ;—afterwards, how- 
ever, on the written application and demand of one of the stock- 
holders of said bank, and a subsequent direct demand by the 
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Executive, such list was furnished.to the Exeeutive—a true copy 
whereof is herewith exhibited marked .B No. 1, and -made part 
hereof, showing :the number of each, by whom, and -when paid, 
and the amount of principal and interest when received. From 
‘which list it appears that.said residuary trustees only have on 
hand at-this time 163 of.the said bonds and 222 -detached cou- 
pons. But your Oratrix avers the-truth to be that .said trustees 
and their predecessors have received in payment of debts due 
-said trust.a large number of the said bonds other than those men- 
‘:tioned in said list, and have sold and disposed of the same at a 
heavy discount, for the purpose of raising specie to pay their-own 
salaries and defray the expenses of said trust, and for other pur- 
poses not known to your -Oratrix. | 

Your Oratrix further represents that said trustees and their 
officers and agents have, at various times, received property in 
payment of debts due said trust, and at judicial sales made -for 
the payment of such debts, and taken titles and conveyances to 
and in their individual names, or in the individual.name of some 
one of them ; and they have in like manner purchased and taken 
conveyances, for lands sold for taxes, and upon which said bank 
or the beneficiaries under said deed held a lien by the stock 
mortgages or otherwise. In someinstancesthis course may have 
been adopted for convenience in making re-sales; but whether 
such was the case or not, your Oratrix submits that allsuch pro- 
perty, and lands are in.equity held in trust for the creditors under 
said deed. : 

Your Oratrix further charges that most of the bonds given by 
said trustees were given in 1842, and would now be barred as : 
against the sureties, as to many of the breaches of trust and de- 
faults ; that neither the penalties or conditions of any of said 
bonds are sufficient to secure the beneficiaries: under said trust, 
and that most of the securities upon said bonds are either .dead, 
insolvent or have removed from this State. | 

Your Oratrix further charges that many of said trustees have 
been in the practice of taking property in payment of the debts 
due said trust, in their own names,.and of assuming the debts of 
debtors, without giving any note, bond or security for the pay- 
ment of such assumpsits, by merely having the-amounts charged 
to their account on the books of said trustees, and that several 
of them have in that way assumed more than the penalty of their 
bonds as trustees. "E 

Your Oratrix further represents that the said Sam. C. Roane, ` 
George Hill, Enoch J. Smith, Lorenzo N. Clarke, Robert S. .Gib- 
son, Lambert Reardon, Ebenezer Walters and Thomas W. New- 
ton, are dead ; and that said Julia Roane is the executrix of the 
said Sam. C. Roane, deceased ; said Nancy Hill is the executrix, 
. and Jacob Custer the executor of the last will and testament of 
said George Hill, deceased ; said James W. Smith is the admini- 
strator of said Enoch J. Smith, deceased ; said Edward .E. Mc- 
Connell is the administrator, de bonis non, with the will annexed, 
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of said Lorenzo N. Clarke, deceased ; and said Sam'l P. Griffith 
is'the administrator of said Robert S. Gibson, deceased ; said 
Ann Reardon is:the àdmitnistratrix, and said Jolin E. Reardon 
is the administrator of said Lambért Reardon, deceased ; said 
David F. Shall is the administrator, Ze bonis non, with the will 
annexed, of the said Ebenezer Walters, deceased ; and said John 
W. Newton is the administrator of said Thomas W. Newton, de- 
ceased ; and all of said executors, executrixes, administrators, 
and administratrixes are made defendants to this suit in their 
several and respective representative capacities. 

Your Oratrix further represents. that all-of the mortgages and 
bonds executed by the stockholders to secure the capital stock of 
said bank, and all the books, papers, documents, accounts, ete., 


of every description, belonging to or connected with said bank, 


and all the bonds executed by said several trustees, and all the 
books, records, papers, bonds, bills, notes, accounts, moneys, 
bonds and securities, in any manner 'connected with or relating 
to the affairs of said trust are now in the possession or under the 
control of said:residuary trusteees, or the said attorney or secre- 
tary ; and that it will be impracticable to ascertain the exact 
condition of the affairs of said trust, or fully specify all the vari- 
ous breaches of trust and wrongful acts of said trustees and their 
agents, without access to said books and papers—and so your 
Oratrix submits that said/defendant should be required to pro- 
duce in court all such books, papers and documents. 
_ And your Oratrix charges that there are now in the separate 
possession of each of the-defendants, or under his or her control, 
some writings, deéds, books, papers, memoranda, letters, copies 
of letters, receipts, tickets, vouchers, printed papers, and papers 


with writing on, whereof copies have been sent as letters or notes, ` 


which have been used as a part of one writing, deed, book, pa- 
per, memorandum, letter, copy of a letter, receipf, ticket, vouch- 


er,-etc., having relation to or making allusions to the matters in — 


question, and herein above charged, or some‘one or more of them, .'- 


whereby the truth of the statements and charges aforesaid, or 
some of them would clearly and fully appear, and of each of 
which writings, deeds, books, papers, memoranda, letters, notes, 
copies of letters, tickets, vouchers, printed -papers, and papers 
with writing ‘on ds aforesaid, in the possession or under the con- 
trol of each of said defendants as aforesaid ;—your Oratrix here 
seeks from each of said defendants descriptive and full particu- 
lars, well arranged and framed so as to form an intelligible sched- 
ule, with all the proper dates and descriptions therein distinctly 
set forth, so that the parties and matters alluded to by the con- 
tents of said schedule may be plainly and sufficiently manifest. 

And your Oratrix further charges that when said assignment 
was made the assets of said bank, if properly administered, were 


amply sufficient ‘to have paid all the liabilities of said bank; but - 
by the negligence, carelessness and improper conduct. of said. 


truistees—at least one-half of the said assets have been squan- 


deor uam 
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dered and wasted—and the liabilities of said bank are at least a 
million of dollars more than they were at the time the trust was 
created, and all of which will-ultimately fall upon and have to be 
paid by the citizens of this State. And said trustees not content 
with embarrassing and ruining the credit of the State by failing 
to pay the interest on said bonds—seem determined; and she 
fears they will waste the whole assets legitimately applicable to 
_ the payment of said bonds and interest—thereby causing a loss 
to the people of the State, of more than two millions of dollars. 
That the bonds required of said trustees are no indemnity, or a 
very partial and insufficisnt indemnity, and that such losses will 
be to a great extent irretrievable. And your Oratrix further 
charges that the previous conduct of said trustees shows that 
they are unworthy of the said trust and they are unable or at 
least not disposed to manage said assets, and that they are not 
safe in the hands of said trustees, and your Oratrix is unwilling 
to permit any more of the.effects of said-bank, or any money aris- 
ing therefrom to go into their hands or possession. 

And your Oratrix has by her agents repeatedly applied to said 
defendants for an account of said trust property and of their ap- 
plication and to execute the trusts in and by the said deed de- 


clared, etc. But now-so it is; they have hitherto wholly refused: 


so to do. 

All of which actings and doings of the said defendants, are 
contrary to equity and good conscience, tending to the manifest 
wrong and injury, and intended to hinder and delay, and operat- 


ing directly to defraud your Oratrix and the other beneficiaries ' 


and creditors under said deed; a great abuse of trust and power, 
and an intolerable diversion of the trust fund from its legitimate 
objects. 

In tender consideration whereof, and as your Oratrix is reme- 
diless, as are the other creditors and benificiaries under said deed 
at law, and relievable only in equity, where matters of this na- 
ture are properly cognisable, therefore your Oratrix brings this 
suit and bill, not only on behalf of the said State, but also and 
equally on behalf of all the other creditors and beneficiares un- 
der said deed; against the. parties herein named who are prayed 
to be made defendants hereto..

Sir: I instructed James M. Curran, esq., attorney employed 
by the State, to obtain from you a complete list of the bonds is- 
sued by the State of Arkansas to the Real Estate Bank of the 
State of Arkansas, and which have been received by the trus- 
tees in payment of debts, or in any other manner taken up or 
-redeemed since the 2d day of April, 1842, the date of the deed of 
assignment of the assets of the bank, and to have each of said 
bonds (so redeemed by the bank) designated by the proper num- 
ber thereof, and the titles of the acts under which they were: 
issued, and the dates of their approval. Mr. Curran submitted 
to me his letter, calling on you for the list of those redeemed 
bonds, before he delivered it to you. The information called for 
is such, it seems to me, as the authorities of the State are clearly 
entitled to, and which the trustees and officers of the bank have 
no right to withhold. - 

I was therefore surprised to learn from you, verbally, to-day, 
that you declined and refused to furnish Mr. Curran that infor- 
mation. 

The State of Arkansas issued to the Real Estate Bank of the 
State of Arkansas, 1,530 of her bonds, each for-$1,000, and bear- 
ing interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum. By the sale 
of these 1,530 bonds, the bank obtained her banking capital, 
amounting tu one million five hundred and thirty thousand dol- 
lars. 

By provision of the charter, the bank was bound to pay the 
interest and also to redeem the bonds. The stockholders mort- 
gaged to the State of Arkansas 141,980 acres of land, valued at 
$2,603,932 32, as an indemnity to the State and the holders of 
these bonds for the payment, by the bank, of the interest and the - 
redemption or payment of the bonds. It is represented that the 
bank paid the interest on these 1,530 bonds, up to the first day 
of July, 1841, and that no interest has been paid by the bank 
since that date. 

On the 2d day of April, 1842, by a deed of assignment, the as- 
sets of the bank were placed in the hands of trustees. Since 
then more than twelve years have elapsed. Not one of the 1,530 
bonds has been cancelled and surrendered to the authorities of 
the State. These obligations of the State, which the bank was 
bound to pay or redeem, amount to: $1,530,000 
And the interest which the bank has failed to pay for 

twelve years and six months, up to the 1st day of 

January, 1854, amounts to | 1,147,500 


Making together, $2,677,500 
For the payment of which sum the State and the stockholders : 
are liable, unless some of the bonds have been redeemed or in- 
terest paid. But this is not all the interest the State has involved. 
Under the act to establish the dioi d branch of the Real Estate 
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Bank, the State issued to that institution.500 of her bonds, each: 
for $1,000, bearing interest at the rate of six per cent. per an- 
num; and stockholders, under this act; mortgaged to the State. 
of Arkansas, 65,121 acres of land, valued at $776,840 06, as an 
indemnity to the State and the holders of the bonds, for the pay- 
ment, by the bank, of the interest, and also the payment or re- 
demption.of these bonds. By the terms of the charter, these. 
bonds could not be disposed of at less than par; but the bank, 
without authority, and in violation of law, hypothecated them to. 
the North American Trust and Banking Company, of New York, 
on the 7th day of September, 1840, and only obtained upon the 
500:bonds the sum of $122,389 77. These hypothecated bonds 
have never been returned to the State, but by the acts of the 
bank have been placed ‘beyond her control. l 
Thus you will perceive that the State of Arkansas has an in- 

terest deep and absorbing. in the affairs of the Real Estate Bank. 
. The bank has sold and otherwise parted with bonds of the State 

which (with the interest on them) now amount to upwards of 
three millions and five hundred thousand dollars: The trustees 
and officers of the bank have had control and management of 
the entire assets of the bank since the 2d day of April, 1842, up- 
wards of twelve years. Before the assignment, the State, under 
the charter of the bank, had two directors at the principal bank, 
‘and two directors at each of its branches, to guard and protect 
her interests. By the deed of assignment the State was deprived ' 
of her representation in the bank. Livery officer or agent of the 
State was and has been excluded. To the trustees and officers 
of the bank, the State must apply for information relative to the 
affairs of the bank. Having control, in a judiciary capacity, of 
such a large fund in which the interests, credit and honor of the 
State are so deeply involved, it is strange that the trustees and 
officers of the bank should assume the attitude of withholding 
from the authorities of the State a lst of the bonds redeemed, 
including those which your predecessor, as cashier and secretary 
of the bank, heretofore, in his reports to the legislature, reported 
redeemed and on hand. 

. By reports made from the bank to the General Assembly of 
this State, it appears that the trustees received, for debts and 
otherwise, took up or redeemed, from the 2d day of April, 1842, 
to the 10th day of. November, 1852, bonds of this State which 
had been issued to and sold by the Real Estate Bank, amount- 
ing, principal and interest, to between two and three hundred 
thousand dollars. By the redemption of such bonds by the Real 
Estate Bank, the liabilities of the State and of the stockholders 
would be lessened in proportion to the amount redeemed. The 
date of the redemption of each bond, and the amount paid by the 
bank for it, will indicate the amount of the assets applied by the 
trustees to that purpose. 

_If the bonds have really been redeemed and are on hand, why 
is the Executive of the State refused a list of them, showing un- 
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der what acis they were issued, when and from whom received by the 
bank, the amount allowed for each, and the particular number of each 
bond ? ` i ü 

As the Executive of the State, I respectfully demand that in- 
formation, so that the authorities of the State may know which 
particular bonds have been redeemed, and so that the bonds unre- 
deemed, and for which the State is liable, may be identified. 

The information called for you will be pleased to certify offi- 
cially, and furnish me as early as practicable. For the work in 
preparing it, I will compensate you upon receipt of the informa- 
tion. 

As I do not wish to be kept in suspense with regard to this . 
matter, I would thank you to advise me at once, in writing, of 
your final determination in the premises.

The relator insists on his discharge, on the ground of the in- 


sufficiency and illegality of tlie. warrant, in this: That it does 
not show, by recital, that the representation and demand of the 
Governor of the State of Arkansas was accompanied with a^copy 
of the indictment found, or an affidavit, made before some mag- 
istrate of the State of Arkansas, certified by the said Executive, 
as being duly authenticated, and charging the relator with hav- 
ing committed the crime of forgery, within the said State; and 
we are of opinion, that on the ground set forth, he is entitled to 
his discharge. The delivery up, by the Executive of this State, 
of fugitives from the justice of a sister State, is controlled—not 
by the principles of international law, or the practices of comity 
between nations, or the provisions of any statute of this State, 
for none such have been passed—but exclusively by the provis- 
ion of the constitution of the United States, in relation to the 
subject matter, and the act of Congress adopted to carry the 
same into effect. The position of the section of the constitution

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referred to is in these words: “ A person charged, in any State, 
with treason, felony, or other crime, who shall flee from justice 
and be found in another State, shall, on demand of the Execu- 
tive authority of the State from which he fled, be delivered up, 
to be removed to the State having jurisdiction of the crime.” 
The act of February, 1793, to carry this provision into effect, 


provides, that whenever the Executive authority of any State or ` 


Territory shall demand any fugitive from justice, of the Execu- 
tive authority of any such State or Territory, to which such per- 
soncshall- have fled, and shall moreover produce the copy. of an 
indictment found, or an affidavit made before a magistrate of 
any State or Territory, as aforesaid, charging the person, so de- 
manded, of having committed treason, felony or other crime, cer- 
tified as authorities by the Governor or chief magistrate of the 
State or Territory from whence the person, so charged, fled, it 
shall be the duty of the Executive of the State or "Territory, to

State. These were altogether insufficient to give the Governor 
jurisdiction in the case. The representations of the Execu- 
tive of the demanding State, are of no effect, unless supported 
by a duly authenticated copy of the indictment found or affidavit 
made. These are prerequisites to the issue of the warrant, and 
"without these it is void, and gives no authority to arrest or de- 
tain the person alleged to be charged. We are of opinion that 
the warrant should show, on its face, that such authentic copy of 
the indictment or affidavit had been produced to the Executive. 


Such appears to be the usual form in the cases which have been , 


submitted to our examination.—[9 Wendell,212: 3 McLean, 121.] 
Whether the indictment or affidavit should be fully set forth in 
the warrant, is a point on which, as yet, we have not attained a 
definite conelusion. It might be very important, in many cases, 
to the liberty of the citizen, that the tribunal, before which he 
sues out his writ for discharge,-should have the opportunity of 
inspecting the indictment or affidavit, as these might bé totally 
insufficient to sustain the charge. In the ease cited from 3 Me- 
Lean, 121, exparte Joseph Smith, the affidavit was adjudged in- 
sufficient. This opinion is material, simply to announce our

BRIEF OF JONES & BALLINGER FOR SUSTAINING THE ARREST. 


In the Supreme Court of Texas, | 
Eixparte Abner E. Thornton. 


The court should look into the petition of the party, to see the 
grounds on which he seeks his discharge. 

He shows, by his petition, that he is in arrest by virtue of a 
warrant from the Governor of the State, on the-ground that he 

is à fugitive from justice from the State of Arkansas; but he re- 
~ presents that the warrant is not in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the att of Congress on the subject. 

With a full knowledge of the crime, (charged in the warrant 
to have been committed in Arkansas), forgery, and with the eye 
‘of his counsel on the law of Congress, he denies nothing, ques- 
tions nothing, presents no ground for his discharge, except a 
supposed want of conformity tọ the act of Congress, in the pro- 
cess. 
‘The court will not presume more for him than he has alleged 
for himself. As he has not denied that he stands charged with 
crime in Arkansas, that the legal evidence thereof accompanied 
the demand, the court will not presume these things not to be 
true, when his own petition does not allege them. — 

. Thus Chitty lays it down, (1 Crim. Law, 119, 123, 194), that - 
the petitioner for habeas corpus must show “the circumstances 
under which he considers himself entitled. to relief” So our statute 
requires him to show, “by affidavit or other evidence, probable 
cause to believe that he is detained in custody without lawful au- 
thority.” So exparte Tobias Watkins, (3 Peters, 201), the peti- 
tion showing that the habeas corpus was prayed to be discharged 


` 
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from the judgment of a court, the petition was refused, and held 
that the petition of the party would be looked to. 

In some States, by statute, as in New York, the party may 
take issue upon the facts of the return, by affidavit. See the 
case in 9 Wendell. But then the court will take, as against 
him, the implied admissions of what he has .not denied. See 
same case, page —.- l | 

A habeas corpus is in the nature of a writ of error, to bring 
the whole proceedings, under which the party-has been arrested, 
before the court; and it would seem that, the party must take the 
steps to bring before the court the proceedings he controverts ; 
and ae are admitted to be without error which he does not 
attack. 

As itis alleged that the warrant is not in compliance with 
the law, the court will look into the constitution and act of Con- 
gress which regulates the proceeding. The constitution of the 
United States, article , section , provides that, “a per- 
son charged, in any State, with treason, felony or other crime, 
who shall flee from justice and be found in another State, shall, — 
on demand of the executive authority of the State from which — 
he fled, be delivered up, to be removed to the State having juris- 
diction of the crime.” The act of Congress of 1798, (1 U.S. 
Statutes at large, 302), after providing the manner in which the 
demand shall be made, and the evidence by which it shall be . 
accompanied, says, “Jt shall be the duty of the executive au- 
thority of the State to which he fled, to cause him to be arrested 
and secured.” TEES 

The language employed is the simplest that can be conceived, 
to express the mere executive duty of the Governor. That of - 
the constitution is, ** he, the fugitive, shall be delivered up.” Of 
the act.of Congres, is that the * Governor shall cause him to be 
arrested and secured.” It does not provide that he shall issue a 
warrant. It does not require process.to be issued, stating the 
grounds of the arrest, setting forth the evidence which was be- 
fore the Executive. This is not expressed, nor can it be fairly 
inferred. .But from the total silence on the subject, it seems 
evident that the manner in which he should cause the arrest was 
left to his own sound discretion. He might have caused it by - 
proclamation, and any person could have executed it.—| aves 
vs. the State, 6 Hump., 53: 1 U. S. Amd. Dig., arrest. 

So any person could arrest, without warrant or order, at his 
peril ; and, on showing that good cause existed, as that the per- 
son was demanded, and that the Governor had ordered the ar- 
rest, would be justified. There were various modes of arrest 
besides upon warrant. MOT 

It is not contended that the act of the Governor, in surrender- 
ing a person as a fugitive, and causing his arrest, is not as fully 
open to judicial enquiry as the act of the most inferior magis- 
trate in the land; but there should be some cause alleged or 
proved, to show his act invalid. : If, for instance, this party had 
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shown “ probable cause” to’ believe that he was not a fugitive 
from justice, and therefore not liable, by the constitution and 
laws, to be delivered up, (as in the case of Joe Smith, the Mor- 
mon Prophet, in 3 McLean), or on the ground that he did not 
stand charged with crime in the State to which it was sought to 
take him, within the meaning of the constitution and: laws, the 
facts in relation thereto would be proper subjects of judicial 
enquiry.. 

On application for a habeas corpus, in England, it was usual 
to apply for a certiorari, to cause the depositions and other pro- 
ceedings, under which he was committed, to be sent for the in- 
spection of the court trying the habeas corpus.—[1 Chitty's Crim. 
Law, 118, 119. | | 

And would have been competent in this court to have obtained 
the evidence on which the Governor acted, if probable cause had 
been shown that the Governor had acted without authority. . 

This not having been done, the authority of the Governor to 
cause the arrest is not questioned in a proper manner. 

On this point, we conclude, that the sufficiency of the requi- 
sition, and of the evidence which accompanies it, is, by the law 
on the subject, to be determined by the Governor. That the 
only act or proceeding by the|Governor is to cause the arrest. 
That no form of process is pointed out or intended by the law on 
this subject—that the mode of arrest is left to Executive discre- 
tion, and that a party seeking relief from the arrest must show 
probable cause, by affidavit, or otber evidence that the arrest has 
been caused without authority of law; and that where it appears 
from his own petition, and from the order or warrant of arrest, 
that he is arrested as a fugitive from justice, it is sufficient, as 
to the arrest, that it shall in fact have been caused by the Gover- 
nor, and no other forms or recitals are necessary. 

II. The warrant of the Governor is good as a common law 
warrant. | 

At common law it was not necessary to “ set out the charge, or 
offence, or evidence,” in the warrant, andin many cases it was con- 
sidered imprudent to do so. 1 Chitty’s Crim. Law 41. 

At most it was only advisable to state the particular species of 
crime, without showing the particular facts of the charge, or the 
evidence on which it was founded. 1 Chitty’s Crim. Law 42. — 

So of a commitment. It was only necessary “ to set forth the 
particular species of crime alleged against the party," but it was 
“not necessary to state any part of the evidence adduced before the 
magistrate, or to show the grounds on which he has thought fit to 
commit the defendant." 

The warrant in this case shows that the Governor of Arkan- 
sas has demanded the accused as a fugitive from justice from that 


‘State, charged with the crime of forgery ; and that the demand 


was made in accordance with the provisions of the constitution 
and laws of the United States. 
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This is as full as any warrant, commitment, or precept for the 
purpose can be required. 

It shows the “ particular species” of crime charged against the 
accused, and shows his demand, as a fugitive from justice, in the 
manner ‘provided by law. 

What more can be necessary, unless it should be held that the 
evidence of the crime, or the evidence of the demand, should be 
specially set-out, which is expressly held to be unnecessary. 

The act of Congress specifies two kinds of evidence by which 
the Governor can ascertain a demand made that the party stands 
charged with crime, and on which he shall deliver him up. 

When, then, the Governor shows that it has been made known 
to him that the party does stand charged with a particular crime, 
it is as specific and certain as need be, and he is not required to 
set out the evidence. 

III. If it were necessary, it would be insisted that it is not 
requisite that a copy of an indictment or an affidavit, provided 
in the act of Congress, should in all cases accompany the de- 
mand made for a . fugitive. 

The constitution of the United States is the paramount law on 
the subject. The act provides certain evidence, on the produc- 
tion of which the Governor shall deliver up the fugitive. Doubt- 
less one of these is in conformity with the mode of criminal, 
. in most of the States of the Union, and they are theréfore the 
usual and convenient evidence which would be produced. 

But the constitution provides that any person charged with 
crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in another State, 
shall, on demand of the Executive of the State from which he 
fled, be delivered up, etc. 

The language of the warrant is that it has been meds known 
to him by the Governor of Arkansas that Thornton stands charged 
in that State with the crime of forgery, has fled from justice, and 
taken refuge in Texas, and that he has been demanded in con- 
formity with the constitution and laws. 

This provision of the constitution, without further legislative 
provision, is operative, and is the superior law. It is not a 
direction to Congress to cau on the subject, but is complete 
and perfect in itself. 

The warrant-conforms. to it literally, and certainly that is all 
that can be necessary in a warrant. 

Suppose that in Arkansas, the grand jury system was abolished, 
and that trials for crime were not on indictment, but on informa- 
tion, or some other mode provided by the legislation of that State. 

Or suppose that no affidavit was necessary, but the represen- 
tation of a certain officer, or a certain number of citizens, was 
the manner in which a person was charged with crime, so as to 
lead to judicial investigation ; could it be contended that the con- 
stitution of the United States would not apply to such a case, and 
that fugitives from justice from that State could go at large ? 

We think not. Ifthe fugitive was charged with crime, by the

laws of that State, it woüld be puflicient, and certrinly a warrant 
cannot be required to state more.

It would be extra-judicial. It would not im any legal sense 
ea the party with crime, unless made in a manner required-

The Governor could not certify such an affidavit as authentic. 
It would. possess no authenticity nor weight whatever. All the 
affidavits or evidence which could: be nullified in a case would: 
not authorize the Governor of one State to demand; or of another 
to deliver a fugitive, unless made in a judicial proceeding. Un- - 
less they had the legal effect to charge the party with crime. 

It is argued on the other side, that for all that appears by the 
warrant, Thornton may stand charged with the crime in some 
newspapers, by some political faction, by some slanderous indi- 
vidual, etc., and that the warrant bearing this construction can 
not be valid. |o 
-  Sueh construction is not warranted. Language not only has 

a conventional meaning, determined by the subject matter, but 
it acquires a legal meaning. 

Both the constitution and the act of Congress use the term 
charged with crime. | i 

To be charged with crime is to be charged by judicial pro- 
ceeding. | 

If the warrant bears any such construction as contended for, . 
the constitution does likewise, and it follows, either that the con- 
stitution of the U. S. contemplates the surrender of a person 
charged by newspapers, etc., with crime; or that to stand charg- 
ed with erime imports a charge by judicial proceeding. 

It could scarcely be argued that a warrant should be more ae- ` 
curately worded than the constitution of the United States—of 
all other instruments the most carefully and exactly expressed.

Upon the motion to detain the accused until a further warrant 
could be obtained; it is insisted that the duty of carrying into ef- 
fect the constitution and law of the United States, on this sub- 
ject, is obligatory upon this State, and all its officers. Itis the 
law of the State. Its officers are sworn to support it. It is no 
less enjoined by sound national poliey, and by the obligations of 
morality and justice. 3 Storys Commentaries on the constitution. 

On habeas corpus the court will not discharge the petitioner, 
but will detain him in custody a reasonable time, although the 
warrant or commitment be informal; Provided, There is proba- 
ble ground to believe he is in fact a subject for a legal arrest.

The affidavit of Danley, the agent of the State of Arkansas, is 
. positive to that effect. 
|. Evenif the requisition were informal, it.is the duty of this court 
to detain the prisoner a reasonable time to enable the Governor 
of Arkansas to make a proper demand. Lz parte Smith, 5 Cow- 
en, 278.

Much more, then, where there has béen concurrent action by 
the Executives of both States for the removal of this fugitive to 
the State having jurisdiction over him, is it the düty of the court 
to detain the party, so as to permit a proper warrant to issue. 

. Itis the high duty of this court to aid in the enforcement of 
laws, not to open ingenious ways, and refuse to close them again, 
for persons to escape from their effect. ` 

It is its province as a part of the judiciary system of the Uni- 
ted States to assist the policy of its constitution and laws, to aid 
in bringing offenders to justice,-and not to. seek to protect or 
shelter them from responsibility to the States, whose laws they 
are alleged to have violated. 2m 

The question, in short is, whether this court will assist in the 
enforcement of the laws-of the United States, or in the escape of 


a fugitive from justice. - |
